FIRST  DAY— TUESDAY 

The  147th  i\nnual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
convened  in  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  at  10:00  A.M. 
on  Tuesday,  May  14,  1963,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Right  Rev- 
erend Richard  H.  Baker,  D.D.,  presiding.  The  opening  prayers  were 
offered  by  the  Reverend  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  certified  the  presence  of  a  constitu- 
tional quorum  in  both  orders,  and,  there  being  no  request  for  a  roll 
call,  the  Bishop  declared  the  Convention  officially  in  session  and  ready 
for  business. 

On  motion  of  the  Reverend  Robert  L.  Ladehoff,  duly  seconded  and 
passed,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman 
was  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  serve  until  the  next  Annual 
Convention.  The  Reverend  William  H.  Hethcock  was  appointed  As- 
sistant Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Reverend  Thorn  W.  Blair,  rector  of  the  host  parish,  welcomed 
the  Convention  to  Christ  Church  and  introduced  Mr.  Louis  V.  Sutton, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  local  Committee  on  Arrangements,  who  also  wel- 
comed the  delegates  and  gave  information  and  instruction  as  to  parking 
regulations  as  well  as  other  provisions  and  arrangements  for  their  ac- 
commodation and  convenience.  On  motion  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Blair, 
duly  passed,  the  time  schedule  as  printed  in  the  Convention  Bulletin 
of  Christ  Church  was  adopted  as  the  official  schedule  of  the  147th 
Annual  Convention. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  offered  the  following  Resolu- 
tion which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted. 

"That  the  148th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  meet  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  January  28  and  29, 
1964,  and  that  we  accept  the  invitation  previously  tendered  to  hold 
that  Convention  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  North 
Carolina."

With  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  presiding,  the  Bishop  delivered  his  an- 
nual Convention  Address,  the  same  being  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops  (see  Page  58).  The  Bishop  again 
took  the  Chair  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  delivered  his  annual  Con- 
vention Address,  reference  being  as  aforesaid  (see  Page  81). 

The  Bishop  formally  introduced  to  the  Convention  the  following 
clergymen  who  had  become  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  since 
the  last  Annual  Convention:  The  Reverend  Messrs.  Claude  Phillip 
Craig,  Hugh  Burnette  Craig,  Jr.,  Samuel  Kindley  Frazier,  Jr.,  Daniel 
Webster  McCaskill,  Samuel  Monroe  Moore,  David  Bertram  Nicker- 
son,  Alexander  Barraud  Hanson,  John  Westervelt  Tucker  and  William 
Robert  Mill.  Also  introduced  was  the  Reverend  Leslie  Gurth  Fothergill, 
Rector  of  St.  Botolph's  Church,  Barton,  Seagrave,  Kettering-Northants, 
England,  now  serving  as  interim  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Spray, 
and  priest-in-charge  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Rockingham  County,  under 
an  exchange  arrangement  with  the  Rev.  Warwick  Aiken,  Jr. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes  was  presented  by 
the  Reverend  R.  Martin  Tilson,  Chairman.  (See  Page  99).  On  separate 
motions  duly  passed,  St.  Luke's  Church,  Durham,  and  Christ  Church, 
Albemarle,  were  admitted  as  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention  as 
of  May  14,  1963.  The  Bishop  recognized  the  delegates  from  these  newly 
admitted  Parishes,  invited  them  to  seat,  voice  and  vote  in  the  Conven- 
tion and  extended  to  the  respective  priests-in-charge,  the  Reverend 
Messrs.  William  H.  Hethcock  and  James  O.  Walker,  Jr.,  congratulations 
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for  their  leadership  which  contributed  to  the  attainment  of  parish  status 
by  their  respective  congregations. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  presentation  of  all  Resolutions  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

The  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  extended  the  invitation  of  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Raleigh,  to  hold  the  Annual  Convention  of  1965  in  that  parish.  On 
motion  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  duly  passed,  this  invita- 
tion was  accepted. 

The  Reverend  Floyd  W.  Finch,  Jr.,  extended  the  invitation  of  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter, 
Charlotte,  to  hold  the  Annual  Convention  of  1966  in  that  parish. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  presented  Report  #1  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  (see  Page  99).  On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne, 
duly  passed,  Rule  of  Order  XVII  was  revised  and  rewritten  accordingly, 
effective  immediately. 

The  Bishop  requested  that  the  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  ex- 
plain to  the  delegates  the  use  of  the  Biographical  Sketches  in  connec- 
tion with  making  nominations  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  then  instructed  the  Secretary  to  place  on  the  ballots 
to  be  used  in  voting  on  Wednesday  only  those  names  received  from 
the  Biographical  Sketch  forms.  The  delegates  were  informed  that  all 
nominations  would  remain  open  until  the  close  of  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion on  Tuesday,  May  14th. 

Nominations  were  received,  in  order,  both  from  the  floor  and  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary,  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  by  election  at  this 
147th  Annual  Convention,  as  follows:  Standing  Committee,  Executive 
Council,  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  Trustee  of  Kanuga  Lakes,  Inc., 
Directors  of  the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  Representatives 
to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  Deputies  to  the  Provincial 
Synod  and  Deputies  to  General  Convention. 

Noonday  prayers  were  offered  by  the  Reverend  W.  Parker  Marks. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  in  connection  with  receiving 
nominations  for  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  placed  in  nomina- 
tion in  behalf  of  the  Episcopal  Church  women  of  the  Diocese,  Mrs. 
M.  Eugene  Motsinger,  Jr.,  and  moved  that  in  view  of  Diocesan  Canon 
16,  section  2,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  aforesaid  nominee  be 
unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  for  a  three- 
year  term.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  The  Secretary,  in  be- 
half of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese,  placed  in  nomination  for 
membership  on  the  Executive  Council  Mr.  Charles  Blanchard,  moving 
that  in  view  of  Diocesan  Canon  16,  section  2,  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  that  Mr.  Blanchard  be  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Council  for  a  one-year  term.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  was 
presented  by  Mr.  D.  Edward  Hudgins,  Chairman  (see  Page  108).  Mr. 
Hudgins  then  read  the  following  Resolution,  which,  on  motion  duly 
passed,  was  adopted: 

"WHEREAS,  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Third  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  adopted  a  resolution  re- 
questing the  Diocesan  Bishop  to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the 
structure  and  organization  of  this  diocese,  and 

"WHEREAS,  this  committee  was  duly  appointed  and  has  en- 
gaged in  a  continuing  study  of  diocesan  organization  for  a  period 
of  three  years,  and  made  comprehensive  recommendations  to  the 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-Sixth  Annual  Convention,  and 

"WHEREAS,  this  committee  has,  during  the  past  year,  reviewed 
the  results  of  the  action  taken  by  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Sixth 
Annual  Convention,  examined  other  areas  of  diocesan  organization, 
and  transmitted  its  recommendations  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  for  consideration  at  this,  the  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-Seventh  Annual  Convention,  and 

"WHEREAS,  one  of  these  recommendations  would  vest  future 
responsibility  for  reviewing  proposals  for  changing  diocesan  structure 
and  organization  in  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  ONE 
HUNDRED  AND  FORTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  CONVEN- 
TION OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA: 

1.    That  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  established 
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pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Third 
Annual  Convention  is  hereby  discharged. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  shall  assemble  the  perma- 
nent records  and  files  of  the  Committee  and  deliver  them  into  the 
custody  of  the  Diocesan  Registrar  for  the  use  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  and  other  diocesan  officers  and 
agencies  which  shall  need  information  on  the  studies  initiated  and 
carried  out  during  the  period  1959-1963/' 

Bishop  Baker  expressed  to  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organi- 
aztion  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  whole 
Diocese  for  its  work. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  at  12:30  P.M.,  which  was 
served  in  the  parish  house  by  the  Episcopal  Chnrchwomen  of  Christ 
Church.  The  afternoon  session  began  at  2:00  P.M. 

The  Bishop  presented  to  the  Convention  the  Bishop  of  Natal,  South 
Africa,  preacher  for  the  Evening  Service,  and  extended  to  him  both 
seat  and  voice.  Mr.  Thomas  Lockhart  spoke  concerning  the  Evening 
Service  to  be  held  at  8:00  P.M.  in  Ovens  Auditorium,  detailed  plans 
and  arrangements  and  expenses  for  which  had  been  assumed  by  the 
Mecklenburg  Convocation.  The  Bishop  announced  that  the  offering 
at  the  Evening  Service  would  be  for  the  Discretionary  use  of  the  Bishop 
of  Natal,  the  Right  Reverend  G.  Vernon  Inman. 

The  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson  presented  Report  #1  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  moving  that  Mr.  H.  B.  Shelton  be  seated  in 
place  of  Mr.  W.  P.  Biggers  as  a  delegate  from  St.  Stephen's  Parish, 
Durham.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  presented  Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons  (see  Page  100) . 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  the  final  adoption  on  second  reading  of  the 
proposed  amendment  of  Article  II,  section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Diocese  as  adopted  on  first  reading  May  9,  1962  (see  Page  100). 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  the  final  adoption  on  second  reading  of  the  pro- 
pose^ amendment  of  Article  VI,  section  1,  of  the  Diocesan  Constitu- 
tion as  adopted  on  first  reading  May  9,  1962  (see  Page  101).  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded.

On  motion  by  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the  proposed  amendment 
of  Article  IX,  sections  1  and  2,  adopted  on  first  reading  May  9,  1962, 
was  finally  adopted  on  second  reading  (see  Page  101). 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  as  re- 
written and  adopted  on  first  reading  May  9,  1962,  be  finally  adopted 
on  second  reading.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  (see  Page  102) . 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  then  presented  on  first  reading 
proposed  amendments  and  revisions  of  the  following  Canons:  Canon 
VII,  sections  1  and  2;  Canon  X,  sections  2,  3,  4  and  6;  Canon  XII; 
Canon  XVI,  section  2;  Canon  XXV;  Canon  XXVII,  section  2;  and 
Canon  XXXII. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  read 
by  the  Reverend  Robert  W.  Turner,  III,  the  resolution  contained  therein 
being  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  (see  Page  110).  The 
Reverend  Mr.  Turner  also  read  certain  of  the  1962  Parochial  Statistics 
furnished  him  by  the  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  statistical  section 
of  this  1963  Journal. 
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The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  read  by  its  secretary, 
the  Reverend  Thomas  }.  C.  Smyth,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Miscellaneous  Reports  (see  Page  113). 

The  Reverend  Edward  T.  Dell,  Associate  Editor  of  "The  Episco- 
palian," addressed  the  Convention  concerning  this  magazine  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  interest  of  having  Vestries  and  Mission  Committees  try 
the  "Every  Family  Plan"  of  distribution  or  circulation.  He  stated  that

Mr.  Edwin  F.  Schnedl  presented  a  resolution  having  to  do  with  the 
question  of  quotas  and  assessments  as  set  forth  in  the  proposed  new 
Canon  XII,  the  same  being  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

The  Reverend  John  S.  Spong  reported  that  the  Reverend  William 
L.  Williams  of  Roanoke  Rapids  had  been  called  home  due  to  the  death 
of  his  father.  On  motion  duly  passed,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
convey  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Williams  the  prayerful  sympathy  of  the 
Convention. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  moved  that,  pending  an- 
nouncements, the  time  schedule  previously  adopted  be  amended  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  recess  of  the  afternoon  session  on  Tuesday,  May 
14,  and  that  the  Convention  take  recess  at  4:30  P.M.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed,  whereupon,  after  announcements  and  additional 
information  and  instructions  regarding  the  evening  service,  the  Bishop 
declared  the  said  afternoon  session  to  be  concluded  and  the  Conven- 
tion recessed. 
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The  Service  of  Evening  Prayer  was  held  in  Ovens  Auditorium  at 
8:00  P.M.,  "offered  by  the  Mecklenburg  Convocation  to  the  Glory  of 
God  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Natal,  South  Africa."  Participants,  in  addition 
to  the  combined  choirs  of  the  Mecklenburg  Convocation  and  surround- 
ing area  and  a  large  congregation  of  Convention  delegates  and  Char- 
lotte people,  were:  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  the  Reverend 
Messrs.  Thorn  W.  Blair  and  Martin  R.  Tilson.  The  sermon  was  de- 
livered by  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  George  Vernon  Inman,  Bishop 
of  Natal,  South  Africa.  The  offering  was  for  the  Missionary  Work  in 
Bishop  Inman's  Diocese. 

The  altar  flowers  at  this  service  were  offered  to  the  Glory  of  God 
in  loving  memory  of  the  Right  Reverend  Clarence  Alfred  Cole,  late 
Bishop  of  Upper  South  Carolina  and  former  priest  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  The  attractive  printed  Order  of  Service  was  a  me- 
morial to  the  late  rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  the  Reverend 
Henry  Tobias  Egger. 

SECOND  DAY  —  WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  147th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  Christ  Church,  Charlotte, 
at  7:30  A.M.  on  Wednesday,  May  15,  1963.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
was  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  Bishop  of 
Natal,  and  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Thorn  W.  Blair  and  John  A.  Bruce. 
The  offering  at  this  Service  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer 
Book  Society  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Breakfast  was  served  in  the 
parisli  house  by  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the  host  parish. 

At  9:30  A.M.  the  Convention  reconvened  for  business,  the  prayers 
being  offered  by  the  Bishop,  including  the  following  prayer  for  Astro- 
naut Gordon  Cooper  who  was  in  the  midst  of  his  22-orbiral  mission  in 
outer  space: 

"O  ETERNAL  GOD,  WHO  ALONE  SPREADEST  OUT  THE 
HEAVENS,  AND  RULEST  OUTER  SPACE;  WE  COMMEND 
TO  THY  ALMIGHTY  PROTECTION,  THY  SERVANT,  GOR- 
DON COOPER,  FOR  WHOSE  PRESERVATION  IN  OUTER 
SPACE  OUR  PRAYERS  ARE  DESIRED.  GUARD  HIM,  WE  BE- 
SEECH THEE  FROM  THE  DANGERS  OF  OUTER  SPACE, 
FROM  SICKNESS,  FROM  THE  VIOLENCE  OF  ENEMIES, 
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AND  FROM  EVERY  EVIL  TO  WHICH  HE  MAY  BE  EX- 
POSED. CONDUCT  HIM  IN  SAFETY  TO  THE  HAVEN 
WHERE  HE  WOULD  BE,  WITH  A  GRATEFUL  SENSE  OF 
THY  MERCIES;   THROUGH   JESUS   CHRIST   OUR  LORD. 

AMEN." 

The  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson  offered  Report  at  2  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  and  Elections,  as  follows: 

a.  He  moved  that  Mr.  Henry  Glenn  be  certified  as  an  alternate 
delegate  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem,  in  place  of  Mr. 
Thomas  F.  Southgate.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

b.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Robinson  informed  the  Convention  that  318 
clerical  and  lay  delegates  had  been  registered  and  were  qualified 
to  vote,  and  that  160  votes  would  therefore  be  required  for  elec- 
tion to  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Executive  Council  and  as 
Deputies  and  Alternates  to  General  Convention  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Synod  under  Rule  of  Order  XVII  as  amended  on  Tues- 
day, May  14,  1963. 

The  Bishop  ruled  that  any  ballot  not  completed,  i.e.  not  containing 
votes  for  the  number  of  persons  specified,  was  to  be  considered  invalid 
by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elections,  the  tellers  being  in- 
structed to  lay  same  aside. 

The  first  ballot  was  then  taken  for  membership  on  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Council. 

Bishop  Baker  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  for  the  serv- 
ices of  Mrs.  J.  Edward  Beatty,  the  registered  nurse  on  duty  throughout 
the  Convention  in  the  first  aid  room. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Finance  was  presented  by  its 
Chairman,  Mr.  A.  Freeman  Edgerton.  Mr.  Edgerton  submitted  by  title 
the  Pre-Convention  report  of  his  department  (see  Page  175).  He  then 
moved  the  tentative  adoption  for  the  calendar  year  1964  of  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Budget  distributed  in  the  Pre-Convention  packet  in  the 
amount  of  $112,859.12,  and  the  Church's  Program  Budget  as  distributed 
in  the  Pre-Convention  packet  in  the  amount  of  $460,169.00.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded. 

The  Reverend  John  S.  Spong,  in  behalf  of  the  Reverend  Loren 
Mead,  (who  was  called  home  due  to  his  daughter's  sudden  illness), 
moved  that  the  Church's  Program  Budget  item  for  the  North  Caro-

lina  Council  of  Churches  be  increased  from  $600.00  to  $750.00.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  whereupon  Mr.  Edgerton's  motion 
as  amended  was  passed,  with  $250.00  being  added  to  the  proposed 
Church's  Program  Budget  and  bringing  the  total  to  $460,419.00. 

The  Reverend  Frederick  W.  Hoyt,  Priest-in-Charge  of  St.  James' 
Mission,  Pitts  boro,  requested  that  the  Convention  remit  all  arrearages 
of  this  congregation  through  1962 — in  both  assessments  and  quotas — 
explaining  that  there  were  not  sufficient  communicants  of  this  congre- 
gation to  make  arrearage  payments  possible.  On  motion  duly  passed, 
the  aforesaid  request  was  granted  and  the  arrearages  were  remitted  to 
December  31,  1962. 

Mr.  Edwin  F.  Schnedl  moved  that  the  proposed  new  formula  for 
assigning  assessments  and  quotas  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council 
be  amended  by  making  the  basis  of  the  formula  for  each  congregation 
the  total  income,  less  the  minimum  clergy  salary. 

The  Reverend  Albert  S.  Newton  offered  a  substitute  motion  to  the 
effect  that  the  matter  in  question  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Department 
for  study.  (Note:  To  the  best  of  the  Secretary's  knowledge,  neither 
motion  was  seconded,  hence  no  vote  was  taken. ) 

The  third  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  presented  by 
its  Chairman,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  (see  Page  102). 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  Canon  VII,  sections  1  and  2,  be  revised 
and  rewritten.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  (see  Page  102). 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  sections  2,  3,  4  and  6  of  Canon  X  be  re- 
vised and  rewritten  (see  Page  103).  The  motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Ruffin  Bailey  offered  a  substitute  motion  that  the  aforesaid 
proposed  amendments  to  Canon  X  be  referred  back  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Canons.  The  motion  was  seconded  but  defeated,  whereupon 
the  original  motion  was  passed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  temporarily  inter- 
rupted in  favor  of  a  report  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elec- 
tions. The  Reverend  Mr.  Robinson  reported  that  the  Reverend  Carl 
F.  Herman  had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee for  a  three-year  term.  The  second  ballot  for  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Executive  Council  and  the  first  ballot  for  Deputies  to 
General  Convention  were  taken. 
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The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  moved  that  should  no  member 
of  the  Negro  race  receive  a  majority  of  votes  in  the  lay  order  on  the 
second  ballot  for  the  Executive  Council  just  cast,  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  the  Negro  nominee  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  de- 
clared elected.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Continuing  his  report  for  the  Committee  on  Canons,  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Bourne  moved  that  Canon  XII,  and  sections  6  and  7  of  Canon  XVI, 
be  repealed  and  that  the  provisions  thereof  be  incorporated  and  cov- 
ered in  new  Canon  XII  (see  Page  105).  The  motion  was  seconded. 
Mr.  Bourne  then  read  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Edwin  F.  Schnedl  which 
had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  the  same  having  to  do 
had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  as  follows: 

"RESOLVED,  that  Sections  1  and  2  of  the  proposed  new  Canon 
XII  be  deleted  and  that  Section  3  read:  Every  parish  and  mission  in 
the  Diocese  shall  report  to  Diocesan  Headquarters  not  later  than  De- 
cember 3 1  of  each  year  the  pledge  it  proposes  to  make  for  the  support 
of  all  Diocesan  programs  and  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  one-twelfth  of  the  amount  accepted 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  monthly.  On  the  basis  of 
such  pledges  from  the  parishes  and  missions,  the  Executive  Council 
shall  recommend  a  final  budget  to  the  Annual  Convention,  showing 
the  pledges  from  each  parish  and  mission,  and  the  expenditures  rec- 
ommended on  the  basis  of  such  pledges.  The  Convention  shall  have 
the  power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to  make  any  modification  which, 
in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise." 

Mr.  Bourne  then  stated  that  while  the  Committee  on  Canons  did 
not  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  in  order  to  give  the 
Convention  opportunity-  to  vote  on  it,  he  moved  its  adoption.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  and  defeated;  whereupon  Mr.  Bourne's  original  mo- 
tion was  passed  and  new  Canon  XII  was  adopted  (see  Page  105).  On 
motion  duly  passed,  sections  6  and  7  of  Canon  XVI  were  repealed. 

The  Reverend  B.  Daniel  Sapp  offered  the  following  resolution 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  sense  of  this  Convention  is  that  the 
system  of  quotas  and  assessment  now  being  employed  in  our  Diocese 
does  not  represent  the  best  concept  of  Christian  stewardship; 

"AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Convention  request 
that  the  Executive  Council  study  and  take  action  toward  achieving

the  goal  of  Stewardship  Education  in  our  Diocese  in  order  that  a 
no-quota  pledge  system  may  be  inaugurated  at  an  early  date." 

Mr.  Bourne,  continuing  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  moved  that  Canon  XVI,  section  2,  be  amended. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  (see  Page  106) . 

On  motion  of  A4r.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  Canon  XXV  was  amended 
by  the  addition  of  section  8  (see  Page  106) . 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  Canon  XXVII,  section  2,  be  amended.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed  (see  Page  107). 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  Canon  XXXII,  Section  3,  be  revised  and 
rewritten  (see  Page  107).  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Bishop  Baker  announced  that  he  had  just  been  informed  that  Mr. 
Wilbur  Jones  had  written  into  his  will  $200,000.00  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing.  Mr.  Jones  is  a  communicant  of  St. 
Mary's  Church,  High  Point,  now  living  in  Winter  Haven,  Florida. 

Noonday  prayers  were  offered  by  the  Reverend  Albert  S.  Hoag. 

The  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
James  L.  Godfrey,  President  (see  Page  157).  Mrs.  Godfrey,  being  on 
her  way  home  from  a  trip  to  Panama,  also  spoke  briefly  concerning 
some  of  the  highlights  of  her  visit. 

The  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson  reported  that  on  the  second  ballot 
the  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  and  Mr.  H.  Gilliam  Nicholson  had 
been  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  three-year  terms;  also, 
that  the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  and  Mr.  William  J.  Walker 
had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council  for  three- 
year  terms,  Mr.  Walker's  election  being  under  the  suspension  of  the 
rules  in  accordance  with  action  previously  taken. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Robinson  further  reported  that  the  Reverend 
Thorn  W.  Blair  had  been  elected  a  Deputy  to  General  Convention  on 
the  first  ballot. 

A  third  ballot  in  the  Executive  Council  election  and  the  second  for 
Deputies  to  General  Convention  were  then  taken. 

The  Reverend  Joseph  L.  Kellermann  presented  a  book  he  had  written 
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on  alcoholism  and  announced  that  there  were  a  number  of  compli- 
mentary copies  at  the  Secretary's  desk. 

Mr.  Eric  W.  Rodgers  moved  that  the  report  of  the  actions  of  the 
Executive  Council  as  contained  in  the  Pre-Convention  packet  be  sub- 
mitted by  title  and  printed  in  the  Journal.  The  motion  was  seconded. 
The  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  a  substitute  motion — that 
the  words  in  Mr.  Rodgers'  motion — "by  title" — be  stricken  and  that  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Council  be  read.  The  motion  was  not  seconded, 
whereupon  the  original  motion  offered  by  Mr.  Rodgers  was  passed 
(see  page  161). 

The  Rev.  Floyd  \V.  Finch,  Jr.,  submitted  by  title  a  report  on  the 
Companion  Diocese  Program  (see  page  162). 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  at  12:45  P.M.,  the  same  being 
served  in  the  parish  house  by  the  Church  women  of  the  host  parish. 

The  final  session  of  the  Convention  was  convened  at  1 :45  P.M. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Robinson  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials and  Elections  that  the  Reverend  Messrs.  John  W.  S.  Davis  and 
Martin  R.  Tilson  and  Messrs.  Don  P.  Blanton  and  Ben  S.  Willis  had 
been  elected  to  the  Executive  Council  for  three-year  terms.  He  also  re- 
ported that  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Carl  F.  Herman  and  Thomas  }.  C. 
Smyth  and  Messrs.  Henry  C.  Bourne  and  George  H.  Esser,  Jr.  and  Dr. 
George  D.  Penick  had  been  elected  Deputies  to  General  Convention  on 
the  second  ballot. 

The  third  ballot  for  Deputies  to  General  Convention  and  the  first 
for  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  were  taken. 

Mr.  George  F.  Bason,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  submitted  his  re- 
port by  title  (see  page  173),  the  same  having  been  previously  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  was  presented  by  the 
Reverend  Merrill  C.  Miller,  Jr.,  Chairman  (see  page  164).  The  resolu- 
tion that  the  Secretary  send  greetings  to  the  Reverend  Edwin  B.  Jef- 
fress,  Jr.  was,  on  motion  duly  passed,  adopted  by  rising  vote. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Ladehoff  moved  that,  in  view  of  the  news 
that  the  Reverend  William  A.  Yon  was  planning  to  accept  work  outside 
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the  diocese,  the  Convention  express  by  rising  vote  its  appreciation  of 
his  services  in  connection  with  the  Youth  Work  of  this  Diocese.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Yon  made 
appropriate  response. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  presented  by  its 
Chairman,  Mr.  H.  G.  Nicholson   (see  page  165). 

On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  the  five  resolutions  presented  by 
the  Committee  were  adopted,  the  last  by  a  rising  vote. 

Pending  the  next  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elec- 
tions, the  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  moved  its  adoption: 

"That  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  person  in  each  order 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  third  ballot  for  Depu- 
ties to  General  Convention  be  declared  elected  as  the  fourth  deputy 
in  each  order,  and  that  the  other  person  for  whom  votes  were  cast 
in  each  order  on  the  aforesaid  third  ballot  be  declared  elected  as 
the  first  alternate  deputy  in  each  order,  and  that  the  names  of  the 
four  deputies  and  the  first  alternate  in  each  order  having  been  ex- 
cepted, the  three  nominees  in  each  order  having  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  on  the  first  ballot  be  declared  elected  second,  third 
and  fourth  alternate,  respectively." 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson  reported  that,  under  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  aforesaid  resolution,  the  Reverend  Thomas  R. 
Thrasher  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  had  been  elected  Deputies  to 
General  Convention,  and  that  the  Reverend  Messrs.  John  C.  Mott, 
John  S.  Spong,  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  and  Arthur  J.  Calloway,  and  Dr. 
Richard  G.  Stone,  and  Messrs.  Arthur  L.  Tyler,  Starke  S.  Dillard  and 
Charles  F.  Blanchard  had  been  elected  Clerical  and  Lay  Alternate 
Deputies  to  General  Convention. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
vention and  Dispatch  of  Business,  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended 
and  that  when  six  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  shall  have  been 
declared  elected  in  each  order,  and  their  names  being  excepted,  the 
six  nominees  in  the  clerical  order  having  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  on  the  first  ballot  be  declared  elected  as  alternate  deputies  to 
the  Provincial  Synod,  and  that  the  remaining  nominees  in  the  lay  order 
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be  declared  elected  alternate  deputies. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  moved  that,  since  only  one 
person  had  been  nominated  for  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  for 
Trustee  of  Kanuga,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  Secretary  instructed 
to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  this  Convention  for  each  of  the  two 
nominees.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the  Secretary 
cast  the  votes  as  aforesaid,  Mr.  R.  Lee  Covington  being  declared  elected 
as  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  for  a  three-year  term  and  the  Reverend  John 
S.  Spong  as  a  Trustee  of  Kanuga  for  a  three-year  term. 

The  ballot  was  then  taken  for  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College,  Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches, 
Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South  and  Directors  of  The  Episco- 
pal Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Reverend  Arthur  J.  Calloway  (see  page  168). 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  (1) 
that  in  regard  to  election  of  Directors  of  The  Episcopal  Home  for  the 
Ageing,  Inc.,  the  ten  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
be  declared  elected  for  a  three-year  term  and  the  person  receiving  the 
next  highest  number  of  votes,  excepting  the  first  ten,  be  declared 
elected  to  the  aforesaid  Board  to  serve  until  the  Convention  of  1964; 
(2)  that  in  the  election  for  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  the 
four  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected 
for  a  four-year  term  and  the  person  receiving  the  next  highest  number 
of  votes,  excepting  the  first  four,  be  declared  elected  to  the  aforesaid 
Board  until  the  Convention  of  1964;  (3)  that  in  the  election  of  Depu- 
ties to  the  Provincial  Synod  the  six  persons  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  in  each  order  be  declared  elected  Deputies.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed,  the  rules  being  suspended  accordingly. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  was 
presented  by  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Tyler  (see  page  169) . 

The  Bishop  nominated  as  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  for 
one  year  those  whose  names  appear  on  page  6  and  asked  for  confirma- 
tion, which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  given. 
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The  Bishop  nominated  those  whose  names  appear  on  page  6,  class 
of  1965?  as  Trustees  of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  for 
a  two-year  term.  On  motion  duly  passed,  these  nominations  were  con- 
firmed. 

Hie  Bishop  nominated  for  a  three-year  term  as  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Incorporated,  those  whose 
names  appear  on  page  7,  class  of  1966,  and  asked  for  confirmation, 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  given. 

The  Bishop  appointed  and  asked  for  confirmation  as  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese  for  a  three-year  term  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  and  as  Vice- 
Chancellors  for  three  years,  Messrs.  Armistead  J.  Maupin  and  Howard 
Broughton.  On  motion  duly  passed,  these  nominations  were  confirmed 
by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Canonical 
Committees,  the  respective  appointees  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Convention  (see  page  8).  The  Bishop  announced  the 
appointment  of  other  Committees  and  Commissions  (see  page  9), 
these  persons  to  serve  until  the  148th  Annual  Convention. 

The  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson  announced  that,  under  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  by  previous  action  of  the  Convention,  those  whose 
names  appear  on  page  8  of  this  Journal  had  been  elected  deputies 
and  alternates,  respectively,  to  the  Provincial  Synod. 

Mr.  Ruffin  Bailey,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  Memorials  and 
Petitions,  offered  for  adoption  the  two  memorials  found  on  page  170. 
On  separate  motions  duly  passed,  these  memorials  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
moved  that  Rule  of  Order  XVII  be  amended  by  deleting  therefrom 
the  reference  to  the  "Biographical  Sketches."  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded and  defeated. 

The  report  of  the  Reverend  James  R.  Fortune,  Missionary  to  the 
Deaf,  was  read  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  given  in  the  sign  language 
by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Fortune  (see  page  171 ) . 

The  Resolutions  of  Courtesy  (see  page  172)  were  offered  by  the 
Reverend  Robert  M.  Bird  and,  on  motion  duly  passed,  adopted  by 
rising  vote. 
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A  Resolution  of  Appreciation,  offered  by  the  Reverend  Othello  D. 
Stanley,  (see  page  173)  was  duly  adopted. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Bishop  for  his 
leadership  during  this  Convention  and  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  Convention  joined  in 
this  expression  of  appreciation  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  that  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South  be  declared  elected  as  such 
Trustee  from  this  Diocese  for  three  years.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Robinson  reported  that  under  the  suspension  of 
the  rules,  by  previous  action  of  this  Convention:  1 — the  persons  whose 
names  appear  on  page  6,  Class  of  1967,  had  been  elected  as  Trustees 
of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  and  Mr.  T.  C.  Heyward,  Sr.,  had  been 
elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Haywood  Duke;  2 — the  per- 
sons whose  names  appear  on  page  7  of  the  Journal  had  been  elected 
as  Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches;  3 — Dr. 
Henry  T.  Clark,  Jr.  had  been  elected  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the 
South  for  three  years;  4 — the  persons  whose  names  appear  on  Page  7, 
Class  of  1966,  had  been  elected  Directors  of  The  Episcopal  Home  for 
the  Ageing,  Inc.,  and  Mr.  John  Harden  had  been  elected  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  late  Mr.  Haywood  Duke. 

On  motion  duly  passed,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die  at  ap- 
proximately 3:30  P.M.,  following  the  closing  prayers  by  the  Bishop  and 
the  Blessing  in  Zulu  by  the  Bishop  of  Natal.

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Address  of  the  Bishop 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity: 

I  welcome  you  to  the  147th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina. 

We  are  meeting  in  a  parish  which  on  the  28th  of  July  will  cele- 
brate its  twentieth  birthday.  During  this  brief  period,  Christ  Church 
in  Charlotte  has  accumulated  a  great  deal  for  which  it  may  justifiably 
feel  a  great  satisfaction.  It  would  be  impossible  within  the  confines  of 
this  address  to  enumerate  these  accomplishments  even  in  outline. 

With  fine  leadership,  both  clerical  and  lay,  the  parish  has  mani- 
fested a  high  degree  of  vitality  that  found  expression  in  many  areas  of 
its  life.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  benefits  greatly  from  this  vital- 
ity. Some  of  the  best  leadership  of  the  Diocese  has  come  from  Christ 
Church.  There  is  every  reason  for  us  to  have  confidence  that  this  same 
situation  will  continue  on  into  the  future. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Rector,  the  Vestry  and  the  entire  congrega- 
tion of  Christ  Church  for  the  signal  privilege  of  meeting  within  its 
spacious  walls,  and  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they  have  pre- 
pared for  this  most  important  event  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 

NECROLOGY 
The  Rev.  Henry  Tobias  Egger 

On  St.  Luke's  Day,  October  18th,  1962,  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Henry  Tobias  Egger,  beloved 
Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church  in  Charlotte.  His  death  came  with  a  sud- 
denness that  was  completely  unexpected. 

Mr.  Egger  came  to  this  Diocese  in  1956  from  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina  to  be  the  Rector  of  historic  St.  Peter's  in  downtown  Char- 
lotte. He  labored  without  any  consideration  of  himself  for  the  congrega- 
tion and  parish  that  he  loved  so  well.  St.  Peter's  served  as  host  to  the 
Convention  in  1959,  and  under  Mr.  Egger' s  leadership  demonstrated  a 
high  quality  of  efficiency  and  devotion. 

While  Mr.  Egger  was  in  the  Diocese  he  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism  and  twice  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
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on  New  Parishes  and  Missions.  Under  his  leadership  the  noon-day 
Lenten  services  held  at  St.  Peter's  made  a  great  contribution  to  the  life 
of  the  Church  and  the  city.  He  was  known  primarily  in  Charlotte  as 
a  gentle  and  loving  pastor.  He  had  a  deep  and  abiding  concern  for 
people  that  expressed  itself  in  every  relationship.  He  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  the  many  people  who  loved  him  very  much. 

Mr.  Egger  was  born  March  19th,  1915  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  degree  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1938  and  his 
B.D.  degree  from  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  in  1941.  He 
served  churches  in  Niagara,  New  York;  Clifton,  Georgia;  Buffalo,  New 
York;  Rochester,  New  York;  Lumberton,  North  Carolina;  and  Fayette- 
ville.  North  Carolina,  before  coming  to  St.  Peter's. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Ann  Rae  Pattishall  and  he  leaves 
three  daughters. 

The  Rev.  Rodnay  Anthony  Horne 

On  April  the  4th  of  this  year,  1963,  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
lost  one  who  had  served  it  well,  as  Rector  of  Grace  Church  in  Lexing- 
ton since  December  1949.  Under  Mr.  Home's  leadership  many  changes 
took  place  in  his  parish  during  the  time  of  his  incumbency.  The  parish 
has  acquired  a  new,  adequate  and  happily  placed  Rectory.  The  old  Rec- 
tory next  to  the  church  has  been  demolished  and  replaced  by  a  most 
adequate  parish  house,  a  part  of  which  was  built  at  a  prior  date,  but  still 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Home.  He  was  a  good  preacher,  and  in 
spite  of  declining  health  in  later  years,  promoted  a  vigorous  program  in 
his  parish  and  maintained  a  strong  state  of  spiritual  health. 

Rodnay  Anthony  Horne  was  born  in  Windsor,  Ontario,  Canada, 
March  25,  1902.  He  was  the  son  of  Sarah  and  Andrew  Horne,  and  at- 
tended public  schools  in  Windsor.  He  lived  and  worked  in  Detroit,  in 
New  York,  Los  Angeles  and  in  Shanghai,  China.  At  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities,  he  was  commissioned  a  Sub-Lieutenant  in  the  Royal  Naval 
Volunteer  Reserve  (British).  He  served  in  this  capacity  in  Shanghai, 
was  promoted  to  Lieutenant,  was  confined  as  a  prisoner-of-war  in  a 
Japanese  camp  for  nine  months,  was  repatriated  to  England  in  October, 
1942.  He  continued  to  serve  in  the  R.N.V.R.  in  England  and  in  Canada 
until  December,  1945. 
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In  1943  he  married  Caroline  L.  McElwain,  whom  he  had  met  in 
Shanghai.  Miss  McElwain,  the  daughter  of  Bishop  McElwain  of  Min- 
nesota, was  serving  in  Shanghai  as  a  medical  technician  in  one  of  the 
mission  hospitals. 

After  demobilization,  Mr.  Home  applied  to  be  admitted  as  a  postu- 
lant in  the  missionary  district  of  Spokane.  He  was  ordained  by  his 
father-in-law,  for  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  M.  Cross,  the  Bishop  of  Spokane. 
He  served  missions  in  the  missionary  district  in  which  he  was  canonically 
resident  while  reading  for  orders.  In  1948  he  was  ordained  to  the  priest- 
hood, and  in  1949  accepted  the  call  to  Grace  Church,  Lexington,  North 
Carolina.  During  the  term  of  his  residence  in  Lexington,  he  accepted 
the  invitation  of  Bishop  Penick  to  serve  also  as  priest-in-charge  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Thomasville,  and  continued  in  that  post  until  July  1955. 

He  died  suddenly  on  April  the  fourth,  just  as  he  returned  home  from 
a  meeting  of  the  Men's  Club  and  a  meeting  of  his  Vestry.  Services  were 
held  in  Grace  Church  by  the  Bishops,  and  attended  by  a  large  number 
of  the  clergy,  and  packed  with  his  many  friends  and  parishioners. 

"May  the  souls  of  the  faithful  departed  rest  in  peace,  and  may  light 
perpetual  shine  upon  them."

"Remember  thy  servants,  O  Lord,  according  to  the  favour  which 
thou  bearest  unto  thy  people,  and  grant  that,  increasing  in  knowledge 
and  love  of  thee,  they  may  go  from  strength  to  strength,  in  the  life  of 
perfect  service,  in  thy  heavenly  kingdom;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  ever,  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen." 

The  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  joy  that  I  refer  to  the  fact  so  well  known 
to  most  of  you:  the  construction  of  the  long  anticipated  diocesan  Home 
for  The  Ageing.  High  commendation  must  be  given  to  the  splendid 
men  and  women  who  have  given  without  question  their  leadership 
in  this  important  project.  The  target  date  has  been  set  for  the  opening 
of  this  home  in  December,  1963.  We  anticipate  no  difficulties  in  ac- 
complishing this  goal.  Mr.  John  MacDougall,  the  resident  manager, 
has  been  watching  every  stick  and  stone  put  into  the  building.  Mr. 
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H.  T.  Cosby,  who  has  been  President  of  the  Board  from  its  beginning, 
with  able  assistance  from  a  small  group  of  deeply  dedicated  people, 
leads  us  in  rejoicing. 

This  was  Bishop  Penick's  last  big  project  in  the  Diocese.  Nothing 
could  be  more  fitting  than  that  the  home  should  bear  his  name.  It  will 
honor  the  institution,  and  will  perpetuate  happy  and  noble  memories 
of  a  great  man.  I  have  great  hope  that  this  Convention  will  take  final 
action  in  this  matter. 

THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  FOUNDATION 

In  the  Convention  Address  of  Bishop  Penick  in  1955,  he  said,  "A 
major  event  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese  was  the  incorporation  within 
the  year  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation.  At  their 
initial  meeting  in  Durham  in  February,  1955,  the  officers  were  elected, 
namely:  Mr.  Norman  A.  Cocke,  President,  and  Mr.  Ralph  H.  Bouligny, 
Secretary."  Since  that  time,  these  two  stalwart  servants  of  the  Church 
have  given  a  quality  of  leadership  to  this  important  aspect  of  our  dioc- 
esan life  that  could  not  have  been  replaced  in  any  other  way. 

From  time  to  time  both  Mr.  Cocke  and  Mr.  Bouligny  have  sug- 
gested to  me  that  I  accept  their  resignations.  In  complete  sincerity  I 
begged  them  to  stay  on,  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reason  that  they 
both  lend  a  dignity  to  the  organization,  and  an  effectiveness  of  per- 
formance that  we  value  very  highly.  During  the  past  several  months 
both  of  these  gentlemen  have  let  me  know  that  they  would  not  con- 
sider continuing  on  the  Board  of  the  Foundation.  I  have  reluctantly 
consented  not  to  nominate  them  for  membership  on  the  Board  this 
year.  I  do  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  refer  to  the  obligation  that 
the  Diocese  owes  both  of  them,  and  to  assure  them  that  the  gratitude 
of  their  many  friends  and  admirers  within  the  Diocese  is  from  the  heart, 
and  full  of  deep  thankfulness. 

EXPANDING  AREA  OF  COADJUTOR'S  AUTHORITY 

In  October  of  1962  the  Executive  Council  approved  a  plan  to  estab- 
lish a  Chaplaincy  for  the  Episcopalians  who  were  patients  in  the  hos- 
pitals of  the  Durham  area.  The  1963  budget  carried  an  item  of  $1,500.00 
in  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  for  this  purpose.  Since 
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this  was  not  sufficient  money  to  employ  a  Chaplain  without  some  sub- 
sidy from  other  sources,  a  happy  solution  was  attained  in  sending  the 
Rev.  William  Conwell  Spong  to  Durham  to  live  in  the  Rectory  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church  in  East  Durham,  and  to  serve  that  congregation  as 
Minister-in-charge.  He  has  been  enrolled  in  a  training  course,  which 
will  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1963,  and  there  is  every  hope  that 
he  will  then  find  the  Diocese  ready  to  assign  him  to  the  Chaplaincy 
job  without  any  additional  duties  in  St.  Andrew's  Church. 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  announce  that  I  am  assigning 
the  Chaplaincy  of  the  Durham  area  hospitals  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
for  his  direction. 

CHANGE  OF  CONVENTION  DATE 

At  the  last  Convention,  the  Diocese  voted  many  canonical  changes 
that  had  been  suggested  by  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organiza- 
tion. There  were  several  changes  in  the  Constitution.  The  most  im- 
portant of  these  was  to  change  the  date  of  the  Convention  from  the 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in  Mav. 

The  proposed  change  is  to  have  final  confirmation  if  you  vote  on  a 
change  in  the  existing  Section  1  of  Article  II  in  the  Constitution.  This 
change  will  permit  the  calling  of  the  Convention  in  January.  The  rea- 
sons for  the  January  Convention  date  have  been  given  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  study  the  Structure  and  Organization  of  the  Diocese  as:  1 )  To 
insure  that  the  final  diocesan  budget  is  adopted  by  the  Convention 
and  not  by  the  Executive  Council.  2)  To  insure  that  the  budget  is 
adopted  as  close  to  the  fiscal  year  as  possible.  3)  To  insure  that  the 
budget  is  made  a  part  of  a  continuing  long-range  planning  process  so 
that  the  budget  implements  sound  planning.  4)  To  give  diocesan  ad- 
ministrative officials  more  time  to  plan  and  co-ordinate  programs  prior 
to  the  program  year. 

AS  CHAIRMAN,  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

As  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Council,  it  is  my  privilege  to  report 
to  you  for  the  Council.  Section  8  of  Canon  XVI  as  adopted  by  the 
Convention  of  1962,  reads:  "The  Executive  Council  shall  submit  to 
each  annual  Convention  a  full  report  of  all  work  done  and  all  moneys 
expended  under  its  supervision  during  the  preceding  year,  including  a 
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report  from  each  department  established  by  the  Council  with  respect 
to  work  done  by  such  departments/' 

In  a  certain  sense,  the  budget  of  the  Executive  Council  is  a  report 
of  the  program.  For  obvious  reasons,  the  budget  that  is  proposed  for 
the  coming  year,  and  the  budget  that  was  adopted  for  the  past  year, 
must  be  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Finance. 

This  leads  me  rather  naturally  to  reference  to  the  Business  Manager 
for  the  Diocese.  Mr.  George  Bason,  with  his  Bookkeeper,  Mr.  Allan 
Overton,  and  his  secretary,  Mrs.  Harriet  Smith,  constitute  a  sizeable 
addition  to  our  diocesan  staff.  This  addition  gives  us  a  new  method  of 
handling  our  fiscal  affairs.  Whereas  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank 
has  handled  this  part  of  our  business  previously,  we  now  handle  this 
within  the  confines  of  our  Headquarters  at  Ravenscroft.  This  is  a  great 
contribution  to  our  life  within  the  Diocese,  and  we  should  all  be  grateful. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  added  a  new  department  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  that  of  Long-Range  Planning.  At  a  two-day  meeting  of 
the  Council  at  the  Terraces  we  gathered  from  each  department  the 
story  of  the  existing  program  and  what  is  projected  for  the  future. 
There  was  much  discussion  of  additional  personnel  and  capital  needs. 
These  needs  were  evident. 

The  study  which  was  made  at  that  time  revealed  duplication  of 
effort  in  various  departments,  confusion  with  respect  to  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Diocese  for  work  in  institutions,  failure  of  the  Diocese  to 
provide  the  organization  or  fix  the  responsibility  for  a  co-ordinated  pro- 
gram of  communication.  There  was  also  apparent  difficulty  in  deter- 
mining over-all  diocesan  objectives,  planning  and  reviewing  depart- 
mental programs  in  the  light  of  such  objectives,  fixing  financial  priori- 
ties and  co-ordinating  the  efforts  of  all  departments.  To  do  a  full  job, 
staff  assistance  in  all  departments  is  called  for.  The  Executive  Council 
has  moved  toward  accomplishing  this  goal. 

In  October,  the  Council  approved  the  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  R.  Greene  as  Director  of  Program,  and  the  Rev.  William  Yon 
as  his  Assistant.  The  creation  of  this  office  caused  no  increase  in  the 
budget,  as  the  salaries  of  these  two  positions  are  the  same  as  were  paid 
to  the  former  diocesan  Director  of  Christian  Education  and  his  Assistant. 
Mr.  Greene  works  under  the  Bishops'  supervision  and  direction,  and  is 
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charged  with  the  responsibility  of  attending  all  meetings.  His  job  is 
to  co-ordinate  the  programs  of  all  departments,  to  stimulate  ideas,  and 
to  help  develop  a  unified  diocesan  program. 

A  New  Look  At  Our  Institutions.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
is  part  owner  of  the  University  of  the  South.  She  shares  this  ownership 
with  23  other  Dioceses.  The  Thompson  Orphanage,  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College  and  Kanuga  Conferences  are  partly  owned  by  this  Diocese  with 
other  Carolina  Dioceses.  Our  Home  for  the  Ageing  and  our  own  Con- 
ference Center,  Vade  Mecum,  complete  the  official  list.  However,  with 
St.  Augustine's  College  located  in  Raleigh,  we  have  always  felt  a  moral 
responsibility  for  this  fine  Episcopal  Church  College,  and  have  shared 
with  its  Board  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  its  needs.  It  has  be- 
come evident  to  the  Executive  Council  that  we  need  to  re-consider  our 
relative  responsibility  for  these  institutions.  The  Department  of  Insti- 
tutions, under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Rev.  John  C.  Mott  of  Greens- 
boro, lias  secured  the  services  of  two  National  Council  executives  to 
come  into  the  Diocese  to  begin  a  re-evaluation  of  the  diocesan  relation- 
ship to  these  institutions. 

Overseas  Department.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  always 
had  a  deep  sense  of  responsibility  in  support  of  the  world  mission  of 
the  Church.  Because  of  the  importance  of  this  aspect  of  our  life,  it  has 
been  deemed  advisable  to  set  up  a  separate  department  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  keeping  us  all  acutely 
conscious  in  this  area. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PROMOTION  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 

The  Department  of  Promotion,  which  has  felt  that  the  major  re- 
sponsibility for  the  department  was  the  promotion  of  the  Every-Mem- 
ber  Canvass  each  fall,  is  now  to  be  the  Department  of  Promotion  and 
Communications,  to  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  diocesan  paper, 
The  North  Carolina  Churchman,  radio  and  television,  for  relationships 
with  the  daily  press,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  Every-Member  Can- 
vass and  stewardship. 

A  New  Formula.  A  new  formula  for  determining  assessments  and 
quotas  was  given  careful  consideration  by  the  Executive  Council  and 
adopted.    This  formula  will  go  into  effect  next  fall  at  the  time  of  the 
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Every-Member  Canvass.  In  effect,  it  eases  the  burden  on  the  smaller 
churches,  and  puts  more  of  the  responsibility  on  the  larger  churches. 
Whereas  the  quotas  have  been  previously  determined  by  current  ex- 
penses, number  of  communicants,  and  previous  quotas,  the  quotas  in 
the  future  will  be  determined  entirely  on  the  basis  of  current  expenses. 

National  Church  Support.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  at  its 
1962  Convention  established  a  goal  for  the  Diocese  of  sending  outside 
of  its  confines  50%  of  its  total  income.  In  support  of  this  goal,  the 
Executive  Council  has  determined  to  increase  the  amount  of  our  pay- 
ment to  the  National  Church  for  the  year  1964,  bringing  our  spending 
outside  of  the  Diocese  to  35%  of  the  Church's  Program  Budget.  This 
is  a  long  way  from  50%,  but  it  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  we 
are  asking  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  to  support  this  with 
increased  giving. 

Diocesan  Headquarters.  The  Council  approved  the  purchase  of  14.03 
acres  of  land  on  the  new  Raleigh  Beltline  near  the  intersection  with 
Six  Forks  Road.  The  cost  of  this  land  was  $40,697.00— $34,487.32  came 
from  accumulated  reserves  set  aside  by  the  Executive  Council  for  this 
purpose.  There  is  also  a  loan  from  the  Episcopal  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina  of  $10,000.00. 

Bishop  Fraser  is  Chairman  of  the  committee  to  carry  this  project  to 
completion.  He  has  two  sub-committees,  one  on  the  site  and  one  on 
the  building.  Preliminary  plans  have  ben  produced  by  the  architect, 
Mr.  Ralph  Reeves.  The  Diocese  will  be  kept  informed  about  develop- 
ments as  they  occur. 

Salary  Adjustments.  Salary  adjustments  for  existing  employees  of 
the  Diocese,  both  clerical  and  lay,  will  call  for  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  budget  in  the  years  immediately  before  us.  Some  of  our  lay  staff 
assistants  have  been  sadly  underpaid.  The  Council  voted  to  grant  these 
persons  appropriate  raises  in  salary,  realizing  that  they  could  at  any 
time  find  jobs  in  other  places  with  higher  wages  and  better  hours.  Our 
Diocesan  Staff  is  made  up  of  devoted  and  loyal  churchmen  whose  love 
of  the  Church  cannot  be  taken  for  granted.  In  addition,  a  realistic  look 
at  the  travel  allowances  of  our  mission  clergy  is  called  for. 

A  $2,400.00  increase  in  the  Vade  Mecum  appropriation  was  voted. 
This  was  done  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  new  administrative 
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organization.  Mr.  T.  B.  Bowman,  who  has  been  resident  caretaker  for 
a  number  of  years,  is  now  Resident  Manager.  Mr.  Bowman  will  con- 
tinue to  be  resident  caretaker,  and  in  addition  will  keep  the  books  of 
the  organization  and  recruit  the  permanent  staff  each  summer.  He  will, 
of  course,  supervise  the  permanent  staff  during  their  residence.  Because 
of  his  increased  responsibilities,  a  slight  increase  in  salary  was  granted 
Mr.  Bowman.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Yon  will  serve  as  Program  Director  of 
Vade  Mecum. 

Assistant  Chaplaincy  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  The  need 
for  an  additional  Chaplain  to  work  particularly  with  married  students 
and  graduate  students  at  the  University  is  pressing.  The  two  exisitng 
parishes  in  Chapel  Hill  cannot  meet  this  need.  The  Department  of 
College  Work  set  aside  all  other  requests  in  order  to  give  top  priority 
to  this  additional  ministry.  The  Executive  Council  approved  this  re- 
quest, and  a  survey  recently  completed  by  the  Rev.  Philip  Zabriskie, 
Executive  of  the  National  Council  Division  of  College  Work,  con- 
curred in  the  immediacy  of  this  need.  The  Episcopal  Church  has  always 
taken  pride  in  its  College  Work,  but  here  in  our  Diocese  is  a  serious 
ministerial  need  which  must  be  met. 

An  increased  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for  new  clergy  to  serve  in 
the  Charlotte  and  Greensboro  areas.  We  are  all  aware  of  the  tremendous 
population  growth  in  the  Piedmont  Crescent  area  of  our  state.  A  sur- 
vey, conducted  by  Capt.  Osborne  Mauck,  indicates  the  immediate  need 
for  new  work  in  Charlotte.  Capt.  Mauck  is  now  in  the  process  of  mak- 
ing the  same  thorough  survey  in  the  Greensboro  area.  As  the  population 
grows,  we  must  be  there  to  meet  it.  Too  many  times  we  have  waited, 
and  with  sad  and  expensive  results.  This  item  of  $10,000.00  is  an  inside 
figure,  but  we  must  have  at  least  this  amount  to  begin  work  where  we 
know  it  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

Proposal  of  the  Department  of  Missions  to  establish  the  position  of 
Field  Advisor  in  the  Northeast  and  Raleigh  Convocations,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $1,200.00.  Beginning  in  1964,  the  Department  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension  wishes  to  place  the  first  of  three  Field  Ad- 
visors in  service.  Such  a  person  will  be  a  mission  clergyman,  with  the 
added  work  of  Field  Advisor.  He  will  seek  out  Episcopalians  living  in 
areas  not  served  by  a  church,  the  isolated,  as  well  as  the  unchurched.  He 
will  also  assist  in  survey  work  and  advise  the  Deacons  in  his  area.    It 
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should  be  stressed  that  this  office  is  not  one  primarily  of  an  administra- 
tor. It  is  a  ministry,  and  outreach  to  certain  persons. 

We  hope  that  you  see  in  these  plans  for  your  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese the  challenge  to  your  courage.  It  calls  for  a  tightening  of  our  belts, 
and  a  willingness  to  givt  of  our  time,  our  talents,  and  our  treasure. 

It  was  a  great  day  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  when  it  was 
decided  to  establish  a  Department  of  Long-Range  Planning,  and  when 
we  found  in  the  Executive  Council  people  whose  abilities  and  training 
made  them  indispensable  for  this  important  task. 

There  is  a  great  deal  more  than  money  involved  in  these  proposals. 
There  is  statesmanlike  planning,  and  a  demand  for  a  quality  of  disciple- 
ship  that  does  not  count  the  cost. 

If  all  the  proposals  are  adopted  for  1964,  there  will  be  added  to  the 
budget  of  the  Church's  program  over  $60,000.00.  It  will  be  up  to  the 
Convention  to  decide  whether  we  can  adopt  these  measures.  With  a 
renewed  commitment  to  our  Lord,  it  is  my  honest  conviction  that  we 
can  do  this,  and  more.

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Address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 

Bishop  Baker,  my  brothers  in  Christ:  Bishop  Baker  has  given  you 
a  substantial  and  very  informative  report  on  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  its  program.  I  will  add  a  few  comments  on  the  work  that 
comes  under  my  jurisdiction  and  conclude  with  a  few  observations. 

We  are  not  completely  satisfied  with  the  life  of  the  Missions  of  our 
Diocese  but  there  are  many  signs  of  improvement.  Christ  Church, 
Albemarle,  and  St.  Luke's,  Durham,  have  applied  to  be  admitted  at  this 
Convention  as  Parishes.  Two  years  ago  neither  of  these  congregations 
was  close  to  Parish  status.  Today,  they  give  strong  indications  of  financial 
and  spiritual  maturity.  They  are  blessed  with  active  and  alive  lay 
leadership  and  they  give  us  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  con- 
tinue to  grow.  The  Chapel  of  Hope  in  Charlotte  has  again  been  able 
to  operate  without  financial  assistance  from  the  Diocese.  Ten  other  con- 
gregations have  continued  their  program  of  increasing  their  self-support. 
Ten  are  holding  the  line  and  the  remaining  ten  have  been  forced  to  ask 
for  an  increase  in  aid.  The  salaries  of  our  Mission  clergy  are  being  in- 
creased regularly  and  we  are  about  to  adopt  a  plan  that  will  bring  them 
some  relief  in  their  car  expense. 

We  continue  our  survey  for  Church  Extension  under  the  direction 
of  Capt.  Osborne  Mauck.  The  survey  already  completed  in  Charlotte 
indicates  that  we  need  land  for  four  new  congregations.  This  challenge 
now  rests  with  the  Mecklenburg  Convocation.  We  are  in  the  midst  of 
a  survey  of  Greensboro  and  hope  to  have  this  completed  before  the  first 
of  July.  Capt.  Mauck  will  then  move  to  Burlington,  Winston-Salem, 
Raleigh  and  Chapel  Hill  in  this  order. 

In  March,  there  was  a  survey  of  part  of  our  college  work — the  re- 
port of  which  we  are  now  studying  and  analyzing.  We  are  already  con- 
vinced of  the  need  for  additional  facilities  at  Davidson  College,  a  full- 
time  chaplain  in  Winston-Salem,  and  an  assistant  chaplain  at  Chapel 
Hill.  We  are  asking  local  congregations  to  give  greater  support  to  part- 
time  college  work  so  the  Diocese  can  give  greater  support  to  the  full- 
time  work. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  sixteen  men  have  talked  with  me  about 
entering  the  ministry  of  this  Church.  Five  of  these  men,  four  of  the 
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white  race  and  one  of  the  Negro  race,  have  been  accepted  as  Postulants 
and  will  enter  the  seminary  this  fall.  As  a  member  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mission on  Education  for  Holy  Orders,  as  well  as  the  Bishop  in  charge 
of  theological  education  in  this  Diocese,  I  think  that  I  can  say  with 
certainty  that  there  is  no  shortage  of  men  presenting  themselves  for  the 
ministry  but  there  is  a  great  need  for  mature  men  with  convictions. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Panama,  our  Companion 
Diocese,  sends  his  best  wishes  to  this  Diocese  and  has  asked  me  to  ex- 
press his  gratitude  for  the  warm  and  helpful  relationship  that  has  de- 
veloped between  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Missionary 
District  of  Panama.  I  have  already  reported  at  length  in  the  North 
Carolina  Churchman  on  my  visit  to  Panama  in  February  of  this  year 
as  well  as  the  Student  Center  project  at  the  University  of  Panama.  I 
would  like  to  add  that  this  is  a  thrilling  example  of  20th-century  mis- 
sionary endeavor.  Here  on  the  edge  of  the  campus  of  the  University,  this 
Diocese  will  join  with  the  Missionary  District  of  Panama  in  a  face-to- 
face  encounter  with  Communism  and  other  live  alternatives  to  the 
Christian  faith.  It  is  Bishop  Gooden's  estimate  that  the  Student  Cen- 
ter, including  land,  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $37,000.  We  al- 
ready have  in  hand,  due  largely  to  the  vision  and  stewardship  of  the 
Chapel  of  the  Cross  in  Chapel  Hill  and  the  Churchwomen  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina,  over  $18,000.  I  can,  without  hesitation,  com- 
mend this  project  to  all  of  you  who  are  interested  in  combating  those 
philosophies  which  are  the  enemies  of  Christianity  and  freedom. 

Bishop  Baker  has  already  reported  that  the  Diocese  has  purchased 
fourteen  acres  for  the  new  Diocesan  headquarters.  Bishop  Baker  has 
assigned  this  responsibility  to  me  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  services  of 
those  laymen  who  served  on  the  Site  Committee.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee is  made  up  of  clergy  and  laymen  from  all  sections  of  the  Dio- 
cese and  now  their  work  really  begins.  The  site  for  the  new  building 
is  at  the  intersection  of  Six  Forks  Road  on  the  new  belt-line  which  will 
encircle  the  city  of  Raleigh.  There  is  a  hand-drawn  map  of  this  site 
on  exhibit  in  the  Parish  Hall  and  we  hope  that  you  will  take  a  moment 
to  look  at  it.  The  site  was  chosen,  not  for  the  city  of  Raleigh,  but  for 
the  people  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  easily  accessible  from  any  direction 
coming  into  Raleigh.  As  soon  as  the  belt-line  is  completed,  you  can 
choose  your  favorite  highway  and  when  you  come  to  the  belt-line  on 
the  outskirts  of  Raleigh,  you  will  turn  off  onto  the  belt-line  and  in  a 
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few  minutes  be  parking  in  front  of  the  building.  Since  January,  we  have 
been  conducting  a  thorough  study  of  space  requirements  and  today  at 
lunch  we  will  have  a  meeting  of  the  Building  Committee  to  discuss  a 
possible  floor  plan.  As  soon  as  the  floor  plans  are  complete  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Building  Committee,  we  will  ask  the  architect  to  provide 
us  with  an  elevation  and  specifications  and  will  present  our  work  to 
the  Executive  Council.  If  approved  by  the  Executive  Council,  we  will 
put  these  plans  out  for  bid  and  if  the  price  is  reasonable,  and  approved 
by  the  Executive  Council,  we  will  begin  construction.  It  is  our  hope 
that  this  building  will  have  the  dignity  that  it  demands.  In  arranging 
our  floor  plan,  it  has  been  our  desire  that  this  building  shall  be  worship- 
centered  and  not  administration-centered,  so  that  when  anyone  visits 
the  Headquarters  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  floor  plan  and 
structure,  as  well  as  the  activities  of  this  building,  will  symbolize  our 
faith  in  God  and  His  Church.  I  think  you  should  know  that  the  mem- 
bership of  both  of  these  committees  have  been  very  conscious  of  their 
stewardship  in  choosing  land,  in  determining  space,  and  in  considering 
the  expenditure  of  the  Diocese's  money. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  observations.  In  spite  of  the 
tremendous  progress  being  made  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  both 
in  Structure  and  Organization  and  in  Program,  we  still  bear  the  image 
in  the  eyes  of  many  people  that  we  consider  ourselves  the  best  church 
for  the  best  people  rather  than  God's  Church  for  all  people.  This  image 
which  we  have  earned  in  the  past  must  be  destroyed.  The  program  of 
every  congregation  must  be  designed  so  that  those  who  see  us  will  know 
the  Episcopal  Church  is  God's  Church  for  all  people.  It  is  crystal  clear 
that  one  of  the  weaknesses  in  our  missionary  policy  is  that  of  this  image 
of  the  best  people  and  in  some  of  the  areas  where  we  are  located  the 
best  people  are  too  few  in  number.  We  may  be  both  a  Catholic  and 
Evangelical  Church  but  in  too  many  instances  we  have  been  neither 
Catholic  nor  Evangelical.  A  very  shocking  demonstration  of  this  fact 
took  place  recently  in  one  of  our  large  cities  where  some  dedicated  lay- 
men from  several  parishes  on  one  Sunday  afternoon,  in  just  one  section 
of  the  city,  turned  up  167  families — not  persons  but  families  who  are 
interested  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  "Awake,  awake;  put  on  thy  strength, 
O  Zion;  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O  Jerusalem."  (Isaiah  52:  1). 
If  we  were  to  follow  the  image  of  the  best  Church  for  the  best  people, 
we  would  gather  these  souls  together  and  give  them  the  privilege  of 
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signing  a  note  at  the  bank  to  build  another  Church  building.  In  this 
case,  however,  we  have  decided  to  try  to  destroy  the  image  of  the  best 
Church  for  the  best  people  for  we  have  learned  that  this  is  a  dead 
Church  with  no  people.  Last  Sunday  afternoon,  the  Bishop  in  charge 
of  Missions  with  the  clergy  of  the  area  and  with  interested  laymen  met 
with  these  people  on  neutral  ground  to  welcome  them  to  a  service  of 
prayer  and  hymn  singing  at  which  we  told  them  about  the  Christian 
faith  as  we  as  Episcopalians  interpret  it  and  believe  it.  What  the  out- 
come of  this  missionary  venture  will  be  only  time  will  tell.  It  may  be 
that  we  are  too  late.  But  this  judgment  stands  over  us  and  it  should 
work  for  good  in  teaching  us  that  we  must  be  both  Catholic  and 
Evangelical,  that  we  are  not  just  interested  in  giving  people  an  oppor- 
tunity to  share  in  a  building  program  but  rather  we  are  anxious  that 
everyone  should  become  an  active  member  in  building  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

We  must  face  this  challenge  to  destroy  this  long  and  evil  image  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  and  to  create  the  right  image  of  the  Church. 
We  must  place  greater  stress  on  our  worship,  both  corporate  and  indi- 
vidual. It  must  be  worship  that  is  well  prepared — which  is  Christ  cen- 
tered— which  speaks  to  the  needs  of  the  people  where  they  are  and 
holds  its  arms  open  to  all  people.  The  preaching  of  our  Church  must 
always  be  instruction  in  the  content  and  the  meaning  of  the  Christian 
faith.  Our  people  must  know  what  it  is  that  we  believe  and  why  we 
believe  it  and  what  can  we  do  about  it.  There  must  be  greater  pastoral 
care  for  one  another — not  just  the  duty  of  the  clergyman  calling  on  the 
sick  and  ringing  door-bells  but  a  pastoral  care  on  the  part  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation  for  one  another — a  pastoral  care  which  is  based 
not  on  analysis  but  on  God's  love  and  concern  for  all  His  people.  And 
one  other  comment — people  sometimes  get  the  idea  that  we  feel  that 
we  are  the  best  Church  for  the  best  people  because  we,  in  almost  a 
bragging  way,  say  that  we  are  not  interested  in  numbers.  We  stress  that 
we  are  interested  in  quality  and  not  in  quantity  and  anyone  who  hears 
this  knows  that  we  are  whistling  in  the  dark.  The  facts  of  history  are 
against  us.  It  was  recently  said  that  in  1950  the  Christian  faith  could 
claim  33%  of  the  earth's  population.  In  1960  it  had  only  31%.  And  if 
we  don't  change  our  ways,  in  37  years  we  will  claim  only  20%.  The 
man  in  the  street  knows  that  the  population  of  the  Communist  coun- 
tries and  other  people  who  oppose  the  Christian  Church  and  all  that  it 
stands  for  are  multiplying  a  hundredfold  every  ten  years.  And  we  stand 
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by  and  say  that  we  are  not  interested  in  numbers.  If  it  is  true  that  we 
are  not  interested  in  numbers,  then  we  are  planning  our  own  suicide. 
If  we  are  committed  to  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  His  Church,  then  we 
are  by  commitment  interested  in  numbers  because  we  are  interested  in 
all  people.  When  you  and  I  come  to  a  Convention  such  as  this,  we 
give  the  world  outside  the  impression  that  we  are  God-centered  peo- 
ple. The  day  is  quickly  coming  when  we  will  have  to  prove  it.  But  we 
will  not  prove  it  by  better  organization,  better  buildings,  better  struc- 
ture and  better  promotion — even  though  I  know  and  you  know  that 
these,  too,  can  be  sacramental.  We  will  have  to  prove  it  by  our  study 
of  the  Bible — our  worship  of  God  through  Christ  by  His  Holy  Spirit 
and  the  acting  out  of  the  life  of  Christ  in  our  every  day  history.  It  is 
my  fervent  prayer  that  we  as  Episcopalians  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  will  be  able  to  take  upon  our  lips,  our  hearts  and  our  minds 
those  words  from  the  hymn — "O  wounded  hands  of  Jesus,  build  in  us 
Thy  new  creation."

REPORT  NO.  1,  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Rule  of  Order  XVII  be  revised 
and  rewritten  as  follows: 

XVII  NOMINATIONS  AND  ELECTIONS 

(a)  Nominations  for  election  by  the  Convention,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  in  order  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention  upon  call  of 
the  Presiding  officer.  Nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor,  or  by 
written  nomination,  signed  by  the  delegate  and  filed  with  the  Secretary 
prior  to  the  adjournment  of  the  afternoon  session  of  the  first  day.  Each  such 
nomination,  whether  viva  voce,  or  by  written  nomination,  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  brief  biography  of  the  nominee  on  a  form  to  be  devised  by  the 
Committee  on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business  and  made  available 
to  all  delegates  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  information  to  be  in- 
cluded on  the  biographical  form  shall  be  finally  determined  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  but  shall  include  at  least 
the  following:  nominee's  name,  age,  address  and  home  parish,  occupation 
and  prior  parochial  or  diocesan  offices.  Such  forms  shall  be  posted  immedi- 
ately following  nomination  in  an  area  convenient  to  Convention  delegates 
by  the  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Elections. 
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(b)  Elections  to  be  made  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  The  Episco- 
pal Churchwomen,  The  Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  other 
Diocesan  Organizations,  or  under  suspension  of  rules,  need  not  be  accom- 
panied by  such  biographical  form. 

(c)  All  nominations  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  the  form  of  official  ballot  on  which  the  names  of  nominees  for  the 
designated  office  shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order,  with  space  opposite 
each  name,  and  with  instructions  as  to  number  of  nominees  to  be  voted  for, 
and  the  manner  of  marking  the  ballots. 

(d)  Members  of  The  Standing  Committee,  Executive  Council,  Depu- 
ties and  Alternate  Deputies  to  General  Convention  shall  be  elected  only 
upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  number  of  delegates  certified  and  qualified  to 
vote  at  the  Convention.  All  other  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  for, 
shall  be  by  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  such  ballot. 

(e)  Nominees  receiving  a  majority  vote,  as  herein  defined,  on  any  ballot 
shall  be  declared  elected.  If  subsequent  ballots  be  required  the  nominees  to 
be  voted  on  shall  be  limited  to  such  number  remaining  as  are  twice  the 
number  of  offices  to  be  filled,  who  received  on  the  preceding  ballot  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  exclusive  of  those  declared  elected. 

( f)  After  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  Delegates 
to  the  Provincial  Svnod,  or  delegates  to  other  meetings,  the  alternates  for 
such  Deputies  or  Delegates  shall  in  like  manner  be  elected  from  among 
those  already  nominated  for  Deputies  or  Delegates.

REPORT  NO.  2  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  offers  for  final  adoption  on  second  reading  the 
following  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  adopted  on  first  reading  May  9,  1962: 


ARTICLE  II,  SECTION  1 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  next  preceding  Conven- 
tion, or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  then  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Standing 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE  VI,  SECTION  1 

Upon  any  question  before  the  Convention,  when  it  may  be  required  by 
any  three  Clerical  members,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  same  Parish, 
or  bv  the  delegations  present  of  any  three  Parishes,  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  each  Clerical  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  Parish  shall  also  be  entitled  to  one  vote, 
and  each  regularly  Organized  Mission  shall  be  entitled  to  one-fourth  vote, 
and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  de- 
cision. When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  (This  proposed  amendment  was  later  with- 
drawn by  the  Committee  without  being  adopted.) 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  Tire  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  or  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  the  unexpired  term  shall  be  rilled  by  appointment  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  3.  The  Secretarv  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  Canon, 
and  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
Executive  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority, and  shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  bv  Canon,  or  required  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  other 
offices  in  the  Diocese  either  bv  election  or  appointment. 

ARTICLE  VIII,  SECTION  1 

The  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
consist  of  five  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  and  four  laymen  who  are  com- 
municants. The  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  with  three  members 
being  elected  at  each  annual  Convention.  No  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year  shall  have  elapsed 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Section  1 .  Any  sixty  or  more  adult  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  may  organize  themselves  into  a  Parish, 
and  be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by  taking  such  steps  as 
may  be  provided  for  by  Canon.  And  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Diocese  may  organize  Missions  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by 
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Canon,  in  any  part  of  the  Diocese  not  included  within  the  limits  of  an 
organized  Parish  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Section  2.  Provided,  that  it  shall  always  be  competent  to  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Rector  of 
any  Parish,  a  copy  of  which  consent  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  to  organize  a  mission  within  the  limits  of  said  Parish,  whose  min- 
isters shall  be  independent  of  the  Rector  and  responsible  only  to  the  Eccles- 
iastical Authority  aforesaid:  Provided,  furthermore,  if  the  consent  of  the 
Rector  be  denied,  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Bishop,  whose  decision, 
if  by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  final. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

No  new  Canon,  or  change  in  an  existing  Canon,  shall  be  considered  or 
adopted,  without  first  having  been  submitted  to  and  reported  on  to  the 
Convention  by  the  Committee  on  Canons.  Nor  shall  the  same  be  adopted 
on  the  day  on  which  proposed,  except  by  a  majoritv  of  two-thirds  of  those 
entitled  to  vote  at  such  Convention. 

Note:  The  aforesaid  Constitutional  Amendments  adopted  on  final 
reading  at  this  the  147th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  will  take  effect  upon  the  adjournment  of  said  Convention 
sine  die  (Article  XV).

REPORT  NO.  3  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  offers  the  following 
Canonical  revisions  for  adoption  on  second  reading: 

1.  That  Canon  VII  be  revised  to  read  as  follows: 

CANON  VII.  The  treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  current  funds  and 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  excluding  all  trust  and  permanent 
funds,  and  shall  deposit  such  current  funds  and  moneys  in  a  bank  to  be 
designated  by  the  Executive  Council;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  hold,  use  and 
dispose  of  said  current  funds  and  moneys  as  directed  so  to  do  by  those 
representatives  of  the  Diocese  who,  under  the  authority  of  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese,  are  empowered  to  give  such  directions.  The  Treasurer  shall 
keep  a  complete  record  and  account  of  all  his  transactions,  and  shall  make 
a  report  thereof,  and  of  all  assets  of  the  Diocese  then  held  by  him,  annually 
to  the  Convention.  He  shall  give  bond,  in  such  amount  as  the  Convention 
or  the  Executive  Council  may  prescribe,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  and  de- 
posited with  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 
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CANON  X 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommends: 

2.  That  Sections  2,  3,  4  and  6  of  Canon  X  be  revised  and  rewritten 
so  that  Sections  2,  3,  4  and  6  of  Canon  X  will  thereafter  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Real  and  Tangible  Personal  Property.  The  Trustees  shall  in 
all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  hold  title  to  all  real  property  and  tangi- 
ble personal  property  of  the  Diocese,  except  property  the  title  to  which  is 
vested  in  a  parish  or  corporation.  The  Trustees  may  convey,  mortgage  and 
encumber  or  otherwise  alienate  any  real  property  or  interest  therein  and 
tangible  personal  property  held  by  them: 

(a)  If  held  for  the  benefit  of  any  parish  or  corporation  at  the  written 
request  of  the  vestry  of  such  parish  or  the  directors  or  other  governing  body 
of  such  corporation  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Diocese  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee; 

(b)  And  if  otherwise  held,  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority in  the  Diocese  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

(c)  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  request  of  the 
vestry  of  a  parish  or  the  directors  or  other  governing  body  of  a  corporation 
shall  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Bishop,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
by  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

(d)  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  officer,  employee,  or  other  repre- 
sentative of  the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish,  mission,  agency,  institution  or 
other  organization  of  the  Diocese,  to  obtain  the  concurrence  or  written  con- 
sent of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  of  the  Trustees  for  the  sale,  exchange, 
abandonment,  surrender  or  other  disposition  of  any  tangible  personal  prop- 
erty (for  example,  tvpewriter  and  other  office  equipment,  motor  vehicles, 
general  furniture  and  furnishings,  appliances,  books,  etc.)  acquired  and  used 
directly  in  the  normal  and  routine  course  of  the  conduct  of  the  work  and 
program  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese;  excluding,  however,  such  items  of 
personal  property  as  have  been  consecrated  and  all  furniture,  furnishings  and 
fixtures  that  are  pcculiarlv  designed  for  use  within  a  church. 

Section  3.  Other  Property.  The  Trustees,  except  as  hereinafter  speci- 
fied, shall  hold  title  to  and  possession  of  all  other  property  of  the  Dio- 
cese not  specified  in  Section  2  hereof,  including  properties  delivered  to  the 
Trustees  in  trust  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  its  parishes,  missions,  Bishops,  and  other  clergy,  organiza- 
tions and  agencies.  The  trustees  shall  deliver  the  possession  of  properties 
not  specified  in  Section  2  hereof  to  and  place  them  in  the  name  of  such 
bank,  trust  company,  or  nominee  for  such  property.  The  safe  custody  of 
property  delivered  to  a  nominee  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  Trustees  by  a 
bank  or  trust  company  nominated  by  the  Investment  Committee. 
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(a)  The  Trustees  may  reclaim  possession  of  said  properties  or  any  part 
thereof  upon  receipt  of  written  instructions  from  the  Investment  Commit- 
tee or  upon  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  the  Executive  Council  or  the  Con- 
vention directing  such  action. 

Section  4.  Investments.  Properties  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  or  held  in 
trust  for  its  benefit,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  its  parishes,  missions,  Bishops, 
and  other  clergy,  organizations  and  agencies,  not  specified  in  Section  2 
hereof  shall  be  invested,  reinvested,  sold,  delivered,  assigned  and  transferred 
and  otherwise  managed  and  controlled  by  an  Investment  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  male  communicants  of  the  Diocese  elected  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  Diocese,  for  a  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respec- 
tively, and  thereafter  one  member  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any 
vacancy  on  the  Investment  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Council  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  Investment  Committee  shall  super- 
vise the  management  of  any  real  property  held  by  the  Trustees  for  the  pro- 
duction of  income.  A  majority  of  the  Investment  Committee  shall  control 
its  actions.  The  Trustees  or  other  custodian  of  said  properties  shall  take 
such  action  in  respect  thereof  as  the  Investment  Committee  shall  in  writ- 
ing direct. 

(a)  The  Investment  Committee  is  authorized  to  appoint  and  employ 
(and  pay  reasonable  compensation  to)  such  attorneys,  investment  counsel, 
and  other  agents  as  the  Committee  in  its  discretion  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable  in  the  course  of  the  performance  of  its  investment  functions. 

(b)  The  Investment  Committee  shall  maintain  a  record  of  its  invest- 
ments, investment  activities,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof,  accom- 
panied by  an  inventory  of  all  invested  assets  under  its  control,  annually  to 
the  Executive  Council,  with  a  copy  to  the  Trustees,  and  to  the  Convention 
every  third  year,  or  more  often  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention. 
Each  such  report  and  inventory  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

(c)  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  determine, 
prescribe  and  designate  the  purposes,  and  to  make  allocations  and  appor- 
tionments among  such  purposes,  for  which  any  investment  income  not 
otherwise  designated  for  specific  purposes,  shall  be  expended. 

Section  6.  Records  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep 
a  record  of  their  actions  and  shall  make  a  full  report  thereof  annually  to  the 
Convention,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

3.  That  Canon  XII  and  sections  6  and  7  of  Canon  XVI  be  repealed 
and  that  the  provisions  thereof  be  incorporated  and  covered  in  a  new 
Canon  XII: 
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CANON  XII 


Section  1.  The  Executive  Council  shall,  after  September  1  of  each  year, 
prepare  and  adopt  two  separate  tentative  budgets  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
(calendar)  year,  including  therein  (a)  as  to  one  budget,  expenses  to  be  in- 
curred for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Diocese;  and  (b)  as  to  the  other  budget,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the  Dio- 
cese by  the  National  Council,  proposed  expenditures  for  work,  programs  or 
projects  currently  being  administered  or  supported  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, as  well  as  such  work,  programs  or  projects  as  it  may  have  undertaken 
since  the  last  Convention  and  as  it  proposes  to  undertake. 

In  preparing  such  budgets,  the  Executive  Council  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration its  recommendations  to  the  last  preceding  Convention  concern- 
ing proposed  new  programs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  action  of  the 
Convention  with  respect  to  such  recommendations,  the  proposed  budgets 
submitted  bv  each  department  and  agency  of  the  Diocese,  and  any  other 
information  believed  pertinent. 

Subsequent  to  adopting  the  tentative  budgets,  the  Executive  Council 
shall  prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  to  be  laid  upon  the  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions pursuant  to  the  budget  which  provides  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate and  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  apportion  the  quotas 
under  the  other  budget  among  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  in 
such  manner  as  shall  have  been  directed  by  the  Convention  or  by  action 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretarv  of  the  Council  shall,  not  later  than  October 
1st,  send  notice  of  such  assessment  and  such  quota,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  two  tentative  budgets,  to  the  rector,  vestry  and  treasurer  of  each  parish, 
and  to  the  clergyman  in  charge  of,  and  the  officials  of,  each  mission  in  the 
diocese. 

Section  2.  Every  parish  and  mission  shall  include  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  current  expenses  of  the 
Diocese  in  its  annual  budget,  and  one  twelfth  of  each  such  assessment  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  monthly,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of 
the  month  for  which  it  is  payable.  In  the  event  any  parish  or  mission  shall, 
for  good  reason,  believe  that  it  cannot  meet  its  assessment  or  that  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  should  be  altered,  it  shall  lodge  an  appeal  with 
the  Executive  Council  on  or  before  December  31  of  the  vear  prior  to  which 
the  assessment  shall  take  effect.  The  Executive  Council  shall  provide  an  op- 
portunity for  such  appeals  to  be  heard  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Convention,  and  the  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  to  modifv  the 
scale  of  assessments  on  the  basis  of  such  appeals. 

The  Executive  Council  shall  recommend  the  budget  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  and  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese  to  the  annual 
Convention,  shall  report  the  assessments  made  on  the  parishes  and  missions 
for  the  support  of  such  budget,  and  shall  report  any  appeals  and  action 
taken  thereon  to  the  Convention.  The  Convention  shall  have  the  power  to 
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act   on   this   budget   and   to   make  any   modification   in   the  expenditures 
budgeted  or  the  assessments  imposed  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  3.  Every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  report  to  Dioce- 
san Headquarters  not  later  than  December  31  of  each  year  the  action  it 
proposes  to  take  with  respect  to  the  quota  apportioned  to  it  for  the  support 
of  all  Diocesan  programs  and  obligations  other  than  the  support  of  the  Epis- 
copate and  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  one  twelfth  of  the  amount 
accepted  shall  be  paid  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  monthly.  On  the  basis  of 
such  acceptances  from  the  parishes  and  missions,  the  Executive  Council 
shall  recommend  a  final  budget  to  the  Annual  Convention,  showing  the 
expenditures  recommended  in  the  tentative  budget,  the  quota  apportioned 
to  the  parishes  and  missions,  the  acceptances  from  each  parish  and  mission, 
and  the  expenditures  recommended  on  the  basis  of  such  acceptances.  The 
Convention  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  this  budget  and  to  make  any 
modification  which,  in  its  discretion,  it  deems  wise. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all  moneys 
provided  in  each  budget  for  the  purposes  therein  specified,  to  expend  any 
surplus  received  in  any  vears  over  and  above  Diocesan  and  National  obliga- 
tions, and  to  amend  the  budget,  or  either  of  them,  when  in  its  judgment,  a 
changed  situation  with  respect  to  revenues  received  or  obligations  incurred 
makes  a  change  necessary  or  prudent. 

4.  That  Canon  XVI,  section  2,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  Convention  shall  annuallv  elect  three  Clergymen  and 
three  laymen  as  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  vears,  and  who  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a 
period  of  two  vears  shall  have  elapsed.  The  Convention  shall  also  annually 
elect  from  among  those  nominated  by  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  one  laywoman  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
for  three  years,  and  also  annually  elect  from  among  those  nominated  by  the 
Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  one  layman  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year.  The  members  elected  upon  nomination 
of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  and  the  Episcopal  Laymen  shall  be  eligible 
for  re-election.  The  Negro  race  shall  at  all  times  be  represented  in  both 
Clerical  and  Lay  Orders.  The  terms  of  office  of  new1  members  shall  begin 
on  June  first,  following  the  Convention  at  which  such  members  are  elected; 
provided,  new  members  elected  to  fill  a  vacancv  by  reason  of  an  unexpired 
term,  shall  take  office  upon  election. 

5.  That  Canon  XXV  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  Section  8,  as 
follows : 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  canonically  resident  without  parochial  charge,  to  submit  annually 
before  February  1st  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  a  report  of  his  official 
acts  during  the  preceding  calendar  year.  If  no  official  acts  have  been  per- 
formed, a  report  to  this  effect  shall  be  submitted. 
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6.  That  Canon  XXVII,  Section  2,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Missions  may  be  established  outside  the  limits  of  existing 
Parishes,  by  the  Bishop  at  his  discretion,  on  application  of  residents  of  the 
neighborhood.  A  Mission  so  established  and  having  forty  or  more  adult 
Communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
may,  by  being  properly  organized  and  making  application  to  the  Conven- 
tion, be  admitted  into  union  with  it,  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Missions  may  also  be  established  within  the  limits  of  an  ahead)-  existing 
Parish  by  the  Rector  of  such  Parish  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop.  Missions 
so  established  shall  be  accounted  an  integral  part  of  the  Parish  to  which  they 
belong  until  such  time  as  they  may  be  received  by  the  Annual  Convention 
as  Missions  in  Union  with  the  Convention,  or,  as  Unorganized  Missions  of 
the  Diocese.  And  every  Mission  so  established  shall,  within  five  years  of  its 
establishment  or  of  the  enactment  of  this  amendment,  make  application  to 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  received  as  a  Mission  in  Union  with 
the  Convention,  or,  as  an  Unorganized  Mission  of  the  Diocese. 

In  cases  where  a  Parish  is  supporting  a  Mission  within  the  Parish,  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese,  in  determining  the  missionary  quota  of 
that  Parish,  shall  give  due  regard  to  the  expense  borne  by  such  Parish  in 
support  of  such  Mission. 

7.  That  Section  3  of  Canon  XXXII  be  rewritten  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to: 

(a)  Receive  and  review  the  annual  statistical  reports  on  the  strength  and 
condition  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Parishes  and  Missions  therein,  and  to  sub- 
mit to  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of 
the  Convention  its  analvsis  and  recommendations. 

(b)  Receive  and  review  all  suggestions  for  changing  the  structure  and 
organization  of  the  Diocese,  to  keep  the  structure  and  organization  of  the 
Diocese  under  continuing  study,  and  to  submit  to  delegates  to  the  Conven- 
tion at  least  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  Convention  its  recommendations 
for  changes  in  diocesan  structure  and  organization.  All  proposals  before  or 
during  the  Convention  which  shall  involve  diocesan  structure  and  organiza- 
tion shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  its 
analysis  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Convention. 

(c)  Receive,  consider  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Convention 
concerning  the  programs  and  objectives  which  the  Executive  Council,  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  7  of  Canon  XVI,  shall  recommend  for  inclusion 
in  the  diocesan  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  next  following  that  in  which  the 
Convention  meets.  The  Executive  Council  shall  make  this  planning  report 
available  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  at  least  four  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  Convention. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  ON  STRUCTURE  AND  ORGANIZATION 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organiza- 
tion has  reviewed  its  recommendations  which  were  adopted  by  the  1962 
Diocesan  Convention  and  has  also  considered  certain  diocesan  opera- 
tions not  covered  in  our  1962  report. 

The  Committee  has  been  pleased  with  ( 1 )  the  vigor  and  spirit  with 
which  the  Bishops,  the  Executive  Council  and  other  diocesan  organi- 
zations have  carried  into  effect  the  changes  adopted  in  1962;  (2)  the 
appointment  of  a  Business  Manager  and  the  steps  taken  to  overhaul 
the  financial  administration  of  the  diocese;  and  (3)  the  establishment 
of  a  Department  of  Long  Range  Planning  by  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  action  taken  by  that  department  to  assist  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil in  a  review  and  analysis  of  its  own  organization. 

Before  listing  our  recommendations  to  the  1963  Convention,  some 
further  observations  will  be  helpful.  As  we  are  sure  diocesan  officials 
and  agencies  have  found,  all  organization  is  evolutionary.  Some  changes 
which  our  committee  suggested  last  year  have,  on  the  basis  of  experi- 
ence, been  found  wanting  in  some  respect.  Some,  perhaps,  were  too 
cautious.  As  a  committee,  however,  we  cannot  be  blessed  with  total 
foresight,  and  we  are  suggesting  that  continuous  review  of  structure  and 
organization  should  be  vested  in  a  standing  committee  of  the  diocese, 
so  that  essential  changes  may  be  reviewed  and  recommended  as  needed, 
not  once  every  decade  or  two. 

In  recommending  a  change  in  the  date  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
and  changes  in  the  diocesan  budgetary  procedure,  we  are  well  aware 
that  our  recommended  solution  is  not  a  perfect  one.  As  we  begin  the 
transition  year  and  approach  1964  as  the  date  of  the  first  January  con- 
vention, we  want  to  caution  the  diocese  that  a  change  in  the  date  of  the 
convention  will  not  in  and  of  itself  work  wonders.  The  new  budgetary 
procedure  must  be  thoroughly  understood  by  parishes  and  missions. 
The  importance  of  the  Executive  Council's  planning  recommendations 
in  January  as  the  foundation  for  its  tentative  budget  the  following  Sep- 
tember must  not  be  underestimated.  Our  parishes  and  missions  will  not 
respond  to  and  support  the  tentative  budget  unless  the  diocesan  pro- 
gram is  based  on  (1)  careful  and  continuous  planning,  and  (2)  con- 
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tinuous  communication  of  diocesan  planning  objectives  in  parochial 
and  convocational  meetings. 

TTiere  may  be  disappointment  that  more  specific  long  range  objec- 
tives are  not  forthcoming  from  the  Executive  Council  this  year.  To 
have  expected  more  than  is  forthcoming  would  have  been,  we  believe, 
unduly  optimistic  and  perhaps  even  naive.  Development  of  effective 
long  range  planning  as  a  basis  for  more  effective  programs  and  more 
responsive  financial  support  takes  time.  We  urge  the  people  of  the  dio- 
cese not  to  be  over-expectant  as  these  processes  are  developed. 

We  now  turn  to  our  recommendations  for  this  year,  most  of  which 
are  relatively  simple  and  all  of  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  Committee 
recommends : 

1.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Investment  Committee  and  the  Trustees, 
two  amendments  to  Canon  X  which  would: 

a.  Permit  securities  held  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  be  registered  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  or  nominees  se- 
lected by  the  Diocesan  Trustees  to  the  end  that  the  transfer  of 
trust  assets  at  the  time  thev  are  invested  or  re-invcsted  may  be 
facilitated. 

b.  Permit  the  Investment  Committee  to  invest  or  re-invest  trust 
assets  without  securing  the  approval  of  the  Diocesan  Trustees. 

2.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Business  Manager,  the  repeal  of  Section  2 
of  Canon  VII  (which  applies  to  the  custody  of  trust  funds  and  se- 
curities) for  the  reason  that  it  conflicts  with  Section  1  of  Canon  XV. 
The  latter  canon  is  sufficient. 

3.  Amendment  of  Canon  XXXII  to  redefine  the  functions  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  The  State  of  The  Church  to  include  the  following  re- 
sponsibilities : 

a.  To  receive  and  review  annually  all  statistical  reports  on  the 
strength  and  condition  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions resulting  from  an  analysis  of  such  reports. 

b.  To  receive  and  review  all  suggestions  for  changing  the  structure 
and  organization  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make  recommendations 
thereon  to  the  Convention. 

c.  To  receive  and  review  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Council  for  goals  and  objectives  to  be  included  in  the  tentative 
budget  of  the  diocese  for  the  year  next  following  that  for  which 
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the  Convention  is  adopting  a  budget.  See  Section  9  of  Canon 
XVI. 

4.  A  new  canon  to  change  the  budget  procedure  of  the  Diocese  to 
conform  to  a  January  meeting  date  for  the  Convention.  The 
major  change  in  this  canon,  as  pointed  out  in  our  1962  report, 
will  insure  that  the  final  budget  every  year  hereafter  will  be 
adopted  by  the  Convention  itself  in  January  on  the  basis  of  ac- 
ceptances of  assessments  and  quotas  tentatively  apportioned  by 
the  Executive  Council  in  the  fall. 

5.  That  the  terms  of  office  of  all  newly-elected  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  begin  on  June  1  following  their  election  in 
January. 

Finally,  we  are  planning  to  introduce  a  resolution  which  would  dis- 
charge this  Committee,  transfer  its  records  to  the  Diocesan  Registrar, 
and  transfer  its  duties  to  review  diocesan  structure  and  organization  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  In  our  three  year  tenure,  we 
have  had  the  pleasure  to  study  in  depth  the  organization,  program  and 
objectives  of  the  Diocese.  We  believe  that  the  Diocese  today  is  on  the 
threshold  of  greater  service,  performance  and  accomplishment.  If  we 
have  been  of  any  assistance  to  the  Diocese,  we  have  been  generously  re- 
warded by  the  opportunity  for  service  in  a  challenging  assignment 
affecting  in  a  vital  wav  the  whole  mission  of  the  Church.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  members  of  this  committee  ask  that  you  receive  our  report  in 
the  context  of  the  Prayer  for  the  Whole  State  of  Christ's  Church.  We 
suggest,  as  a  helpful  discipline  for  each  congregation,  that  this  prayer 
be  used  by  vestries  and  mission  councils  as  they  evaluate  the  state  of 
the  Church  in  the  community  where  they  seek  to  worship,  witness  and 
serve. 
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Structure  and  Organization 

Your  committee  is  moved  to  express  gratification  concerning  not 
only  the  time,  thought  and  energy  which  the  members  of  Structure  and 
Organization  have  given  to  their  work,  and  not  only  the  eagerness  and 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  Convention  adopted  their  proposals,  but 
also  the  progress  made  in  the  year  toward  the  implementation  and 
application  of  these  proposals. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  appointment  of  Mr.  George  Bason  as 
Business  Manager,  and  the  progress  he  is  making  in  straightening  out 
the  enormously  complicated  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese. 

We  are  certain  that  the  burden  of  administration  he  has  assumed 
will  relieve  our  Fathers-in-God  for  work  more  appropriate  to  their  office 
in  the  Church. 

It  is  surely  more  than  a  coincidence  that  the  Diocese  wound  up  the 
year  with  a  surplus  instead  of  the  traditional  deficit.  Money  isn't  every- 
thing— but  it  is  a  useful  gauge  of  the  health  of  an  institution  and  of  the 
loyalty  of  its  members.  We  attribute  this  health  and  this  loyalty  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  quality  of  leadership  our  Bishops  provide  and  to 
the  intelligent  and  self-denying  service  given  by  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization,  and  by  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Department  of  the  Diocese. 

Long-Range  Planning 

We  note  with  satisfaction  that  there  is  now  a  Department  of  Long- 
Range  Planning  which  is  charged  with  responsibility  for  helping  us  all 
to  plan  ahead.  Necessarily  the  work  of  this  committee  is  dependent  upon 
the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  several  Departments  and  Divisions  of 
the  Executive  Council.  Sudden  change  is  difficult  to  assimilate  by  so 
large  and  cumbersome  a  body  as  the  Diocese.  However,  the  work  of  this 
Department  is  beginning  to  bear  fruit  in  the  development  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Diocese. 

One  very  significant  development  coming  out  of  the  Department  of 
Long-Range  Planning  is  the  appointment  of  the  Director  of  Program 
in  the  very  able  person  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Greene.  His  position  as 
advisor,  coordinator,  and  resource  person  to  the  various  departments  is 
already  bearing  fruit,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  reports  of  the  various  De- 
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partments  to  this  Convention  and  in  the  planning  in  advance  of  a 
unified  program  for  the  new  year. 

Another  significant  result  of  the  efforts  of  Long-Range  Planning  is 
the  two-day  session  of  the  Executive  Council  held  in  February,  where 
for  the  first  time  that  body  had  time  to  consider  at  sufficient  length  the 
issues  which  lay  before  them. 

Your  committee  notes  as  a  result  of  Long-Range  Planning  the  en- 
largement, reorganization  and  reassignment  of  duties  to  the  Departments 
of  Institutions,  Promotion,  Christian  Education,  College  Work  and 
Missions.  We  feel  that  the  changes  made  or  in  process  are  reasonable 
and  that  all  Departments  will  be  able  to  function  more  effectively  as  a 
result  of  the  changes. 

We  note  with  enthusiasm  the  formation  of  a  new  Department  on 
Overseas  Missions  and  Work,  which  fills  a  long-felt  need  for  some 
agency  in  the  Diocese  directly  concerned  with  world-wide  mission, 
which  need  has  been  dramatized  for  us  over  the  past  months  in  our 
relations  with  our  Companion  Diocese  of  Panama. 

Division  of  Evangelism 

We  are  gratified  with  the  response  to  the  Epiphany  Preaching  Mis- 
sion on  the  subject  of  the  lay  ministry.  The  hope  of  your  committee  is 
that  the  Division  on  Evangelism  will  continue  its  thinking  and  activity. 
It  is  our  conviction  that  if  the  Church  is  not  evangelizing  the  world, 
it  will  be  engulfed  by  the  world. 

Communication 

We  note  a  widespread  awareness  of  our  failures  in  the  field  of  com- 
munication. We  plead  not  for  more  material,  but  for  more  meaningful, 
interesting,  and  readable  material,  and  for  more  conscientious  reading 
of  what  is  sent  out  by  those  who  receive  the  same. 

Town  and  Country 

The  rush  of  people  into  urban  centers  and  our  concentration  on 
their  needs  must  not  blind  the  Church  to  those  members  of  the  body 
in  small  places,  who  sometimes  feel  themselves  left  out  of  the  larger 
councils  of  the  Church.  Small  congregations  grow  big  men  who  should 
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not  be  denied  the  privilege  and  opportunity  of  serving  God  in  the  Dio- 
cese at-large.  Therefore,  be  it  resolved: 

That  this  convention  invite  representation  by  scat  and  voice 
but  with  no  vote,  of  all  unorganized  missions  in  which  regular  serv- 
ices are  held  on  the  Sundays  during  the  year  and  which  otherwise 
fulfill  the  canonical  requirements  for  membership  in  the  convention. 

Conclusion 

This  committee  agrees  with  and  wishes  to  emphasize  the  statement 
made  by  the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  in  their  report 
to  the  last  Convention:  "The  spiritual  health  of  the  Diocese,  the  im- 
pact of  God's  Word  and  the  reality  of  His  Son  on  the  lives  of  com- 
municants in  this  Diocese,  and  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
as  a  reflection  of  both  individual  and  corporate  faith  and  commitment, 
can  not  be  legislated  in  the  form  of  Canons,  measured  in  terms  of  or- 
ganizational charts  and  legal  relationships,  or  reflected  in  statistics. 

"Yet  if  the  people  of  this  Diocese  are  to  be  effective  stewards  of  their 
time,  talent  and  treasure  in  His  name  and  to  His  glory;  sound,  efficient, 
and  representative  diocesan  government  must  be  regarded  as  an  essential 
means  to  this  end." — Report  of  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organi- 
zation, page  62. 

This  committee  rejoices  in  the  structural  improvements  thus  far 
accomplished.  We  urge  support  of  these  developments.  However,  our 
Diocese  and  indeed  Christianity,  is  dependent  upon  the  total  commit- 
ment of  the  individual  and  of  that  Corporate  Body,  God's  Church. 
May  God  ".  .  .  .  inspire  continually  the  Universal  Church  with  the  spirit 
of  truth,  unity,  and  concord;  And  grant  that  all  those  who  do  confess 
His  Holy  Name  may  agree  in  the  truth  of  His  Holy  Word,  and  live  in 
unity  and  Godly  love."

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Calendar  Year  1962 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held 
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four  meetings  during  the  Calendar  Year  1962,  and  the  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  business  transacted: 

MAY  8,  1962,  AT  GREENSBORO: 

This  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  146th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Greensboro.  The 
Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  President,  presided.  On  motion  duly 
passed,  the  Committee  took  the  following  action:  (1)  Gave  consent  to 
the  Diocese  of  Albany  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the 
reason  of  extent  of  Diocesan  work.  (2)  Gave  consent  to  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  in  view  of  the  impending 
resignation  of  the  present  Suffragan  of  said  Diocese.  (3)  Gave  consent 
to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Very  Reverend  William 
Evans  Sanders,  D.D.  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee. 

The  Committee  approved  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  sale  of  property  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro.  The  price  of  the  aforesaid  sale 
is  to  be  $20,000.00,  the  same  to  be  applied  for  the  purchase  of  Tract  17 
in  Block  3,  as  shown  on  the  Cumberland  Project  Map,  Section  3,  Guil- 
ford County,  Gilmer  Township,  dated  1961. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  sell  the  Rectory  property  for  the 
benefit  of  St.  Titus'  Mission,  Durham,  for  a  sale  price  of  $15,500.00, 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  of  a  new  Rectory 
for  St.  Titus'  Mission  located  at  2504  Weaver  Street,  Durham. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  negotiation  of  a  loan  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Parish, 
Raleigh,  the  sum  of  $78,000.00,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  (1)  to  liqui- 
date all  the  existing  mortgaged  indebtedness  of  the  Parish,  except  the 
mortgage  on  the  Rectory,  and  (2)  to  provide  additional  space  for  the 
Church  School  and  Day  School  as  well  as  an  office  for  the  Rector.  The 
loan  is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  Deed  of  Trust  on  all  the  prop- 
erty of  St.  Timothy's  Parish  at  the  Six  Forks  Road  location.  This  con- 
sent was  contingent  upon  the  first  item  of  expenditure  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  new  loan  being  the  payment  in  full  of  the  balance  due  on  a 
mortgage  loan  now  held  by  First  Federal  Savings  &  Loan  Association, 
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Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  for  which  this  Committee  gave  its  advice  and 
consent  on  April  26,  1961. 

The  Committee  consented  for  the  election  of  a  second  Suffragan 
Bishop  for  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  because  of  the  extent  of  Dioce- 
san work. 

The  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Richard  Sheffield  Covington, 
postulant  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  February 
23,  1962 

rl  he  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Thomasville,  to 
borrow  $12,000.00,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  of  a  lot 
and  the  construction  thereon  of  a  Rectory  for  St.  Paul's  Church.  Repay- 
ment would  be  made  from  the  general  operating  budget  of  the  congre- 
gation. The  loan  is  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  and  Deed  of  Trust  on 
the  new  Rectory  property,  being  the  lot  adjacent  to  the  corner  lot  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  Burke  Trail  and  Culbrelt  Avenue,  Thomasville. 


JUNE  19,  1962,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  elected  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  Sec- 
retary. The  Committee  expressed  by  resolution  its  appreciation  for  the 
services  of  the  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  who  served  as  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee  for  many  years  and  was  for  twenty-three 
years  a  member  of  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that  the  following 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  be  ordered  Deacons:  Messrs.  Claude  Phillip 
Craig.  Hugh  Burnette  Craig,  Jr.,  Samuel  Kindley  Frazier,  Jr.,  Samuel 
Monroe  Moore,  Daniel  Webster  McCaskill,  Willard  Seymour  Tay- 
lor, Jr. 

The  Committee  asked  the  President  to  confer  with  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  concerning  the  enforcement  of 
Canon  29  relating  to  Canonical  Examinations  and  Ordinations. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  under  provision  of  Canon  25,  Sec- 
tion 3.  to  the  deconsecration  of  the  following  church  buildings  no 
longer  in  use:  The  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Henderson;  Holy  Trinity 
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Church,  Monroe;  St.  Peter's  Church,  Salisbury;  St.  Martin's  Church, 
Knollhurst. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  for  the 
Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Reverend  James  Winchester  Mont- 
gomery to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  said  Diocese. 

The  Committee  informed  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc. 
that  a  loan  of  $14,750.00  to  All  Saints'  Parish,  Roanoke  Rapids,  would 
be  a  sound  loan. 

SEPTEMBER  4,  1962,  AT  SOUTHERN  PINES: 

The  Standing  Committee  met  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Co- 
adjutor and  adopted  a  policy  to  be  followed  by  their  respective  groups 
in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  29. 

The  candidates  and  postulants  of  the  Diocese,  17  in  number,  were 
presented,  after  which  they  introduced  themselves  with  brief  biographi- 
cal sketches. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Standing  Committee  met  at  Emmanuel 
Church,  Southern  Pines. 

The  following  postulants  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  Can- 
didates for  Holy  Orders  as  of  September  4,  1962:  Messrs.  Christopher 
King  Cole,  Robert  Nelson  Davis,  Albert  Thomas  Jewell  Heath7  Carl 
Eldridge  Jones. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  to  negotiate  a  $Vi%  note 
in  the  amount  of  $49,500.00,  in  order  to  purchase  property  located  at 
123  East  Edenton  Street,  Raleigh;  said  loan  to  be  secured  by  a  mort- 
gage on  said  property.  The  property  is  needed  for  parking  and  is  lo- 
cated across  from  the  Parish  House  on  Edenton  Street. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  convey  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
(.6  of  an  acre  or  less)  adjoining  the  property  known  as  "The  Terraces" 
in  Southern  Pines,  to  the  Southern  Pines  City  Board  of  Education  in 
return  for  a  good  and  valid  deed  to  the  property  fronting  on  Weymouth 
Road,  adjacent  to  "The  Terraces"  to  the  northeast  of  the  present  prop- 
erty. 
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The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  request  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem,  to  execute  a 
loan  at  4Vi%  interest  in  the  amount  of  $9,326.17,  to  purchase  a  new 
Rectory  at  265  Knollwood  Street,  Winston-Salem.  The  loan  would  be 
secured  by  a  mortgage  and  Deed  of  Trust  on  the  property  and  would 
be  repaid  through  the  Parish  budget. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecra- 
tion of  the  Reverend  Albert  Arthur  Chambers,  S.T.D.,  to  be  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  election  and  translation  of  the 
Right  Reverend  John  Joseph  Meakin  Harte,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of 
Dallas,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Arizona. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Dallas  for  the 
election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  said  Diocese  to  replace  the  Right 
Reverend  John  Joseph  Meakin  Harte,  Bishop-elect  of  Arizona. 

DECEMBER  6,  1962,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  ratified  as  of  October  26,  1962,  action  taken  on  that 
date  by  written  vote,  consenting  and  advising  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  for  the  Vestry  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Oxford,  to  negotiate  a 
mortgage  loan  of  not  more  than  $3,000.00  to  complete  the  purchase 
price  of  property  on  College  Street,  Oxford,  adjacent  to  the  present 
property  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish.  The  loan,  to  be  secured  by  a  Deed  of 
Trust  on  the  property  to  be  purchased,  is  to  be  repaid  with  interest  at 
6%  from  funds  derived  from  the  rental  of  the  property  and  from  special 
contributions  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  ratified  as  of  November  19,  1962,  action  taken  on 
that  date  by  mail  vote,  consenting  and  advising  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  to  the  Mission  Committee  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Thomasville, 
to  increase  its  loan  to  $13,200.00.  This  loan  was  approved  originallv  at 
$12,000.00  on  May  9,  1962. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecra- 
tion of  the  Venerable  John  Melville  Burgess,  B.D.,  to  be  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany  for  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Vener- 
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able  Charles  Bowen  Persell,  Jr.  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Albany. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Dallas  for  the 
Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Reverend  Theodore  Harper  Mc- 
Crea,  M.A.,  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Dallas. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  that 
Mr.  George  Jay  Hampshire  be  advanced  from  Postulant  to  Candidate 
for  Holy  Orders  as  of  December  6, 1962. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent for  the  Vestry  of  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  to  sell  property  owned 
by  Calvary  Church  at  1305  Dancy  Street,  Tarboro;  the  purchase  price 
to  be  $6,000.00,  the  same  to  be  used  toward  securing  a  new  Rectory  for 
St.  Michael's  Church,  Tarboro. 

The  Committee  approved  the  Bishop's  proposed  schedule  of  ap- 
propriations from  the  Lawrence  S.  Holt  Trust  Fund  for  the  calendar 
year  1963  as  follows:

The  Bishop  was  also  authorized  to  use  at  his  discretion  any  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  income  of  the  said  Trust,  within  the  terms 
thereof,  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his 
consent  to  the  sale  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
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of  the  property  at  265  Knollwood  Street  for  $33,600.00.  This  property 
will  no  longer  be  used  as  the  Rectory  for  said  Church. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent to  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem  to  negotiate  a 
loan  of  $10,000.00  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  Rectory  for  said  Church 
at  736  Oaklawn  Ave.,  Winston-Salem;  the  interest  on  the  loan  will  be 
6%  and  will  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  said  property.  The  source  of 
repayment  of  this  loan  will  be  through  the  Parish  operating  budget. 

The  Committee  consented  and  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  con- 
sent for  the  Vestry  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  to  sell  lots 
Nos.  11  and  12,  in  Blocks  M  and  4,  for  an  amount  not  less  than  $15,- 
000.00.  This  property  was  given  to  the  Parish  by  virtue  of  the  last  will 
and  testament  of  Mrs.  Ursula  Grosvenor  but  is  of  no  practical  use  to 
said  Parish. 

The  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  requested  to  ask  the 
opinion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  concerning  the  application  of 
Canon  7  of  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
and  of  Canon  23  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  con- 
cerning mortgaging,  conveying  property,  negotiating  loans,  etc.  on  the 
part  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc. 

The  Committee  acted  as  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  during  the  year  as  requested  by  either  or  both  of  them.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
BISHOPS'  ADDRESSES 

The  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing: 

We  rejoice  with  the  Bishop  and  the  entire  diocese  that  the  Episcopal 
Home  For  The  Ageing  is  presently  under  construction  at  Southern 
Pines.  As  this  dream  draws  near  its  realization,  and  as  this  home  was 
first  proposed  during  the  lifetime  of  our  late  Diocesan,  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Edwin  Anderson  Penick,  D.D.,  we  concur  with  our  Bishop  that  this 
home  should  fittingly  bear  and  honor  the  name  of  Bishop  Penick. 
The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation: 
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The  committee  heartily  concurs  that  the  legal  incorporation  of  The 
North  Carolina  Episcopal  Foundation  in  1955  was  a  major  event  in  the 
history  of  this  diocese  and  do  think  it  fitting  that  we  acknowledge,  with 
gratitude,  the  outstanding  work  and  leadership  of  two  members  of  the 
original  board,  who  now  find  it  necessary  to  retire  from  membership.  We 
have  in  mind  none  other  than  Mr.  Norman  A.  Cocke,  who  has  been 
president  of  the  board  and  Mr.  Ralph  Bouligny,  who  has  been  secretary 
during  these  decisive  years.  Their  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  diocese 
and  their  special  sense  of  stewardship  are  appreciated  by  the  diocese  at 
large  and,  personally,  by  our  Diocesan  who  has  known  so  well  the  ex- 
tent of  their  labor  and  leadership. 

Expanding  Area  of  Coadjutor's  Authority: 

With  the  expanding  ministry  of  the  church  at  the  great  hospital 
complexes  in  the  Durham-Chapel  Hill  area,  as  manifested  by  the  recent 
appointment  of  The  Rev.  William  C.  Spong,  as  Chaplain,  we  commend 
the  Bishop  upon  his  wisdom  and  thoughtfulness  in  placing  this  program 
of  growing  concern  under  the  Episcopal  oversight  of  our  Coadjutor. 

Change  of  Convention  Date: 

We  believe  the  recommended  change  in  the  time  for  annual  con- 
vention to  be  good  and  the  reasoning  behind  it  to  be  sound.  However, 
if  this  change  is  finally  adopted  at  this  convention,  and  time  and  experi- 
ence prove  us  to  be  wrong  in  judgment,  suffice  it  to  say  that  subsequent 
conventions  can  rectify  our  mistake,  just  as  this  convention  sought  to 
clarify  and  strengthen  the  effectiveness  of  the  church's  approach  in  do- 
ing the  King's  Business.  Even  so,  we  must  all  realize  that  it  is  far  easier 
to  pass  a  resolution  duly  moved  than  it  is  to  move  the  church.  Timing 
is  important,  but  it  doesn't  heal  all  things.  Our  time,  talent  and  treas- 
ure, all  three,  must  be  servants  of  the  King  at  all  times  and  in  all  seasons, 

The  Diocesan  Reports  on  the  Work  of  the  Executive  Council: 

We  take  note  that  the  Diocesan,  in  keeping  with  Canon  XVI 
adopted  in  1962  convention,  reports  in  some  detail  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Council  for  the  preceding  months. 

We  take  pleasure  in  recognizing  the  appointment  of  our  new  Dioce- 
san Business  Manager,  Mr.  George  Bason. 
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We  commend  the  Council  for  adding,  as  a  permanent  department 
to  its  structure,  The  Department  of  Long-Range  Planning. 

We  note  with  interest  the  appointment  of  The  Rev.  Charles  Greene 
to  be  the  Director  of  Program  for  the  diocese  and  the  appointment  of 
The  Rev.  William  Yon  to  be  Assistant  Director  of  Program. 

We  commend  the  new  look  at  our  diocesan  institutions,  some  of 
which  are  old  and  some  of  which  are  new.  A  new  look,  it  is  hoped,  will 
bring  new  clarity  and  vision  of  purpose. 

Wc  welcome  the  formation  of  an  Overseas  Department  of  The 
Executive  Council.  With  such  a  longstanding  record  of  poor  communi- 
cations from  the  National  Council  concerning  the  World  Mission  of 
the  Church,  this  department  has  before  it  a  tremendous  job  to  perform, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  receive  a  generous  hearing  from  our  diocesan 
family.  We  rejoice  over  the  progress  made  in  our  Companion  Diocese 
Program  and  hope  that  this  program  hereafter  may  be  made  a  perma- 
nent responsibility  of  the  new  Overseas  Department  of  The  Executive 
Council. 

The  new  formula  being  proposed  to  determine  assessments  and 
quotas  will  undoubtedly  please  many  and  displease  many  others.  The 
will  of  the  convention  in  this  matter  is  yet  to  be  expressed,  but  when 
it  is,  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  prevail  a  true  sense  of  unity,  if  not 
unanimity,  amongst  all  the  delegates.  When  the  sound  of  the  gavel  is 
heard  for  the  rendering  of  the  decision,  may  it  be  received  with  gen- 
erous good  will  and  with  the  will  to  make  it  work  for  the  good  of  the 
diocese.  It  does  appear  that  the  proposed  formula  fits  the  injunction  of 
scripture,  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  Law  of 
Christ."  However,  lest  the  generosity  of  some  be  imposed  upon,  we  are 
reminded  of  yet  another  verse  from  the  same  chapter  of  Galatians 
which  says,  "For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden."  And  also  a 
verse  from  I  Thessalonians  which  says,  "This  we  command  you,  that  if 
any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat."  We  take  it,  that  this  verse 
might  as  well  be  applied  to  congregations  as  to  individuals. 

Concerning  increased  support  of  the  National  Church  Program, 
over  and  above  the  asking  figure,  we  concur  with  and  commend  the 
Executive  Council  for  its  vision  and  leadership. 

We  recognize  the  importance  of  having  adequate  Diocesan  Head- 
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quarters  and  commend  all  who  have  had  any  part,  in  furthering  this 
long  awaited  development.  Concerning  salary  increases  for  clerical  and 
lay  employees  of  the  diocese,  we  see  no  good  reason  why  the  church 
shouldn't  pay  adequate  salaries  to  its  employees.  We  therefore,  com- 
mend the  Council  for  its  forthrightness  and  vigor  in  this  area  of  its 
responsibility.  However,  we  do  question  the  low  figure  for  the  base 
salary  of  our  Bishop.  An  appropriate  increase  for  our  Chief  Pastor  in 
keeping  with  the  weight  and  dignity  of  his  office,  as  well  as  within  the 
framework  of  the  capability  of  the  Church,  is  brought  to  our  common 
concern. 

The  action  of  the  Executive  Council  in  seeking  provisions  for  an- 
other chaplain  at  Chapel  Hill  is  timely.  However,  we  commend  to  the 
Department  of  College  Work  the  consideration  of  placing  this  man  on 
the  staff  of  the  second  parish,  The  Church  Of  The  Holy  Family, 
in  order  that  married  students  as  well  as  single  students  may  the  more 
effectively  be  related  to  the  existing  church  families.  In  this  way  the 
work  of  both  existing  parishes  could  be  strengthened  and  the  work  of 
both  chaplains  could  be  with  all  students  as  geographic  locations  and 
personal  propensities  allow. 

We  concur  in  the  Executive  Council's  plans  to  underwrite  new  mis- 
sions in  the  Charlotte  and  Greensboro  areas. 

We  raise  some  doubt  concerning  the  proposal  to  employ  so-called 
Field  Advisors  in  various  locations  throughout  the  diocese,  beginning 
with  the  first  of  1964.  Having  in  mind  the  recent  liquidation  of  the 
team  ministry  in  the  Salisbury  area  and  the  earlier  discontinuance  of  the 
use  of  Archdeacons,  we  question  the  need  for  this  office  and  believe  the 
resident  clergy  in  the  various  locations  under  the  personal  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Coadjutor  to  be  the  best  approach  in  relating  isolated 
families  to  the  presently  established  congregations.  We  hope  that  em- 
ployment of  Field  Advisors  can  be  deferred  until  the  organization  of 
the  long-range  missionary  strategy  of  the  diocese  has  been  better  defined. 

We  rejoice  with  the  Diocesan  over  the  Long-Range  Planning  leader- 
ship resident  and  available  within  our  diocese  and  see  with  him  in  the 
plans  and  programs  that  they  present  "a  challenge  to  our  courage." 

The  Committee  rejoices  with  the  diocese  over  the  progress  which  is 
being  made  in  two  of  our  most  significant  ministries  to  the  people  of 
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this  diocese,  to  those  in  mission  congregations  and  to  those  on  our 
college  campuses. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  that  two  mission  congregations  are  achiev- 
ing parochial  status  at  this  convention  and  that  a  third  congregation 
has  now  begun  to  operate  without  financial  assistance  from  the  diocese. 
It  is  the  hope  of  this  committee  that  the  systematic  program  of  the 
Department  of  Missions,  aided  by  survey  work  and  sociological  studies, 
can  continue  long-range  planning  so  that  those  mission  congregations 
which  may  some  day  achieve  parochial  status  can  receive  the  maximum 
amount  of  assistance,  financial  and  spiritual,  from  all  churchmen  in  this 
diocese.  To  that  end  this  committee  hopes  that  the  Department  of  Mis- 
sions will  make  every  effort  to  continue  and  expand  its  program  of  ac- 
quainting all  churchpeople  of  the  diocese  with  the  most  strategic  mis- 
sionary situations,  soliciting  direct  help  and  interest  on  every  occasion 
possible. 

It  is  also  obvious  to  the  committee,  and  to  all  informed  churchpeople 
of  the  diocese,  that  a  large  number  of  our  mission  congregations  will 
never  attain  parish  status,  will  never  grow  in  numbers  to  a  substantial 
extent.  The  diocese  as  a  whole,  however,  owes  much  to  these  small 
churches  which  constantly  bring  the  redemptive  influence  of  our  Lord 
to  bear  upon  ever-changing  groups  of  people.  The  ultimate  purpose  of 
our  missionary  program  is  not  only  to  develop  self-sustaining  parishes 
but  to  convert  men  and  women  to  the  way  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Department  of  Missions  will  always  give  a  due  pro- 
portion of  its  time,  concern,  and  resources  to  those  small  and,  at  times, 
somewhat  static  situations  in  which  no  miracles  occur  except  that, 
through  them,  lives  are  touched  and  changed.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  report  actions  taken 
by  the  Trustees  during  the  calendar  year  1962.  There  is  attached  to  this 
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report  and  made  a  part  of  it  a  report  of  limited  audit  made  by  W.  M. 
Russ  &  Company  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1962.  There  is  also 
attached  the  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  Trusts. 
Reference  is  made  to  these  reports  for  details  concerning  the  investment 
of  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocesan  trusts. 

The  following  actions  were  taken  by  the  Trustees: 

January  3,  1962: 

The  Trustees  conveyed  lot  in  Myrtle  Beach,  S.  C.  held  by  the  Trus- 
tees in  trust  to  the  H.  B.  Jerman  Land  Company  and  disbursed  the  pro- 
ceeds for  use  by  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  as  required  by 
said  trust. 

January  5,  1962: 

The  Trustees  confirmed  the  investment  of  $136,000  of  the  Alston 
Trust  in  180-day  Treasury  bills. 

January  30,  1962: 

As  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Bishop,  the  Trus- 
tees conveyed  a  tract  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Virginia  Street  and  Eliza- 
beth Avenue  in  Rocky  Mount  held  for  the  benefit  of  Holy  Hope  Mis- 
sion as  security  for  a  note  in  the  sum  of  $6,000,  payable  to  the  Citizens 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Rocky  Mount.

REPORT  OF  ST.  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

I  am  very  pleased  to  present  a  report  for  St.  Mary's  Junior  College  cov- 
ering the  activities  since  my  last  report  was  made.  In  addition,  plans  for  the 
future  of  the  college  will  be  included. 

The  1961-62  year  was  concluded  with  success  and  the  vast  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  graduating  class  are  pursuing  their  work  in  the  colleges 
of  their  choice.  We  are  happy  that  most  of  our  graduates  are  interested  in 
continuing  their  studies  until  they  receive  the  B.  A.  or  B.  S.  degree.  We  are 
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also  pleased  that  they  have  generally  been  successful  in  entering  the  college 
that  they  have  chosen  rather  than  another  which  might  be  less  attractive 
scholastically. 

The  present  session  opened  in  mid-September  with  a  full  enrollment. 
Again  we  were  distressed  that  we  could  not  find  places  for  all  of  the  very 
well-qualified  students  who  applied  for  admission.  Our  student  body  has 
grown  very  slightly  over  the  years  as  our  limitations  in  dormitory  space  have 
made  further  expansion  impossible.  It  is  too  early  to  predict  the  progress  of 
the  new  students  who  entered  in  September,  but  they  appear  to  measure  up 
to  their  predecessors  in  ability. 

The  members  of  the  present  class  were  admitted  after  careful  review 
of  their  records  and  test  scores.  Weight  was  given  to  the  date  of  application, 
and  the  earlier  applicant  was  favored  if  other  factors  were  equal.  We  have 
been  quite  happy  to  have  received  so  many  applications  from  members  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  families  of  our  alumnae.  This  year  we  have 
more  of  both  groups  than  ever  before.  Over  55%  of  the  student  body  comes 
from  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  this  is  the  highest  percentage  in  a  number 
of  years.  We  lean  toward  these  candidates  and  place  them  wherever  their 
records  indicate  that  they  will  have  success  in  the  work  here. 

The  program  of  study  at  St.  Mary's  is  substantially  the  same  which  has 
been  used  in  the  past  few  years.  There  have  been  some  changes  in  curricu- 
lum specifically  in  the  teaching  of  language  and  mathematics.  More  advanced 
work  is  now  offered  in  these  areas  and  others  will  be  added  when  a  need 
exists  for  them. 

There  were  a  few  faculty  changes  this  year  following  the  retirement  of 
two  instructors  and  resignation  of  two  others.  The  changes  each  year  are 
slight  and  well  in  line  with  those  experienced  in  similar  institutions.  We 
were  most  fortunate  in  appointing  excellent  replacements. 

In  the  near  future  the  Trustees  hope  to  be  able  to  build  a  new  library. 
This  is  at  present  our  most  pressing  need.  The  library  that  has  been  used 
for  many  years  is  too  small  to  house  the  growing  collection  of  books.  These 
quarters,  however,  can  be  converted  into  classroom  space,  when  the  new  li- 
brary building  becomes  available.  The  library  is  one  of  the  most  important 
assets  to  the  teaching  program  and  it  becomes  a  serious  matter  when  it  can- 
not be  enlarged  and  improved  because  of  lack  of  space  for  new  books  and 
for  new  reading  areas.  Preliminary  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  desired 
building  and  about  half  of  the  necessary  money  is  in  hand. 

During  the  years  we  have  improved  the  endowment  for  scholarship  funds 
by  gifts  to  these  funds.  One  new  scholarship  was  started  this  year  and  the 
beginning  of  a  new  scholarship  was  made  by  our  former  chaplain,  The  Rev. 
I.  Harding  Hughes.  When  the  corpus  of  this  latter  fund  reaches  the  desired 
amount,  it  will  be  made  available  to  students. 
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Additional  financial  support  is  greatly  needed  as  too  large  a  portion  of 
the  current  budget  is  made  up  of  funds  from  student  fees.  We  have  received 
increasing  sums  each  year  through  the  North  Carolina  Foundation  of 
Church-Related  Colleges  and  the  Alumnae  Loyalty  Fund,  but  the  contribu- 
tions from  the  church  have  remained  almost  constant  in  recent  years.  The 
greatest  improvement  has  been  in  gifts  coming  to  us  from  parishes  within 
*he  owning  area.  It  is  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue  until  all  of  the 
parishes  of  the  two  Carolinas  put  St.  Mary's  in  their  budgets. 

May  I  again  express  my  appreciation  to  members  of  the  diocese  for  their 
continued  interest  in  and  support  of  St.  Mary's.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE— 1962 

I  feel  that  all  of  you  are  aware  that  in  1959  Mr.  Howard  Hopkirk  was 
employed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  a  study  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  and  report  his  findings  and  recommendations  in  the  form  of  a 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  reviewed, 
adopted  and  passed  this  report  on  to  the  Beard  of  Managers.  They  in  turn 
adopted  this  report  and  asked  Bishop  Baker,  Chairman,  to  appoint  a  Policy 
Committee  composed  of  five  members,  three  from  the  D.  of  N.  C.  namely, 
James  Moore,  Chairman,  Walter  Hobbs,  Lloyd  Mumaw,  D.  of  E.  C,  James 
C.  Fox,  D.  of  W.  N.  C,  Frank  B.  Rankin,  to  study  and  recommend  the 
portion  of  the  Hopkirk  report  to  be  adopted  and  put  in  use  by  Thompson 
Orphanage. 

Jan.  1,  1962  an  assistant  superintendent,  Mr.  R.  D.  Noble  was  employed 
to  head  up  our  Social  Service  Department.  July  16,  1962,  Mrs.  Mary  Wun- 
der,  a  caseworker,  was  employed,  thus  a  much  needed  sendee  that  had  been 
asked  for  in  previous  years  came  into  operation.  With  the  new  program  came 
five  new  workers.  We  are  now  ready  to  give  in  addition  to  the  sendee  al- 
ready here  Boarding  Sendee  up  to  six  homes.  When  these  six  homes  are 
filled,  in  order  to  care  for  more  boarding  home  cases,  we  will  need  an  addi- 
tional caseworker.  The  State  Welfare  Dept.  requires  a  caseworker  for  each 
twelve  families  served.  In  other  words  twelve  licensed  homes  are  a  case- 
work load.  At  this  time  we  have  no  one  in  a  boarding  home. 

During  1961-62  we  cared  for  seventy-five  children.  They  were  divided 
as  follows:  nine  orphans,  thirty-nine  half  orphans,  twenty-seven  both  parents 
living.  Four  children  were  admitted,  eighteen  discharged,  leaving  a  total  now 
here  of  fifty-seven.  You  will  notice  that  this  is  fewer  children  than  we  have 
ever  cared  for.  Thev  come  from  all  over  North  Carolina.  There  has  been 
much  family  counseling  done  during  the  year  and  some  of  the  children  that 
would  come  to  us  were  able  to  stay  with  their  family.  After  all  what  we  would 
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like  to  do  is  to  rehabilitate  and  keep  families  together  rather  than  to  separate 
them.  Due  to  Social  Security  a  number  of  girls  and  boys  do  not  come  to 
Orphanages  to  live.  This  cuts  down  the  number  of  orphans  and  half  orphan 
groups.  The  greatest  need  today  in  the  Child  Care  Field  is  with  the  broken 
home  group.  Both  parents  are  living  and  there  is  no  help  available,  not  even 
welfare  help.  To  whom  are  these  children  to  turn  for  help?  Many,  through 
friends,  turn  to  the  church.  Are  you  as  Christian  people  going  to  turn  them 
away?  This  is  your  challenge  today.  We  have  been  told  by  the  adoption  of 
the  Hopkirk  Report  to  work  in  this  field.  This  we  are  doing. 

Our  girls  and  boys  attend  St.  Martin's  Church  and  Sunday  School.  We 
thank  St.  Martin's  for  this  service  to  us.  We  attend  the  public  schools. 
Great  emphasis  is  placed  on  education  and  we  continue  this  education  hop- 
ing to  give  every  girl  or  boy  all  that  they  need  to  become  self-supporting. 
Two  of  our  boys  are  at  North  Carolina  State  this  year;  one  girl  is  attending 
Nursing  School. 

Our  farm  program  is  important  to  us  because  it  gives  us  a  lot  of  good 
living  and  an  opportunity  to  work  and  play  in  the  great  outdoors.  We  have 
many  good  things  to  eat  from  our  farm.  The  Hopkirk  Report  recommended 
that  the  farm  be  separated  from  the  Orphanage  program.  Now  the  farm 
stands  on  its  own  and  even  pays  rent  to  the  Orphanage.  In  addition  the 
farm  takes  vare  of  its  own  insurance  and  capital  outlays  such  as  repairs  to 
buildings,  etc.  For  the  year  1961-62  the  cash  income  was  $38,984.67.  The 
total  expenditures  were  536,194.^3;  balance  as  of  Sept.  30,  1962  was 
$2,790.14. 

I  would  like  your  help  in  getting  it  across  to  a  number  of  our  people  that 
Thompson  Orphanage  needs  your  support.  It  is  true  that  we  own  valuable 
property  but  most  of  this  property  does  not  bring  in  an  income.  The  income 
from  the  rental  of  the  Mall  is  earmarked  for  a  Building  Fund  by  our  Board 
of  Managers.  It  will  take  a  long  time  for  this  rental  to  pay  for  the  Building 
Program  just  ahead.  Our  budget  for  1962-63 — $143,164.00,  our  estimated 
income  1962-63— Sll  1,500.00,  a  deficit  of  $31,664.00.  We  need  your  help.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCIAL  STATUS  OF  THE 
THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

The  purpose  of  my  being  on  this  program  is  to  inform  you  delegates  as 
to  the  exact  financial  status  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  We  have  attempted 
to  do  this  throughout  the  years,  and  particularly  during  this  transition  period, 
but  feel  that  a  more  complete  explanation  at  this  time  would  be  in  order. 

Initially,  let's  speak  of  sources  of  income,  and  I  refer  you  to  the  chart 
on  my  left,  which  gives  a  complete  breakdown  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1962,  which  is  our  most  recently  completed  full  year.

a.  You  will  note  that  we  received  from  the  Church's  Program  Fund 
$749.97  as  a  pro-rata  share  of  a  $1,000.00  budget  figure.  We  for- 
merly received  $4,500.00,  but  this  was  cut  to  the  present 
$1,000.00.  We  have  requested  that  this  cut  be  reinstated  in  next 
years  ago  to  receive  gifts  and  bequests.  As  of  September  30,  1962, 
responsible  for  this  cut  since  it  came  at  a  time  when  our  Pro- 
gram was  being  expanded  and  in  need  of  more  funds  instead  of 
being  curtailed. 

b.  Thanksgiving  Offering 

1 .  You  can  see  from  the  chart  that  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina 
contributed  $5,962.56.  This  past  November,  we  received 
$7,239.70,  which  represents  an  increase  of  21  per  cent. 

2.  The  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina  contributed  $2,- 
477.60  for  this  offering.  This  past  November,  we  received 
$3,902.97,  which  represents  an  increase  of  57  per  cent. 

3.  Our  own  Diocese  gave  $18,290.41  as  its  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing and  this  past  November  we  received  $22,077.38  which  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  20  per  cent.  You  see  our  own  increase 
was  less  on  a  percentage  basis  than  the  other  two  Dioceses. 
In  comparing  Fiscal  Year  1961  with  Fiscal  Year  1962,  we 
showed  a  decrease,  so  at  least  the  trend  has  reversed  and  is 
increasing. 

c.  The  item  entitled  "Trust  Fund  Interest"  which  you  will  note  is 
our  largest  source  of  income  comes  from  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age Endowment  Fund  which  is  a  legal  vehicle  established  many 
year's  budget.  Apparently  a  misunderstanding  was  in  some  way 
the  market  value  of  this  trust  was  $991,208.53.  The  principal 
amount  cannot  be  used  for  operating  expenses  or  any  other  pur- 
pose except  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  you  can 
readily  see  that  since  we  receive  $56,879.00  on  a  market  value  of 
less  than  $1,000,000.00  our  rate  of  return  is  very  good.  Inci- 
dentally, this  trust  is  handled  by  the  First  Union  National  Bank 
of  North  Carolina,  plus  a  Trust  Fund  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

d.  We  receive  money  from  the  Duke  Endowment  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  days  that  we  take  care  of  children  who  have  either  one  liv- 
ing parent  or  no  living  parents.  The  amount  we  receive  depends 
on  the  success  that  the  Duke  Endowment  Fund  enjoys  divided  up 
among  the  number  of  children  that  are  entitled  to  participate. 

e.  The   next  item  is  parents'  gifts,  which  I  believe  is  self-explanatory. 

f.  The  next  item  is  Social  Security.  You  are  aware  that  certain 
children  are  eligible  under  the  law,  and  where  we  provide  care  for 
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these  children,  the  money  comes  direct  to  Thompson  Orphanage. 

g.  The  Special  Gifts  item  is  just  exactly  what  it  says,  namely,  money 
received  from  other  than  parents  to  be  used  by  Thompson  Or- 
phanage. 

h.  Memorial  gifts  are  similar  to  the  special  gifts  except  they  are 
given  as  a  memorial  to  someone. 

i.  Since  the  farm  is  set  up  on  our  books  separately  from  the  Or- 
phanage proper,  it  is  only  right  that  it  should  pay  rent  to  the 
Orphanage  and  this  figure  is  fixed  at  $1,800.00  per  year. 

j.  There  is  a  Federal  Program  administered  through  the  State  from 
which  we  get  2  cents  for  every  pint  of  milk  served  in  our  dining 
room  to  our  children. 

Outside  of  the  Operating  Fund,  we  receive  $50,000.00  a  year  from  the 
owners  of  the  Charlottetown  Mall.  By  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
this  money  is  earmarked  for  a  future  building  fund  and  cannot  be  used  for 
operating  expenses.  This  money  is  being  held  by  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank  and  is  being  invested  in  Government  Bonds.  The  amount 
currently  held  is  5173,161.11.  This  completes  an  explanation  of  all  the 
sources  of  income  that  T.  O.  has. 

Let's  recall  for  a  moment  that  the  T.  O.  is  presently  undergoing  a 
transition  period  as  recommended  by  the  Hopkirk  Report.  This  report  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Board  of  Managers  and  by 
action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  1961.  Since  we  are  operating  under 
the  direction  of  the  three  owning  Dioceses,  we  believe  that  they  will  provide 
the  necessary  funds  to  carry  out  the  program  they  have  adopted.  As  you 
know,  we  will  need  more  funds  to  carry  out  the  operations  of  this  expand- 
ing program.  For  example,  last  year's  income  for  T.  O.  was  $108,836.51. 
The  Hopkirk  report  envisions  a  budget  of  $165,515.00,  so  you  can  see  what 
is  ahead  of  us. 

Some  questions  that  we  have  had  which  lead  us  to  believe  that  there  is 
a  misunderstanding  are  such  as:  Why  don't  we  use  the  principal  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  for  Operating  Expenses?  Well,  you  can  obviously  see 
from  the  Chart  that  since  this  is  our  largest  source  of  income  if  the  Board 
of  Managers  were  to  allow  us  to  use  the  principal,  it  would  then  fall  back 
to  the  people  in  the  Diocese  to  supply  the  balance  necessary  to  meet  the 
budget.  To  the  contrary,  it  behooves  us  to  increase  the  Endowment  Fund 
in  order  that  it  might  share  a  larger  percentage  of  the  Operating  Fund. 

We  also  hear  the  suggestion  that  we  should  use  the  rent  from  the  Char- 
lottetown Mall.  This  your  Board  prohibits  us  from  doing  since  they  have 
earmarked  that  money  for  future  buildings  as  proposed  by  the  Hopkirk 
Report.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  by  saving  this  money  for  the  Building 
Program  that  a  Diocesan-wide  Building  Fund  Campaign  will  not  be  neces- 
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sary.  So,  you  sec  again  that  it  would  be  short-sighted  to  use  the  Mall  rental 
money  and  then  have  to  come  back  to  you  people  through  the  conduct  of 
a  Building  Fund  Campaign. 

As  you  perhaps  know,  we  own  approximately  420  acres  eight  miles 
from  the  city,  off  U.  S.  74.  This  property  is  being  held  by  the  T.  O.  for 
such  future  use  as  may  be  determined. 

In  the  limited  time  made  available  to  me,  I  have  tried  to  set  forth  only 
the  pertinent  financial  data  which  we  believe  is  being  misunderstood  in 
some  parts  of  our  State. 

We,  on  the  Executive  Committee,  wish  you  to  know  that  we  accepted 
the  obligation  to  be  on  the  Executive  Committee  knowing  full  well  the 
responsibility  we  were  accepting,  and  I  wish  to  assure  you  that  it  is  only 
through  careful  and  prayerful  thoughts  that  decisions  are  made. 

If  any  of  you  have  further  questions,  I  would  suggest  that  you  see 
Horace  Davis,  Chairman  of  our  Executive  Committee,  Red  Whisnant, 
Superintendent  of  the  Orphanage,  or  myself  in  the  library  after  this  portion 
of  the  convention  is  adjourned.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

Last  year  Sevvanee  became  one  of  twenty-nine  undergraduate  institutions 
to  receive  a  major  Ford  grant.  Sewanee  was  the  smallest  in  terms  of  enroll- 
ment and  received  the  maximum  size  matching  grant — $2,500,000  to  be 
given  when  Sewanee  raises  $7,500,000. 

What  does  this  mean  to  the  Episcopalian  in  North  Carolina?  It  means 
that  another  honor  has  come  to  our  University — probably  the  greatest  honor 
yet — and  this  accolade  is  accompanied  by  a  most  substantial  gift.  It  means 
that  Sewanee  is  the  first  Episcopal  institution  to  receive  a  major  Ford  grant. 
It  means  that  the  total  assets  of  the  University  will  move  upward  from  about 
$40,000,000  to  $50,000,000.  It  means  that  our  Church  is  nearer  than  ever 
to  the  goal  of  being  the  sponsor  of  the  very  finest  small  liberal  arts  institu- 
tion in  America. 

The  thirty-one  young  men  now  enrolled  from  North  Carolina,  as  well  as 
the  many  who  will  enroll  in  the  coming  years,  will  benefit  from  this  grant 
from  the  Ford  Foundation.  Applicants  for  entrance  to  the  University  con- 
tinue to  increase  and  with  a  limited  student  body,  the  determination  for 
entrance  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  on  the  part  of  the  Registrar. 
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During  the  past  year  the  Reverend  Dudley  Colhoun  of  St.  Paul's,  Winston- 
Salem,  was  elected  by  the  Alumni  to  represent  them  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Since  the  last  report  Sewanee  has  again  led  the  South  in  the  proportion- 
ate production  of  Rhodes  and  Fulbright  Scholars  and  Woodrow  Wilson 
Fellows.  In  the  latter,  Sewanee  now  ranks  second  in  the  nation,  the  Quaker 
institution  Haverford  being  in  first  place  with  Harvard,  Princeton,  and  Yale- 
doing  very  respectably  but  below  Sewanee. 

Added  to  the  cultural  offering  at  Sewanee  is  a  much  expanded  concert 
and  lecture  series.  In  the  dedication  of  the  Guerry  Hall  Auditorium  a  thou- 
sand students,  faculty  and  residents  of  the  area  heard  Alabama-born  Nell 
Rankins  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  give  the  first  performance.  On  the 
ample  sized  stage  symphony  orchestras  and  ballet  groups  have  performed. 
Similarly  the  encouraging  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  art  appreciation  have 
added  to  the  curriculum.  The  Sewanee  choir  has  eighty  voices  with  students 
"trying-out"  for  choir  and  competing  for  the  annual  Easter  trip  just  as  boys 
compete  for  places  on  the  varsity  football  team. 

All  of  us  should  take  satisfaction  in  the  way  Sewanee  has  achieved  and 
maintained  a  national  leadership  in  the  philosophy  of  athletics.  Although 
eight  intercollegiate  teams  do  us  credit,  the  total  physical  education  pro- 
gram with  splendid  athletic  facilities  and  sound  coaching  is  probably  second 
to  none  among  colleges  of  our  size.  Hie  intramural  sports  program  in- 
volves every  student  who  will  allow  himself  to  be  involved. 

The  Sewanee  Military  Academy  has  experienced  moments  of  triumph. 
On  New  Year's  Day  its  Gorgas  Guard,  its  precision  drill  team,  performed 
before  eighty  thousand  people  at  the  Sugar  Bowl  in  New  Orleans.  We  must 
remember  the  excellent  work  of  our  preparatory  school  when  we  think  of 
pre-college  training  for  our  sons. 

The  summer  program  at  Sewanee  has  outreached  all  previous  activity. 
Included  are  the  regular  conferences  for  families,  music  center  with  five 
weeks  of  intensive  orchestral  instruction  and  concerts  and  a  graduate  in- 
stitute of  science  and  math  leading  to  a  master's  degree.  Most  remarkable  of 
all  is  the  twenty-year-old  graduate  school  of  theology  which  allows  a  clergy- 
man to  take  his  month's  vacation  at  Sewanee  and  while  his  family  enjoys  a 
planned  recreation,  he  works  toward  a  master's  degree  in  sacred  theology. 

There  are  400,000  Episcopalians  who  own  Sewanee.  It  is  important  for 
them  and  for  us  to  realize  the  great  potential  which  lies  there  for  us.

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REPORT  OF  SAINT  AUGUSTINE'S  COLLEGE 

ENROLLMENT:  A  record  enrollment  of  732  students  entered  Saint 
Augustine's  College  in  September,  1962.  Nearly  all  of  these  students  are 
from  the  Fourth  Province.  Over  half  are  from  North  Carolina.  Few  are 
from  homes  that  are  below  average  as  to  income.  A  ceiling  of  800  is  being 
considered  for  the  immediate  future,  and  the  increase  must  be  in  the  area 
of  day  students  because  present  dormitory  space  is  inadequate  even  for  stu- 
dents currently  enrolled. 

BUDGET:  The  total  college  budget  for  the  1962-1963  school  year  is 
$890,675.  The  1963-1964  budget  will  be  $945,095.  This  budget  provides 
only  $25,000  for  scholarships  but  the  need  is  for  an  additional  $20,000. 
Furthermore,  a  total  of  $38,000  is  required  for  faculty  salary  increases.  These 
increases  are  necessary  because  the  Southern  Association  is  steadily  raising 
the  requirements  in  re  faculty  training,  especially  at  the  doctoral  level.  We 
cannot  jeopardize  our  membership  in  the  Southern  Association  by  doing 
otherwise. 

PHYSICAL  PLANT:  For  an  educational  program  to  "flourish  and 
abound,"  there  must  be,  among  other  things,  an  adequate  physical  plant. 
In  December,  1962,  we  began  using  our  newest  building,  The  Emery  Health 
and  Fine  Arts  Center.  The  erection  of  this  structure  marks  the  beginning 
of  our  use  of  the  north  campus  that  for  so  many  years  served  as  the  college 
farm.  We  hope  to  enter  a  2Vi  million  dollar  capital  program  and  have  it 
well  under  way,  if  not  completed,  by  the  time  of  our  Centennial  in  1967. 
The  realization  of  this  aim  will  require  the  assistance  of  everyone  interested 
in  Christian  higher  education. 

ACADEMIC  PROGRAM:  This  basic  area  of  the  college  is  making 
every  effort  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  day.  Our  faculty  is  well-trained, 
dedicated,  and  markedly  loyal  to  the  college.  Faculty  members  pursue  grad- 
uate studies  in  summer  and  winter:  they  serve  on  key  committees  that  help 
to  determine  academic  policy. 

Our  students  are  making  better  grades  on  the  standardized  tests;  the 
Teacher  Education  Program  is  being  strengthened;  admission  requirements 
are  being  raised;  an  honors  program  and  honor  societies  are  part  and  parcel 
of  pursuit  of  academic  excellence.  An  honors  program  for  outstanding  stu- 
dents of  several  area  high  schools  is  now  in  its  second  year. 

Two  National  Science  Foundation  Institutes  arc  currently  being  con- 
ducted by  the  college;  two  programs  will  be  offered  this  summer,  and  one 
has  been  approved  for  the  1963-1964  school  year.  The  college  received  a 
srant  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  equipment 
for  courses  in  nuclear  chemistry  and  biology.  We  received  an  anonvmous 
gift  for  the  purchase  of  library  books,  a  similar  gift  for  a  language  labora- 
tory, and  still  another  gift  for  a  reading  laboratory.  These  gifts  indicate  the 
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interest  and  confidence   that  church   friends  and  educational  foundations 
have  in  Saint  Augustine's  College. 

Recruitment  efforts  have  proven  quite  effective.  More  and  better-quali- 
fied students  are  now  seeking  admission  than  ever  before.  More  students  are 
now  going  to  graduate  school  and  others  are  entering  a  greater  variety  of 
areas  of  endeavor,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE  COLLEGE:  The  Chapel  and  what 
it  represents  can  truly  be  considered  the  heart  of  the  entire  program  at 
Saint  Augustine's.  Despite  the  fact  that  only  two  classes  of  students  can  be 
accommodated  at  any  one  service,  the  Chapel  is  serving  a  definite  need.  It 
appears  that  we  need  a  structure  with  at  least  twice  the  present  seating  ca- 
pacity. This  would  enable  us  to  have  worship  services  for  the  entire  college 
family  at  any  one  time.  Mam  students  must  miss  such  services  as  Ash 
Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  Epiphany,  and  others. 

During  the  year,  numerous  leading  clergymen  are  invited  to  appear  in 
our  Chapel.  We  hope  to  expand  this  phase  of  the  program.  The  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  are  doing  a  tremendous  job,  and  the  Laymen  of  the  Church 
are  scheduling  a  series  of  luncheon  speakers  on  phases  of  religion  and  re- 
ligious life.  The  religious  program  is  the  source  of  our  faith  in  and  devotion 
to  Christian  higher  education. 

ALUMNI:  Alumni  of  Saint  Augustine's  are  making  outstanding  contri- 
butions in  nearly  every  field  imaginable.  This  institution  has  produced  two 
Episcopal  Bishops,  and  thirty  per  cent  of  the  clergy.  Many  doctors,  dentists, 
lawyers  and  teachers  received  their  early  training  here.  Now  we  find  our 
graduates  in  various  government  positions,  serving  in  scientific  research,  and 
becoming  more  involved  in  business  enterprises.  Many  are  social  workers, 
librarians,  and  some  are  now  employed  in  major  commercial  concerns. 

PERSONNEL  AREA:  This  area  has  grown  in  size  and  significance.  The 
enrollment  growth  accentuates  the  need  for  dormitory  space  and  for  an 
enlarged  refectory. 

The  value  of  the  total  personnel  program  cannot  be  overestimated  be- 
cause of  its  testing,  guidance,  and  extra-curricular  facets.  Student  housing 
is  also  a  major  concern  of  the  personnel.  This  concern  is  underscored  by  the 
urgent  need  for  more  dormitory  space. 

The  assembly  programs  have  been  of  high  order.  They  have  served  to 
stimulate  and  motivate  the  students  towards  higher  goals  in  school  and  in 
life. 

Follow-up  counselling  is  the  order  of  the  day.  This  means  that  test 
scores,  previous  conferences  and  interviews  will  lend  themselves  to  the  ulti- 
mate solution  of  the  problem. 

GENERAL:  It  has  been  necessary  to  raise  the  cost  of  tuition  for  the 
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1963-1964  school  year.  In  the  future,  the  boarding  student  will  have  to  pay 
$995.00  in  tuition  fees,  room  and  board  for  the  academic  year.  This  increase 
will  cause  the  impecunious  student  to  have  need  for  greater  scholarship  as- 
sistance. 

NEEDS— URGENT 

1 .  At  least  one  dormitory  for  200  students. 

a.    Two  actually  needed,  one  for  young  men  and  one  for  the  young 
women. 

2.  A  new  Chapel  or  the  enlargement  of  the  present  structure. 

3.  Assistance  in  paying  off  a  note  of  long  standing  ($145,000). 

4.  A  more  definite  statement  and  action  in  re  steady  and  increasing 
financial  support  from  dioceses  in  the  Fourth  Province. 

Saint  Augustine's  College,  now  a  member  of  the  Foundation  for  Episco- 
pal Colleges,  has  as  much  promise  and  as  much  of  a  future  as  we  will  enable 
this  college  to  have.  The  outlook  is  bright;  the  need  is  pressing;  the  chal- 
lenge is  clear  and  direct.  Let  us  meet  this  challenge  and  by  so  doing,  com- 
mission Saint  Augustine's  to  continue  the  great  work  that  was  begun  in 
1867  by  dedicated  Christian  leaders  of  great  vision  who  "wrought  better 
than  they  knew"  in  preparing  young  men  and  young  women  for  a  construc- 
tive role  in  society.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 

EPISCOPAL  HOME  FOR  THE  AGEING,  INC. 

TO  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  for  the  Board  of  the  Episcopal  Home  that  after 
seven  years  we  are  nearing  the  goal  of  accomplishment.  On  December  4, 

1962,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the  W.  L.  Jewill  Construction  Company, 
Sanford,  N.  C.  to  build  the  Episcopal  Home  at  Southern  Pines  on  property 
donated  by  Mrs.  James  Boyd. 

The  final  contract  is  for  40  rooms  at  a  total  cost  of  $511,930  with  a 
completion  guarantee  of  300  days. 

Therefore  the  Home  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  November, 

1963.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  MacDougall,  Administrators,  at  110  E.  Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue,  Southern  Pines,  N.  C.  have  received  over  125  inquiries.  The 
Committee  on  Entrances  have  begun  to  review  and  consider  applications 
and  those  interested  should  contact  Mr.  MacDougall. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Southgate  with  his  special  committee  along  with  the  Finance 
Committee  consisting  of  Mr.  N.  A.  Cocke  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Bouligny  are 
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making  splendid  headway  in  raising  additional  funds  to  pay  for  the  con- 
struction. 

As  of  April  1,  1963,  a  total  in  pledges  and  subscriptions  are  in  excess  of 
$412,000.  While  our  progress  is  encouraging  it  is  estimated  that  to  com- 
plete and  start  up  the  Home,  an  additional  $200,000  will  be  needed. 

A  book  of  Memorials  is  kept  in  the  office  at  Southern  Pines  and  will 
occupy  a  prominent  place  in  our  new  Home.  Some  of  the  Parishes  have 
found  that  this  medium  of  expressing  sympathy  is  well  received.  We  would 
like  for  all  the  Parishes  to  use  this. 

The  regular  Mother's  Day  offering  is  designated  for  May  12,  1963.  This 
offering  is  to  be  used  to  help  defray  expenses  of  deserving  guests  who  need 
financial  help.  A  generous  offering  to  help  these  people  will  be  appreciated. 

Yearly  the  Board  has  discussed  and  in  practically  every  instance  has 
agreed  that  a  name  be  given  to  the  Episcopal  Home  honoring  our  beloved 
departed  Bishop.  On  March  4,  1962,  at  a  Laymen's  meeting  held  at  South- 
ern Pines  a  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  requesting  the  Board  to  take 
action  in  honoring  Bishop  Penick  by  associating  his  name  with  the  Home. 
Therefore  I  have  requested  Mr.  Don  Blanton,  President  of  the  Episcopal 
Churchmen,  to  offer  a  resolution  to  this  Convention  expressing  the  wishes 
of  many  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  TRUSTEES  OF 
KANUGA  CONFERENCES,  INC. 

The  1962  season  at  Kanuga  marked  a  point  of  considerable  expansion 
in  the  program  of  this  conference  center.  The  Adult  Conference  was  sched- 
uled for  two  one-week  sessions  so  that  those  unable  to  attend  for  two  weeks 
might  come  to  either  one-week  conference,  and  as  a  result  of  this  change 
the  Adult  Conference  reached  many  more  people  than  it  did  under  the  old 
system;  the  Pre-Collese  Conferences  were  added  to  the  schedule;  the  old 
Leadership  Training  Conference  was  revamped  and  generally  improved  in 
the  new  Episcopal  Young  Churchman's  Leaders  Conference. 

Of  equal  significance  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Kanuga  Camp  for 
Boys.  This  $55,000  facility  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  whole  camping  pro- 
gram of  the  Church  in  the  Carolinas,  Until  1962  Kanuga  could  accommo- 
date only  84  boys  in  the  Bovs'  Camp;  last  vear  with  three  sessions  at  the 
new  camp,  the  church  reached  192  boys  with  an  exciting  summer  camping 
program.  Four  sessions  are  planned  for  this  summer  (1963)  and  five  sessions 
can  be  scheduled  as  soon  as  attendance  warrants,  and  attendance  at  all  con- 
ferences is  increasing  every  year. 

Sharing  this  importance  is  the  Kanuga  Camp  for  Girls.  A  most  attrac- 
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tive  program  of  summer  camping  is  planned  for  1963  with  the  usual  four 
sessions.  This  camp  has  been  operating  at  capacity  for  many  years  and  1963 
will  be  no  exception.  This  camping  program  reaches  336  of  our  girls  each 
year,  and  can  now  be  expanded  to  five  sessions  when  attendance  warrants. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  contributes  immensely  of  its  personnel 
to  the  program  at  Kanuga  through  its  clergy  who  lead  and  teach  in  the 
summer  conferences.  This  summer  the  Rev.  John  S.  Spong,  Jr.,  Calvary 
Church,  Tarboro  and  the  Rev.  B.  Daniel  Sapp,  Christ  Church,  Raleigh, 
will  be  teaching  at  the  Adult  Conference.  The  first  Family  Conference  will 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Loren  B.  Mead,  Church  of  the  Holy 
Family,  Chapel  Hill.  Assisting  Mr.  Mead  with  this  conference  will  be  the 
Rev.  O'Kelly  Whitaker,  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury  and  the  Rev.  Moody  Burt, 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh.  The  second  Family  Conference  session  will  be  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Tilson,  St.  John's  Church,  Charlotte. 
The  Rev.  William  C.  Spong,  Episcopal  Chaplain  at  Duke  Hospital,  Dur- 
ham, will  be  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  E.Y.C.  Leaders'  Conference  and 
the  Rev.  Roderick  D.  Reinecke,  Episcopal  Chaplain  at  North  Carolina  State 
College,  will  direct  one  of  the  two  Pre-College  Conferences.  The  ''overflow" 
Young  Peoples  Conference,  necessitated  by  the  tremendous  registration  for 
the  one  Y.  P.  Conference  originally  scheduled,  will  be  led  by  the  Rev.  E. 
Dudley  Colhoun,  Jr.,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem. 

There  are  many  areas  of  concern  still  demanding  attention.  For  example, 
in  the  summer  of  1962  we  were  forced  to  turn  down  the  applications  of  60 
young  people  for  the  Y.  P.  Conference,  and  this  year  on  March  1st  this  con- 
ference was  already  filled  to  its  capacity  of  200,  hence  the  "overflow  confer- 
ence" mentioned  above.  The  Church  oftentimes  regrets  the  'drop-out'  rate 
among  teenagers  from  Church  activities,  yet  last  year  there  were  60  on  whom 
the  Church  closed  the  door!  This  is  just  to  illustrate  that  the  Church — and 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina — has  an  opportunity  for  still  greater  service 
in  an  expanding  Kanuga. 

Almost  in  spite  of,  rather  than  because  of,  the  owning  Dioceses,  Kanuga 
continues  to  operate!  We  love  Kanuga,  we  send  people  to  Kanuga,  we  even 
go  to  Kanuga  ourselves — -but  we  do  not  support  Kanuga  financially  to  the 
extent  that  we  should. 

The  Board  of  Kanuga  has  set  up  a  "fair  share"  apportionment  to  the 
five  owning  Dioceses  of  $25,000.  This  amount  is  needed  annually  to  help 
operate  this  great  Conference  Center,  but  we  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina are  not  carrying  our  pro-rata  share  of  the  load.  Our  fair  share  is  $7,000 
a  year  (this  to  come  from  all  sources — Diocesan  budget,  Churchwomen's 
budget.  Parish  budgets,  individual  gifts,  etc.)  yet  we  only  give  30%  of  this 
amount.  The  other  four  Dioceses  give  from  50%  to  82%  of  their  apportion- 
ment. None  of  the  Dioceses  are  doing  their  full  part,  but  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  is  doing  the  least!  In  fact,  in  the  last  four  years  we  have 
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contributed  only  a  total  of  $7,285.95,  and  this  figure  should  have  been 
$28,000. 

You  as  an  individual,  and  we  as  a  Diocese  must  do  more  for  this  great 
Church  Conference  Center.

REPORT  OF  "THE  TERRACES" 

The  Diocesan  Conference  Center  in  Southern  Pines  began  its  second 
year  of  operation  on  September  3,  1962.  This  report  covers  the  period  from 
that  date  through  March  31,  1963.  The  Center  uses  the  calendar  year  as 
its  fiscal  year  but  July  1  through  June  30  as  its  operational  year.  The  Terraces 
is  closed  from  May  31  until  the  day  after  Labor  Day,  during  the  time  Vade 
Mecum  is  open,  the  weather  is  warm,  and  church  activities  are  less  intense. 

From  September  3,  1962  through  March  31,  1963,  there  were  34  con- 
ferences and  retreats  at  The  Terraces,  representing  60  overnight  guests  and 
179  meals  served  to  a  total  of  3,605  persons,  an  increase  of  about  40%  for 
the  same  period  over  the  first  year  of  operation,  1961-1962.

The  Center  is  grateful  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  the  support  that 
they  have  given  to  it.  There  have  been  Baptist  Student  Unions  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  North  Carolina  State,  Meredith  and  Camp- 
bell Colleges,  and  groups  from  two  individual  Baptist  churches. 

Several  major  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  last  year.  The 
Chapel  is  complete  and  heated.  The  heating  system  of  the  Center  has  been 
modified  along  with  the  plumbing.  The  capacity  of  the  kitchen  has  been 
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increased  with  the  gift  of  some  commercial  equipment.  A  library  has  been 
begun  and  now  numbers  about  600  volumes.  Blankets  and  bed  and  bath 
linens  have  been  generously  donated  so  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary  for 
guests  to  provide  these  items.  Laundry  costs,  however,  are  substantial  though 
no  increase  in  rate  has  been  made. 

A  financial  report  for  1962  is  attached.  The  balance  on  hand  includes 
funds  on  interest-bearing  deposit  for  capital  improvements  and  depreciation. 
Financial  support  through  the  Church's  Program  Fund  will  be  necessary  for 
several  years  to  come,  but  the  need  should  begin  to  diminish  in  1965  or  1966 
if  the  Center  continues  to  receive  increased  use  from  parish  and  diocesan 
groups.  The  Terraces  is  grateful  for  those  who  have  supported  its  program 
and  to  the  increased  number  of  Churchmen  who  are  finding  the  Center  an 
attractive  and  efficient  diocesan  institution,  adaptable  to  many  needs.

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VADE  MECUM  COMMITTEE 

It  was  with  profound  regret  that  the  Vade  Mecum  Committee  learned 
last  summer  that  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Jeffress,  Jr.,  has  resigned,  to  become 
Director  of  Christian  Education  for  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  During 
the  eleven  years  that  he  directed  Vade  Mecum,  new  buildings  were  erected, 
registrations  were  increased,  and  the  camp  program  was  developed  more 
fully  than  had  ever  been  done  before.  Mr.  Jeffrcss  made  Vade  Mecum  an 
outstanding  camp,  and  a  vital  part  of  the  Christian  Education  program  of 
this  Diocese.  We  shall  miss  him. 

In  our  efforts  to  replace  Mr.  Jeffrcss,  we  came  to  realize  that  the  business 
management  of  the  camp  should  be  separated  from  the  responsibility  for 
the  camp  program.  Therefore,  we  created  two  new  posts:  that  of  Program 
Director  was  given  to  the  Rev.  William  A.  Yon,  Diocesan  Associate  Direc- 
tor of  Christian  Education;  and  that  of  Resident  Manager  was  given  to  Mr. 
T.  B.  Bowman,  who  for  ten  years  has  been  the  caretaker  of  the  camp.  The 
Committee  is  delighted  with  the  plans  both  men  are  developing  for  the 
summer.  Among  these  plans  are  the  following: 

1.  New  cabins.  Construction  on  the  first  of  three  new  cabins  for  the 
camp  has  already  begun,  the  result  mainly  of  several  generous  gifts  we  have 
received.  The  new  cabins  will  be  larger  and  sturdier  than  the  existing  build- 
ings, and  are  designed  for  use  throughout  the  year.  At  least  two  cabins  are 
scheduled  to  be  built  by  the  end  of  the  summer,  part  of  work  being  done  by- 
young  people  who  will  be  at  the  camp  for  a  Summer  Service  Project. 
Eventually,  all  ten  cabins  will  be  replaced,  as  money  is  available.  However, 
we  do  not  plan  to  build  the  seven  other  cabins  until  we  have  used  these 
three  new  cabins  long  enough  to  sec  what  sort  of  cabin  best  suits  our  pro- 
gram. 

2.  Out-door  camping.  In  an  effort  to  use  the  camp  property  more  fully, 
an  area  has  been  opened  for  out-door  camping.  The  Senior  Boys'  Camp  will 
use  this  area  this  summer,  as  they  did  last  year.  In  time,  we  hope  to  make 
part  of  the  camp  grounds  available  to  churchmen  for  family  camping.  We 
are  studying  carefully,  with  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation,  which  owns 
the  property,  the  long-range  development  of  the  land,  so  that  it  will  be  used 
in  the  best  way  possible. 

3.  Racial  policy.  The  Executive  Council  on  October  18,  1962,  approved 
a  request  from  this  Committee,  establishing  a  schedule  by  which  all  camps 
and  conferences  will  be  open  without  regard  to  race  by  1966. 

4.  A.  A.  Retreat.  We  are  very  happy  that  it  has  again  been  possible  to 
include  the  very  fine  retreat-conferences  held  by  Alcoholics  Anonymous  in 
our  summer  schedule,  after  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

5.  Staff.  A  plan  is  being  begun  this  summer  by  which  the  members  of 
the  permanent  staff  of  the  camp  will  also  serve  as  counselors  during  the 
children's  camps.  As  this  plan  develops,  we  hope  it  will  make  it  possible  for 
us  to  attract  the  finest  of  young  people  to  work  with  the  children. 
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6.  Major  repairs.  Again  this  year,  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation  has 
taken  care  of  several  major  items  of  repairs  and  maintenance.  They  have 
completely  renovated  the  swimming  pool  and  repaired  the  dam  at  our 
reservoir.  This  spring  they  plan  to  have  Cheshire  Hall  repainted. 

The  children's  and  young  people's  camps  and  conferences  operated  at 
77%  of  capacity  last  summer.  This  was  good,  but  it  could  be  better.  We 
ask  the  support  of  the  Diocese,  not  only  because  this  is  an  institution  of  the 
Diocese,  but  also  because  of  the  help  Vade  Mecum  can  provide  for  the 
Christian  Education  program  of  your  parish.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHURCHMAN 

During  the  past  year  the  Editors  of  the  CHURCHMAN  have  continued 
to  assign  and  otherwise  produce  contents  for  the  monthly  magazine  of  the 
Diocese.  These  contents  have  been  consistent  with  the  educational  objec- 
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rives  of  the  editorial  policy  defined  four  years  ago  when  the  CHURCHMAN 
became  a  function  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education.  In  addition 
we  have  continued  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Diocesan  Program  as  it  has  un- 
folded, calling  attention  to  local  events  of  Diocesan-wide  interest  as  well. 

The  projected  re-assignment  of  the  CHURCHMAN  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  to  the  Department  of  Promotion  implies  a 
re-appraisal  of  the  editorial  policies  of  your  publication  and  is  currently 
being  undertaken.  This  evaluation  may  well  result  in  major  changes  both 
in  format  and  contents  more  effectively  keeping  before  the  communicants 
of  the  Diocese  their  participation  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Church  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  their  local  congregations.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS 

Last  year  we  outlined  our  program  for  keeping  in  touch  with  postulants 
and  candidates  throughout  their  preparation  for  the  ministry.  We  have 
little  to  add  to  that  report. 

The  Bishops  and  six  chaplains  met  with  17  men  at  The  Terraces  in 
Southern  Pines,  September  4-6,  1962.  Eight  of  these  were  rising  seniors 
who  were  examined  on  their  two  years  of  study  at  the  seminaries,  and  one 
was  to  be  a  special  student  transferred  from  another  ministry.  These  exami- 
nations were  canonical.  The  examination  of  new  postulants  and  of  those 
who  had  completed  one  year  at  the  seminary  was  exploratory.  A  good  deal 
of  personal  counseling  and  getting  acquainted  was  involved.  The  Standing 
Committee  met  with  us  for  part  of  a  day  giving  us  a  chance  for  invaluable 
collaboration,  as  well  as  providing  them  an  opportunity  to  know  the  men 
personally  before  giving  consent  for  their  ordination. 

On  December  27-28  five  seniors  and  the  special  student  came  to  Ra- 
leigh for  two  days  to  be  examined  further  on  new  studies  or  re-examined 
on  subjects  not  clearly  passed.  Final  examinations  will  take  place  at  the 
Headquarters  of  the  Diocese,  June  13-14. 

As  we  begin  our  program  by  interviewing  would-be  postulants  before  the 
Bishops  accept  them,  so  we  are  now  following  through  with  those  who  are 
ordained  to  the  diaeonate.  In  January  the  chaplains  and  the  Bishop  joined 
the  deacons  who  were  having  one  of  their  regular  meetings  with  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  at  The  Terraces.  We  checked  on  their  studies  and  listened  to  their 
reading  of  the  sendee  of  Holy  Communion.  The  advisor  system  will  con- 
tinue until  men  are  ordained  to  the  priesthood. 

Our  Board  of  Chaplains  is  in  touch  with  other  chaplains  and  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Theological  Education,  as  well  as  with  faculties  in  the  semi- 
naries. The  Bishops  and  some  of  the  chaplains  have  visited  our  students  on 
their  campuses,  with  good  effect. 
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The  costs  are  more  than  we  anticipated,  especially  student  travel  from 
Texas  and  New  England,  for  example;  but  we  expect  these  costs  to  be  less 
this  year.  All  concerned  seem  to  feel  that  our  program  is  worth  every  bit 
of  cost  and  effort.  It  is  essential.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER  FOR  1962 

During  the  past  year  I  prepared  a  summary  of  the  highlights  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  colony  of  North  Carolina,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Bishop  Baker.  The  information  is  to  be  used  by  those  parishes  who 
wish  to  make  some  recognition  of  the  Tercentenary  Celebration  of  the 
granting  of  the  Carolina  Charter. 

The  major  part  of  my  work  has  consisted  of  answering  requests  for  in- 
formation concerning  the  history  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  and  of 
particular  parishes.  Many  of  these  can  be  answered  quickly,  but  others  re- 
quire a  good  deal  of  research. 

The  work  of  the  Historical  Commission  is  progressing  steadily  towards 
its  goal  of  preparing  a  history  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  to  be  pub- 
lished by  1967,  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  Dr.  Richard  Watson,  of  Duke  University,  had  to  resign 
from  the  Commission.  He  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  George  H.  Esser,  Jr., 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 
FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  makes  and  sub- 
mits the  following  report: 

1 .  There  is  attached  hereto  an  audit  by  an  independent  firm  of  account- 
ants for  the  twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1963. 

2.  There  is  attached  hereto  a  statement  by  the  North  Carolina  National 
Bank,  who  with  its  predecessor  has  acted  as  Treasurer  since  the  beginning  of 
the  Foundation,  which  shows  the  assets  and  liabilities,  and  a  statement  of 
loans  made  to  parishes  and  missions. 

The  Foundation  has  approved  and  granted  all  applications  which  have 
cleared  through  the  Department  of  Missions  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  collect  balances  due  on  original  pledges,  but 
very  little  progress  has  been  made. 
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You  will  note  from  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  that  the  total  amount 
of  loans  and  grants  outstanding  is  $269,106.81. 

There  was  loaned  to  the  Diocese  the  sum  of  $10,000  on  demand  note. 
This  is  treated  as  an  investment  and  the  rate  of  interest  at  3%  was  agreed 
upon.  This  loan  is  not  within  the  purview  of  the  purposes  for  which  this 
Foundation  was  formed,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  needed 
the  funds  for  a  short  period  and  idle  money  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Founda- 
tion, it  was  thought  desirable  to  make  this  loan  as  an  investment. 

The  terms  of  office  of  four  Trustees,  to-wit,  Messrs.  Norman  A.  Cocke, 
H.  T.  Cosby,  R.  H.  Bouligny,  and  Rev.  John  C.  Mott  expire  with  the  Con- 
vention. The  undersigned,  Norman  A.  Cocke,  President,  and  Ralph  H. 
Bouligny,  Secretary,  do  not  wish  to  be  re-elected  as  they  have  served  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Foundation  and  they  recommend  that  younger  people 
be  put  in  their  place,  and  they  also  recommend  that  the  officers  of  the 
Foundation  should  do  more  field  work  than  the  present  officers  have  been 
able  to  do.  During  the  past  year  the  Foundation  has  been  very  inactive,  and 
while  it  granted  all  applications  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  Missions,  it  has,  nevertheless,  had  for  some 
time  idle  funds.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN  OF  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

The  president  of  the  1961-62  term,  A.  Freeman  Edgerton,  with  the  help 
of  the  other  officers  and  committeemen  did  a  wonderful  job  in  setting  up 
an  excellent  communications  network  and  getting  keymen  appointed  and 
operating  in  a  large  majority  of  the  parishes  and  missions  throughout  the 
Diocese.  It  was  not  necessary  to  duplicate  this  work — only  enjoy  its  workings. 

Since  the  organizational  part  was  graciously  inherited,  the  1962-63  term 
has  strongly  emphasized  the  necessary  individual  Christian  commitment  of 
the  Laymen  of  the  Diocese. 

The  year  for  the  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  began  with  the  annual  weekend 
conference  at  Vade  Meeum  which  began  with  supper  on  Friday,  June  22 
and  ended  with  lunch  on  Sunday,  June  24,  1962.  This  conference  had  the 
largest  attendance  yet  recorded.  Approximately  one  hundred  laymen  were 
registered. 

The  conference  leaders  were  The  Very  Rev.  Richard  H.  Wilmer,  Jr., 
Mr.  Douglas  C.  Turnbull,  and  Mr.  George  Esser,  Jr.

In  August  of  1962,  Mr.  Jack  Westervelt  of  Greensboro  attended  a  con- 
ference in  Baltimore  on  Christian  Stewardship,  and  he,  in  turn,  led  a  Dioce- 
san conference  on  Stewardship  at  The  Terraces,  September  7,  8  and  9.  Mr. 
Westervelt  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Lenoir  "Bud"  Shook,  of  Tarboro,  who  acted 
as  the  conference  coordinator.  The  program  of  learning  and  training  was 
done  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Promotion,  The  Rev.  James 
D.  Beckwith,  chairman.  The  men  who  attended  this  conference  later  went 
to  many  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese,  presenting  a  program 
on  Christian  Stewardship  and  explaining  the  Church's  Program. 

On  Sunday,  September  16,  1962,  105  laymen  attended  the  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  Clinic  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington.  Col. 
Walter  Eddy,  full-time  consultant  on  stewardship  for  the  Diocese  of  South- 
ern Virginia,  addressed  this  group  on  "Planning  for  the  Every  Member 
Canvass."  Mr.  Charles  Blanchard  of  Raleigh  assisted  in  the  arrangements 
for  this  program. 

Mr.  Edwin  Schnedl  of  Reidsville,  chairman  of  the  Lay  Readers'  Training 
Program,  along  with  his  committee,  planned  and  conducted  two  confer- 
ences at  The  Terraces,  January  18,  19  and  January  25,  26  on  Christian 
Commitment,  based  on  Elton  Trueblood's  book  "The  Company  of  the 
Committed."  These  two  conferences  were  well  attended,  well  accepted,  and 
we  feel  sure  that  all  in  attendance  reached  some  degree  of  deeper  Christian 
Commitment. 

The  Annual  Laymen's  Convention  was  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  on  March  10.  Various  reports  were  given  by  the 
officers  and  a  "high  light"  message  was  given  by  Bishop  Baker. 

The  concluding  event  of  the  Laymen's  year  will  be  the  Vade  Mecum 
Conference  which  is  to  be  held  June  21,  22,  and  23.  The  conference  leader 
will  be  the  Rev.  Rufus  Womble,  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas.  A  capacity  attendance  is  expected  for  this  conference. 

Through  March  15,  1963,  the  Laymen's  president  had  spoken  to  28 
Parish  and  Mission  Laymen's  groups,  attended  four  conferences,  addressed 
the  Deacons  of  the  Diocese,  and  attended  Executive  Council  meetings,  De- 
partment of  Christian  Education  meetings,  and  many  special  planning  meet- 
ings pertaining  to  the  overall  program  of  the  Laymen  and  the  Church.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

As  the  time  for  the  Diocesan  Convention  approaches  each  year  the  Pen- 
sion Fund  Committee  welcomes  the  opportunity  of  submitting  its  report  on 
this  important  function  of  the  Church  for  the  information  of  the  clerical 
and  lay  delegates  and  for  recording  in  the  Journal  as  a  permanent  record. 

1.  On  January  1,  1963  the  Church  Pension  Fund  accounts  of  five 
parishes  and  seven  missions  were  in  arrears.  Though  this  arrearage 
was  serious,  fortunately  the  account  of  only  one  clergyman  was 
credited  with  less  than  six  months  of  the  assessments  due  for  1962. 
Whenever  less  than  six  months'  assessment  for  the  year  has  been 
paid,  the  immediate  $1000.00  grant  to  widows  cannot  apply,  as 
every  parish  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention  must  have 
paid  its  proper  pension  assessments  for  at  least  six  months  of  the 
year.  Each  year  the  Pension  Fund  Committee  has  called  this  stip- 
ulation of  the  fund  to  your  attention. 

2.  As  of  March  22,  1963,  the  Church  Pension  Fund  has  reported 
grants  in  force  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 

Clergymen  (14)  _$24,239.28 

Widows  (15)  ..  -  17,707.08 

Orphans  (3)  1,440.00 

Grand  Total  .  ..  _$43,386.36 

For  1962  the  grants  in  force  totaled  $41,225.52,  thus  the 
grants  in  force  in  1963  are  $2,160.84  greater. 

Tire  grants  in  force  at  the  present  time  as  reported  above 
average  $1,731.38  for  the  clergy  and  $1,180.49  for  the  widows 
and  $480,000  for  each  of  the  orphans.  Only  three  of  our  clergy 
are  receiving  less  from  the  Pension  Fund  than  the  prescribed 
minimum  of  $1,800.00  annually,  and  only  five  of  the  widows 
are  receiving  less  than  the  minimum  of  $1,200.00. 

3.  Considering  the  activity  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  throughout 
the  Church,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  retirement  and  dis- 
ability pensions  are  now  approximately  60%  of  the  average  salary 
for  those  ordained  at  normal  ages.  The  pensions  being  paid  to 
widows  vary  from  $1200.00  a  year  to  one  half  of  the  husband's 
pension,  depending  on  the  years  of  married  life  with  him  in  his 
active  ministry.  The  range  of  benefits  for  the  minor  children  is 
from  $360.00  to  $600.00  a  year,  depending  upon  the  age  bracket. 
In  1962  a  total  of  2,994  persons  received  a  total  of  $4,093,613.00 
in  pensions  and  other  benefits  with  approximately  one  half  of 
the  cost  of  the  benefits  being  derived  from  the  assessments,  with 
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the  other  half  being  produced  from  investment  earnings. 

4.  The  1958  General  Convention  authorized  the  continuation  of 
the  15%  assessment,  but  at  the  same  time  increased  the  benefit 
by  20%.  The  widows  of  the  Church  have  benefited  from  the  in- 
crease in  the  minimum  pension  from  $900.00  to  $1,200.00  which 
became  effective  in  1962  through  the  action  of  the  1961  General 
Convention. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  to  each  of  our  clergy  that  he  have  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  pension  fund,  including  a  knowledge 
of  the  many  other  services  the  Church  Pension  Fund  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  render  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Church. 

6.  In  this  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  since  its  functions  will  be  transferred  to  the  Business  Man- 
ager of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  would  like  to  emphasize 
again  the  importance  of  paying  all  assessments  promptly  and  to 
inquire  about  any  matters  concerning  the  pension  fund  and  its 
activities  which  are  not  thoroughly  understood.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  RACIAL  SUBJECTS 

The  Commission  has  held  two  meetings  since  the  1962  Convention. 
The  following  matters  were  considered: 

1.  A  total  desegregation  schedule  for  Vade  Mecum  Camps  and  Con- 
ferences. 

2.  The  use  of  The  Terraces  on  a  desegregated  basis  for  the  Mid-Winter 
Youth  Conferences  in  1962-63. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed  and  referred  to  the  Executive 

Council: 

1.  That  the  time-table  for  the  desegregation  of  Vade  Mecum  as  pre- 
sented by  the  Committee  for  Vade  Mecum  from  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Council. 

2.  That  the  Commission  on  Racial  Subjects  state  to  the  Executive 
Council  that  the  request  for  the  integration  of  the  Mid-Winter 
Training  Conferences  for  Youth  at  The  Terraces  be  deferred:  but 
that  in  making  the  deferral,  this  Commission  recommends  that  in 
line  with  the  Diocesan  policy  on  racial  matters,  the  Executive  Council 
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develop  and  adopt  a  time-table  for  the  desegregation  of  this  institu- 
tion (The  Terraces).

REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON  WORSHIP  AND 
CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  Executive  Council  acted  during  the  past  year  to  designate  the  for- 
mer Commission  on  Church  Music  as  the  Commission  on  Worship  and 
Church  Music.  This  was  done  for  two  reasons.  (1)  The  members  of  the 
Commission  have  always  been  convinced  that  the  ultimate  purpose  of  good 
church  music  is  to  promote  good  worship.  Church  music  must  always  play 
a  supporting  role  to  worship.  Since  this  is  the  basis  upon  which  the  Com- 
mission acts,  it  should  be  involved  in  a  continuing  study  of  worship.  (2)  The 
effects  of  the  "liturgical  movement"  are  being  felt  throughout  every  branch 
of  the  Church.  This  movement  is  concerned  not  so  much  with  ceremonial, 
that  is,  with  "how"  things  are  done  in  any  church,  as  it  is  with  promoting 
worship  as  the  central  act  of  Christians  from  which  and  to  which  all  other 
actions  of  life  flow.  Since  there  is  no  other  official  Diocesan  group  especially 
concerned  with  Worship,  it  seems  wise,  at  least  temporarily,  to  wed  this 
with  Church  Music  so  that  there  can  be  an  effective  channel  of  communica- 
tion to  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  John  A.  Bruce,  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  is 
serving  as  sub-chairman  of  Worship. 

The  annual  Junior  Choir  Conference  will  be  held  at  Vade  Mecum  on 
June  23-29  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  C.  Perkins,  St.  Luke's,  Salis- 
bury, and  Mr.  Carl  E.  Stout,  Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount.  Participation 
by  fourth-,  fifth-,  and  sixth-grade  choir  members  of  our  Diocese  is  growing, 
and  the  fruit  of  these  annual  conferences  is  becoming  more  obvious  as  our 
children  grow  in  their  love  for  God  and  His  Church  through  their  active 
sharing  in  the  worship  of  God  through  music. 

For  many  years  the  Commission  has  been  asked  by  concerned  persons  in 
the  Diocese  to  provide  a  Conference  on  Worship  and  Music  under  capable 
leadership.  We  are  delighted  that  the  Commission  can  offer  next  October 
18-19  such  a  conference  under  the  most  able  leadership  of  Canon  Edward 
N.  West,  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  New  York,  and  of  the  Organist 
and  Choirmaster  of  that  Cathedral,  Mr.  Alec  Wyton.  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Greensboro,  has  made  its  splendid  facilities  available  to  us  so  that  all  con- 
cerned choristers,  organists,  directors,  clergy,  and  other  churchmen  of  the 
Diocese  can  share.  Beginning  with  supper  on  Friday  and  running  until  mid- 
afternoon  on  Saturday,  the  timing  should  permit  anyone  to  attend  who 
wishes  to. 

The  membership  of  the  Commission  has  been  expanded  to  include  rep- 
resentation in  each  of  the  newly-formed  Convocations. 
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Members  of  the  Commission  are  available  to  clergy  and  congregations  of 
the  Diocese  to  provide  local  schools  of  music,  advice  on  new  organs,  reper- 
toire for  choir  directors,  placement  of  full-time  music  personnel,  etc.  The 
chairman  is  always  happy  to  refer  such  requests  to  a  qualified  Commission 
member.

REPORT  OF  THE  RADIO-TV  COMMISSION 

"10,000  EPISCOPALIANS  WANTED  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  the 
sixty-five  million  who  belong  to  no  Church.  The  sixty-five  million  people 
are  not  in  Africa  or  Russia.  They  live  right  here  in  the  United  States.  Many 
of  them  are  over-fed,  over-privileged  in  material  things,  but  starving  to  death 
spiritually.  Hungry  for  the  Word  of  God  which  you  as  a  Christian  were 
commissioned  by  Our  Lord  to  preach  to  every  creature." 

This  quotation  from  "The  Parish  of  the  Air"  brochure  of  the  Episco- 
pal Radio-TV  Foundation  describes  the  need  of  the  entire  Christian  Church 
to  use  every  means  to  communicate  the  Christian  story  to  the  whole  world. 
Part  of  this  missionary  responsibility  can  be  accomplished  through  the  media 
of  radio  and  television. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  continues  to  have  the  greatest  saturation 
in  the  use  of  radio  in  the  Church.  Each  year  additional  radio  and  television 
stations  are  using  programs  of  the  National  Division  as  well  as  the  Episco- 
pal Radio-TV  Foundation.  Currently,  over  40  stations  in  the  Diocese  are 
carrying  the  Episcopal  Hour  with  Bishop  Louttit  as  preacher.  This  program 
continues  to  be  the  largest  religious  network  in  the  nation  with  over  450 
stations,  in  addition  to  the  Armed  Forces  network. 

In  the  past  year  the  Reverend  D.  Williams  McClurken  has  become  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Radio  and  Television  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  and  he  is  adding  much  to  the  Division's  service  to  the  Church. 

A  most  interesting  seminar  on  audio-visuals  and  mass  communications 
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was  held  during  the  year,  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches.  A  large  number  from  this  Diocese  including  clergy  and  Directors 
of  Christian  Education  were  in  attendance.  At  the  present  time,  the  Char- 
lotte Convocation  is  preparing  a  radio  program  to  be  aired  by  the  good 
music  station,  WYFM.  The  format  of  this  program  is  being  developed  by 
the  Reverend  Robert  Ladehoff. 

The  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser  and  Mr.  Richard  Mason  of 
Raleigh  have  been  elected  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Radio-TV  Foundation. 
This  Foundation  is  now  in  the  process  of  producing  the  complete  thirteen 
films  for  the  television  series,  ONE  REACH  ONE.  Bishop  Louttit  is  pro- 
gram chairman  and  will  oversee  the  production  of  these  films.  "Track  13", 
the  pilot  film,  continues  to  receive  the  endorsement  of  all  who  see  it. 

Each  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  urged  to  use  every  opportunity  to  place  programs  on  local  radio  and 
television  stations.  Many  programs,  varying  in  format  and  length,  are  avail- 
able from  the  .  .  .

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

For  the  second  time  it  is  my  privilege  to  report  to  this  Convention  on 
the  work  of  the  Episcopal  Church  women.  Our  own  Annual  Report  is  avail- 
able to  most  of  you  and  I  shall  not  attempt  to  summarize  every  aspect  of 
it.  Instead  I  should  like  to  point  out  to  you  significant  happenings  and  cur- 
rent trends.  Changing  patterns  continue  and  the  mood  at  every  level  is  one 
of  evaluation  of  purpose,  so  that  we  may  see  more  clearly  what  we  are  trying 
to  accomplish,  and  reorganization  of  structure  so  that  our  organization  may 
be  a  more  workable  tool. 

Membership.  As  last  year,  I  must  report  that  both  total  membership 
(roughly  6,150)  and  number  of  active  branches  (104)  remain  relatively  static. 
Variations  in  methods  of  counting  locally  make  the  membership  figures 
somewhat  unreliable,  and  in  addition  size  is  not  always  the  best  indication 
of  the  health  and  vigor  of  an  organization.  Nevertheless  we  are  concerned. 
We  realize  that  the  effects  of  the  population  explosion  are  just  beginning  to 
be  felt:  that  the  war  babies  are  now  becoming  career  girls  or  wives  and 
mothers.  We  ought  to  be  entering  into  a  period  of  expansion,  though  not  a 
uniform  one,  for  the  population  shift  from  rural  to  urban  areas  makes  ex- 
pansion unlikely  in  rural  areas. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  our  static  membership.  Time  has  become  the 
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modern  woman's  greatest  problem.  The  reasons  are  clear — the  increasing 
number  of  women  holding  full-time  jobs,  the  trend  to  larger  families  and 
less  domestic  help7  the  increasing  pressure  of  volunteer  work  and  opportuni- 
ties for  service  outside  the  Church  which  can  also  be  an  expression  of  a 
woman's  Christian  conviction.  There  is  so  much  to  be  done;  so  little  time 
in  which  to  do  it.  As  a  result  we  are  asking  ourselves  some  searching  ques- 
tions. Can  we  simplify  our  structure  in  terms  of  officers  and  meetings  so 
that  busy  women  are  helped  to  find  their  place  in  the  parish  family  and  in 
the  mission  of  the  Church?  Do  we  understand  the  Mission  of  the  Church 
in  terms  of  witness  in  our  own  communities  as  well  as  overseas?  Can  we 
challenge  and  attract  the  interest  of  nominal  and  potential  members  with 
meaningful  opportunities  to  explore  the  Christian  faith  and  projects  for 
witness  exciting  and  relevant  to  today's  needs? 

Structure  and  Organization.  "Retooling"  the  machinery  is  going  on  spon- 
taneously at  every  level.  The  branch  reports  indicate  that  considerable  ex- 
perimentation is  taking  place  at  the  parish  level.  At  the  Diocesan  level  we 
continue  to  amend  our  constitution.  While  we  have  not  reduced  the  num- 
ber of  officers,  we  have  changed  titles  and  status,  and  redefined  responsibili- 
ties in  two  areas.  In  particular  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  (April  23-24),  we 
voted  to  substitute  for  our  Second  Vice-President  a  Secretary  of  Promotion 
and  Publicity,  whose  duties  would  roughly  correspond  to  the  diocesan  de- 
partment as  recently  reorganized  by  the  Executive  Council.  In  addition  we 
provide  for  a  Department  of  Missions,  with  an  elected  chairman.  She  will 
be  assisted  by  a  Chairman  of  Supply,  concerned  with  sewing  projects  and 
the  sending  of  boxes,  and  the  Director  of  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  con- 
cerned with  the  Books  Fund  for  overseas  missions  and  seminaries.  The  com- 
bination of  the  three  in  one  department  should  prevent  duplication  of 
effort,  increase  personalization  of  joint  mission  projects  and  expedite  the 
transition  from  the  sending  of  boxes  to  cash  contributions.  In  addition  it 
provides  a  pattern  for  a  small  branch,  in  which  one  person  might  well  handle 
all  three  jobs,  since  they  are  all  concerned  with  promoting  mission  work 
outside  the  diocese. 

Much  more  drastic  reorganization  is  being  considered  in  the  province. 
This  past  year  I  have  served  not  only  on  the  Provincial  Executive  Board  but 
also  as  a  member  of  a  special  Committee  of  Six  appointed  to  evaluate  the 
purpose,  structure  and  organization  of  the  Provincial  Churchwomen.  Cur- 
rently I  am  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  for  the  next 
Provincial  Meeting.  I  cannot  report  here  in  detail  the  thinking  of  these  two 
committees,  but  it  is  significant  that  the  recommendations,  based  on  ques- 
tionnaires circulated  to  every  diocese  in  the  province,  indicated  a  strong  de- 
sire for  fewer  and  better,  more  meaningful  meetings,  a  smaller  Executive 
Board  with  a  clearer  definition  of  the  role  and  responsibilities  of  provincial 
officers. 

Our  district  or  convocation  structure  in  many  ways  is  comparable  to  that 
of  the  province,  standing  midway  between  parish  and  diocese  as  the  province 
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stands  midway  between  diocese  and  National  Church.  Neither  is  an  ad- 
ministrative or  legislative  unit  and  yet  both  serve  real  functions.  No  real 
evaluation  has  yet  been  done  on  the  role  of  the  district,  though  it  is  obvious 
that  there  is  considerable  difference  of  opinion  among  district  and  diocesan 
officers  of  the  Churchwomcn  as  to  its  proper  function.  As  we  complete  our 
changeover  to  the  new  convocation  boundaries,  we  propose  this  coming 
year  to  discuss  the  number  and  kind  of  district  officers  necessary,  their  use 
or  not  as  a  channel  of  communication  from  branch  to  diocese,  district  work- 
shops versus  diocesan  workshops  and  other  related  problems.  We  hope  to 
clarify'  purpose  and  improve  the  mechanics  so  that  the  district  may  be  a 
more  effective  tool  in  furthering  the  work  of  the  Church. 

Yearbook  and  Handbook  of  Information.  A  major  project  this  year  was 
the  complete  revision  of  the  yearbook  as  to  format,  content  and  publication 
date.  The  new  format  is  loose-leaf  type,  standard  typing  size  page  punched 
to  be  put  in  a  notebook  so  that  later  mailings  of  mimeographed  materials 
may  be  inserted.  For  the  first  time  the  contents  include  much  basic  informa- 
tion on  the  Church  in  nation,  province  and  diocese  as  well  as  detailed  in- 
structions for  the  guidance  of  branch  and  district  officers,  including  bibli- 
ographies and  source  materials.  Much  of  this  will  not  need  to  be  reprinted 
each  year.  The  minutes  of  Annual  Meeting  and  officers'  reports  have  been 
separated  from  the  Handbook.  They  will  be  mimeographed  and  distributed 
to  the  branches  separately  for  inclusion  in  the  notebooks.  Both  the  Hand- 
book and  the  Annual  Report  are  in  press  and  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
branch  officers  by  June  1st  instead  of  mid-August  as  formerly.  This  will  en- 
able them  to  use  it  more  effectively  in  planning  their  work  for  next  year. 
We  have  reduced  the  number  of  free  copies  for  each  branch,  though  addi- 
tional ones  are  available  at  50  cents  per  copy.  Considerable  money  should 
be  saved  which  we  feel  can  be  put  to  better  use.  The  chief  motivation  for 
the  new  yearbook,  however,  was  not  economy  but  putting  a  more  useful 
tool  in  the  hands  of  local  officers.  Fewer,  simpler,  but  more  effective  is  the 
keynote  of  our  thinking. 

Finance.  In  finance  we  are  making  slow  but  real  progress  in  getting 
across  the  same  point — fewer  but  larger  gifts  to  more  carefully  selected 
project.  In  1962,  $47,109.03  passed  through  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer  in 
addition  to  $25376.01  through  the  United  Thank  Offering  Custodian  and 
$892.18  through  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  amounting  in  all  to  $74,109.03. 
This  would  seem  to  be  slightly  less  than  last  year,  but  since  we  disbursed 
last  year  money  from  a  savings  account,  current  receipts  were  actually  larger 
by  nearly  $3,000.  The  Church  Periodical  Club  receipts  increased  by  42%, 
which  seems  to  be  directly  attributable  to  adopting  a  special  project — sup- 
plying books  for  Christ  Church  Academy  in  Colon,  Panama,  associated  with 
the  Companion  Diocese  relationship.  "Specials,"  contributions  sent  by  local 
units  to  mission  projects  or  institutions  through  our  treasurer,  increased  last 
year  by  more  than  $2,000,  again  the  result  of  stressing  a  few  challenge  proj- 
ects of  special  urgency.  The  year  before  only  two  projects — the  Thompson 
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Orphanage  and  the  Henry  St.  George  Tucker  Fund  for  Africa  received  more 
than  $1,000  from  "specials/'  This  past  year  these  two  fared  about  as  well  as 
before,  but  in  addition  three  others  went  over  the  $1,000  mark: — the  Com- 
panion Diocese  Project  ($2,651.39);  Bishop  Saucedo  of  Mexico  ($1,275.10) 
and  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief  ($1,176.30) .  Yet  the  total 
number  of  recipients  of  "specials"  still  numbers  more  than  ninety  and  the 
amount  divided  into  small  driblets  is  still  larger  than  we  think  advisable.  So 
our  campaign  of  education  to  encourage  the  women  to  put  their  extra-mile 
giving  either  into  the  Diocesan  Budget  of  the  Churchwomcn,  which  is  really 
largely  a  series  of  carefully  evaluated  missionary  grants,  or  into  a  few  special 
projects  which  are  sponsored  by  the  Churchwomen  and  the  diocese,  such  as 
the  Student  Center  at  the  University  of  Panama  or  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund,  must  continue. 

Special  Educational  Opportunities.  Our  department  chairmen  (Christian 
Education,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  the  rest)  continue  to  send  out 
educational  information  both  on  the  Christian  faith  and  on  opportunities 
for  service  and  witness  in  our  changing  world.  The  Vade  Mecum  Women's 
Conference  has  long  been  one  of  our  most  effective  educational  experiences. 
While  the  lectures  and  discussions  have  been  excellent,  as  we  review  last 
year's  conference  and  plan  for  the  next,  we  are  concerned  with  attendance. 
Man}  women  cannot  leave  their  homes  and  families  for  a  week  in  June. 
Therefore,  while  we  plan  to  continue  the  conference,  vary  its  program  to 
meet  as  many  needs  as  possible  and  urge  attendance,  we  have  this  year 
scheduled  additional  educational  experiences  of  shorter  duration.  The  re- 
treat for  women,  led  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  Corrigan  at  The  Terraces  in 
November  was  said  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  most  meaningful  experiences 
of  their  lives.  A  conference  led  by  Dr.  Dora  Chaplin  primarily  for  Chairmen 
of  Christian  Education  of  the  Churchwomen  proved  to  be  equally  inspiring. 
Of  a  different  nature  and  more  factual  but  also  highly  successful  was  the 
President's  Institute  at  Chapel  Hill  attended  by  48  branch  presidents  from 
larger  churches.  The  Rev.  Charles  Greene  assisted  in  directing  this  Institute 
and  contributed  greatly  to  its  success.  We  are  planning  another  early  in  the 
fall  for  Presidents  and  other  leaders  in  small  parishes  and  missions.  The 
division  by  size  was  deliberate.  It  stems  from  the  conviction  that  the  total 
program  which  can  reasonably  be  expected  and  the  problems  which  arise 
in  earning  it  out  vary  tremendously  between  a  group  of  1 5  women  and  one 
of  350.  Approximately  70  of  our  104  active  branches  fall  in  the  category  of 
smaller  churches  and  we  propose  to  give  them  as  much  help  as  possible  in 
maintaining  a  program  of  activities  which  is  well  balanced. 

Finally  I  must  express  our  thanks,  personally  and  collectively,  to  you, 
the  Bishops  and  clergy  of  the  diocese  particularly,  but  also  to  the  laymen  for 
your  support  and  cooperation.  I  am  particularly  thankful  to  have  been  sent 
as  a  representative  of  the  diocese  to  our  Companion  Diocese  of  Panama  and 
to  have  been  a  member  this  past  year  both  of  the  Companion  Diocese  com- 
mittee and  the  Long-Range  Planning  Department.  As  Churchwomen  we 
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strive  never  to  be  an  organization  apart.  We  are  especially  grateful  for  the 
recent  decision  of  the  Executive  Council,  that  our  diocesan  chairmen  auto- 
matically be  members  of  corresponding  diocesan  departments.  We  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  before  we  are  "Churchwomen"  and  this  move  will  enable 
us  to  understand  and  support  the  program  of  the  diocese  more  effectively,  so 
that  we  will  not  be  tempted  to  go  off  on  tangents  of  our  own.  As  co-workers 
and  full  partners  in  an  enterprise  that  demands  our  best  efforts  we  can  go 
forward  as  we  seek  to  make  known  the  Good  News  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  and  in  the  world.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

(Summary  of  Action) 

On  June  5,  1962,  the  Council  (1)  Created  the  Department  of  Long 
Range  Planning.  (2)  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Racial  Subjects  a  re 
quest  to  consider  desegregation  of  the  Mid- Winter  Youth  Conference  at 
The  Terraces.  (3)  Resolved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  act  on  the 
boundaries  of  Convocations.  (4)  Resolved  that  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Chancellor,  appoint  a  Vice-Chancellor  to  serve  with  the 
Executive  Council. 

On  September  6,  1962,  The  Council  appointed  Mr.  George  F.  Bason, 
a  Raleigh  attorney,  as  Business  Manager  of  the  Diocese. 

On  October  19,  1962,  the  Council  (1)  Accepted  the  resignation  of  the 
N.  C.  National  Bank  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  approved  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Business  Manager  as  Treasurer.  (2)  Amended  the  1962  budget 
to  include  the  expense  of  creating  the  office  of  Business  Manager  as  of 
October  1,  1962,  and  to  make  physical  changes  in  the  headquarters  building. 
(3)  Appointed  Messrs.  R.  Lee  Covington  and  Ben  S.  Willis  to  serve  on  the 
Investment  Committee.  (4)  Approved  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Will  S. 
Spong  for  the  Hospital  Chaplaincy  at  Durham.  (5)  Authorized  the  appoint- 
ment of  persons  to  provide  professional  staff  assistance  to  the  Council  and 
appointed  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Greene  to  serve  in  that  capacity  as  Director 
of  Program.  (6)  Deferred  desegregation  of  the  Mid-Winter  Youth  Conference 
at  The  Terraces  in  this  convention  year,  and  instructed  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  to  bring  in  a  schedule  for  desegregation  of  that  confer- 
ence. (7)  Adopted  a  schedule  for  desegregating  the  camps  and  conferences 
at  Vade  Mecum  as  follows:  1963 — Senior  Boys  Camp  and  Junior  Girls 
Camp;  1964 — Senior  Girls  Camp  and  Junior  Choir  Conference;  1965 — 
Junior  High  School  Conference;  1966 — Senior  High  School  Conference. 
(8)  Resolved  that  the  Bishop  be  asked  to  write  a  pastoral  letter  to  all  Clergy 
and  Wardens  of  the  Diocese  to  advise  of  the  action  of  this  meeting. 
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On  January  29,  1963,  the  Council  (1)  Appointed  Mr.  Ben  Bostic  to 
serve  on  the  Investment  Committee.  (2)  Adjusted  the  Business  Manager's 
salary  to  compensate  for  discontinuing  the  practice  of  disbursing  travel 
grants.  (3)  Authorized  the  purchase  of  14.03  acres  on  the  Raleigh  Beltline 
at  $2,900  per  acre  for  the  new  Diocesan  Headquarters  site;  and  commissioned 
architects  for  the  Headquarters  Building.  (4)  Adopted  a  revised  1963  Budget 
of  $108,704.84  for  Episcopal  Maintenance  and  $400,599.51  for  Program. 
(5)  Authorized  the  Charlotte  Convocation  to  conduct  a  capital  fund  cam- 
paign within  its  boundaries  for  local  use. 

On  February  24,  25,  1963,  the  Council  (1)  Changed  the  name  of  the 
Commission  on  Church  Music  to  Commission  on  Worship  and  Church 
Music.  (2)  Reviewed  the  long  range  proposals  of  departments  and  gave 
priority  status  to  certain  increased  appropriations  in  the  proposed  budget  for 
1964,  according  to  need.  (3)  Voted  a  first  priority  status  in  the  proposed 
1964  budget  to  an  increase  in  appropriation  to  the  National  Church  Pro- 
gram exceeding  the  quota  of  the  Diocese.  (4)  Created  the  Department  of 
Overseas  Missions  and  Work.  (5)  Adopted  a  policy  to  give  associate  mem- 
bership in  each  department  of  the  Council  to  the  woman  in  the  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  having  chairmanship  of  the  corresponding  department  of  the 
Church  women. 

On  April  2.  1963,  the  Council  (1)  Adopted  a  new  formula  for  determin- 
ing assessments  and  quotas.  (2)  Approved  proposed  budget  for  1964  as  fol- 
lows: Episcopal  Maintenance,  $112,859.12;  Church's  Program,  $460,169.00, 
including  a  voluntary  increase  in  appropriation  for  the  National  Church 
Program  and  a  new  appropriation  for  lay  employees'  pension  premiums. 
(3)  Directed  a  committee  to  study  and  report  on  the  subject  of  removing 
restrictions  on  eligibility  of  women  to  serve  on  vestries  and  other  church 
bodies.  (4)  Adjusted  1963  secretarial  salaries  for  Bishop  and  Coadjutor.  (5) 
Accepted  the  report  of  purchase  of  land  for  the  new  Diocesan  Headquarters 
as  authorized  at  the  January  meeting. 


REPORT  ON  COMPANION  DIOCESE  COMMITTEE 

Our  Companion  Diocese  relationship  with  the  Missionary  District  of 
the  Panama  Canal  Zone  has  now  existed  for  the  first  year  of  its  three-year 
term  as  approved  by  the  National  Council.  During  this  past  year,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Baker  visited  Panama  and  Colombia  as  our  first 
official  visitors.  Then,  according  to  a  pre-determined  schedule,  the  first  of 
the  clergy  exchanges  took  place. 

The  Rev.  Terence  G.  Ford,  visited  our  diocese  in  January,  1962,  and 
spoke  in  approximately  twenty  churches  in  ten  days.  His  talks  were  instru- 
mental in  bringing  the  need  of  Spanish-speaking  work  in  Panama  to  the 
attention  of  our  people. 

In  September,  1962,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Green,  Chaplain  of  St.  Augustine's 
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College,  Raleigh,  and  the  Rev.  Floyd  Finch,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte,  and  Chairman  of  our  Companion  Diocese  Com- 
mittee were  sent  as  official  clergy  representatives  to  our  Companion  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Green  visited  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  Western  Panama,  while 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Finch  visited  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Bogota  and 
Cali,  Colombia.  Mr.  Finch  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  Leona,  whose 
expenses  were  paid  for  by  certain  parishioners  of  Holy  Comforter  Parish. 
Our  clergy  visited  approximately  twenty-five  churches  and  institutions  in 
Panama  and  Colombia,  and  reported  that  there  is  great  interest  in  those 
republics  for  our  Companion  Diocese  relationship. 

In  October,  Mrs.  Lemuel  B.  Shirley,  now  president  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  women  in  our  Companion  Diocese,  and  Mrs.  William  Robertson, 
from  Panama,  visited  our  diocese  and  spoke  to  groups  in  all  six  of  our  Con- 
vocations. 

In  February,  1963,  the  Rt.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  A.  Fraser  visited 
Panama,  and  a  full  report  of  their  visit  appears  in  the  March  issue  of  the 
"North  Carolina  Churchman."  Mrs.  Eleanor  Godfrey  and  Mrs.  Grace 
Thompson  will  visit  Panama  and  Colombia  in  May,  1963,  representing  the 
Episcopal  Church  women  of  our  Diocese. 

After  much  conversation,  numerous  letters,  and  consultation  with  repre- 
sentatives of  our  Companion  Diocese,  your  Committee  decided  to  accept  as 
a  project  in  Panama  the  acquisition  of  land,  and  the  building  of  a  student 
center  at  the  University  of  Panama.  If  this  project  is  well-received  and  the 
people  of  our  diocese  respond,  it  will  mean  that  the  Episcopal  Church  will 
have  the  first  student  center  and  ministry  to  the  ten  thousand  students  of 
the  one  and  only  University  of  Panama.  Bishop  Gooden,  in  a  letter  dated 
January  29,  1963,  stated  that  a  deposit  of  $1,000.00  was  made  that  day  on 
a  site  just  ten  yards  from  the  university  campus.  It  will  cost  approximately 
$36,500.00  to  buy  the  land  and  erect  a  "modest  but  adequate  center."  It 
is  suggested  that  any  churches  or  individuals  interested  in  sending  money 
to  our  Companion  Diocese,  earmark  that  money  for  the  Student  Center. 

During  the  past  year,  several  members  of  your  committee  have  spoken 
to  church  groups  and  given  programs  in  our  diocese  in  a  sincere  effort  to 
further  the  education  of  our  people  about  our  Companion  Diocese.  During 
the  year,  the  chairman  alone  has  spoken  to  twenty- two  church  groups  about 
Panama  and  Colombia.  A  presentation  is  available,  involving  lecture  and 
slides,  and  all  you  need  do  is  contact  the  Committee  Chairman,  giving  two 
possible  dates  for  programs  at  your  church.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTIONS 

This  committee  has  received  the  reports  from  Vade  Mecum,  Kanuga 
Conferences,  Inc.,  The  Terraces,  St.  Augustine's  College,  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College,  Thompson  Orphanage,  and  The  Home  for  the  Ageing.  It  had 
available  for  its  study  the  report  from  the  University  of  the  South  published 
in  the  Pre-Convention  Summary  Reports.  With  the  exception  of  detailed 
financial  information,  the  essence  of  reports  from  these  institutions  is  pub- 
lished verbatim  in  the  Prc-Convcntion  Summary  Reports. 

We  will  not  attempt  to  recapitulate  the  accomplishments  of  the  institu- 
tions for  the  reporting  period,  since  this  information  is  available  to  all  dele- 
gates in  the  Summary  Reports.  We  would,  however,  like  to  note  that  all 
of  the  institutions'  reports  indicate  healthv  growth  in  the  expansion  of 
sendees. 

One  note  in  common  appears  in  all  the  reports,  and  that  is  an  appeal 
to  the  diocese  not  only  for  continued  financial  support  but  also  for  in- 
creased financial  support.  (The  Terraces  requests  continued  support  but  in- 
dicates that  it  anticipates  being  self-sustaining  within  the  next  several  years.) 
The  colleges  and  universities  supported  by  this  diocese,  in  particular,  point 
out  a  pressing  need  not  only  for  increased  support  in  their  operating  budgets 
but  also  alert  us  to  their  ever-pressing  need  for  funds  for  capital  improve- 
ments. In  all  candor,  we  must  confess  that  the  actual  support  rendered  to 
many  of  these  institutions  is  at  best  nominal. 

While  we  can  appreciate  that  each  institution  desires  to  point  up  the 
urgency  of  its  financial  need  in  its  annual  report  to  this  Convention,  we  feel, 
in  many  cases,  that  these  reports  are  not  sufficiently  detailed  to  provide  any 
comprehensive  picture  of  the  actual  financial  health  of  a  particular  insti- 
tution. There  appears  to  be  no  uniformity  in  financial  reporting  to  this  Con- 
vention, with  the  result  that  we  get  only  that  picture  which  the  institution 
wants  to  present  to  us.  For  example,  detailed  financial  reports  from  several 
of  the  institutions  were  almost  unintelligible  to  members  of  this  committee. 
We  do  not  question  either  the  honesty  or  integrity  of  these  reports  and 
financial  statements,  but  we  do  want  to  point  up  that  the  meaning  they  hold 
for  their  authors  is  not  automatically  communicated  to  this  committee  or 
to  this  Convention.  We  find  that  we  have  no  way  of  realistically  assessing 
the  urgency  of  the  needs  of  a  particular  institution  in  relation  to  the  needs 
of  the  other  institutions. 

It  is  recommended  by  this  committee  that  the  institutional  reports  in 
the  future  be  more  in  detail  with  emphasis  on  a  clear  statement  of  income 
from  all  sources,  and  a  more  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  actual  and 
anticipated. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  any  future  committee  on  institutional 
reports  be  advised  in  more  detail  of  its  duties. 

We  commend  the  Bishops  and  Department  of  Institutions  for  initiating 
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a  study  of  institutions.  We  feel  that  it  is  timely  that  such  a  study  be  made 
of  this  diocese's  relationship  with  and  responsibility  to  its  institutions. 

We  recommend  that  the  results  of  this  study  be  made  known  to  this 
committee  or  its  successor  in  order  that  it  can  formulate  report  forms  and 
job  descriptions  for  future  committees  in  keeping  with  our  earlier  recom- 
mendations. 

In  response  to  Thompson  Orphanage's  financial  report  given  yesterday, 
the  committee  would  like  to  commend  the  Orphanage.  It  is  our  feeling  that 
due  to  a  lack  of  communication  there  has  been  some  misunderstanding: 
this  report  is  a  good  step  in  the  right  direction. 

We  would  suggest  that  greater  support  could  be  attained  if  the  Board 
of  Managers  would  present  some  preliminary  study  on  the  Orphanage's 
building  needs.  In  so  doing  a  determination  of  an  amount  and  date  of  need 
can  be  armed  at.  It  would  then  follow  that  we  could  agree  on  how  long 
and  in  what  amount  the  building  fund  should  continue;  or  if  there  is  a 
more  pressing  need  for  a  part  of  the  money  in  this  most  important  field 
of  orphan  care. 

The  committee  notes  with  regret  that  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Jeffress,  Jr. 
has  left  this  diocese,  after  eleven  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education  and  to  Vade  Mecum,  during  which  time  the  educa- 
tional program  of  the  diocese  grew  in  depth  and  breadth.  We  feel  that  it 
would  be  appropriate  for  this  Convention  to  give  Mr.  Jeffress  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  diocese,  and  that  the  Sec- 
retary be  instructed  to  convey  the  sentiments  of  the  Convention  to  him.

II.  Regarding  Loans   From   The  Episcopal   Church   Foundation  Of 
General  Convention 

WHEREAS,  the  Episcopal  Church  Foundation  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, from  its  Revolving  Loan  Fund,  will  make  loans  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion and  expansion  of  Parish  church  plant,  parish  hall,  church  school,  or 
rectory,  repayable  1/10  each  year  with  a  1%  annual  service  charge; 

AND  WHEREAS,  such  loans  are  made  only  to  and  guaranteed  by  the 
Diocese,  for  the  use  of  a  specific  parish,  and  with  the  original  application 
approved  by  The  Bishop: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Executive  Council  with  the  written  con- 
sent of  The  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  is  herebv  authorized  and  empowered,  in  the  exercise  of  its 
judgment  and  discretion,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may 
adopt,  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  borrow  from 
said  Revolving  Loan  Fund,  for  the  use  of  any  parish  or  mission  in  this 
Diocese,  such  amount  or  amounts  as  may  be  wise  and  prudent,  to  guarantee 
the  repayment  thereof  by  such  parish  or  mission  and  to  authorize  on  behalf 
of  the  Diocese,  such  note,  bond,  or  other  instrument  as  mav  be  necessary 
and  proper. 

III.  On  Commingling  of  the  Assets  of  the  Diocesan  Combined  Trusts 

WHEREAS  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Diocese  is  of  the 
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opinion  that  more  diversity  of  investments  may  be  secured  and  a 
more  effective  investment  policy  may  be  followed,  if  all  trust  funds 
of  the  Diocese  are  invested  in  one  combined  investment  account, 

RESOLVED  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  invest  and  commingle  the  assets  of  any  individ- 
ual trusts  under  the  control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the 
Diocesan  combined  Trusts;  provided  such  investment  and  comming- 
ling shall  not  be  done  in  respect  of  any  trust,  if  the  trust  prohibits 
such  action,  or  it  shall  be  otherwise  legally  improper.  The  identity 
of  each  individual  trust  shall  be  retained. 

IV.  On  Representation  in  Convention  of  Certain  Unorganized 
Missions 

RESOLVED  that  the  Diocesan  Convention,  beginning  with  the  148th 
Convention,  invite  representation  by  seat  and  voice  but  with  no  vote,  of 
all  unorganized  missions  in  which  weekly  services  are  held  on  the  Sundays 
during  the  year  and  which  comply  with  canonical  requirements  with  re- 
spect to  Episcopal  Maintenance  assessments  and  Church's  Program  quota. 

V.  Resolution  Naming  the  Episcopal  Home  For  The  Ageing  "The 
Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home" 

WHEREAS,  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  there  is 
no  brighter  chapter  than  the  episcopacy  of  Bishop  Edwin  Anderson  Penick, 
who  from  1922  to  1959  furnished  a  matchless  leadership,  unsurpassed  in 
the  annals  of  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  For  ten  years  as  Coadjutor  and  then  for  twenty-seven  years  as 
Diocesan,  his  extraordinary  combination  of  administrative  skill,  intellectual 
power  and  spiritual  elevation  advanced  and  enriched  the  life  of  his  own 
Diocese  and  carried  him  to  national  recognition  as  one  of  the  foremost 
Church  leaders  of  his  generation.  His  Vice-Presidency  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  was  only  one  of  many  evidences  of  the  admiration  and  esteem  of 
his  fellow  Bishops,  and 

WHEREAS,  during  the  latter  years  of  his  life,  the  problems  of  the 
increasing  number  of  elderly  people  were  much  on  his  mind,  and  it  weighed 
upon  his  conscience  that  our  denomination  had  lagged  behind  in  steps  to 
minister  to  these  people  and  their  families  by  supplying  an  effective  solution 
for  confident  and  secure  living.  As  early  as  1956  he  quietly  began  the  creation 
of  a  committee  whose  goal  should  be  a  home  for  the  ageing,  in  which  older 
people  might  find  a  harbour  of  peace  and  contentment.  It  was  his  earnest 
hope  that  such  an  institution  might  be  the  last  constructive  achievement  of 
his  administration.  He  did  not  live  long  enough  to  achieve  it  but  he  organ- 
ized forces  and  supplied  impulses  which  now  are  in  sight  of  completing  the 
first  phase  of  long-term  objectives  of  which  no  boundaries  are  discernible, 
and 
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WHEREAS,  through  the  vision  and  generosity  of  Mrs.  James  Boyd,  an 
adequate  and  beautiful  site  in  Southern  Pines  was  made  available.  Contri- 
butions to  the  building  fund  now  exceed  $400,000.00,  led  by  a  generous 
gift  of  $50,000.00  by  St.  Peter's  Hospital  Foundation,  a  child  of  St.  Peter's 
Parish,  here  in  Charlotte,  from  which  Bishop  Penick  went  to  his  larger  work. 
As  a  first  unit,  a  contract  has  been  let  for  a  building  of  40  rooms  which 
should  be  in  operation  by  the  year's  end,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  has  received  formal 
recommendation  from  the  Laymen's  Convention  of  the  Diocese  that  the 
Home  now  to  be  built  shall  bear  Bishop  Penick's  name,  thereby  commemo- 
rating his  keen  interest  in  the  project  and  thereby  honoring  the  Home  by 
having  his  name  attached  to  it.  The  Board  of  Directors  enthusiastically- 
favored  the  suggestion  but  felt  it  proper  that  the  Diocesan  Convention  make 
the  final  decision;  now,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  in  humble  and  grateful  recognition  of  the  vast 
blessing  which  the  Diocese  received  in  his  spirit  and  in  his  work,  in  con- 
fident hope  that  the  Home  shall  worthily  realize  his  dream  of  being  a  merci- 
ful benediction  to  generation  after  generation  of  the  older  children  of  the 
Church,  it  is  hereby  determined  that  the  institution  at  Southern  Pines  shall 
bear  the  name  THE  BISHOP  EDWIN  A.  PENICK  MEMORIAL  HOME. 
Blessed  be  the  name!

In  our  opinion  each  Committee  has  done  a  most  diligent  job.  However, 
the  Committee  would  like  to  comment  on  and  call  special  attention  to  the 
following: 

1.  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS:  We  note  the  real  effort  of  the  Examin- 
ing Chaplains  to  maintain  close  contact  with  Postulants  and  Candidates  for 
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Holy  Orders,  and  we  encourage  them  to  continue  this  program  of  personal 
contact  and  counsel. 

2.  ARMED  FORCES:  We  recommend  that  Parishes  and  Missions  make 
full  use  of  this  Committee  in  view  of  the  young  eligible  men  who  will  be 
serving  in  the  Armed  Forces.  We  feel  that  this  Committee  could  offer  in- 
valuable aid  to  young  persons  who  must  eventually  enter  the  Armed  Forces 
by  helping  them  choose  the  service  for  which  they  are  best  suited. 

3.  RACE:  We  encourage  the  Commission  on  Race  to  develop  long-range 
programs  for  education  in  the  area  of  human  relations  and  encourage  parishes 
and  missions  to  use  this  Commission  in  their  parochial  programs  on  human 
relations. 

4.  RADIO-TV:  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  more  saturation  in 
the  field  of  Episcopal  programming  in  radio  in  the  Church.  Such  programs 
as: 

"One  Reach  One" 

"Track  13" 

"Episcopal  Hour"  with  Bishop  Louttit 

We  recommend  continual  Episcopal  promotion  of  these  programs. 

5.  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN:  We  take  cognizance  of  the  many  confer- 
ences and  clinics  sponsored  by  the  Episcopal  laymen  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina — the  annual  Every  Member  Canvass,  the  Layreaders'  Clinics  and 
the  Vade  Mccum  Conference  for  Laymen  (to  be  held  this  year  June  21-23 
at  Vade  Mccum).  We  encourage  all  laymen  of  the  Diocese  to  an  increased 
measure  of  participation  in  the  growing  laymen's  movement. 

6.  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN:  We  take  notice  of  the  mission- 
ary budget  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  which  was  over-subscribed  for 
the  first  time  in  their  1962  budget,  and  we  view  with  enthusiasm  their  de- 
veloping program  for  small-parish  conferences  to  strengthen  the  women's 
work  in  the  smaller  churches  in  our  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  encourages  all  delegates  to 
the  Convention  to  read  the  various  reports  in  the  Convention  Journal  in 
their  entirety.

HAYWOOD  DUKE 

Since  the  last  convention  of  this  diocese  the  Church  has  lost  one  of  its 
most  devoted  and  able  laymen.  We  pause  at  this  time  to  honor  the  memory 
of  Haywood  Duke,  our  beloved  brother  who  died  in  September,  1962. 

Mr.  Duke,  a  long  time  resident  of  Greensboro,  was  born  and  reared  in 
East  Carolina.

He  was  a  member  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  the  Board  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation  in  the  diocese,  and  for  a  number  of  years 
served  on  the  Board  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College.  Although  unable  to  at- 
tend, he  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  last  General  Convention.

This  Convention  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  expressing  its  appreciation 
for  the  services  of  this  outstanding  layman  and  to  express  its  sorrow  in  his

REPORT  OF 
THE  MISSIONARY  TO  THE  DEAF  FOR  1962 

In  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  serving  as  the  Missionary  to  the  Deaf 
in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  I  assisted  in  several  other  achievements. 

The  Episcopal  deaf  of  the  Diocese  were  hosts  to  the  annual  convention 
of  the  Conference  of  Church  Workers  Among  the  Deaf.  This  organization 
is  composed  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  all  the  missions  of  the  deaf  through- 
out the  entire  United  States.  The  convention,  a  week  in  duration,  was  held 
at  Kanuga  with  approximately  125  persons  in  attendance.  I  served  as  the 
director  as  well  as  being  President. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  convention  was  the  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate  of  a  young  deaf  man  who  is  now  serving  in  the  Diocese  of  Cali- 
fornia. I  was  honored  to  serve  as  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  as  well  as  being 
the  preacher  and  interpreter  for  the  Bishop. 

In  1962,  the  Diocese  of  Texas  appointed  a  committee  to  survey  the 
needs  and  the  possibility  of  beginning  work  with  the  deaf  in  that  area.  At 
their  invitation,  I  went  to  Houston  and  Austin,  meeting  with  interested  per- 
sons. A  survey  is  now  under  way  with  plans  being  made  to  establish  work 
with  the  deaf  in  the  near  future. 

In  Syracuse,  New  York,  I  attended  the  Commissioning  Service  of  Cadet 
Kenneth  Slater  of  the  Church  Army.  He  is  assisting  with  the  work  with  the 
deaf  of  four  Dioceses  of  New  York  state.  While  there,  I  appeared  on 
both  Radio  and  Television,  gaining  some  very  favorable  publicity  for  the 
work  of  our  Church  with  the  deaf. 

In  the  Diocese,  I  conducted  30  services  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
24  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  2  funerals,  1  service  of  Holv  Matri- 
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mony,  8  services  of  Holy  Baptism,  and  presented  8  candidates  for  Confirma- 
tion. There  were  numerous  speaking  engagements  before  organizations  of 
the  Church  and  Civic  Organizations. 

Personally,  and  in  behalf  of  the  deaf  of  the  Diocese,  I  wish  to  sincerely 
thank  everyone  for  their  continued  support  and  prayers.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to 
the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Thorn  W.  Blair  for  their  considerate  invitation  to 
have  the  Tuesday  evening  meal  in  their  home.  But  for  this  invitation  the 
Negro  delegates  to  this  convention  would  have  been  somewhat  at  a  loss 
since  not  a  single  public  eating  facility  in  this  area  was  open  to  them. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

The  tenure  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  was  ended  by  agreement  on  October  1,  1962,  in  accordance  with 
the  bank's  letter  of  resignation.  Following  this  action  the  Executive  Council 
spread  on  its  minutes  a  resolution  of  praise  and  gratitude  for  the  bank's 
many  years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  to  the  Diocese;  and  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority,  proceeding  under  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese,  appointed  the  undersigned  as  Treasurer,  effective  October  1,  1962. 

To  provide  continuity  in  the  handling  of  Diocesan  books  and  to  preserve 
for  the  Diocese  the  valuable  knowledge  of  the  person  best  acquainted  with 
Diocesan  finances,  Mr.  Allen  Overton,  formerly  attached  to  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  was  employed  as  Bookkeeper  for  the  Treasurer. 

The  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1962,  was  a  successful  year  for  a 
combination  of  reasons,  including  the  attentive  work  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  and  the  careful  use  of  funds  by  the  persons  and  departments  receiv- 
ing appropriations  under  the  1962  budgets;  but  chiefly,  the  year  was  suc- 
cessful because  of  the  high  degree  of  financial  responsibility  exhibited  by 
the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  in  meeting  their  obligations  to 
Episcopal  Maintenance  and  in  paying  their  Church's  Program  quotas  in  the 
amounts  they  accepted.  Payments  on  these  accounts  were  received  at  the 
gratifying  rate  of  97.6%  of  expectancy. 

In  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget,  Receipts  totaled  $102,164.03  and

Disbursements  totaled  $96,580.96.  In  the  Church's  Program  Budget,  Re- 
ceipts totaled  $339,605.67  and  Disbursements  totaled  $320,376.62.

The  Treasurer's  office  has  been  covered  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  under  the 
Blanket  Position  Bond  of  the  Diocese.

W.  M.  Russ  Company,  Certified  Public  Accountants.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE 

The  Department  of  Finance  has  had  the  traditional  duty  of  administer- 
ing the  budget  and  raising  the  funds  for  both  Episcopal  Maintenance  and 
the  Church's  Program.  In  this  area,  the  Department  was  successful  in  1962 
since  there  was  a  favorable  balance  in  both  budgets.  This  was  made  possible 
by  the  excellent  cooperation  received  from  the  Treasurers  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese. 

In  addition  to  this  primary  duty,  the  Department  has  been  active  in 
these  areas:  1)  Installation  of  the  Office  of  the  Business  Manager,  2)  Im- 
proving the  Insurance  Coverage,  3)  Gifts  and  Bequests  Program,  4)  Revising 
the  Formula  used  in  allocating  quotas  and  assessments  to  the  congregations. 

The  Office  of  the  Business  Manager  became  a  reality  in  the  fall  of  1962 
and  is  now  fully  staffed,  equipped  and  daily  assuming  more  and  more  of  the 
duties  it  was  created  to  handle.  Those  people  most  intimately  connected 
with  its  development  agree  that  the  transition  has  been  more  efficient  than 
originally  expected. 

Regarding  the  insurance  coverage,  the  Church  Fire  Insurance  Company 
has  sent  into  the  Diocese  an  appraiser  who  has  visited  all  Diocese  and  Mis- 
sion property  under  the  care  of  the  Diocese  and  a  report  furnished  the  Dio- 
cese. Shortly  it  is  expected  that  a  blanket  policy  taking  advantage  of  the 
Institution  Rate  will  be  placed  in  effect.  In  addition  to  this  property  cover- 
age, a  blanket  fidelity  bond  has  been  placed  in  effect  for  the  entire  Diocese. 
Also,  a  study  has  been  inaugurated  for  coverage  of  lay  employees  under  a 
pension  plan. 

The  Gifts  and  Bequests  Program  has  had  intensive  study  and  discussion. 
A  statement  of  a  preliminary  approach  to  the  Program  has  been  developed 
and  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council.  There  is  perhaps  nothing  that  the 
Department  could  do  for  the  Diocese  that  would  be  of  greater  importance 
than  to  inaugurate  an  effective  Gifts  and  Bequests  Program,  but  it  has  so 
many  ramifications  that  it  is  imperative  the  Diocese  "hasten  slowly"  in  this 
area. 

The  Department  has  recommended  to  the  Executive  Council  that  a  new 
formula  be  adopted  for  the  allocation  of  quotas  and  assessments.  The 
essence  of  the  results  will  be  to  have  the  larger  parishes  carry  a  slightly 
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greater  share  of  the  load  of  the  Maintenance  and  Program  budgets  while 
giving  some  relief  to  the  smaller  missions  and  parishes.  This  formula  is 
known  as  the  "National  Council"  formula  because  it  employs  similar  prin- 
ciples used  by  the  National  Council  in  assigning  quotas  to  the  various  dio- 
ceses. 

Obviously,  with  budgets  totaling  in  the  area  of  half  a  million  dollars, 
many  matters  come  before  the  Department  of  Finance  for  consideration. 
Some  are  simple,  many  are  complex  but  the  Department  has  attempted  to 
handle  each  with  proper  dispatch  and  the  members  of  the  Department  hope 
that  they  have  been  handled  prudently. 

A  Statement  on  the  Revised  Formula  for  Assessments  and  Quotas 

From  many  quarters  of  the  Diocese  has  come  a  consistent  plea  for  a  re- 
vision of  the  formula  by  which  assessments  are  levied  to  maintain  the  Epis- 
copacy and  by  which  quotas  are  assigned  to  earn  on  the  program  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Finance  as  an  arm  of  the  Executive  Council  has 
believed  that  many  parishes  and  missions  have  been  hampered  in  carrying 
out  their  local  objectives  because  of  the  amount  of  their  quotas  and  assess- 
ments. At  the  same  time,  the  Department  has  been  aware  that  certain  larger 
parishes  have  been  able  to  bear  a  greater  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Dio- 
cese. This  has  been  proved  by  the  voluntary  acceptance  of  a  number  of 
parishes  to  accept  Supplementary  Quotas  in  1962  and  again  in  1963. 

So,  once  it  was  decided  that  the  Diocese  should  have  a  revised  formula, 
this  objective  became  clear:  Give  some  relief  to  the  smaller  congregations 
and  ask  the  larger  parishes  to  bear  a  reasonably  larger  proportionate  share  of 
the  Diocesan  budgets. 

Next  came  the  decision  as  to  the  foundation  upon  which  any  formula 
should  be  laid.  It  was  felt  that  the  amount  that  a  congregation  spends  on 
itself  is  an  excellent  yardstick  of  the  amount  that  it  can  send  out  to  support 
the  Episcopacy  and  the  program  of  the  Diocese.  Thus,  it  was  agreed  that 
current  expenses — meaning  that  amount  a  congregation  spends  for  local 
maintenance  (but  not  capital  expenditures) — should  provide  the  basic  in- 
gredient for  arriving  at  a  formula.  But,  it  was  realized  that  current  expenses 
— -while  simple,  fair  and  easy  to  understand — can  vary  considerably  from 
year  to  year.  To  equalize  the  possibility  it  was  agreed  that  the  real  basis  for 
the  revised  formula  should  be  the  average  of  the  current  expenses  for  the 
past  three  years. 

On  a  strictly  proportionate  formula  of  the  average  current  expenses  for 
the  past  three  years,  a  prosperous  parish  with  $20,000  current  expenses 
would  pay  four  times  as  much  as  a  struggling  mission  with  $5,000  current 
expenses.  This  could  be  considered  fair  because  it  is  proportionate,  but  it 
does  not  meet  with  the  objective  of  the  formula  which  is:  Give  some  relief 
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to  the  smaller  congregations  and  ask  the  larger  parishes  to  bear  a  reasonably 
larger  proportionate  share  of  the  Diocesan  budgets. 

The  next  step  in  arriving  at  the  new  formula  came  in  determining  how 
to  carry  out  this  objective.  It  was  the  observation  of  the  Department  that, 
generally  speaking,  congregations  with  less  than  $10,000  annual  current 
expenses  (which  include  all  but  29  parishes)  need  some  measure  of  relief 
while  those  parishes  with  current  expenses  above  $15,000  (which  include  21 
parishes)  can  assume  a  larger  proportionate  share. 

So,  by  using  a  technique  known  as  a  weighted  formula  (employing  an 
approach  similar  to  that  used  by  the  National  Council  in  assigning  Quotas 
to  Dioceses  and  also  similar  to  one  used  by  30  out  of  the  54  Dioceses 
studied)  this  objective  is  possible  so  that  the  top  four  parishes  of  the  Dio- 
cese will  pay  only  6%  more  than  their  proportionate  share,  but  will  provide 
the  lower  43  congregations  with  25%  less  than  their  proportionate  share — 
based  on  current  expenses  for  the  past  three  years. 

Space  limitations  prevent  publication  of  a  table  showing  how  each  con- 
gregation would  have  compared  in  1963  had  the  revised  formula  been  in 
effect,  but  the  proposed  effect  on  the  larger  parishes  is  shown  below  because 
they  are  the  congregations  who  will  be  bearing  the  greater  load  in  the  future:

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  under  this  formula  which  will  be  in 
effect  in  1964  each  parish  and  mission  may  appeal  for  relief  by  applying  to 

the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  Executive  Council.  This  system  of  appeal 
has  been  in  effect  in  the  past  and  the  Executive  Council  approved  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Department  of  Finance  in  two  cases  for  1963. 
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For  those  who  are  interested  in  a  more  technical  explanation  of  the 
formula,  we  offer  the  following  additional  information: 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  formula  is  known  as  a  weighted  formula. 
The  weighting  is  8,  9,  10,  11,  and  12  for  successive  thousands  of  current 
expense  for  each  congregation.  For  example,  the  first  $1000  would  be  multi- 
plied by  8,  the  next  $1,000  multiplied  by  9,  the  next  $1,000  multiplied  by 
10,  the  next  $1,000  multiplied  by  11  and  all  above  $4,000  multiplied  by  12. 

As  an  illustration,  this  is  how  the  formula  would  apply  to  Christ  Church, 
Charlotte,  for  1963:

Total  of  bases  for  all  parishes  and  missions  is  12,107,587.  If  budget  to 
be  allocated  is  $505,583.62,  then  multiplier  is  .04175676.  (505,573—12,- 
107,587).  Thus,  the  quota  and  assessment  is  $37,449.14  (896,840  X 
.04175676).  This  $37,449.14  compares  with  $33,059.75  which  was  the 
actual  total  of  the  quota  and  assessment  for  Christ  Church  in  1963. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council: 

RESOLUTION 

The  Executive  Council  resolves  that  for  1964  and  subsequent  years, 
quotas  and  assessments  shall  be  assigned  as  follows: 

The  amount  assessed  upon  and  the  quota  assigned  to  each  Parish 
or  Mission  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Maintenance  Budget 
and  the  Program  Budget  shall  be  based  upon  its  average  current  ex- 
penses as  shown  by  the  three  latest  available  Parochial  Reports;  and 
these  average  current  expenses  shall  be  assigned  weights  of  8,  9,  10, 
11,  and  12  for  the  first  and  successive  thousands  of  average  current 
parish  expenses  for  the  past  three  years  (with  all  above  $4,000  being 
weighted  12);  and  the  total  of  all  bases  as  determined  for  each  Parish 
and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  totaled;  and  a  factor  shall  be 
determined  by  dividing  the  total  of  both  the  Program  and  Main- 
tenance Budgets  into  the  total  of  the  bases  for  all  Parishes  and 
Missions;  and  the  resulting  factor  shall  be  applied  to  the  base  for  each 
congregation  to  determine  the  total  of  its  assessment  and  quota, 
with  the  respective  assessment  and  quota  being  determined  in  the 
exact  ratio  that  the  Maintenance  and  Program  budgets  shall  bear  to 
their  totals.

FIRST  DAY— TUESDAY 

The  148th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
convened  in  The  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina, 
on  Tuesday,  January  28,  1964,  at  10:00  A.M.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Right  Reverend  Richard 
Henry  Baker,  D.D.,  who  also  offered  the  opening  prayers. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  certified  the  presence  of  a  consti- 
tutional quorum  in  both  orders  and  the  Bishop  declared  the  Conven- 
tion officially  in  session  and  ready  for  business,  there  being  no  request 
for  the  calling  of  the  roll. 

On  motion  of  the  Reverend  Charles  R.  Greene,  duly  seconded  and 
passed,  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese  to  serve  until  the  next  Annual  Convention.  Mr.  Herman 
announced  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend  William  H.  Hethcock 
as  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  R.  Thrasher,  rector  of  the  host  parish,  made 
a  brief  address  of  welcome  and  greeting  and  then  introduced  Mr. 
Charles  Shaffer,  Chairman  of  the  local  Committee  on  Arrangements, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  announcements  concerning  parking,  meal 
service,  and  other  arrangements  which  had  been  made  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  delegates  and  visitors. 

The  Reverend  J.  E.  C.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  reported  for  said  Committee,  as  follows: 

"RESOLVED,  that  Mr.  William  H.  Payne,  Jr.,  be  seated  as  a 
delegate  from  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Mayodan,  in  place  of  Mr. 
Elliott  F.  Duncan;  that  Mr.  Robert  Edmunds  be  seated  as  a  dele- 
gate in  place  of  Mr.  James  G.  Skinner,  that  Mr.  Francis  O.  Price 
and  Mr.  R.  Reed  DeVane  be  allowed  to  serve  as  alternates  for  Dr. 
Taylor  Brooks  and  Mr.  I.  D.  Ham,  Jr.,  respectively, — all  from  Holy 
Trinity  Church,  Greensboro;  that  Mr.  Lawrence  Reid  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Goodson,  Jr.,  be  permitted  to  serve  as  alternates  for  Mr.  Henry 
Glenn  and  Dalton  Ruffin,  respectively,  both  from  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Winston-Salem;  that  Mr.  Herman  Salinger  be  seated  as  a  delegate

in  place  of  Mr.  W.  P.  Biggers  from  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Durham; 
and  that  Dr.  S.  S.  Saunders  be  seated  as  a  delegate  from  St  Mary's 
Church,  High  Point,  in  place  of  Mr.  William  D.  Ross." 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  the  Secretary  being  instructed 
to  change  his  records  accordingly. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
time  schedule  as  set  forth  in  the  Convention  Folder  of  The  Chapel 
of  the  Cross  as  the  official  program  and  schedule  of  this  Convention. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

"Because  of  the  fact  that  an  additional  week  of  preparation  for 
the  Annual  Convention  would  be  appreciated  very  much  by  the 
diocesan  staff,  and 

"Because  of  the  important  part  our  Diocese  always  has  assumed 
in  the  life  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  which  holds 
its  annual  meeting  the  last  week  of  January, 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  149th  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  be  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  February  2  and   3,   1965." 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  the  invitation  of  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  extended  in  May,  1963,  thereby  being 
accepted. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Sherman  moved  the  following  successive  Special 
Orders  of  Business  for  Wednesday,  January  29,  1964,  beginning  at 
9:30  A.M.:

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  presided  while  Bishop  Baker  presented  his 
annual  Convention  Address,  the  same  being  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops  (see  Page  58).  The  Bishop  returned 
to  the  Chair  and  Bishop  Fraser  gave  his  annual  Convention  Address, 
reference  of  the  same  being  to  the  aforesaid  Committee  (see  Page  77). 
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Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons,  presented,  on  first  reading,  the  report  of  that 
Committee. 

The  following  new  clergy  who  had  been  ordered  Deacons  on  June 
29,  1963,  were  formally  introduced  to  the  Convention:  The  Reverend 
Messrs.  William  R.  Dennis,  Jr.,  Donald  W.  Frazier,  Sidney  S.  Holt, 
George  J.  Hampshire,  John  C.  Stone,  Peter  G.  Thomas,  Timothy  C. 
Trively  and  Harry  A.  Woggon.  The  Reverend  William  Davidson, 
Clergyman  of  The  Church  of  England,  serving  at  Hie  Church  of  the 
Holy  Family,  Chapel  Hill,  on  an  exchange  arrangement  with  the 
Reverend  Loren  B.  Mead,  was  also  introduced  to  the  Convention. 

The  Reverend  William  E.  Pilcher,  III,  reporting  for  the  Commit 
tec  on  New  Parishes,  moved  that  the  application  of  St.  Christopher's 
Mission,  Charlotte,  to  be  admitted  in  union  with  the  Convention  as  a 
Parish  be  approved,  all  the  requirements  of  Diocesan  Canon  20  having 
been  met.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  whereupon  the 
Bishop  welcomed  the  delegates  present  from  this  congregation,  con 
gratulated  St.  Christopher's  and  its  clergyman,  the  Reverend  Robert 
L.  Ladehoff,  upon  the  progress  being  made  and  invited  the  laymen 
who  had  been  duly  certified  to  take  their  seats  in  the  Convention  with 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  parish  delegation. 

The  Chair  called  for  all  resolutions  to  be  offered  at  this  Convention 
to  be  presented  by  title.  Only  one  was  offered — the  same  being  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  and  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons. 

Nominations  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of 
Order  were  made  in  both  orders,  both  from  the  floor  and  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary,  accompanied  by  the  required  biographical  sketches 
of  the  nominees,  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  at  this  148th  Annual  Con- 
vention, as  follows:  Standing  Committee,  Executive  Council,  Trustee 
of  the  Diocese,  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  Trustee  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the 
Ageing,  Inc.,  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  and 
Representatives  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

In  connection  with  nominations  for  the  Executive  Council,  the 
Secretary  placed  in  nomination  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  as  provided  by  Canon   16,  sec.  2,  the 
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name  of  Mrs.  W.  H.  R.  Jackson,  and  moved  that  in  view  of  the 
aforesaid  Canon  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  Mrs.  Jackson  be 
unanimously  elected  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council  for  a 
three-year  term,  beginning  in  June,  1964.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed,  and  the  Bishop  declared  Mrs.  Jackson  so  elected. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Herman  reported  that  he  had  been  informed 
that  the  nominee  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  as  a  Trustee  of 
Kanuga  Lakes  Conferences,  Inc.,  was  Mrs.  William  R.  Bowen,  this 
nomination  being  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  31.  On 
motion  duly  passed,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  Mrs.  Bowen  was 
elected  a  Trustee  of  Kanuga  Lakes  Conferences,  Inc.,  for  a  three-year 
term. 

The  Bishop  informed  the  Convention  of  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  Raleigh,  that  each  of  the  three 
North  Carolina  Dioceses  elect  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  said  college  for  a  three-year  term,  but  that  one  of 
the  two  elected  by  each  diocese  begin  serving  in  May  of  1964  and  the 
other  in  May  of  1965  in  order  that  the  terms  of  said  Trustees  be 
staggered.  Mr.  Henry  W.  Lewis  inquired  as  to  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  for  the  election  of  members  of  that  Board  and  Dr.  James  A. 
Boyer,  President,  replied  that  he  knew  of  nothing  in  the  charter  pro- 
hibiting such  election  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Augustine's  had 
requested. 

The  Reverend  David  B.  Nickerson  offered  the  following  motion: 

"That  the  matter  of  the  election  of  a  Trustee  (or  Trustees) 
to  St.  Augustine's  College  by  this  session  of  the  Convention  be  laid 
upon  the  "Fable  until  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Augustine's  College  have  so  altered  the  charter  relating  to  the  pro- 
cedure for  electing  its  Trustees,  that  this  Convention,  or  succeeding 
Conventions,  will  be  able  to  act  in  a  legal  manner  as  to  the  election 
of  its  representation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Augustine's 
College." 

Trie  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  led  the  Convention  in  noon- 
day prayers,  after  which  he  moved  that  the  Convention  instruct  the 
Secretary  to  convey  to  Dr.  Moultrie  Guerry,  a  patient  at  Rex  Hospital, 
Raleigh,  its  regret  of  his  inability  to  attend  the  sessions  because  of 
illness  and  its  prayers  for  his  speedy  and  complete  recovery  of  health 
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and  strength.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  unanimously  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  was  presented  by  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  George  F.  Bason,  who  is  also  the 
Council's  Secretary  (see  Page  97).  The  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

The  Convention  took  recess  at  12:30  P.M.  and  the  delegates  had 
lunch  in  Lenoir  Hall  as  guests  of  the  host  parish.  The  afternoon  session 
began  at  2:00  P.M. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops 
was  read  by  the  Reverend  R.  Martin  Caldwell,  Jr.,  Chairman  (see 
Page  101).  The  several  resolutions  contained  in  the  report  were  con- 
sidered and  acted  on  separately.  On  motion  duly  passed,  Resolution 
I  was  adopted.  (See  Page  103  regarding  disposition  of  other  motions 
dealing  with  this  subject.) 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Caldwell  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution 
II,  which  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  Resolutions  III  and  IV, 
on  separate  motions  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Caldwell,  duly  passed,  were 
adopted. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Caldwell  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution 
V.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  defeated. 

A  motion  by  the  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  constituting  an  amend- 
ment to  that  portion  of  the  Committee's  report  dealing  with  the 
Home  for  the  Ageing  (never  given  to  the  Secretary  in  writing)  was, 
after  some  parliamentary  maneuvering,  withdrawn.  A  substitute  motion 
dealing  with  the  same  subject  and  offered  by  Mr.  Howard  Manning 
was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Chancellor. 

The  Reverend  Robert  L.  Ladehoff  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Convention  request  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing  a  clear  statement  that 
the  Home  be  open  to  all  qualified  persons,  without  regard  to  race." 

Mr.  Ladehoff's  motion  was  seconded  and,  after  a  substitute  motion 
by  Mr.  Don  Blanton  had  been  tabled,  the  motion  passed  and  the 
resolution  was  adopted. 

A  motion  by  the  Reverend  R.  Martin  Caldwell  that  the  report  of 
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the  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  Addresses  be  adopted,  as  amended, 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

Bishop  Baker  introduced  the  Reverend  David  R.  Thorriberry, 
Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  the  preacher  at  the  Eve- 
ning Service,  who,  on  motion  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth, 
duly  passed,  was  accorded  seat  and  voice  at  this  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  took  recess  for  10  minutes,  after  which  the 
report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese  was  presented 
by  its  President,  Mrs.  James  L.  Godfrey  (see  Page  108). 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
read  by  the  Reverend  James  D.  Beckwith,  Chairman  (see  Page  113). 

Tire  Reverend  William  C.  Spong,  Hospital  Chaplain  in  the  Dur- 
ham-Chapel Hill  area,  spoke  about  this  ministry  and  explained  the 
importance  of  notifying  him  when  a  patient  enters  a  hospital  in  the 
area,  as  well  as  the  patient  indicating  his  church  affiliation  when  being 
admitted. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  addressed  the  Convention  on 
the  work  of  the  Overseas  Missions  Department. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  calendar  year  1963 
was  read  by  its  Secretary,  the  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports   (see  Page  125). 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  presented  by  Mr. 
George  F.  Bason,  together  with  a  Balance  Sheet  as  of  December  31, 
1963  (see  Page  131).  This  report  and  accompanying  statement, 
together  with  detailed  statements  of  receipts  from  parishes  and  missions 
and  of  itemized  disbursements  as  per  budgeted  items  in  the  1963 
Budget,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

Mr.  Don  P.  Blanton  offered  two  resolutions  and  moved  their 
reference  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 

SECOND  DAY  —  WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  148th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  The  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  at  7:30  A.M.  on  Wednesday,  January  29,  1964,  with  the 
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Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
and  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Thomas  R.  Thrasher  and  Jacob  A.  Viverettc, 
Jr.  The  offering  at  the  Service  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer 
Book  Society  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Following  breakfast  as  guests  of  the  host  parish  in  Lenoir  Hall  on 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  delegates  gathered 
for  the  third  business  session  at  9:30  A.M.  The  Chair  recognized  and 
welcomed  the  Right  Reverend  Louis  C.  Melcher,  retired  Bishop  of 
the  Missionary  District  of  Central  Brazil  and  currently  the  minister 
of  the  Village  Chapel,  Pinehurst,  North  Carolina. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Docese,  in  connection  with  the  Special  Older 
of  the  Day,  moved  that  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  Canon  16,  sec.  2, 
the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  Mr.  Luke  D.  Drury,  Jr.,  the  nominee 
of  the  Laymen's  Association  as  its  representative  on  the  Executive 
Council,  be  unanimously  elected  to  membership  thereto  for  a  one-year 
term.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the  aforesaid  nominee 
was  declared  elected  accordingly. 

The  Chair  announced  that  no  ballots  were  to  be  counted  as  valid 
unless  the  instructions  regarding  the  specified  number  of  persons  to 
be  voted  for  on  each  ballot  had  been  followed. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption: 

"In  the  election  for  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  of  the 
four  who  are  elected  in  the  Clerical  Order,  the  three  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  three-year  terms  and 
the  fourth  for  the  one-year  term." 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  and  the  resolution  adopted, 
whereupon  the  first  ballot  in  the  Executive  Council  election  was  taken 
and  the  Committee  retired  after  announcement  had  been  made  by  its 
Chairman,  the  Reverend  J.  E.  C.  Harris,  that  there  were  319  delegates 
registered  and  qualified  to  vote  and  that  160  votes  would  be  required 
for  a  majority. 

Mr.  George  F.  Bason,  Business  Manager  and  Treasurer,  reporting 
for  the  Department  of  Finance,  introduced  to  the  Convention  Mr. 
Allen  Overton,  Bookkeeper,  who,  after  being  recognized  and  thanked 
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for  his  good  work,  was,  on  motion  duly  passed,  extended  courtesy  of 
the  floor.  Mr.  Bason  then  presented  the  proposed  Episcopal  Mainten- 
ance Budget  for  1964  in  the  total  amount  of  $130,260.12.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall,  duly  passed,  the  aforesaid  Budget  was 
adopted  as  presented  (see  Page  134). 

Mr.  Bason  then  presented  the  proposed  Church's  Program  Budget 
for  1964  in  the  amount  of  $445,958,000.  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  moved 
the  adoption  of  said  Budget  as  presented.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed  (see  Page  137). 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  offered  the  following  resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

"In  view  of  the  requirements  of  Canon  16  and  since  only  two 
Negro  clergy  have  been  nominated  for  membership  on  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  that,  if  need  be,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the 
one  of  these  two  having  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  on 
the  first  ballot  previously  taken  be  declared  elected  for  a  three-year 
term." 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  and  the  resolution  thereby 
adopted. 

The  Reverend  J.  E.  C.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  moved  that  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Haywood  be 
seated  as  a  delegate  from  All  Saints'  Mission,  Warrenton,  in  place  of 
Mr.  Leonard  C.  Cooper.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Harris  then  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
election  for  membership  on  the  Executive  Council  on  the  first  ballot 
under  the  rules  of  order,  but  that  in  view  of  the  previous  action  of 
the  Convention  allowing  the  suspension  of  the  rules  because  of  a 
particular  canonical  requirement,  the  Reverend  Richard  L.  Hicks,  Jr. 
had  been  elected  a  clerical  member  of  the  Executive  Council  for  three 
years.  The  second  ballot  was  then  taken  in  the  election  of  Executive 
Council  members. 

Mr.  George  Bason,  speaking  for  the  Department  of  Finance,  pre- 
sented resolutions  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Council  for  constructing 
and  financing  a  Diocesan  Headquarters  Building  (see  Page  141).  Mr. 
Thomas  f.  Pearsall  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  and  the  resolutions  thereby  adopted. 
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The  report  of  the  results  of  the  second  ballot  for  Executive  Council 
membership  indicated  that  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Huntington  Williams, 
Jr.  and  John  S.  Spong,  and  Mr.  George  E.  London  had  been  elected 
to  the  Executive  Council  for  three-year  terms. 

The  third  ballot  for  the  Executive  Council  and  the  first  one  for 
the  Standing  Committee,  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  and  Trustee  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  were  then  taken. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Convention  and  Dispatch  of  Business,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  moved  its  adoption: 

"That  of  the  eleven  persons  who  shall  be  elected  Directors  of  the 
Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  the  ten  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  three-year  terms  and  the 
other  for  a  two-year  term." 

On  motion  duly  passed,   the  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  first 
ballot  for  Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  was  then  taken. 

The  Reverend  Starke  S.  Dillard,  Jr.  offered  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  the  148th  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
instruct  the  Department  of  Finance  to  pay  all  Diocesan  Missionary 
Clergy's  salaries  in  January,  irrespective  of  approval  of  that  year's 
budget  by  the  Convention." 

The  Resolution,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  was  sub- 
mitted by  title  (see  Page  142). 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Long-Range  Planning  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Reverend  1  nom  W.  Blair  who  read  a  "Report  of  the 
Executive  Council  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  on  'The  Work  and 
Program  of  the  Diocese'"  (see  Page  144).  The  report  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  presented  on  Second  Reading  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  (see  Page  147).  On 
separate  motions  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the  several  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Canons  as  set  forth  in  the  Committee's  report 
were  adopted.  (A  substitute  motion  offered  by  Mr.  Henry  Best  for  Mr. 
Bourne's  last  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  Convention  rather  than  the 
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Bishop  nominate  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Terraces 
was  seconded  and  defeated.) 

Noonday  prayers  were  offered  by  the  Reverend  William  P.  Price. 

The  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.  suggested  that  at  future  Con 
ventions  the  heads  of  the  several  Institutions  of  the  Diocese  be  recog- 
nized and  afforded  an  opportunity  to  address  the  Convention.  The 
suggestion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on   Convention  and   Dis- 
patch of  Business. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which, 
on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"That  in  the  event  the  election  of  members  of  the  Executive 
Council  be  not  completed  on  the  third  ballot,  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  that  the  clergyman  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  on  the  aforesaid  third  ballot  be  declared  elected  for  a  one-year 
term  and  that  the  two  laymen  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
be  declared  elected  for  three-year  terms/' 

The  report  of  the  aforesaid  third  ballot  was  given  by  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Harris  and,  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  resolution,  the  Chair 
declared  the  Reverend  Robet  L.  Ladehoff  and  Messrs.  David  L.  Howe 
and  Arthur  L.  Tyler  elected  to  the  Executive  Council  for  the  terms 
indicated  therein. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  was  presented  by  its 
Chairman,  the  Reverend  Rodrick  L.  Reinecke  (see  Page  148). 

The  Reverend  J.  E.  C.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  reported  that  the  Reverend  Thomas  R. 
Thrasher  and  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  had  been  elected  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  that  Mr  Henry  W.  Lewis  had  been 
elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Diocese.  A  second  ballot  was  taken  for  mem 
bership  on  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  Lay  Order  and  for  Trustee 
of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolution 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"That  of  the  five  persons  who  shall  be  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  the  four  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected  for  a  full  four-year  term 
and  the  other  for  a  three-vear  term." 
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The  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  offered  the  following  motion 
which  was  duly  seconded  and  passed: 

"That  the  four  persons  nominated  as  Representatives  of  this 
Diocese  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  be  declared 
elected  and  that  the  Executive  Council,  upon  nomination  of  the 
Bishop,  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  elect  two  additional  per- 
sons as  Representatives  to  that  Organization." 

The  first  ballots  for  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  were  taken,  after  which, 
following  the  Bishop's  instruction  as  to  when  and  where  the  group 
picture  of  the  clergy  for  use  in  the  1965  Clerical  Directory  would  be 
made,  the  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  at  12:30  P.M.  in  Lenoir 
Hall  as  guests  of  the  host  parish,  reconvening  for  the  final  business 
sesion  at  2:00  P.M. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  nominated  the  nine  persons  whose  names 
appear  on  Page  8  of  this  Journal  as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The 
Terraces.  The  Bishop  nominated  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains 
(see  Page  6);  Trustees  of  the  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Society, 
class  of  1966  (see  Page  6);  and  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina 
Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  class  of  1967,  (see  Page  7). 
On  separate  motions,  duly  passed,  the  aforesaid  nominations  were  con 
firmed  and  the  nominees  thereby  elected. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Canoni- 
cal Committees,  the  names  of  the  appointees  and  their  respective  com- 
mittees being  those  on  Page  8  of  this  Journal.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  then  announced  the  appointment  of  other  Committees  and 
Commissions  (see  Page  9).  All  of  these  appointees  arc  to  serve 
until  the  end  of  the  149th  Annual  Convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  presented  by  its 
Chairman,  the  Reverend  Peter  C.  Robinson   (see  Page  149). 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  with  respect  to  the  first 
resolution  was,  on  motion  duly  passed,  adopted. 

At  this  point,  consideration  of  this  report  was  interrupted  and  the 
following  motion  of  the  Reverend  L.  Bartinc  Sherman  was  seconded 
and  passed: 
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"That  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  layman  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  on  the  second  ballot  be  declared  elected  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee." 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Harris  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  action,  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.  had  been  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  Lay  Order. 

'Hie  Reverend  Mr.  Harris  reported  that  on  the  first  ballot  the 
Reverend  Messrs.  W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.  and  William  C.  Spong,  Dr 
George  D.  Penick,  Mrs  Julian  Robertson  and  Messrs,  Norman  A. 
Cocke,  John  Harden  and  N.  L.  Hodgkins  had  been  elected  Directors 
of  the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  for  three-year  terms. 

The  second  ballot  in  this  election  was  taken,  after  which  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Harris  announced  that  on  the  first  ballot  the  Reverend 
Messrs.  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.  and  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  and  Dr. 
George  D.  Penick  had  been  elected  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College,  and  the  Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman  and  Mr.  Edwin  O.  Clark- 
son  had  been  elected  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage.  The  second  ballot  for  additional  members  of  both  these 
Boards  was  taken. 

Returning  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  a 
motion  by  Mr.  Armistead  Maupin,  duly  seconded,  that  Resolution  #3 
be  laid  on  the  table,  was  defeated  by  153  to  98. 

The  Reverend  Roderick  L.  Reinecke  then  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  170  to  95;  the 
Reverend  Thomas  R.  Thrasher's  amendment  that  the  word  "Com- 
municants" be  inserted  in  Canon  21  in  place  of  the  words  "Confirmed 
male  members,"  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  being  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Chancellor. 

(Mr.  Armistead  Maupin  made  a  motion  involving  the  memorializ- 
ing of  the  Seminaries  relative  to  admitting  Candidates  which  was  not 
given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary — but  which  failed  to  pass  and  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.) 

The  Reverend  Joseph  O'Brien  moved  that  "this  Convention  ask 
its  institutions,  wholly  or  partially  owned,  to  make  a  clear  statement 
to  the  1965  Annual  Convention  concerning  their  admission  policy  in 
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relation  to  their  openness  in  the  question  of  race."  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  A.  J.  II.  Clement,  III,  duly  seconded,  that  the 
resolution  previously  offered  by  Mr.  Don  P.  Blanton  be  reconsidered 
was  defeated  for  lack  of  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  required  by  the 
Rules  of  Order.  A  request  for  a  re-count  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the 
Bishop. 

The  Reverend  J.  E.  C.  Harris,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials and  Elections,  reported  that  on  the  second  ballot  Mrs.  Audrey 
Kennedy,  Dr.  Hubert  Poteat  and  Mr.  Edward  H.  Heyd  had  been 
elected  Directors  of  the  Episcopal  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.  for  a 
three-year  term,  and  that  Mr.  Harold  D.  Meyer  had  been  elected  for 
a  one-year  term.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Harris  further  reported  that  Mrs. 
E.  K.  Powe  and  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Tyler  had  been  elected  Trustees  of  St. 
Mary's  Junior  College,  the  former  for  a  four-year  term  and  the  latter 
for  a  three-year  term;  and  further,  that  Mr.  Edwin  M.  Holt  had  been 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  the  floor,  the  Chancellor  ruled  that 
a  two-third  majority  vote  was  necessary  to  take  from  the  table  any 
matters  previously  tabled  by  vote  of  this  Convention. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolution 
which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  adopted: 

"The  Commission  on  Race  actively  seek  and  receive  answers  to 
the  query  called  for  by  the  motion  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  O'Brien 
previously  adopted  by  this  Convention;  and  that  the  Commission 
be  prepared  to  recommend  such  action  to  the  149th  Annual  Con- 
vention as  it  may  see  fit  on  the  basis  of  these  answers." 

The  motion  of  Mr.  A.  J.  II.  Clement,  III,  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  that  the  resolution  previously  offered  by  Mr.  Blanton,  and 
tabled,  be  taken  from  the  table  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  delegates 
present  and  voting  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Chair. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  was  read 
by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Claiborne  S.  Jones  (see  Page  150),  who  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  reports  mentioned  in  said  report.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  and  the  reports  adopted. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  was 
presented  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  John  Harden  (see  Page  151).  Mr. 
Harden  moved  the  adoption  of  the  reports  referred  to  his  Committee 
and  mentioned  in  its  report.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed — 
and  the  reports  thereby  adopted. 

Mr.  John  B.  London  reported  that  no  Memorials  and  Petitions  had 
been  presented  for  the  consideration  of  that  Committee. 

A  Resolution  of  Courtesy  was  offered  by  the  Reverend  Robert  L. 
Ladehoff  (see  Page  153) — the  same  being  duly  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  was  instructed,  upon  inquiry  of 
the  Chair,  to  print  in  the  Journal  as  having  been  submitted  by  title 
such  reports  as  he  had  received  and  such  reports  in  the  Pre-Convention 
packet  as,  in  his  discretion,  he  considered  proper  and  advisable. 

The  Convention  adjourned  sine  die  at  4:25  P.M.,  following  closing 
prayers  and  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor.

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The  Addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  the 

1964  Convention,  together  with  a  Journal  of  the 

Official  Acts  of  each  for  the  year  1963. 
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Address  of  the  Bishop 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity: 

I  bid  welcome  to  you,  the  members  of  the  148th  Convention  of 
the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

We  meet  in  a  parish  that  has  long  been  held  in  the  highest  regard. 
It  stands  with  dignity  and  honor  in  the  midst  of  the  buildings  of  our 
State  University.  There  is  considerable  evidence  that  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  leads  the  south  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  climate 
most  conducive  to  the  democratic  principles  inherent  in  the  teachings 
of  our  Lord.  Our  university  is  easily  identified  as  the  spearhead  of  that 
progress.  Similarly,  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  occupies  her  place  of 
leadership  in  the  Diocese.  Here  we  always  find  the  highest  in  vision  of 
world-wide  responsibility,  of  depth  in  commitment,  true  sacrifice  and 
Christian  stewardship.  An  academic  community  is  not  the  most  afflu- 
ent, but  the  membership  of  this  parish  gives  in  support  of  the  work 
of  the  Church  as  well  as  any. 

This  meeting  in  January  rather  than  in  May  is  the  first  under  the 
new  canon.  This  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  mention  once  more  the 
work  of  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Structure  and  Organization  of 
the  Diocese.  This  change  from  May  to  January  is  a  recommendation 
of  this  study,  adopted  at  the  146th  Convention.  Again  and  again  I  have 
heard  people  well  qualified  to  do  so  remark  that  this  Diocese,  as  a 
result  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  to 
Study  the  Structure  and  Organization  of  the  Diocese,  is  now  ready  to 
roll.  All  that  is  necessary  is  to  find  the  courage  and  the  energy  with 
which  to  implement  the  report.  A  good  beginning  has  been  made,  but 
much  still  waits  for  leadership  to  complete  it. 

We  have  changed  the  date  of  the  Convention.  We  have  secured 
to  our  great  advantage,  the  much  needed  services  of  a  Business  Man- 
ager. (Nor  can  I  fail  here  to  express  my  great  joy  in  the  choice  that 
has  been  made.  We  knew  that  Mr.  Bason  was  qualified,  for  he  held 
a  place  of  distinction  in  Raleigh  and  in  the  state.  What  we  did  not 
know  was  that  he  was  willing  to  give  himself  so  completely  without 
any  consideration  of  his  own  interests.)  But,  to  go  back  to  my  thoughts 
on  the  recommendations  of  the  study,  there  remains  for  us  to  "initiate 
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as  soon  as  possible  an  aggressive  campaign  to  encourage  gifts  and 
bequests  to  the  Diocese  for  the  unrestricted  use  of  the  Diocese  and  to 
raise  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  Diocesan  Headquarters." 

The  Diocese  is  anticipating  opening  a  Home  for  the  Ageing  on 
March  1st.  It  is  a  beautifully  constructed,  admirably  located  building, 
with  nothing  that  could  be  improved  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  is 
committed.  This  is  the  culmination  of  sacrificial  labors  on  the  part 
of  a  great  many  people. 

At  the  Convention  of  1956  Bishop  Penick  requested  the  establish- 
ment of  a  home,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  that  the  Bishop  be 
authorized  to  appoint  a  Standing  Committee  of  the  Convention 
empowered  to  promote  such  a  home,  accept  gifts  for  it,  formulate  plans 
concerning  its  establishment  and  operation.  This  original  committee 
was  composed  of  Mr.  H.  T.  Cosby,  Chairman,  and  Judge  Francis  O. 
Clarkson,  Mr.  Walter  N.  Hobbs,  Dr.  Frank  B.  Marsh,  and  the  Rev. 
John  C.  Mott.  At  the  Convention  of  1957  a  Board  consisting  of 
twenty-one  people  was  elected  and  all  of  these  have  contributed  vigor- 
ously to  the  accomplishment  proposed  by  Bishop  Penick  in  his  1956 
Convention  Address. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  mention  by  name  all  of  the  people  who 
have  made  contributions  to  this  project,  but  suffice  it  to  say  that  Mr. 
H.  T.  Cosby,  as  Chairman  of  the  original  committee  and  as  President 
of  the  Board,  has  borne  the  burden  and  the  heat  of  the  day. 

A  great  many  generous  people  have  contributed  money  for  the 
erection  of  this  home.  On  the  date  of  the  opening  there  is  little  hope 
that  we  will  have  discharged  the  total  financial  obligation  for  con- 
struction. It  is  my  earnest  belief  that  the  home  itself  will  call  for 
sufficient  support  from  interested  people  to  discharge  this  remaining 
financial  obligation  before  another  Convention  has  come  around.  It 
is  obvious  that  the  program  of  the  Christian  Church  should  include 
a  place  where  cherished  senior  citizens  may  maintain  their  self-respect 
and  usefulness  in  pleasant  surroundings. 

We  should  all  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  has  adopted 
a  plan  the  culmination  of  which  would  be  to  give  outside  of  the 
Diocese  one  dollar  for  every  dollar  spent  within  the  Diocese.  No 
better  progress  has  been  made  toward  this  goal  than  that  by  the  Rev. 
John  W.   S.   Davis,   Chairman   of  the  Committee  on   the  Presiding 
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Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief.  Under  his  leadership,  this  fund  has 
increased  in  three  years  from  $3,174.24  to  $14,711.82. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  depression,  1932,  the  Church's  Program 
Budget  was  $68,839.00.  That  was  $6.23  per  communicant.  Since  that 
time,  it  has  gone  steadily  up  until  today  the  Church's  Program  Budget 
for  1964  is  $461,319.00,  which  is  $19.75  per  communicant.  There  is 
no  doubt  but  that  this  represents  sacrificial  giving  on  the  part  of  a 
great  many  deeply  committed  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Episco- 
pal Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  We  thank  God  for  the  devotion  and 
sacrifice  of  these  loyal,  high-calibre  disciples  of  our  Lord. 

This  is  the  good  side.  These  people  give  sacrificially,  and  out  of  a 
deep  sense  of  commitment,  because  they  are  informed.  They  know 
in  their  personal  experience  that  the  Church  is  the  conveyor  of  all 
good  things.  Through  the  Church  comes  to  us  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  Through  the  Church,  its  teaching,  its  corporate  worship,  its 
sacraments,  the  fellowship  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  come  Life  and 
Light.  The  life  that  has  the  quality  of  the  Eternal.  The  light  that 
lighteth  every  man  that  will  open  his  eyes  to  see.  These  are  the  people 
who  know  that  in  the  message  of  the  Church  there  is  Good  News. 
They  know  why  it  is  Good  News  to  them.  These  are  the  people  whose 
hearts  arc  warmed  by  the  reality  of  God's  love  in  their  lives.  To  whom 
Love  so  amazing,  so  divine,  demands  their  "soul,  their  life,  their  all." 

Of  these  deeply  committed  people  it  is  often  said  by  nominal  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  'They  give  too  much."  By  this,  they  mean  that 
their  sacrificial  giving  deprives  them  of  many  things  that  are  necessi- 
ties— according  to  their  standards.  This  is  entirely  a  matter  of  stand- 
ards. What  one  person  considers  a  high  degree  of  sacrifice  would  not 
be  more  than  a  routine  matter  to  another. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  ministers  in  charge  of  a  congregation 
know  the  wide  range  of  standards  of  stewardship  that  can  be  found 
among  the  regular  contributors  in  support  of  the  program  of  the 
Christian  Church.  The  sacrificial  givers  are  few  and  far  between,  while 
the  great  majority  of  those  who  give  to  the  Church  are  blatantly  and 
consciously  nominal  givers.  These  are  people  who  give  without  any 
consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  Church,  without  any  consideration 
of  what  will  be  done  with  the  money  that  is  given,  without  any  con- 
sideration of  what  is  a  fair  share  of  what  the  Lord  has  given  them. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  task  of  those  who  have  assumed  responsi- 
bility for  financing  the  program  is  to  convert  the  nominal  givers  to 
sacrificial  givers.  It  may  be  that  no  one  has  ever  told  the  nominal  giver 
that  there  is  any  reason  for  him  to  do  anything  other  than  what  lie 
has  always  done.  It  may  be  that  the  parish  parson,  the  Chairman  of 
the  finance  committee,  the  Treasurer,  the  vestryman,  has  never  faced 
the  responsibility  of  pointing  out  to  the  people  the  facts,  and  the 
need  the  Church  has  for  something  more  than  a  nominal  contribution 
from  them. 

This  is  my  plea  to  the  people  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 
Ask  yourself  the  question,  "Is  my  contribution  to  the  Church,  charged 
with  the  task  of  keeping  Christ  alive  and  active  in  the  world,  com 
mensurate  with  the  debt  we  owe  to  God,  who  has  given  so  much  to 
us?" 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina that  a  Diocesan  Convention  has  considered  a  budget  for  Episcopal 
Maintenance  and  for  the  Church's  Program  after  the  Treasurer  had 
received  reports  on  expected  payments  from  parishes  and  missions.  It 
is,  therefore,  a  much  sounder  financial  proposition  than  it  could  have 
have  been  had  we  not  known  what  to  expect  in  the  way  of  income. 
You,  who  represent  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese,  will  vote 
on  the  budget  as  presented  by  the  Executive  Council,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  a  determined  income  will  be  forthcoming.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  you  will  go  back  to  your  respective  congregations  to  tell  them 
that  if  they  fail  to  produce  for  the  Diocese  the  income  we  look  for, 
the  work  of  the  Church  will  suffer.  Salaries  will  be  cut,  plans  for 
Church  expansion  will  be  abandoned,  activities  will  be  curtailed,  the 
coming  of  the  Kingdom  will  be  slowed  down. 

Acting  under  the  Long-Range  Plans  of  this  most  important  depart- 
ment of  the  Executive  Council  of  that  same  name,  we  look  ahead 
confidently  to  the  days  of  fulfillment.  This  is  no  casual  development. 
It  is  carefully  screened  by  men  of  proven  ability  and  long  experience. 
The  men  who  have  brought  forth  the  additions  to  the  budget  as  they 
represent  forward  steps  are  men  who  are  known  in  Church  circles  as 
wise  and  sound.  I  beg  of  you  to  consider  them  with  your  eyes  on  the 
cross  rather  than  on  your  pocketbooks.  I  challenge  you  to  counsel 
with  your  best  courage  rather  than  with  timidity. 
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This  country  is  going  through  a  period  of  unprecedented  prosperity. 
Standards  of  living  are  at  levels  that  were  not  dreamed  of  until 
recently.  While  we  know  of  fields  that  are  white  to  the  harvest,  we 
must  launch  out  into  the  deep  to  let  down  the  net  at  the  Master's  com- 
mand, knowing  full  well  that  such  an  act  of  faith  will  bring  in  an 
abundance  for  the  fishers  of  men.

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Address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 

BISHOP  BAKER,  MY  BROTHERS  IN  CHRIST, 

The  Toronto  meeting  of  the  Anglican  Congress  will  go  down  in 
history  as  a  turning  point  in  the  life  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
entire  Anglican  Communion.  At  Toronto,  the  death  toll  was  sounded 
for  selfish  nationalism,  racism  and  self-concern.  The  eyes  and  hearts 
of  those  present  were  set  in  a  new  direction  of  mutual  responsibility 
for  our  brethren  around  the  world  whoever  they  may  be  and  wherever 
they  may  be.  We  were  called  upon  to  share  resources,  man-power  and 
strategy  in  ways  that  would  indicate  our  Christian  conviction  that  we 
should  love  others  as  we  love  ourselves.  A  more  exact  symbol  of  this 
feeling  was  the  determination  that  we  would  spend  one  dollar  for 
others  for  every  dollar  that  we  spent  on  ourselves.  This  new  attitude 
is  best  summed  up  in  the  words— MUTUAL  RESPONSIBILITY— 
we  share  responsibility  for  one  another  in  all  of  our  endeavors  under 
God  and  in  the  name  of  His  Church. 

Since  the  Anglican  Congress,  in  each  of  the  eighteen  national 
provinces  the  governing  bodies  have  begun  plans  to  put  into  their 
program,  their  worship,  their  education  of  the  ministry  and  their  own 
hearts  and  minds  this  decision  to  do  for  others  as  they  would  do  for 
themselves.  This  theory  and  ethic  have  been  with  us  since  our  Lord's 
earthly  ministry.  Frequently  the  Church  has  exhorted  people  to  fol- 
low this  program  and  ethic,  but,  since  Toronto,  the  eighteen  auto- 
nomous provinces  of  the  Anglican  Communion  have  moved  with 
determination  and  conviction  to  put  into  practice  to  the  best  of  man's 
ability  the  divine  imperative  to  love  his  neighbor  as  he  loves  himself 
whoever  that  neighbor  may  be  and  wherever  that  neighbor  may  be. 

One  of  the  directions  in  which  this  program  thrusts  us  with  new 
vigor  is  in  the  area  of  church  unity.  Many  people  had  begun  to  grow 
weary  of  discussions  of  church  unity  because  no  scheme  seemed  to  be 
able  to  include  the  Church  of  Rome.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  all 
Christians  can  be  deeply  grateful  for  the  leadership  of  Pope  John  and 
his  successor,  Pope  Paul.  The  effort  of  these  Christian  leaders  toward 
the  reunion  of  Christendom  has  added  new  hope  and  new  substance 
to  the  dreams  and  prayers  of  Christians  who  have  been  looking  forward 
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to  the  day  when  Christ's  Church  may  he  one.  All  of  us  realize  that  we 
are  a  long  way  from  accomplishing  any  such  reunion  but  there  has 
been  a  break-through  of  momentous  importance  that  makes  the  prayer 
for  reunion  at  least  in  some  measure  a  historical  possibility.  Those  of 
us  of  the  Anglican  Communion  who  are  blessed  with  Catholic  Orders 
and  Evangelical  faith  must  in  years  ahead  constantly  be  sensitive  and 
cooperative  in  all  ecumenical  relations  with  our  hearts  and  minds  open 
to  our  Roman  Catholic  brethren  on  the  one  side  and  our  Evangelical 
brethren  on  the  other.  We  must  welcome  all  of  our  "brothers  in 
Christ"  into  the  fellowship  of  our  Churches  and  strive  earnestly  to  find 
our  unity  in  Holy  Baptism  and  in  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

It  is  not  without  significance  that  this  turning  point  in  the  life  of 
our  Communion  should  come  at  a  time  when  there  is  a  struggle  for 
reform  and  renewal  in  all  Christian  Communions.  Christians  every- 
where are  reacting  to  the  fever  of  social  and  political  revolution  which 
has  attacked  mankind.  That  this  is  threatening  to  our  comfortable  com- 
placency— there  is  no  doubt.  It  means  that  much  that  is  old  and  fami- 
liar must  give  way  to  what  will  be  new  and  strange.  But  we  can  be 
comforted  by  the  words  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  who  has 
said  so  clearly — "  a  church  that  lives  to  itself  will  die  to  itself."  The 
Church  can  no  longer  hide  in  the  old  and  familiar  and  comfortable 
and  enjoy  the  luxury  of  complacency.  The  Church  must  move  out 
and  confront  the  world  and  life  where  it  is  and  as  it  is. 

We  can  also  be  encouraged  by  the  history  of  the  Church  which 
teaches  us  that  the  Church  rises  to  its  real  greatness  and  is  most 
dynamic  in  its  witness  during  times  of  turmoil  and  revolution.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  in  times  of  complacency  the  challenges  are  vague 
and  clouded  but  in  times  of  revolution  the  challenges  are  inescapable. 
This  all  means  "change."  And  "change"  we  must  if  we  are  to  be  faith- 
ful to  our  Lord. 

The  necessities  for  change  have  been  clear  to  us  in  our  own  Diocese 
for  many  years.  We  have  accepted  the  challenge  of  change  and  have 
already  met  that  challenge  in  many  areas.  The  report  of  our  Commit- 
tee on  Structure  and  Organization  and  the  Canonical  changes  that 
have  resulted  from  that  study.  The  changes  that  have  been  affected  by 
our  Long-Range  Planning  in  setting  forth  priorities  in  our  budget  and 
our  new  desire  and  emphasis  to  meet  our  responsibility  for  Christian 
people  around   the  world.  We  are  in  the  process  of  change  in   the 
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selection  and  training  of  our  men  for  the  sacred  ministry.  Both  in  the 
Diocese  and  throughout  the  Church — locally  and  nationally — we  are 
studying  our  obligation  to  our  youth  and  our  college  students,  and  to 
those  who  suffer  illnesses  of  body  and  of  mind. 

There  are  changes  taking  place  in  the  fields  of  education  and  com- 
munication. There  is  scarcely  an  area  in  our  Church's  life  which  at 
present  is  not  under  study,  reform,  renewal  and  change.  In  spite  of 
moments  of  discouragement  which  many  of  us  may  suffer  in  observing 
the  life  of  the  Church,  I  believe  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  Church  is 
coming  alive,  the  Church  is  becoming  more  relevant  as  it  stands  on  the 
threshold  of  a  new  day. 

Let  me  share  with  you  some  thinking  that  is  being  done  by  those 
who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  Missions  and  church 
extension  here  at  home.  Most  every  Diocese  in  the  American  Church 
is  faced  with  a  shifting  and  changing  population.  We  have  discussed 
this  at  a  previous  Convention  and  in  reports  to  the  Executive  Council. 
Many  of  you  are  familiar  with  the  study  done  by  the  Institute  of 
Research  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  all  of  which  indicates 
that  the  institutions  of  this  state  must  gear  themselves  for  change.  We 
in  the  Church  are  faced  with  how  we  can  best  and  most  effectively 
minister  to  the  people  of  our  rural  areas  with  their  diminishing  popu- 
lations and  how  we  can  fulfill  the  needs  of  our  rapidly  growing  urban 
centers.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  the  next  twenty- five  years 
is  faced  with  an  emerging  strip  city  from  Raleigh  to  Charlotte  along 
the  inter-state  highway.  Our  job  is  to  serve  people  wherever  they  may 
be  and  in  order  to  serve  them  best,  we  must  understand  the  conditions 
under  which  they  live  and  work  and  play.  The  Church  must  find  a 
way  to  continue  a  ministry  and  witness  to  its  people  who  live  in  small 
towns  and  rural  areas  where  the  population  is  diminishing.  In  the 
urban  centers,  we  must  find  ways  and  means  to  minister  to  people 
without  burdening  them  with  too  much  debt  for  building  projects. 
This  has  led  some  of  us  to  consider  the  possibility  of  renting  space  in 
shopping  centers  and  inner-city  areas  to  be  used  for  worship  and  edu- 
cation by  the  Church  rather  than  saddling  a  shifting  population  with 
a  large  per  capita  indebtedness  for  the  construction  of  churches  and 
educational  buildings.  We  have  come  to  the  obvious  conclusion  that 
a  community  needs  a  church  only  as  long  as  there  are  people  residing 
in  that  community.  In  the  past  ten  years  we  have  seen  communities 
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start  to  grow  with  all  indications  of  rapid  and  continued  growth.  The 
church  has  moved  in  and  constructed  a  building  and  then  all  of  a 
sudden  the  population  shifted,  the  growth  stopped  and  the  population 
started  to  decrease.  We  must  be  more  faithful  in  our  stewardship  and 
in  our  planning  and  less  concerned  about  structure,  and  more  con- 
cerned about  people  and  the  communication  of  the  Gospel  to  people 
and  their  worship  of  God,  than  we  have  sometimes  been  in  the  past 
when  our  concern  has  seemed  to  be  the  collection  of  memorials  and 
the  construction  of  buildings. 

A  second  thought  that  has  come  to  us  is  that  if  we  were  to  devise 
a  means  where  we  were  not  heavily  indebted  for  the  construction  of 
buildings,  we  would  be  able  to  afford  more  clergy  for  rural  and  urban 
areas  and  be  better  staffed  to  make  multiple  use  of  already  existing 
facilities.  A  larger  staff  of  clergy  who  did  not  feel  that  their  major 
obligation  was  to  raise  budgets  and  to  build  buildings — would  be  able 
to  train  better  and  more  effectively  laymen  so  that  these  laymen 
would  be  stronger  witnesses  to  Christ  in  the  decision  making  areas  of 
life.  In  the  last  analysis,  it  is  the  laymen  who  must  take  Christ  into 
the  hospital,  the  school  building,  the  university,  the  courts,  the  high- 
ways and  by-ways  of  life.  If  Christ  is  to  be  present  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Bar  Association,  a  Labor  meeting,  or  a  Medical  Society,  he  must  be 
taken  there  by  a  lawyer,  a  member  of  the  union  or  a  doctor.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  clergy  to  so  minister  to  the  laity  that  they  will  be 
prepared  to  fulfill  what  we  so  often  refer  to  the  ministry  of  the  laity. 
And  when  one  begins  to  think  about  increasing  the  ministry,  one  is 
forced  to  give  consideration  to  what  we  call  the  non-professional  minis- 
try. Most  of  us  think  of  the  ministry  purely  in  the  terms  of  a  young 
man  graduating  from  college,  going  to  seminary  and  being  Ordained. 
Or,  hopefully,  we  sometimes  think  of  the  layman  who  takes  his  com- 
mitment to  Christ  seriously  and  is  able  to  bear  witness  to  Christ 
wherever  he  may  be.  But,  there  is  another  approach  to  this  subject 
which  might  be  of  tremendous  value  to  our  rural  areas,  our  small 
towns  and  in  some  cases  to  our  urban  work.  Most  small  towns  and  rural 
areas  are  handicapped  in  meeting  the  salary  of  a  full-time  clergyman. 
Many  of  you  who  serve  on  vestries  of  small  congregations  know  that 
it  takes  from  50  to  75%  of  your  budget  to  support  a  clergyman  on  a 
full-time  basis.  In  my  opinion,  the  time  is  rapidly  coming  when  we 
must  think  about  a  non-professional  ministry  and  by  that  I  mean  a 
person  who  is  trained  in  all  of  the  skills  of  the  full-time  clergyman 
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but  earns  the  bread  and  butter  for  his  own  existence  from  labor  other 
than  the  ministry.  Why  can't  we  in  a  small  community  choose  an 
outstanding  layman  who  is  known  for  his  Christian  Character  and  his 
devotion  to  Christ  and  train  him  so  that  he  may  be  Ordained  a  Deacon 
and  a  Priest  of  the  Church  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  members 
of  that  congregation  bear  witness  to  Christ  and  minister  to  one 
anoher's  needs  without  burdening  the  congregation  with  the  expense 
of  a  full-time  clergyman?  This  person  would  know  Ins  community, 
would  live  in  his  community,  would  work  in  his  community,  would 
understand  his  community,  would  have  a  natural  love  for  his  com- 
munity and  would  be  trained  against  this  wealth  of  background  to 
preach  the  Gospel  and  minister  the  Sacraments  in  that  community. 
This  would  be  a  ministry  that  would  grow  out  of  the  love  of  God 
and  the  love  of  His  Church.  There  would  be  no  remuneration  for  this 
ministry.  There  would,  at  best,  be  an  underwriting  of  travel  and 
expenses.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  will  sound  strange  and  new  to 
some  but  if  we  are  going  to  be  effective  for  Christ  in  this  world,  we 
must  pioneer  in  the  new  and  strange  and  pray  that  God  will  bless 
our  endeavors. 

And  now,  three  brief  reports:  First,  Diocesan  Headquarters.  Once 
again  your  committee  reports  progress.  At  the  last  Convention,  the 
committee  reported  the  purchase  of  fourteen  acres  of  land  on  the  new 
Beltline  surrounding  Raleigh.  At  this  Convention,  we  can  report  that 
the  Executive  Council  has  approved  the  floor  plan  for  our  new 
Diocesan  Headquarters  which  you  will  find  on  exhibit  in  the  parish 
hall.  The  Executive  Council  has  also  approved  a  method  of  financing 
the  cost  of  this  building.  There  is  to  be  no  campaign  but  we  have 
indications  of  some  gifts  and  have  already  received  a  gift  in  cash.  It 
is  our  hope  that  those  who  desire  to  make  a  voluntary  gift  to  the 
Headquarters  will  communicate  with  either  me  or  Mr.  George  Bason. 
The  architect's  estimate  of  cost  in  round  figures  is  $172,000.  This  does 
not  include  the  architect's  fee,  the  furnishing  of  the  building,  parking 
areas,  and  landscaping.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council, 
a  motion  was  passed  which  authorizes  the  Building  Committee  to 
spend  for  all  purposes  no  more  than  and  less  than,  if  possible,  $250,000. 
The  Executive  Council  has  not  approved  the  elevation  of  the  building 
and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  we  do  not  have  at  this  Convention,  as 
we  had  hoped,  a  picture  of  what  the  building  will  look  like.  I  assure 
you  that  the  Building  Committee  and  the  architect  have  worked  con 
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stantly  and  laboriously  not  only  since  the  last  Convention  but  since 
the  Convention  which  authorized  Bishop  Baker  to  proceed  with  the 
purchase  of  land,  the  construction  and  financing  of  a  building.  We 
have  tried  at  every  turn  to  be  faithful  in  our  stewardship  and  con- 
siderate of  the  wishes  of  people  of  this  Diocese.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee is  representative  of  the  Diocese  both  as  to  personnel  and  to 
the  sections  of  the  Diocese  from  whence  they  come.  We  have  talked 
with  and  have  asked  for  suggestions  from  all  areas  of  the  Diocese.  We 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  when  this  building  is  completed,  it 
will  be  acceptable  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  the  Diocese 
and  will  for  many,  many  years  meet  the  needs  of  this  Diocese. 

Second,  St.  Christopher's,  Charlotte:  With  hard  work,  prayer  and 
support  of  Charlotte  churches,  St.  Christopher's  is  applying  for  parish 
status.  We  congratulate  the  Priest-in-charge,  the  Reverend  Robert  L. 
Ladehoff  and  members  of  the  congregation  and  pray  to  God  they  will 
continue  to  be  faithful  in  their  witness  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ. 

Finally,  our  Companion  Diocese,  the  Missionary  District  of  Pan- 
ama: An  excerpt  from  my  most  recent  letter  from  Bishop  Gooden 
reads  as  follows:  "The  events  of  the  past  week  here  have  been  quite 
tragic  and  prove  what  we  have  known  and  have  worked  against.  A 
student  center  at  the  University  here,  operated  by  our  Church  could 
have  been  of  great  help  to  all.  Now,  we  can  gather  together  again  the 
friendship  and  trust  we  have  all  lost  and  get  back  to  where  we  were. 
We  do  appreciate  your  Diocese  thinking  of  us  and  our  work  here  and 
wanting  to  share  with  us.  The  events  of  the  past  few  days  only  point 
out  even  more  clearly  to  us  how  much  a  Christian  student  center  is 
needed.  It  is  too  bad  that  we  didn't  have  this  in  operation  many  years 
ago."

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

In  accordance  with  Section  8  of  Canon  16,  as  revised  and  rewritten  at 
the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1962,  the  Executive  Council  submits  this 
report  to  the  148th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
and  incorporates  herein  by  reference  the  several  reports  of  the  Departments 
of  the  Executive  Council  as  contained  in  the  pre-Convention  packet  for 
the  Convention  of  1964. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held  four 
regular  meetings  between  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  196^  and  this 
Diocesan  Convention  of  1964. 

On  June  11,  1963,  the  Council  was  organized  into  Departments  with 
Chairmen  named  as  follows:  Christian  Education,  the  Reverend  Thomas 
R.  Thrasher;  Christian  Social  Relations,  the  Reverend  Thomas  Eugene 
Bollinger;  College  Work,  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  Jr.; 
Finance,  Mr.  A.  Freeman  Edgerton;  Institutions,  the  Reverend  John  C. 
Mott;  Long-Range  Planning,  the  Reverend  Thorn  W.  Blair;  Missions, 
the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  Jr.;  Overseas  Missions  and  Work, 
the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth;  Promotion  and  Communications,  the 
Reverend  B.  Daniel  Sapp. 

The  Council  confirmed  Bishop  Baker's  appointment  of  the  Reverend 
Leland  S.  Jamieson  to  succeed  the  Reverend  William  A.  Yon  as  Assistant 
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to    the   Director    of    Program    with    special    responsibilities    in    Leadership 
Training,  Youth  Work,  and  Camps  and  Conferences. 

Following  a  report  on  the  Greensboro  survey  of  Captain  Osborne 
Maock,  authorization  was  given  to  the  Greensboro  churches  to  conduct 
a  $50,000  capital  fund  campaign  among  themselves  for  church  extension 
in  Greensboro. 

The  Council  drafted  letters  to  be  written  to  Saint  Mary's  Junior  Col- 
lege and  Kanuga  to  inquire  what  plans  those  institutions  had  made  towards 
desegregation  if  need  should  arise. 

On  September  6,  1963,  the  Executive  Council  elected  the  Reverend 
Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  and  the  Reverend  Richard  L.  Hicks,  Jr.  to 
membership  on  the  Executive  Council  to  fill  the  vacancies  created  by  the 
resignations  of  the  Reverend  John  C.  Mott  and  the  Reverend  Joseph 
Green,  Jr. 

The  preliminary  floor  plan  for  the  Diocesan  Headquarters  building 
was  presented  and  explained  by  the  architect,  Mr.  Ralph  Reeves,  and 
was  approved  by  the  Executive  Council  with  authorization  given  for  the 
Building  Committee  to  proceed  on  the  basis  of  that  plan  or  to  alter  the 
same  for  purposes  of  rearrangement  or  economy. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Finance,  the  Council 
voted  to  amend  the  1963  Church's  Program  budget  by  increasing  the 
appropriation  for  travel  and  office  expense  of  the  Director  of  Program 
and  travel  expense  for  the  Assistant  Director  of  Program  in  the  aggregate 
amount  of  $1,025.00,  transferring  that  sum  from  the  Contingency  Fund, 
and  to  amend  that  budget  further  by  providing  the  sum  of  $500  for  the 
current  study  of  institutions  of  the  Diocese  with  an  additional  transfer 
from  the  Contingency  Fund. 

In  order  to  implement  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  147th  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  pertaining  to  loan  applications  wherein  the 
Diocese  is  asked  to  stand  as  surety,  the  Executive  Council  considered  and 
adopted  a  schedule  of  rules  and  procedures  for  processing  such  loan  appli- 
cations. 

At  the  request  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  supported  by  the 
Department  of  Finance,  the  Council  established  the  rule  that  the  Treasurer 
shall  receive  the  approval  and  instruction  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  before  honoring  any  check  requisition  which  results  in  a 
total  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  budget  line  item  authorized  for  such 
expenditure. 

Also  relating  to  Diocesan  finances,  the  Council  resolved  that  the  1964 
budget  line  item  for  Diocesan  Headquarters  building  be  amended  to  read 
"$22,176.00"  in  order  to  begin  a  sinking  fund  for  amortization  of  con- 
struction costs  of  the  proposed  building. 

The  Council  viewed  with  approval  the  filmstrip  entitled  "Behold,  Thy 


Convention  Reporis  99 

Family"  prepared  bv  the  Department  of  Promotion  and  Communications 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  Every  Member  Canvass  campaigns  through- 
out the  Diocese. 

On  November  17  and  IS,  1963,  the  Executive  Council  met  at  The 
Terraces  in  regular  session  with  the  special  agenda  of  reviewing  long-range 
proposals  of  the  Departments  of  the  Council  and  assigning  positions  of 
priority  among  the  proposals  for  inclusion  in  the  proposed  budget  of  1964 
and  in  the  tentative  objectives  for  1965.  The  No.  1  priority  item  for  both 
vears  was  the  proposal  for  a  voluntary  increase  in  the  Diocesan  quota  for 
the  National  Council.  Other  new  items  approved  for  the  proposed  1964 
Church's  program  budget  in  the  order  of  prioritv  were:  Studv  of  Institutions 
of  the  Diocese,  S  1,000  (an  increase  of  S500);  Professional  Editor  for  The 
Norr/i  Carolina  Churchman  and  for  Diocesan  press  relations,  S 5,800  (an 
increase  of  S3, 258);  Salarv  and  Travel  Adjustments  for  31  mission  priests  of 
the  Diocese  (an  increase  of  S10,000);  Hospital  Chaplaincy  in  Durham, 
S6,000  (an  increase  of  S4,500);  Yade  Mecum,  S4,800  (an  increase  of 
$1,600);  Program  Fund  for  College  Work  at  A  &  T  College  and  Bennett 
College,  Greensboro,  S900;  Assistant  Chaplain  at  the  Universitv  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill  (11  months)  and  other  College  Work  $8,700: 
Chaplain  for  \Yinston-Salem  Colleges  (Diocese  pays  one-half),  S 3,000; 
New  Missions  at  Greensboro  and  Charlotte,  S4.200. 

In  connection  with  a  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1963 
concerning  the  possibility  of  a  no-quota  system  in  this  Diocese  and  refer- 
ring that  matter  to  the  Executive  Council  for  study,  the  Council  resolved 
that  it  believed  the  present  formula  is  an  equitable  one;  that  each  parish 
and  mission  should  consider  its  quota  under  the  formula  to  be  its  minimum 
quota  and  not  its  maximum;  that  every  church  should  move  toward  our 
adopted  goal  of  50-50  giving  and  that  the  present  formula  should  be  con- 
tinued until  such  time  as  year-round  Dioeese-wide  Stewardship  Training 
makes  the  quota  svstem  unnecessary. 

In  keeping  with  the  established  practice  of  this  Diocese  to  have  a 
portrait  of  all  of  its  Bishops,  the  Executive  Council  voted  an  appropriation 
of  S  2,000^  from  the  Church's  Program  Reserve  Fund  to  commission  the 
painting  of  a  portrait  of  Bishop  Baker  and  to  cover  unveiling  ceremonies 
tentatively  scheduled  for  January  1965. 

On  Januarv  10,  1964,  the  Council  gave  its  final  approval  on  the  floor 
plan  for  the  proposed  Diocesan  Headquarters  building,  but  reserved 
approval  on  a  front  elevation.  The  architect's  estimate  of  building  con- 
struction costs  was  SI 72, 3 20  and  the  estimate  of  the  building  construction 
costs  plus  the  cost  of  furnishing,  landscaping,  paving  drives  and  parking 
areas,  and  fees,  was  S22"~,820.  The  Council  voted  to  instruct  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  to  present  an  appropriate  resolution  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention of  1964  requesting  authorization  to  borrow  construction  money 
not  to  exceed  $250,000  for  the  Diocesan  Headquarters  building  and 
requesting  authorization  to  contract  for  construction   of  the  same. 
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The  report  on  Church's  Program  acceptances  for  1964  was  received 
by  the  Council  as  follows:  Total  Quotas  Assigned,  $460,790.43;  Total 
Quotas  Accepted,  $441,058.69;  Churches  Accepting  in  Full,  103;  Churches 
Accepting  Nominal  Extra  Sum,  1;  Churches  Accepting  Less  Than  Quota 
Assigned,  18. 

In  accordance  with  Section  3  of  Canon  1 2,  as  amended  at  the  Diocesan 
Convention  of  1963,  there  is  attached  to  this  report  and  incorporated 
herein  by  reference,  a  schedule  showing  the  quota  apportioned  to  the 
parishes  and  missions  throughout  the  Diocese  and  the  acceptances  from 
each  parish  and  mission. 

The  Council  gave  final  approval  to  a  proposed  1964  Episcopal  Main- 
tenance budget  in  the  sum  of  $130,260.12  and  a  proposed  1964  Church's 
Program  budget  in  the  sum  of  $445,958.00,  both  of  which  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Executive  Council  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  as  final 
budgets  in  accordance  with  Canon  12. 

On  receiving  notice  that  the  present  insurer  under  the  Diocesan  group 
policy  for  hospital  insurance  would  require  an  increase  in  premium  this 
year  for  that  coverage  in  excess  of  $5,000,  the  Council  resolved:  "That  the 
Business  Manager  of  the  Diocese  be  directed  to  communicate  with  the 
officials  of  The  Church  Life  Insurance  Corporation  to  determine  if  that 
company  in  conjunction  with  others  will  write  for  this  Diocese  group 
policies  of  hospital,  accident  and  life  insurance  affording  coverage  and 
benefits  that  arc  substantially  equivalent  to  the  group  policies  now  in 
force  for  the  Diocese  .  .  .  And  if  it  be  determined  by  the  Business  Man- 
ager that  substantially  equivalent  insurance  coverage  is  offered  by  The 
Church  Life  Insurance  Corporation  and  others  and  if  the  premiums  there- 
for arc  substantially  the  same  as  the  premiums  charged  for  the  group 
policies  of  the  Diocese  in  1963,  or  do  not  exceed  those  premiums  by  an 
appreciable  amount,  then  the  Business  Manager  is  directed  to  cause  such 
new  group  insurance  policies  to  be  written  for  the  Diocese  and  as  soon 
thereafter  as  can  be  to  cause  the  present  group  insurance  policies  of  the 
Diocese  to  lapse;  Provided,  that  before  this  change  shall  be  made,  the 
Business  Manager  shall  notify  all  insured  clergy  and  lay  employees  of  the 
Diocese  regarding  the  change  of  insurer  and  shall  request  of  The  Church 
Life  Insurance  Corporation  and  distribute  such  brochure  of  coverage  as 
that  company  will  supply". 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  John  II.  London  from  the  Executive  Council 
was  announced  to  the  Council  and  accepted  with  regret. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  Appointed  to  Study  and  Recommend 
the  Uses  to  Which  the  Sum  of  Approximately  $350,000  Remaining  in 
the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  Fund,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  Be 
Employed  was  read  to  the  Council  by  Mr.  Armistead  J.  Maupin,  a  mem- 
ber of  that  Special  Committee  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Relations  for  further  study  and  recommendations 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 
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The  Treasurer's  final  statement  for  1963  was  received  by  the  Council 
showing  total  disbursements  from  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  budget  in 
the  sum  of  $100,203.71  and  showing  a  December  31  credit  balance  in 
that  budget  in  the  sum  of  $7,371.19.  Total  disbursements  in  the  Church's 
Program  budget  were  shown  in  the  sum  of  $376,158.72  and  a  December 
31  credit  balance  was  likewise  shown  in  that  budget  in  the  sum  of 
$7,921.68.  It  was  observed  that  both  of  these  year-end  credit  balances 
were  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  and  that  both  had  resulted 
from  underspending  in  the  respective  budgets.  The  December  31,  1963 
statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  attached  to  this  report  and 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  to  show  a  full  report  of  all  monies 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Council  in  1963  as 
required  by  Section  8  of  Canon  16. 

The  Council  voted  to  defer  acceptance  of  benefits  and  acceptance  of 
the  trust  provisions  under  the  will  of  the  late  Carolyn  S.  Mayer  pending 
receipt  of  an  opinion  from  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  interpreting 
certain  provisions  of  the  will  and  defining  the  restrictions,  if  any,  that  the 
will  would  impose  on  the  freedom  of  choice  belonging  to  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  in  the  exercise  of  canonical  duties.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
BISHOPS'  ADDRESSES 

The  Committee  on  the  Bishops'  addresses  has  studied  those 
addresses  and  would  expres  it  appreciation  for  their  usual  clarity  and 
forthrightness.  Both  addresses  obviously  were  at  once  reports  of 
accomplishment  and  challenge  by  the  leaders  of  an  increasingly  thriv- 
ing and  changing  diocese. 
Christian  Stewardship  : 

We  are  pleased  that  our  Diocesan  has  chosen  to  speak  this  year 
on  the  subject  of  Christian  stewardship  and  the  progress  which  such 
stewardship  has  thus  far  made  possible.  We  feel  that  the  increase  of 
sacrificial  giving  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  been  clue,  in 
no  small  measure,  to  his  leadership  and  to  the  constructive,  progres- 
sive, and  helpful  program  of  those  who  work  with  him. 

The  Episcopal  Church  is,  by  its  nature,  a  diocesan  church,  and 
apart  from  the  vital  life  of  the  diocese  there  is  no  real  church  at  all. 
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We  recognize  that  diocesan  needs  are  m  no  sense  opposed  to  our 
parochial  needs,  but  instead  arc  the  common  needs  and  the  common 
opportunities  which  all  parishes  and  missions  share.  We  hope  that  the 
Bishop  and  Executive  Council  will  continue  to  set  our  common  goals 
before  us  and  then  proceed  to  provide  the  means  for  advice  and  help 
whereby  those  on  the  parish  level  can  strive  to  attain  them.  We  feel 
that  the  new  convention  schedule  and  schedule  of  budgets  and  accept- 
ances will  greatly  enhance  the  effectiveness  of  our  common  steward- 
ship on  the  local  level. 

We  would  especially  express  our  appreciation  for  the  excellence  of 
the  materials  and  film  strip  which  were  made  possible  last  fall  by  the 
Department  of  Promotion,  and  we  hope  that  similar  aids  of  the  same 
high  quality  may  be  a  regular  annual  contribution  of  this  Department 
to  the  life  of  our  diocese. 

Each  year  our  diocesan  budget  increases  and  we  rejoice  in  this 
fact.  Members  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  we  are  not  only  spreading  Christ's  kingdom  to  the 
corners  of  the  earth  with  greater  rapidity  and  effectiveness,  but.  through 
the  diocese's  increased  services  to  us  all,  made  possible  by  increased 
giving  to  our  diocese,  we  are  enjoying  on  the  parish  level  help,  assis- 
tance, service,  and,  consequently,  parochial  activities  of  a  far  higher 
quality  than  is  in  evidence  elsewhere  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Those 
who  have  been  associated  with  this  diocese  for  more  than  a  decade 
recognize  the  enormous  strides  that  have  been  made  and  thereby 
pledge  their  full  and  unselfish  support  to  the  program  of  stewarship 
which  our  Bishop  advocates. 

The  pre-Convention  reports  which  delegates  to  this  convention 
examined  in  our  various  convocations  for  the  first  time  outlined  to  us 
a  priority  system  of  diocesan  needs,  showing  us  clearly  what  our  most 
pressing  common  needs  are  and  where  our  most  challenging  common 
oportunities  lie.  We  commend  this  system  and  hope  that  it  will  be 
projected  even  further  so  that  we  may  anticipate  opportunities  which 
lie,  not  just  one  year  ahead,  but  perhaps  four  of  five.  People  in  our 
churches  react  not  only  to  teaching  about  Christian  stewardship  but 
they  also  respond  to  specific  goals  which  are  set  for  us.  We  hope  that, 
through  the  North  Carolina  Churchmen  and  other  universal  media, 
these  specific  priorities  can  be  spelled  out  well  in  advance  of  fall  can- 
vasses so  that  our  common  or  diocesan  needs  can  be  presented  on  the 
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parish  level  in  concrete  terms.  We  feel  strongly  that  these  common 
opportunities  need  to  be  presented  on  the  parish  level  at  canvass  time 
with  forcefulness  and  conviction  at  least  equal  to  our  own  local  needs, 
and  we  feel  that  better  and  increasingly  specific  communication  of 
these  priority  items  to  all  people  of  the  diocese  should  become  a 
matter  of  primary  concern  to  the  Deparment  of  Promotion. 

The  Bishop  Penick  Memorial  Home 

We  rejoice  with  our  Bishop  over  the  impending  completion  of  the 
Bishop  Penick  Home  and  happily  anticipate  its  formal  opening  on 
May  24.  We  increasingly  feel  that  this  newest  diocesan  institution  will 
greatly  enhance  the  effective  ministry  of  our  Lord  through  I  lis  Church 
in  this  diocese.  We  offer  this  resolution: 

RESOLUTION  I 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  148th  annual  convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  express  its  appreciation  to  those  whose  labor  and  per- 
severence  has  brought  the  Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home  into 
being,  pledging  to  them,  and  to  him  whose  name  this  institution  fitly 
honors,  our  continuous  support  of  their  labors  and  of  the  Home's  ministry. 

(NOTE:  At  this  point  three  comments  of  the  Committee  were  read  and 
three  resolutions  pertaining  to  these  comments  were  offered  by  the  chair- 
man, the  Reverend  Mr.  Caldwell.  The  first  resolution  directed  that  the 
comments  be  read  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Episcopal  Home  for 
the  Ageing,  Incorporated,  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  This  resolution  was 
duly  adopted.  The  other  two  aforesaid  resolutions  were,  on  motion  duly 
passed,  tabled.  On  March  16,  1964,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  received 
a  letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's  Addresses 
stating  that  all  three  members  thereof  unanimously  requested  in  writing 
that  the  three  comments  of  the  Committee  and  the  three  resolutions  per- 
taining thereto  be  deleted  from  their  report.  The  Bishop,  upon  advice  from 
the  Chancellor,  approved  the  deletion  of  the  three  comments  and  reso- 
lutions from  the  Committee's  report  as  requested,  and  the  same  are  omitted 
from  the  Journal.) 

Church  Unity 

Members  of  this  committee  arc  encouraged  that  our  Bishop 
Coadjutor  has  taken  as  the  theme  of  his  address  the  note  of  change. 
Change  is  everywhere  taking  place,  but  no  where  more  evidently  than 
in  the  realm  of  Church  unity.  The  Anglican  Communion  has  always 
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taken  an  aggressive  and  intelligent  lead  in  every  phase  of  ecumenical 
relations.  We  are  grateful  for  the  leadership  furnished  our  branch  of 
the  Church  Catholic  by  such  men  as  Bishop  Brent  and  Archbishop 
Temple,  now  many  years  ago.  We  are  heartened  by  the  leadership 
more  recently  shown  by  the  Bishops  of  Rome  and  pray  that  the  same 
reform  and  renewal  envisaged  by  all  of  them  can  ultimately  be  carried 
to  fruition  and  all  Christian  people  can  ultimately  live  harmoniously 
and  cooperatively  as  one  family  under  one  Lord. 

We  recognize  that  the  rapidly  changing  world  in  which  we  live 
has  made  pronouncements  alone  empty  and  vapid  phrases  and  we 
know  that  the  time  has  come  that  pronouncements  must  be  judiciously 
implemented.  To  that  end,  we  offer  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLUTION  II: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  first  that  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  hereby 
pledges  itself  to  fullest  cooperation  with  all  other  Christian  bodies,  Protes- 
tant, Orthodox,  and  Roman  Catholic,  on  diocesan  and  parish  levels;  that 
we  affirm  to  them  our  readiness  (within  the  bounds  set  by  the  rubrics  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Canons  of  this  diocese)  to  offer  ourselves 
to  our  brethren  in  Christ  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  the  spread  of  His  Kingdom;  and 

Second,  with  the  consent  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  the  Church 
in  this  diocese  shall  wherever  possible  initiate  inter-church  services,  activi- 
ties, and  studies  on  both  parish  and  docesan  levels;  and 

Third,  this  diocese,  through  its  Bishops,  agencies,  institutions,  and  the 
office  of  the  Director  of  Program,  shall  provide  conferences  and  study 
sessions,  at  Vade  Mecum,  The  Terraces,  or  on  parish  or  convocational 
levels,  to  discuss  intcrchurch  relationships,  inviting  the  participation  of 
Portestant,   Orthodox,   and  Roman   Catholic   clergv  and  laity. 

The  Diocese  and  Chancing  Populations 

The  stimulating  and  provocative  thoughts  of  our  Bishop  Coadjutor 
m  regard  to  changing  populations  within  our  diocese  and  the  nature 
of  the  Church's  ministry  to  them  raise  questions  to  which  there  is  no 
quick  and  easy  answer. 

We  fully  agree  that  the  rapidly  developing  strip-city  area  of  our 
diocese,  the  area  from  Raleigh  to  Charlotte,  is  a  geographical  area  that 
demands  constant  attention  from  our  church.  It  has  always  been  a 
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failure  of  our  Church  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  from  1662  until 
very  recent  times,  that  it  has  been  slow  to  move  where  the  people  are. 
In  keeping  pace  with  population  shifts  our  Church  has  written  an 
unenviable  page  in  its  history  books. 

We  agree  with  our  Bishop  Coadjutor  that  a  living  church  is  far 
more  than  bricks  and  mortar  and,  if  it  is  necessary  to  use  structures 
that  are  temporary  or  unconventional,  the  committee  agrees  that 
such  use  is  not  alone  acceptable,  but  adviseable. 

We  are  deeply  concerned,  however,  about  the  work  of  our  church 
in  rural  areas  of  our  diocese  where  brick  and  mortar  needs  were  met 
years  ago  and  the  problem  today,  as  the  Bishop  sliaqDly  points  out,  is 
the  problem  of  the  rural  ministry. 

We  hope  that  the  rural  and  small  town  church  will  always  play  an 
important  role  in  the  life  of  this  diocese.  It  is  true  that  some  of  these 
which  were  parishes  a  generation  ago  arc  now  missions  and  many  that 
were  missions  a  decade  ago  no  longer  exist.  This  will  always  be  the 
case  when  people  move.  One  of  the  four  largest  parishes  in  our  country 
only  forty  years  ago,  had  less  than  a  hundred  members  ten  years  agoT 
and  plans  soon  to  close  its  doors. 

We  are  not  concerned  that  many  missions  depend  strongly  on 
the  diocese  for  financial  assistance  and  moral  support.  There  are  many 
congregations  that  are  missions  and  will  always  remain  so,  but  this 
does  not  lessen  the  effectiveness  of  their  ministry  to  people  or  the 
strength  of  their  witness  or  worship. 

We  do  not  feel  that  many  rural  churchmen  in  our  diocese  feel 
that  they  are  being  slighted  in  their  ministry.  It  is  true  that  there  arc 
times  when  these  small  congregations  go  for  relatively  long  times 
without  a  clergyman  (but  so  do  some  of  the  largest  congregations  for 
less  worthy  reasons),  and  there  are  times  when  their  clergyman  is 
somewhat  untried.  Yet  we  sense  no  great  frustration  on  the  part  of 
these  people.  Even  though  they  know  that  their  minister  will  be  with 
them  for  two  or  three  years  at  most,  unless  he  has  a  rare  vocation  for 
rural  work,  they  know  that  he  is  probably  the  best  that  they  can  achieve 
and  they  usually  work  well  and  happily  with  him.  Indeed  the  small 
town  churches  in  this  diocese  are  the  very  places  where  our  best  clergy 
have  received  their  best   training,  better  training  in   many  instances 
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from  their  own  devoted  communicants  in  rural  North  Carolina  than 
in  seminary  classrooms. 

We  are  deeply  concerned  about  the  stability  of  this  ministry,  its 
effectiveness,  and  its  future.  We  feel  that  the  rural  ministry  is  an  area 
which  must  be  examined  just  as  intensively  as  the  urban  ministry  so 
much  now  in  public  focus.  This  commitee,  however,  views  with  con- 
siderable skepticism  the  idea  of  a  ''non-professional  minister."  It  has 
been  tried  among  sectarian  groups  which  now  discourage  it  and  the 
Church  of  Rome  which  experimented  with  it  in  comparatively  recent 
times  has  now  forbidden  it.  We  are  not  to  be  daunted  by  others  but 
we  feel  that  the  dignity,  standards,  and  image  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  could  be  seriously  jeopardized  by  this  ministry. 
There  are  few  churches  which  cannot  have  the  sacraments  regularly 
administered  and  who  have  no  trained  Lay-Reader  available  for  cer- 
tain services.  Although  there  are  certain  better  alternatives,  this  com- 
mittee feels  that  a  mission  congregation  with  competent  Lay-Readers 
and  lay  leadership,  with  adequate  provision  for  the  sacraments  of  the 
Church  otherwise,  is  to  be  preferred  over  a  non-professionally  trained 
person  whose  effectiveness  as  a  pastor  to  his  people  could  be  hampered 
by  the  fact  that  he  is  too  much  one  of  them. 

Recognizing  the  seriousness  of  the  problem  and  recognizing  that 
there  is  likely  to  be  no  ready  solution,  we  hope  that  further  study  will 
be  given  to  it  and  therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

RESOLUTION  III: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Missions  of  this  diocese,  undertake 
a  study  of  the  church's  changing  ministry  to  rural  and  small  town  con- 
gregations and  make  recommendations  to  the  Department  of  Missions 
for  implementation  in  this  diocese. 

RESOLUTION  IV: 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Examining  Chap- 
lains investigate  the  effectiveness  of  the  ministry  of  the  Perpetual  Deacon 
in  those  dioceses  where  such  Deacons  now  regularly  officiate  or  assist, 
and  report  to  the  Department  of  Missions  their  opinion  about  its  validity 
and  potential  effectiveness  in  all  areas  of  this  diocese,  whether  rural,  town, 
or  urban. 
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Diocesan  Headquarters 

This  committee  shares  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Bishop  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  this  convention  that  a  new  and  adequate 
Diocesan  Headquarters  is  soon  to  become  a  reality.  The  need  has  been 
apparent  to  everyone  for  well  over  a  decade.  The  site  has  been  well 
chosen  and  the  architect's  plans  demonstrate  the  vision  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  and  the  members  of  the  Building  Committee  that  worked 
with  him. 


It  is  our  hope  that  building  will  begin  at  the  earliest  possible  date

and  we  encourage  all  members  of  this  diocese  to  take  interest  in  its 


We  are  especially  pleased  that  the  new  headquarters  building  will 
be  financed  through  existing  channels  rather  than  through  a  special 
diocesan  campaign.  Thirty  years,  however,  is  a  rather  long  period  over 
which  to  amortize  any  indebtedness.  We  sense  that  the  enthusiasm 
that  many  people  in  this  diocese  will  have  for  this  excellent  new 
facility  will  also  inspire  in  them  a  desire  to  participate  in  its  con- 
struction in  a  more  direct  way  than  through  their  parish's  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Assessment.  We  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution: 


RESOLUTION  V: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  through  the  North 
Carolina  Churchman  and  other  existing  communications  media,  make 
known  to  the  people  of  this  diocese  opportunities  for  memorials  and 
special  gifts  in  the  new  Diocesan  Headquarters  building  and  that  mem- 
bers of  this  convention  pledge  themselves  to  assist  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
in  informally  soliciting  these  special  gifts  from  individuals  and  from  parishes 
themselves  so  that  the  amount  of  indebtedness  may  be  reduced  proportion- 
ately and  annual  parish  and  mission  assessments  diverted  to  other  worth- 
while projects  and  programs  which,  over  so  long  a  span  of  vears,  will  surely 
arise.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

Bishop  Baker,  Bishop  Eraser,  Mr.  Herman,  members  of  the  clergy, 
delegates  and  friends:  As  the  lone  woman  permitted  to  speak  in  this 
august  assembly,  I  have  the  heavy  responsibility  of  trying  to  report  in  a 
few  minutes  the  accomplishments,  the  financial  affairs,  the  frustrations  and 
hopes  of  the  more  than  six  thousand  Episcopal  churchwomen  active  in 
some  104  branches  in  this  diocese.  The  fact  that  you  have  moved  this 
Convention  to  January  forces  me  to  report  without  benefit  of  our  Annual 
Meeting,  our  branch  report  forms,  or  even  reports  from  chairmen  and  com- 
mittees. Only  in  the  field  of  finance  can  I  give  you  any  figures.  Frankly 
I  welcome  this,  for  it  frees  me  instead  to  review  the  whole  area  of  our 
work  and  to  tiy  to  give  you  some  sense  of  where  we  are  heading.  As  many 
of  you  know,  this  is  an  era  when  the  idea  of  the  ministry  of  the  laity  is 
expounded  on  all  sides  and  when  the  organizational  structure  of  the  Church 
is  under  attack.  The  Episcopal  Churchwomen  have  received  their  fair  share 
of  criticism,  not  least  from  our  own  members  as  well  as  clergy  and  laymen. 
Some  of  it  is  justified;  but  much  of  it  seems  to  me  to  stem  from  a  lack 
of  understanding.  We  are  accused  of  being  wheels  within  wheels,  over- 
organized,  divisive,  too  separate  and  unrelated  to  the  real  purpose  of  bring- 
ing the  Good  News  of  the  Gospel  to  a  world  of  turmoil  and  change.  I  am 
not  attempting  today  a  reasoned  defense  of  the  Churchwomen,  but  rather 
a  review  of  some  of  our  major  activities  with  a  view  to  pointing  up  their 
relevancy  and  the  service  which  they  perform. 

Structure.  As  Churchwomen  we  are  not  wedded  to  any  particular  struc- 
ture. We  can  abondon  the  wheels  within  wheels  without  a  murmur.  Dra- 
matic proof  of  this  came  last  October  in  Ashcvillc  at  the  Provincial  meeting. 
As  a  result  of  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Synod-all-rnen — we  no  longer 
exist  as  organized  Churchwomen  at  the  provincial  level.  Yet  we  con- 
curred in  our  own  dissolution  and  the  abandonment  of  separate  officers 
and  meetings  with  rejoicing,  for  from  henceforth  women  will  be  full- 
fledged  members  of  the  Synod  itself.  Henceforth  our  principal  officers  or 
chairmen,  such  as  Christian  Education,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  the 
like  will  go  the  Synod  ex-officio  along  with  their  counterparts  in  the 
diocese  to  participate  in  departmental  meetings  planned  for  leadership 
training,  information  from  the  National  offices,  exchange  of  ideas  and 
experiences.  In  other  words  delegates  are  to  be  drawn  from  those  who  can 
contribute  most  to  the  business  at  hand  and  profit  most  when  they  return 
to  their  diocesan  responsibilities  without  distinction  by  sex.  The  plan  made 
so  much  sense  that  there  was  no  opposition.  It  is  function  and  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  fully  in  the  life  of  the  Church  that  concern  us,  not 
our  own  separate  existence.  For  obvious  reasons  an  adaptation  of  the  Synod 
plan  is  not  possible  in  this  diocese.  If  we  are  to  move  away  from  divisive- 
ness  and  be  fully  incorporate  into  the  life  of  parish  and  diocese,  the  decision 
rests  with  you. 

Money.  You  may  ask  why  the  Churchwomen  have  a  budget  at  all,  or 
engage  in   fund-raising   activities   apart  from    parish-wide   campaigns.    The 
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answer  is  clear.  Aside  from  necessary  funds  for  administration,  we  seek  to 
give  expression  to  our  very  real  concern  for  missions  within  and  without  the 
diocese  and  to  channel  our  extra-mile  giving  into  meeting  the  most  urgent 
needs.  Since  our  first  beginnings  we  have  always  been  concerned  with  meet- 
ing "otherwise  unmet  needs"  which  were  not  provided  for  in  the  regular 
channels  of  diocese  and  National  Church.  Recently  we  have  tried  to 
modernize  our  own  channels  in  an  effort  to  see  that  our  money  is  allocated 
in  the  best  possible  way. 

Budget.  Three  years  ago  we  began  studying  our  finances  which  at  the 
moment  may  be  divided  into  three  roughly  equal  categories: — the  budget, 
the  United  Thank  Offering,  and  the  special  gifts.  At  that  time,  however, 
our  budget  was  relatively  smaller  and  relatively  static,  but  we  had  in  addi- 
tion five  separate  funds  for  various  purposes  which  were  out  of  balance. 
In  the  1963  budget,  passed  in  the  spring  of  1962,  we  incorporated  these 
funds,  readjusted  in  size,  into  a  new  unified  budget  which  was  larger  than 
the  sum  total  of  any  previous  budget  plus  the  funds  by  some  $1,000.  Aside 
from  administrative  expense  this  budget  is  largely  a  scries  of  missionary 
grants,  half  in  and  half  out  of  the  diocese,  and  we  were  trying  both  to 
increase  the  amount  and  apportion  the  total  in  a  better  way.  Since  wd 
have  just  completed  the  first  full  year  of  operation  under  this  budget,  I 
can  report  now  that  it  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  In  spite  of  pre- 
dictions of  confusion,  the  changeover  went  smoothly,  payments  totalled 
$23,006  towards  a  budget  of  $23,075  and  since  some  items  were  not  dis- 
bursed we  have  an  actual  surplus.  This  is  a  good  beginning,  and  I  think  we 
can  proceed  to  increase  our  budget  at  a  faster  rate. 

Specials.  The  budget  as  such  is  actually  less  than  a  third  of  our  total 
giving,  which  last  year  came  to  $78,894.41.  The  largest  category  is  what 
we  call  "specials"  money  designated  by  the  local  branches  for  a  particular 
or  "special"  project  in  diocese  or  world  but  sent  through  our  Treasurer. 
Here  we  were  concerned  not  only  to  raise  the  total  but  to  reverse  a  grow- 
ing tendency  for  branches  to  vote  very  small  gifts  to  a  great  number  of 
places,  with  the  result  that  few  received  enough  to  make  any  appreciable 
difference.  In  this  area  our  success  has  been  even  more  striking,  largely 
due  to  the  result  of  the  Companion  Diocese  propect.  Before  1961  only 
three  times  in  the  preceding  ten  years  had  the  Churchwomen  given  as 
much  as  $1,000  to  one  mission  propect  through  specials  and  only  once 
(1956)  as  much  as  an  even  $2,000.  In  1961  the  Henry  St.  George  Tucker 
Fund  went  over  the  $2,000  mark  ($2,691).  In  1962,  after  we  began  stress- 
ing the  idea  of  fewer  but  larger  gifts  to  specially  designated  projects,  three 
in  one  year  went  over  $1,000,  the  Tucker  Fund  again,  Bishop  Saucedo  in 
Mexico  and  Bishop  Gooden  in  our  Companion  Diocese.  The  total  of 
specials  increased  by  about  $2,000  that  year.  This  past  year,  1963,  saw  a 
greater  change.  The  total  of  specials  to  all  areas  jumped  from  $22,528.18  to 
$26,713.92,  or  double  the  mount  of  the  preceding  years  increase,  and  of 
this  thirty  percent  or  $8,037  went  to  one  project — the  Student  Center  at 
the  University  of  Panama.  The  campaign  to  convince  the  Churchwomen 
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of  the  wisdom  of  putting  their  dollars  into  large  funds  for  a  few  projects 
is  bearing  fruit. 

In  the  meantime  our  Church  Periodical  Club,  a  cooperating  agency 
for  supplying  books  and  professional  magazines  to  overseas  seminaries, 
church  schools  and  isolated  missionaries,  made  an  agreement  that  our 
diocesan  CPC  funds  be  designated  for  use  in  Panama-Christ  Church  Aca- 
emy  in  Colon  in  1962;  books  for  the  Student  Center  project  in  1963.  As 
a  result  as  compared  with  a  previous  average  of  between  $500  and  $600 
CPC  funds  rose  to  $892.08  in  1962  and  went  over  the  $1,000  mark 
($1,016.78)   in  1963. 

While  on  the  subject  of  the  University  Center  in  Panama,  I  should 
like  to  mention  that  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  land  (which  was  gen- 
erously given  by  the  vestry  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross)  there  was  in  the 
building  fund  at  last  count  $17,935.41.  Of  this  amount  $13,297.56  came 
from  the  Churchwomen — $3,000  in  the  1963  budget,  the  rest  in  "specials". 
I  am  pleased  to  report  this.  Nevertheless  if  this  is  a  diocesan  project — 
not  just  one  of  the  Churchwomen — we  ask  your  support  in  seeing  this 
through  to  an  early  completion.  News  from  the  area  is  distressing,  but 
according  to  word  from  Bishop  Gooden  the  recent  riots  and  broken  diplo- 
matic relations  will  not  prevent  the  building  of  the  Student  Center.  Indeed 
they  point  up  the  urgency  of  an  expanded  Christian  ministry  in  one  of 
our  most  troubled  areas. 

You  may  be  thinking  that  we  have  increased  the  amount  of  money  for 
one  project — the  Companion  Diocese  project — simply  by  diverting  money 
from  other  worthy  causes.  On  the  contrary  total  giving — not  only  in 
budget  and  specials  but  every  area  is  up  this  year.  For  example  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop's  Fund  for  World  Relief  more  than  doubled  over  the  pre- 
ceding year — 'to  a  total  of  $2,432.41.  To  Sister  Anne  Marie  for  her  work 
in  Haiti  we  sent  $1,277.80  in  1963  as  opopsc  to  $807.91  the  previous 
year.  Though  we  had  an  item  of  $3,000  for  the  Vade  Mecum  Building  fund 
in  our  budget,  the  women  in  addition  contributed  $1,554.33.  Our  Epiphany 
Offering  for  the  work  of  Jocelyn  Goron  in  India  nearly  doubled  (from 
$887.27  to  $1,628.87),  and  each  of  our  diocesan-related  missionaries — 
active  and  retired — received  a  larger  Christinas  check  than  they  did  last 
vear.  Our  United  Thank  Offering  was  up  by  over  $500  to  a  total  of 
$25,926,  though  the  percentage  increase  was  not  nearly  so  great  as  in 
other  areas.  The  lesson  is  clear: — personal  visits  and  specific  projects 
endorsed  by  the  diocesan  Board  of  the  ECW  have  increased  the  mission- 
ary giving  of  the  women  significantly — not  only  to  the  project  in  our  Com- 
panion Diocese  but  in  all  other  areas. 

Money  is  not  our  only  concern;  in  fact,  not  our  chief  concern.  Nor  do 
we  see  the  mission  of  the  Church  as  exclusively  as  matter  of  "overseas 
mission."  Three  years  ago  in  Detroit  the  them  of  the  Triennial  Meeting 
— and  hence  of  women's  work  for  the  next  three  years — was  "As  the 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you!"  That  each  one  of  us  was  sent 
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that  we  each  had  a  Christian  vocation  and  witness  to  make  in  our  homes, 
on  our  jobs,  in  our  communities,  was  hammered  home  to  us  from  many 
angles.  Let  me  quote: 

"It  is  the  laity  who  draw  together  work  and  worship;  it  is  they  who 
bridge  the  gulf  between  the  Church  and  the  world,  and  it  is  they  who 
manifest  in  action  the  Lordship  of  Christ  over  that  world  which  claims 
too  much  of  their  time  and  energy  and  labour.  The  laity,  in  other  words, 
are  fulltime  Christians  no  less  than  the  ordained  ministers  of  the  Church 
.  .  .  The  faithfulness  of  laymen  to  Christ  in  the  Church  is  not  to  be 
judged  by  the  hours  they  spend  on  church  premises,  but  rather  by  the 
devotion  with  which  they  offer  to  Christ  the  hours  they  spend  away  from 
Church  premises,  and  by  the  steadiness  of  the  light  in  which  the  goodness 
of  their  work  is  seen  to  glorify  God." 

Since  Triennial  this  vision  of  the  full-time  Christian  ministry  of  lay- 
people  has  been  reiterated  to  the  women  at  Provincal  meetings,  at  special 
conferences  and  through  a  flood  of  printed  material.  I  cannot  as  yet  say 
that  it  has  reached  "the  last  women  in  the  last  pew,"  but  it  has  reached 
a  great  many.  Through  Annual  Meeting,  Vade  Mecum  conferences,  the 
President's  letter,  institutes  and  numerous  speeches  to  branch  meetings, 
the  diocesan  officers  have  made  a  valiant  attempt  to  enlarge  the  women's 
understanding  of  the  Church's  mission  and  to  make  explicit  in  concrete 
example  what  we  mean  by  the  ministry  of  the  laity.  We  take  seriouslv 
the  idea  that  Christian  vocation  for  the  laity  is  not  just  housekeeping 
tasks  and  raising  money  at  bazaars  but  Christian  witness  in  the  world — 
the  actual  world  of  the  supermarket,  the  PTA,  the  car  pool  and  the  country 
club.  On  the  basis  of  it  we  are  constantlv  evaluating  our  program,  experi- 
menting, changing  our  patterns  of  thought  and  action.  We  do  not,  how- 
ever, find  it  any  excuse  for  abandoning  our  organization  or  weakening  it 
in  any  way. 

Maintenance.  While  we  agree  that  the  housekeeping  jobs  are  only 
part  of  our  responsibility  as  Christian  women,  they  are  nevertheless  a 
necessary  part.  This  is  maintenance  work  if  you  will,  but  every  well- 
equipped  army,  not  least  the  soldiers  of  Christ,  need  a  maintenance  crew 
— a  Supply  Corps.  (It  is  said  that  an  army  travels  on  its  stomach,  and 
this  seems  to  be  particularly  true  of  our  Christian  army.)  Moreover  there 
is  a  genuine  need  in  parish,  diocese  and  world  for  many  of  the  tradi- 
tional activities  of  the  "Women's  Auxiliary"  as  it  used  to  be  called — for 
sewing  and  packing  of  boxes  of  new  and  used  clothing  for  institutions,  for 
migrant  workers,  for  Church  World  Service.  Our  missionary  giving,  our 
United  Thank  Offering,  our  local  community  service  projects  all  cannot  be 
carried  on  without  some  structure  and  organization.  We  cannot  and  should 
not  abandon  what  is  necessary  in  our  parishes  and  valid  in  our  tradition. 
We  should  rather  strive  to  do  this  "Church  work"  as  efficiently  as  possible, 
with  as  little  waste  motion,  so  that  we  will  have  time  and  energv  to  give 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  broader  sense. 
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Two  steps  have  been  taken  recently  to  try  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
operation  of  the  local  branches.  The  first  is  the  transformation  of  the 
Annual  Report  into  a  genuine  Handbook  of  Information  which  contains 
technical  mechanics,  officers'  responsibilities,  bibliographies  and  resource 
materials.  The  second  innovation  was  the  President's  institutes.  Two  were 
held  in  1963 — one  for  Presidents  of  large  branches,  one  for  those  in  small 
parishes  and  missions.  To  the  second  the  clergy  were  invited  and  the  dis- 
cussions proved  so  valuable  that  we  plan  to  continue  and  improve  this 
pattern. 

Let  me  say  again,  however,  that  though  we  intend  to  do  our  routine 
maintenance  tasks  with  cheerfulness  and  dispatch  and  though  we  strive 
always  to  improve  the  mechanics  of  our  organization,  we  nevertheless  see 
our  chief  task  as  participating  in  the  mission  of  the  Church,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  by  both  corporate  action  and  individual  witness.  By  far  the 
largest  part  of  the  effort  of  the  Diocesan  Board  is  directed  toward  this  end. 
To  achieve  the  kind  of  total  commitment  demanded  of  full-time  Christians 
is  not  an  easy  matter  and  there  is  no  sure  road  to  its  accomplishment.  We 
strive  first  of  all  to  make  better,  stronger  Christian  women. 

To  this  end  we  try  to  give  first  place  to  the  area  we  call  Devotional 
Life.  Not  just  the  chairman  with  that  title  but  all  our  officers  see  this  as 
the  prime  essential.  Our  Christian  Social  Relations  Chairman,  for  example, 
recently  reminded  us  that  all  social  action  which  is  not  grounded  in  the 
love  of  God  bears  the  seeds  of  its  own  destruction.  To  strengthen  the 
devotional  life  of  women  we  encourage  Bible  study,  private  prayer  and 
meditation,  regular  corporate  worship.  In  addition  we  offer  special  oppor- 
tunities— the  Quiet  Days  which  have  long  proved  to  be  very  effective,  and 
the  retreats  for  women  at  the  Terraces,  begun  in  1962.  Their  success  can- 
not be  measured  in  statistics,  but  their  impact  on  lives  can  be  immeasur- 
able. 

We  are  well  aware,  however,  that  the  practice  of  piety  can  become 
introverted,  a  matter  of  one's  salvation  exclusively.  We  recognize  that  wor- 
ship which  does  not  result  in  some  kind  of  action  is  not  true  worship  of 
a  just  and  loving  God.  We  also  recognize  that  in  this  complicated,  inter- 
related, fast  changing  world,  good  intentions  are  not  enough.  We  must 
be  informed.  Our  Department  of  Christian  Education  has  long  been  con- 
ceded to  be  one  of  our  strongest.  Our  educational  program  is  not  perfect, 
but  we  do  make  available  a  wide  variety  of  books,  pamphlets,  study  guides, 
packets  and  information  sheets.  Whether  it  be  world  affairs  and  mission 
strategy,  social  issues  and  human  relations,  problems  of  ageing  or  juvenile 
delinquency,  there  is  material  available.  It  does  not  all  come  from  our 
Secretary  of  Christian  Education,  for  nearly  every  department — Christian 
Social  Relations,  Missions,  College  Work — all  send  out  information  as  well 
as  suggestions  for  specific  action.  Admittedly  this  material  is  used  unevenly, 
but  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  facts  and  ideas  do  sometimes  get  through  and 
something  does  happen  as  a  result. 
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Bishop  Fraser  in  his  opening  address  spoke  more  eloquently  than  I  of 
the  meaning  of  the  ministry  of  the  laity,  which  applies  to  women  as  well 
to  men.  He  said  that  the  clergy  must  train  lay  people,  and  I  assume  he 
also  meant  women,  to  make  the  kind  of  witness  of  which  he  spoke — in 
social  work,  in  business,  in  homes  and  communities.  We  do  need  the 
clergy  to  guide  us  and  to  train  us  theologically  and  practically  for  this 
ministry  to  the  world.  They  have  already  done  so,  and  for  their  cooperation, 
advice,  help  and  support  we  are  all  most  grateful.  But  we  feel  that  our 
organization  also  plays  a  role.  It  is  a  tool,  a  channel  through  which  the 
clergy  can  help  us  find  the  devotion,  the  knowledge  and  the  sensitivity  to 
make  an  effective  Christian  witness  wherever  we  are. 

Finally,  as  I  prepare  to  relinquish  my  responsibilities  to  my  successor, 
let  me  express  again  my  gratitude  to  all  of  you,  but  particularly  to  my 
many  friends  among  the  clergy  and  especially  to  our  Bishops  for  the  warm- 
est help,  advice,  support  and  friendship.  I  shall  treasure  the  experience  and 
privilege  of  serving  in  this  capacity  always,  and  as  I  leave  my  post  as 
President  of  the  Churchwomen,  I  leave  it  grateful  for  the  discipline  and 
the  understanding  I  have  gained,  confident  of  the  future  of  the  organi- 
zation, humbled  by  the  accomplishments  of  the  women,  and  certain  of 
their  devotion  to  their  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  TFIE  CFIURCFI 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  wishes  to  accept  the 
challenge  presented  by  the  Anglican  Communion  as  contained  in  the 
statement  "mutual  responsibility  and  interdependence  in  the  body  of 
Christ."  The  full  text  of  the  statement  is  attached  to  this  report,  and 
the  Committee  encourages  all  members  of  the  Church  to  read  it.  The 
three  central  truths  are  important  as  guide  lines  for  this  report. 

"The  Church's  mission  is  response  to  the  living  God  Who  in 
His  love  creates,  reveals,  judges,  redeems,  fulfills.  It  is  Fie  Who 
moves  through  our  history  to  teach  and  save.  Who  calls  us  to 
receive  His  love,  to  learn,  to  obey  and  to  follow. 

"Our  unity  in  Christ,  expressed  in  our  full  communion,  is  the 
most  profound  bond  among  us,  in  all  our  political  and  racial 
and  cultural  diversity. 

"The  time  has  fully  come  when  this  unity  and  interdependence 
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must  find  a  completely  new  level  of  expression  and  corporate 
obedience." 

In  the  light  of  these  truths,  let  us  examine  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese.  Where  do  we  stand?  Statistics  are  not  an  accurate  statement 
of  Christian  activity,  but  they  do  reflect  our  concern  for  souls  in  our 
midst.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  said  at  the  Anglican  Congress 
that  "the  Church  that  lives  to  itself  will  die  by  itself."  Our  outreach 
can,  in  one  sense  of  the  word,  be  measured  by  our  growth  in  baptisms 
and  confirmations.  The  growth  of  the  Church  shows  how  well  we  are 
spearing  the  Gospel.  May  we  always  remember  that  "one  loving  heart 
sets  another  on  fire."

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E.  Conclusions: 

1 .  For  the  past  five  years  we  seem  to  be  growing  at  relatively  the 
same  rate  every  year.  There  is  no  great  upsurge  or  downturn  in 
our  growth  rate.  We  are  simply  doing  one  year  what  we  did 
in  the  past  year. 

2.  With  that  as  the  basic  trend  in  our  growth,  there  is  still  to  be 
seen  a  gradual  trend  towards  a  slight  increase  in  the  rate  of 
growth,  particularly  for  the  year  of  1962. 

Our  statistics  seem  to  reflect  no  great  missionary  activity  going  on 
in  our  midst.  We  are  maintaining  our  Churches  and  adding  a  few 
each  year,  but  there  is  no  sign  of  improvement  in  our  missionary  out- 
reach on  the  part  of  members  in  this  Diocese. 

What  Are  We  Doing? 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  wishes  to  commend 
the  Executive  Council  for  the  work  of  the  Council  this  year.  The 
devotion  and  unselfish  service  of  both  clergy  and  laymen  who  put  in 
long  hours  of  service  without  remuneration  should  not  go  unnoticed. 

The  Council   should  be  especially  commended  for  the  following: 

1.  The  work  of  the  Director  of  Program,  The  Reverend  Charles 
Greene,  has  done  much  to  coordinate  the  work  of  all  departments  of 
the  Executive  Council.  The  type  of  leadership  he  has  been  giving  has 
contributed  to  a  more  efficiently  run  Diocese. 

2.  The  employment  of  the  Reverend  Leland  Shattuck  Jamieson  as 
assistant  director  of  program  in  charge  of  youth  activities.  Mr.  Jamie- 
son  is  well  qualified  for  this  position  having  served  for  three  years  as 
assistant  Rector  of  Saint  Michael's  Church,  Raleigh,  in  charge  of  youth 
activities. 

3.  The  Department  of  Missions 

A.  Surveys 

1.  Survey  of  work  among  the  deaf.  The  Committee  is  especially 
gratified  at  the  results  of  this  survey.  We  have  always  felt  that  this 
was  a  significant  Missionary  activity  and  to  know  that  more  emphasis 
is  to  be  placed  upon  it  is  most  encouraging. 
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2.  Captain  Mauck  has  completed  the  Charlotte  Mission  survey  for 
the  future  development  of  Missions  in  that  City,  and  is  now  engaged 
in  making  a  survey  of  Greensboro.  These  surveys  enable  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  to  know  whether  a  new  mission  should  be  started 
in  a  given  area  and  what  is  the  possible  future  growth. 

3.  The  survey  in  Raleigh  of  the  eastern  section  of  the  City  con- 
ducted by  the  laymen  of  the  Raleigh  Churches  resulted  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  congregation  in  Longview  Gardens.  This  survey  and 
congregation  started  as  a  result  of  a  Laymen's  Prayer  Group  consisting 
of  men  from  the  Raleigh  Churches  meeting  for  lunch  on  Tuesdays  in 
Ballentine's  Restaurant  in  Cameron  Village,  Raleigh.  Mr.  George 
Goodwin,  a  leading  layman  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  has 
worked  continuously  to  make  this  mission  a  success.  The  Congregation 
has  had  an  average  attendance  of  seventy-five  through  the  summer 
months.  At  present  it  is  under  the  capable  leadership  of  the  Reverend 
George  Hampshire. 

4.  The  Department  of  College  Work 

Plans  for  an  additional  Chaplain  at  Chapel  Hill  and  increased 
College  work  at  Winston-Salem  are  received  with  interest.  College 
students  are  our  future  leaders  and  we  need  to  give  them  an  adequate 
ministry  in  their  period  of  intellectual  crisis. 

5.  The  Department  of  Institutions 

The  Committee  learned  with  enthusiasm  that  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  to  study  the  relationship  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Insit- 
tutions  in  the  Diocesan  Budget.  Once  the  Diocese  has  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  relationship  plans  can  be  developed  to  meet  their 
responsibilities. 

6.  The  Department  of  Promotion  and  Communications 

The  film  "Behold  thy  family"  produced  by  this  department  did 
much  to  teach  our  people  the  nature  and  character  of  our  Church. 
This  was  an  excellent  job  well  done. 

7.  The  Department  of  Christian  Education 

a.    This    Department    has    established    a    Directors    Forum.    The 
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Diocese  has  in  its  midst  experts  in  Christian  Education  recognized 
throughout  the  National  Church.  The  Department  has  made  a  wise 
move  in  asking  these  talented  people  to  share  their  knowledge  and 
experience  all  over  the  Diocese. 

b.  The  new  approach  to  the  Lenten  Mite  Box  offering  recom- 
mended by  this  Department  should  receive  special  attention.  A  Mis- 
sionary Service  before  Lent  seems  to  the  Committee  much  more 
important  than  a  Service  after  Easter. 

8.  The  Department  of  Finance 

The  Department  of  Finance  with  the  able  assistance  of  the  Busi- 
ness Manager,  Mr.  George  Bason,  has  placed  the  Diocese  on  a  sound 
financial  basis.  The  work  of  the  Business  Manager  in  locating  property, 
as  well  as  his  work  as  Treasurer,  with  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Allen 
Overton,  bookkeeper,  has  made  a  significant  contribution. 

9.  The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations 

The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  has  gone  through  a 
process  of  reflections  upon  its  duties  and  responsibilities  to  the  Diocese 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Department  will  undertake  significant  action 
in  the  various  fields  in  which  it  has  responsibility.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  Committee  headed  by  the  Reverend  John  Davis 
which  is  concerned  with  the  refugee  problem  from  the  Island  of  Cuba. 
The  Reverend  Mr.  Davis  has  done  a  fine  job  of  getting  over  $10,000.00 
to  help  these  persons.  The  whole  Diocese  can  be  proud  of  their 
response  to  the  calls  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Davis. 

It  is  worth  saying  that  this  Department  is  concerned  with  the  most 
pressing  social  problems  that  face  our  nation  and  our  state — namely,  the 
racial  situation.  It  is  hoped  that  the  statements  of  the  Department,  and 
their  actions  in  this  area,  will  be  taken  as  Christians  should  take  them, 
praying  'not  my  will,  but  Thine,  be  done." 

10.  Long-Range  Planning  Department 

The  Committee  welcomes  the  Department  of  Long-Range  Plan- 
ning. The  opportunities  facing  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  are  tre- 
mendous. They  are  so  much  greater  than  the  amount  of  money  we 
are  able  to  raise  to  meet  them,  therefore,  priorities  must  be  established 
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on  a  long-range  basis.  The  intelligent  way  in  which  the  Executive 
Council  has  considered  this  problem  is  most  commendable.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Long-Range  Planning  has  pointed  the  way  for  the  Diocese 
to  move  forward — it  is  up  to  the  members  of  the  Church  to  give  sup- 
port. The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  feels  that  our  greatest 
problem  is  education.  It  is  hard  for  the  members  of  the  Congregation 
to  realize  the  great  opportunities  we  have  before  us.  Rapid  develop- 
ment is  difficult  to  comprehend,  especially  if  you  are  in  a  rather  stable 
situation.  We  suggest  programs  be  developed  to  let  our  people  know 
just  what  great  opportunities  face  us  today.  It  seems  tragic  for  us  to 
have  to  postpone  meeting  an  opportuniy  because  our  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions fail  to  meet  the  quota.  We  feel  that  if  our  people  are  well 
informed  they  will  rise  up  to  the  Challenge  that  faces  the  Church 
today. 

11.  The  Bishops 

The  Committee  feels  that  a  word  of  praise  should  be  extended  to 
our  Bishops  and  their  capable  staff  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  handle  Diocesan  affairs. 

What  Should  We  Do?  Or  observations  of  the  Committee. 

1.  Church  Loyalty 

The  Church  has  enlarged  the  staff,  increased  the  budget,  and  made 
significant  changes  in  the  structure  and  organization  of  the  Diocese. 
These  changes  were  made  by  resolution  of  the  Convention  authorizing 
the  Committee  on  Structure  and  Organization  to  make  these  changes. 
Other  changes  of  a  minor  nature  have  been  made  by  the  Executive 
Council  which  is  composed  of  both  Clergy  and  Laymen.  The  program 
of  the  Church  is  a  program  in  which  both  Clergy  and  Laymen  share. 
The  Bishops  are  constantly  in  touch  with  the  Standing  Committee  and 
the  Executive  Council.  A  program  of  the  Church  is  formed  by  the 
members  of  the  Church  as  well  as  the  Bishops,  and  should  receive 
support  from  all. 

2.  These  arc  times  that  try  men's  souls.  The  Church  must  prepare 
herself  for  the  intellectual  climate  of  the  time.  The  committee  recog- 
nizes that  our  Church  has  capable  leadership  both  clerical  and  lay, 
but  too  much  time  has  to  be  given  to  administration  leaving  little  time 
for  adequate  study.  We  recommend  that  vestries  turn  their  attention 
more  to  faith  and  order,  rather  than  spending  their  entire  time  on  mat- 
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ters  of  secular  concern.  We  recommend  study  groups  in  all  Parishes  and 
Missions.  We  commend  Bishop  Fraser  for  establishing  the  study 
courses  at  the  Terraces  for  the  Clergy.  The  Church  in  the  past  has  met 
crisis  after  crisis  with  renewed  faith  and  vigor.  There  is  no  reason  why 
we  cannot  meet  the  present  intellectual  crisis.  Your  Committee  has  not 
lost  hope  for  they  firmly  believe  that  "the  gates  of  hell  cannot  prevail 
against  the  Church",  but  they  do  feel  that  the  Church  must  be  awake 
to  contend  against  the  onslaught  of  intellecual  criticism  at  the  present 
time. 

3.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  has  been  impressed 
by  the  great  work  done  by  the  Church  in  this  diocese.  We  have  an 
efficient  organization  with  long-range  plans  and  an  impressive  program 
of  work.  We  are  such  a  big  organization  there  is  a  tendency  to  forget 
some  of  the  primary  emphases  of  the  Christian  faith.  Our  primary 
emphasis  should  be  the  saving  of  souls.  We  in  the  Epicopal  Church 
have  a  sacred  trust  of  word  and  sacrament  committed  to  us  by  the 
ancient  Catholic  Church.  There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  reserve 
this  sacred  trust  for  a  particular  class  in  our  society — so  much  so — 
that  people  of  a  different  educational  background  or  economic  status 
do  not  feci  at  home  in  our  midst.  Our  people  even  go  so  far  as  to 
assume  that  the  Church  is  a  club  in  which  the  members  may  choose 
other  members  rather  than  accept  baptized  confirmed  members  of  all 
racial  and  cultural  backgrounds  in  the  true  fellowship  of  the  Church. 

As  someone  has  said — "the  call  of  the  Church  is  mission — not 
maintenance."  Fifty  years  ago  many  of  our  large  Churches  had  missions 
among  the  poor  and  less  fortunate  in  the  community,  as  well  as  large 
blocks  of  poor  in  the  congregation.  A  poor  person  is  hard  to  find  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  today.  We  still  have  a  few,  but  not  in  proportion 
to  the  number  in  our  society.  Our  tendency  seems  to  be  to  establish 
a  new  mission  in  an  area  provided  in  a  few  years  the  mission  will  attain 
self-support  rather  than  to  establish  a  mission  simply  because  there  are 
people  who  need  to  hear  the  call  of  Christ.

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APPENDAGE 

MUTUAL  RESPONSIBILITY  and  INTERDEPENDENCE  in  the 
BODY  of  CHRIST 

"The  weeks  leading  up  to  the  Anglican  Congress  have  been  filled  with 
meetings  of  an  unprecedented  kind,  in  which  representative  leaders  of 
every  national  or  regional  church  of  our  Communion  have  shared.  Con- 
ferences of  "Missionary  Executives",  of  those  particularly  concerned 
with  the  Church  and  Education,  of  the  heads  of  theological  colleges, 
of  regional  groups  such  as  the  African  Archbishops  or  the  representatives 
of  the  Church  of  India,  Pakistan,  Burma  and  Ceylon — all  these  came 
to  a  climax  in  the  days  spent  together  by  the  Primates  and  Metropoli- 
tans of  the  Anglican  Communion,  with  their  advisers,  meeting  in  the 
Advisory  Council  and  the  Lambeth  Consultative  Body. 

"In  all  this  mutual  exploration,  certain  great  themes  steadily  pressed 
on  all  who  shared  the  meetings.  The  Primates  and  Metropolitans  have 
gathered  these  common  insights,  hopes,  determinations  into  one  state- 
ment, which  follows.  It  is  a  united  declaration  and  proposal  for  action, 
from  the  Anglican  Communion,  through  its  leaders,  to  every  Anglican 
church  and  province,  every  diocese  and  parish,  every  member  and 
minister.  The  title  it  bears  indicates  both  its  nature  and  depth,  and 
also  the  supreme  greatness  of  the  setting  within  which  the  life  and 
duty  of  the  Anglican  Communion  must  now  be  seen. 

I 

"Meeting  for  the  first  time  since  Lambeth  1958,  we  have  spent  two 
weeks  considering  the  present  needs  and  duties  of  our  churches  in 
every  part  of  the  world.  Representing  every  province  and  region,  we 
have  spoken  to  each  other  deeply,  of  our  situation,  of  what  God  has 
done  and  is  doing  in  our  world  and  our  church,  and  of  the  unexplored 
frontiers  which  we  now  face. 

"We  might  measure  all  this  in  terms  of  emergency,  of  the  critical  needs 
for  money  and  manpower  needed  even  to  keep  the  Church  alive  in 
many  areas.  These  needs  are  absolute,  measurable  and  commanding. 
It  is  our  conviction,  however,  that  to  interpret  our  present  situation 
only  in  those  terms  would  be  wrong.  What  those  needs  prove  is  not 
our  poverty.  They  prove  that  the  ideas,  the  pictures  we  have  of  one 
another  and  of  our  common  life  in  Christ,  are  utterly  obsolete  and 
irrelevant  to  our  actual  situation. 

"It  is  a  platitude  to  say  that  in  our  time,  areas  of  the  world  which 
have  been  thought  of  as  dependent  and  secondary  are  suddenly  striding 
to  the  center  of  the  stage,  in  a  new  and  breath-taking  independence 
and  self-reliance.  Equally  has  this  happened  to  the  Church.  In  our 
time  the  Anglican  Communion  has  come  of  age.  Our  professed  nature 
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as  a  world-wide  fellowship  of  national  and  regional  churches  has  sud- 
denly become  a  reality — all  but  ten  of  the  350  Anglican  dioceses  are 
now  included  in  self-governing  churches,  of  one  blood  with  their  own 
self-governing  regions  and  peoples.  The  full  communion  in  Christ  which 
has  been  our  traditional  tie  has  suddenly  taken  on  a  totally  new 
dimension.  It  is  now  irrelevant  to  talk  of  ''Giving"  and  "Receiving" 
churches.  The  keynotes  of  our  time  are  equality,  interdependence, 
mutual  responsibility. 

"Three  central  truths  at  the  heart  of  our  faith  command  us  in  this: 

( 1 )  "The  Church's  mission  is  response  to  the  living  God  Who  in  His 
love  creates,  reveals,  judges,  redeems,  fulfills.  It  is  He  Who  moves 
through  our  history  to  teach  and  to  save,  Who  calls  us  to  receive 
His  love,  to  learn,  to  obey  and  to  follow. 

(2)  "Our  Unity  in  Christ  expressed  in  our  full  communion,  is  the 
most  profound  bond  among  us,  in  all  our  political  and  racial  and 
cultural  diversity. 

(3)  "The  time  has  fully  come  when  this  unity  and  interdependence 
must  find  a  completely  new  level  of  expression  and  corporate 
obedience. 

"Our  need  is  not  therefore  simply  to  be  expressed  in  greater  generosity 
by  those  who  have  money  and  men  to  spare.  Our  need  is  rather  to 
understand  how  God  has  led  us,  through  the  sometimes  painful  history 
of  our  time,  to  see  the  gifts  of  freedom  and  communion  in  their  great 
terms,  and  to  live  up  to  them.  If  we  are  not  responsible  stewards  of 
what  Christ  has  given  us,  we  will  lose  even  what  we  have. 

II 

"If  we  are  to  find  the  new  forms  of  unity  and  obedience,  we  must  at 
once,  together,  meet  the  following  necessities: 

"First,  we  must  undertake  a  comprehensive  study  of  needs  and  resources 
throughout  our  Communion,  to  give  us  up^to-date,  tested  data  on  actual 
work  now  going  on,  resources  in  manpower  (clerical  and  lay),  training 
facilities,  financial  resources  and  their  distribution,  and  the  unevange- 
lized  areas  which  still  confront  the  Church. 

"Second,  we  cannot  wait  for  the  results  of  such  long-range  studies.  We 
ask  each  church  to  join  now  in  an  immediate  commitment  to  increased 
financial  support,  amounting  to  at  least  $15  million  ($15,000,000)  in 
the  next  five  years,  over  and  above  our  existing  budgets  and  engage- 
ments, to  meet  already-known  needs.  This  should  not  be  understood 
as  a  once-in-a-lifetime  appeal.  It  is  no  more  than  a  first  step  forward, 
without  reference  to  the  longer  range  needs.  A  strong,  sustained  and 
expanding  pattern  of  giving  is  required,  if  our  churches'  work,  born 
of  the  devotion  of  countless  faithful  Christians,  is  to  survive. 
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"We  do  not  conceive  of  this  as  a  new  central  fund,  but  as  a  higher 
level  of  mutual  responsibility  within  the  Body  of  Christ.  These  increased 
resources  should  be  made  available  through  our  existing  channels  and 
commitments,  or  through  new  ones,  from  churches  to  churches,  intensi- 
fying the  awareness  of  responsible  partnership  which  is  of  such  cardinal 
importance  in   our   time. 

"Projects  which  this  support  would  make  possible  are  already  prepared 
and  tested,  and  will  be  circulated  to  each  church  in  the  coming  months. 
It  is  hoped  that  response  will  be  swift,  so  that  the  necessary  co-ordi- 
nation of  support  may  be  simplified.  We  do  not  feel  that  quotas  should 
be  assigned,  nor  could  they  be;  it  is  for  each  church  to  determine  its 
own  need  to  share  in  the  life  of  other  churches,  and  to  determine  how 
best  to  join  in  a  common  commitment. 

"The  needs  this  new  support  will  meet  are  in  three  main  categories: 

A:  "Training  of  clerical  and  lay  leadership,  through  existing  or  new 
centers  and  enlarged  provision  for  travel  and  scholarship  aid, 
conference  and  retreat  centers,  centers  for  literature  and  the 
allied  communication  arts. 

B:  "Construction  of  churches  and  other  buildings  in  new  areas  of 
Christian  responsibility. 

C:  "A  beginning  on  the  great  needs  of  new  provinces,  if  they  are 
to  be  rescued  from  the  humiliation  of  beggary  and  given  the 
means  to  make  their  freedom  real.  These  include  the  minimum 
of  central  funds  for  provincial  life  and  administration,  and  the 
equipment  of  new  dioceses  so  that  bishops  may  be  set  free  to 
be  the  spearheads  of  mission  and  fathers  in  God  to  their  people. 

"Third,  we  ask  a  parallel  commitment  as  to  manpower.  The  absolute 
shortage  of  priests  in  our  Communion  is  measured  in  thousands.  Their 
training  is  one  of  the  primary  needs  our  increased  support  will  meet. 
But  we  think  as  seriouslv  of  the  laity,  of  their  longing  everywhere  to 
be  involved  more  deeply  as  Christians  in  the  life  and  service  of  their 
nation.  This  may  sometimes  be  seen  most  vividly  in  the  profound 
hunger  for  national  dedication  in  the  emerging  nations — dedication  to 
the  holy  work  of  building  a  society  able  to  give  decency  and  stature 
to  its  people.  But  this  is  not  limited  to  such  nations.  Men  and  women 
in  every  nation  and  every  church  are  searching  in  an  unprecedented 
way  to  find  how  to  serve  as  Christians  and  to  fulfill  Christ's  ministry 
to  the  world  in  their  own  lives.  No  church  is  satisfied  with  its  response; 
all  our  churches  alike  must  face  this  search  together. 

Fourth,  we  must  continue  and  extend  the  whole  process  of  inter-Angeli- 
can  consultation.  This  has  deepened  markedly  in  recent  years,  and  we 
feel  that  the  establishment  of  the  Executive  Officer  has  been  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  We  have  now  agreed  on  the  addition  of  Regional 
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Officers  to  further  this  process  of  planning,  communication  and  con- 
sultation. We  feel  that  such  Officers  in  Africa,  the  British  Isles,  India, 
Latin  America,  North  America,  Pakistan  and  the  Middle  East,  the 
South  Pacific  and  South  East  Asia  will  aid  in  mutual  consultation 
between  the  whole  of  our  Communion  and  each  part,  help  to  develop 
planning  their  own  areas,  assist  in  the  mutual  planning  which  is  of 
such  great  importance,  and  play  a  major  part  in  strengthening  ecumeni- 
cal relationships  and  projects. 

"We  have  agreed  as  well  on  more  frequent  consultations  among 
ourselves,  with  the  Regional  Officers  and  other  advisers,  in  order  that 
mutual  consultation  may  swiftly  gain  in  reality.  We  also  encourage  our 
churches,  wherever  possible,  to  plan  their  new  missionary  ventures 
using  teams  drawn  from  every  part  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 
Equally  we  urge  all  our  churches  to  consider  and  extend  this  kind  of 
inter-provincial  partnership.  We  propose  in  consequence  to  continue 
studies  of  pay  standards,  educational  qualifications,  pension  provisions 
and  the  like,  in  order  to  facilitate  this  increased  sharing  of  one  another's 
life. 

"Fifth,  each  church  must  radically  studv  the  form  of  its  own  obedience 
to  mission  and  the  needs  it  has  to  share  in  the  single  life  and  witness 
of  our  church  everywhere.  Mission  is  not  only  a  giving  to  others,  it  is 
equally  a  sharing  and  receiving.  If  priorities  in  planning  and  area  com- 
mitments are  to  be  decided,  and  if  the  common  life  of  our  Communion 
is  to  be  more  equally  shared,  an  essential  element  in  this  is  every 
church's  knowledge  of  itself.  Every  church  has  both  resources  and 
needs.  If  planning  and  responsible  partnership  are  to  be  truly  mutual, 
we  must  everywhere  ask  ourselves,  systematically  and  with  the  best 
help  we  can  gain  from  any  source,  what  we  have,  what  we  need,  and 
where  we  are  called  of  God  to  share  in  major  partnership  with  our 
fellow  Christians. 

"Finally,  we  must  face  maturely  and  without  sentimentality  the  nature 
of  the  Anglican  Communion,  and  the  implications  for  us  all  of  the 
one  Lord  Whose  single  mission  holds  us  together  in  one  Bodv.  To  use 
the  words  "older"  or  "younger"  or  "sending"  or  "receiving"  with  respect 
to>  churches  is  unreal  and  untrue  in  the  world  and  in  our  Communion. 
Mission  is  not  the  kindness  of  the  lucky  to  the  unlucky;  it  is  mutual, 
united  obedience  to  the  one  God  Whose  mission  it  is.  The  form  of 
the  Church  must  reflect  that.

"In  the  face  of  these  necessities,  we  propose  the  following  program  to 
every  church  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  without  exception: 

"First,  that  it  join — as  each  church  chooses — in  our  immediate  conv 
mitment  for  increased  support  in  monev  and  manpower,  through  exist- 
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ing  or  new  channels,  in  co-operation  with  the  other  churches  of  our 
Communion.  Clearly  each  church  must  set  its  own  time,  goal  and 
methods.  But  in  many  parts  of  the  world  we  have  little  time  left  for 
this  kind  of  partnership — some  doors  have  already  closed. 

"Second,  that  every  church  begin  at  once  a  radical  study  of  its  own 
obedience  to  mission.  Included  in  this  should  be  a  study  of  its  struc- 
tures, of  its  theology  of  mission,  and  of  its  priorities  in  decision.  We 
need  to  ask  whether  our  structures  are  appropriate  to  our  world  and 
the  church  as  it  is,  and  if  not,  how  they  should  be  changed.  We  need 
to  examine  the  training  of  laity  and  clergy  alike,  asking  whether  in 
fact  God's  mission  is  central  in  our  teaching.  We  need  to  examine 
rigorously  the  senses  in  which  we  used  the  word  "mission"  as  describ- 
ing something  we  do  for  somebody  else.  We  need  to  examine  our 
priorities,  asking  whether  in  fact  we  are  not  putting  secondary  needs 
of  our  own  ahead  of  essential  needs  of  our  brothers.  A  new  organ  in 
Lagos  or  New  York,  for  example,  might  mean  that  twelve  fewer  priests 
are  trained  in  Asia  or  Latin  America.  Inherited  institutions  in  India 
or  England  may  actually  have  outlived  their  usefulness  but  be  still 
depriving  us  of  trained  teachers  in  the  South  Pacific  or  Uganda. 

"Third,  that  every  church  seek  the  way  to  receive  as  well  as  give,  asking 
expectantly  what  other  churches  and  cultures  may  bring  to  its  life,  and 
eager  to  share  its  tasks  and  problems  with  others.  Full  communion 
means  either  very  little,  if  it  be  taken  as  a  mere  ceremonial  symbol,  or 
very  much  if  it  be  understood  as  an  expression  of  our  common  life 
and  fortune.  We  all  stand  or  fall  together,  for  we  are  one  in  Christ. 
Therefore  we  must  seek  to  receive  and  to  share. 

"Fourth,  that  every  church  seek  to  test  and  evaluate  every  activity  in  its 
life  by  the  test  of  mission  and  of  service  to  others,  in  our  following 
after  Christ.  The  Church  is  not  a  club  or  an  association  of  like-  minded 
and  congenial  people.  Nor  is  our  Communion,  named  for  its  historic 
roots,  a  federation  commissioned  to  propagate  an  English-speaking  cul- 
ture across  the  world.  If  our  Anglican  churches  are  guilty  of  presenting 
such  a  picture  of  ourselves,  and  we  are,  it  is  because  we  regard  our  own 
pepetuation  and  tradition  as  the  end  of  our  duty.  The  Church  exists 
to  witness,  to  obey  and  to  serve.  All  our  planning  must  be  tested  by  this. 

"Finally,  every  church  needs  to  develop  swiftly  every  possible  channel 
of  communication  with  its  companions  in  the  Anglican  Communion — 
indeed  in  the  Church  of  Christ  as  a  whole.  This  is  not  merely  a  matter 
of  the  printed  word  or  occasional  visits.  It  is  a  matter  of  deep  and 
deliberate  involvement  in  one  another's  affairs  and  life.  It  means  the 
re-orientation  of  much  of  our  teaching  in  parishes.  It  means  a  radical 
change  in  the  structure  of  our  prayers.  It  means  massive  exchange  pro- 
grams of  men  and  women  in  different  categories.  It  means  a  host  of 
designed  ways  by  which  out  common  life  and  mutual  interdependence 
may  be  expressed.

"We  are  aware  that  such  a  program  as  we  propose,  if  it  is  seen  in  its 
true  size  and  accepted,  will  mean  the  death  of  much  that  is  familiar 

about  our  churches  now.  It  will  mean  radical  change  in  our  priorities 
— even  leading  us  to  share  with  others  at  least  as  much  as  we  spend 

on  ourselves.  It  means  the  death  of  old  isolations  and  inherited  atti- 
tudes. It  means  a  willingness  to  forego  many  desirable  things,  in 

every  church. 

"In  substance,  what  we  are  really  asking  is  the  re-birth  of  the  Anglican 
Communion,   which  means   the  death  of  many  old   things  but — 
infinitely   more — the   birth   of  entirely   new   relationships.   We   regard 
this  as  the  essential  task  before  the  churches  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion now."

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

Diocese  of  Noiith  Carolina 
Calendar  Year  1963 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held 
five  meetings  during  the  calendar  year  1963,  and  the  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  business  transacted: 

FEBRUARY  14,  1963,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  ratified  a  vote  taken  by  telephone  on  February  5, 
1963,  whereby  the  Bishop  had  been  advised  to  give  his  written  consent 
for  the  Vestry  of  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Henderson,  N.  C,  to  sell 
its  15%  interest  in  a  plant,  operated  for  many  years  by  the  J.  P.  Taylor 
Tobacco  Co.,  which  had  been  deeded  to  five  Churches  in  Henderson, 
of  which  Holy  Innocents'  was  one,  for  a  total  sale  price  of  $45,000.00. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  for  the  sale 
of  property  formerly  used  by  St.  Martin's  Church,  Knollhurst,  N.  C, 
for  the  sum  of  $200.00  as  the  property  had  not  been  used  for  Divine 
Service  in  many  years  and  it  had  already  been  deconsecrated. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  sale  by 
Holy  Innocents'  Church,  Henderson,  N.  C,  of  a  certain  piece  of 
property  in  Henderson,  N.  C,  deeded  it  by  R.  G.  S.  Davis,  ct  al,  to 
Financial  Associates,  Inc.,  for  the  sum  of  $1,200.00. 
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The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  St.  Michael's 
Church,  Raleigh,  to  sell  a  portion  of  land,  adjacent  to  the  Church 
property,  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  B.  London  for  the  sum  of  $1,000.00. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  consent  to  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Francis'  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  borrow  from  the  Home  Federal  Sav- 
ings and  Loan  Association,  Greensboro,  the  sum  of  $155,000.00,  pay- 
able in  15  years  at  6%  interest,  for  the  purpose  of  expanding  the 
present  Church  and  parish  house  facilities.  The  loan  was  to  be  secured 
by  a  mortgage  and  Deed  of  Trust  on  all  property  of  said  Parish,  save 
the  Rectory  and  the  land  on  which  it  stands. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  by  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  because  of  extent  of  Diocesan  work. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consents  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse- 
cration of  the  Rev.  Cedric  Earl  Mills,  D.D.  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Mis- 
sionary District  of  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Gaudan 
Longid  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  the  Phil- 
lipine  Islands,  both  of  whom  had  been  elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
in  session  at  Columbia,  S.  C,  October  31,  1962. 


MAY  14,  1963,  AT  CHRIST  CHURCH,  CHARLOTTE: 

The  Committee  confirmed  it  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Con- 
secration, taken  by  mail  vote:  (1)  on  April  29,  1963,  of  the  Very  Rev. 
Walter  Conrad  Klein,  Ph.D.,  S.T.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana;  (2)  on  March  4,  1963,  of  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Warren  Putnam,  Jr.  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Oklahoma;  and  (3)  on  March  6,  1963,  of  the  Rev.  George  West 
Barrett,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Rochester. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry 
of  Christ,  Church,  Charlotte,  to  convey  by  proper  deed  to  C.  C. 
Dees  and  wife,  Annie  Lee  Dees,  title  to  Lot  16  in  Block  4,  according 
to  map  of  Belmont  Springs,  Mecklenburg  County,  N.  C,  for  $1,500.00 
for  which  gift  of  land  Christ  Church  could  see  no  further  need. 

JUNE  17,  1963,  AT  RALEIGH: 

The  Rev.  L.  Bartine  Sherman  and  Mr.  II .  Gilliam  Nicholson 
attended  their  first  meeting  following  their  election  at  the  Diocesan 
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Convention  in  May  1963.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Carl  F.  Herman  and 
John  A.  Gray  were  elected  President  and  Secretary,  respectively,  to 
serve  until  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  following  the 
Diocesan  Convention  of  January  1964. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  sale  for 
$690.00  to  Mr.  Adam  Younce,  Greensboro,  of  a  50'  x  145'  lot,  located 
at  407  South  Rowan  St.,  Spencer,  N.  C,  on  which  St.  Joseph's  Church 
was  situated.  The  building  had  been  deconsecrated  as  no  services  had 
been  conducted  there  for  years,  and  its  state  of  hazardous  dilapidation 
had  caused  the  Town  of  Spencer,  for  reasons  of  safety,  to  offer  to 
demolish  it  without  cost  to  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  not  to  give  his  consent  to  the 
sale  of  property,  formerly  St.  Peter's  Church,  East  Banks  and  Shaver 
Sts.,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  due  to  the  disparity  between  the  appraised  value 
of  approximately  $11,000.00  and  the  offered  purchase  price  of 
$5,000.00. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  to 
the  sale  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  as  requested  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  for  $17,500.00 
of  approximately  7/ 10th  of  an  acre  of  land  to  the  City  of 
Charlotte  for  public  use  to  extend  Kenilworth  Avenue.  Said  property 
is  a  part  of  that  leased  to  Charlottetown  and,  unless  sold,  it  would 
be  condemned  by  Charlotte.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  will  be  paid  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  investment  on  behalf  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage,  and  income  from  said  investment  will  be  paid  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

Following  a  discussion  of  a  request  by  St.  Ambrose's  Church, 
Raleigh,  for  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  to  borrow,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Diocese  itself,  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  with  which  to  construct  new 
Church  facilities,  the  Committee,  agreeing  that  said  request  involved 
basic  questions  of  Diocesan  policy,  recommended  to  the  Executive 
Council  that  it:  (1)  formulate  policies,  regulations,  etc.,  pursuant  to 
which  the  Diocese  will  consider  and  act  upon  requests  for  use  of 
Diocesan  credit  in  support  of  loans  by  Diocesan  Congregations,  organi- 
zations, etc.;  (2)  assume  responsibility  for  assembling  all  relevant 
information  necessary  to  the  Executive  Council  for  its  then  referral 
for  consent  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee;  and  (3)  that  the 
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request  of  St.  Ambrose's  Church  be  processed  in  accordance  with  said 
recommended  procedure  and  principles. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry 
of  Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  to  sell  two  lots  in  that  city 
to  Southern  Pines  Florist,  Inc.,  for  $14,000.00. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Claude  Phillip  Craig,  Hugh  Burnette  Craig,  Jr., 
Samuel  Kindley  Frazier,  Jr.,  Daniel  Webster  McCaskill,  and  Samuel 
Monroe  Moore  were  recommended  to  be  advanced  to  the  Priesthood 
anytime  on,  or  after,  June  29,  1963. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Diocesan  Canon  24,  the  Rev. 
Carl  F.  Herman  and  Mr.  H.  Hyman  Philips,  Jr.,  were  appointed  a 
Committee,  working  with  the  Bishop,  to  commence  a  study  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  following  a  consultation  with 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  regarding  any  recently  enacted  canoni- 
cal changes  relevant  thereto. 

Messrs.  William  Rutherford  Dennis,  Jr.,  Donald  Wallace  Frazier, 
George  Jay  Hampshire,  Sidney  Seymore  Holt,  John  Curtis  Stone, 
Peter  Glyn  Thomas,  Timothy  Churchill  Trively,  and  Harry  Arthur 
Woggon,  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  the  candidacy  of  Mr.  Hamp- 
shire being  shortened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  to  six  months  under 
the  provisions  of  General  Canon  34,  Sect.  2. 

The  following  consents  of  the  Committee  were  given :  ( 1 )  for  the 
election  by  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
(2)  for  the  election  by  the  Diocese  of  Washington  of  a  Suffragan 
Bishop,  (3)  for  the  election  by  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  of 
a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  (4)  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of 
the  Venerable  John  Adams  Pinckney  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Upper  South  Carolina. 

SEPTEMBER  3,  1963,  AT  THE  "TERRACES",  SOUTHERN 
PINES: 

(Prior  to  its  regular  meeting  on  this  date,  the  Standing  Committee 
met  informally  with  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  and  a  number 
of  Postulants  and  Candidates  of  the  Diocese.) 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  to 
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the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  encumber  by  mort- 
gage and  deed  of  trust  a  house  and  75'  x  150'  lot,  located,  adjacent  to 
existing  properties  of  said  Parish,  at  603  North  Green  Street,  Greens- 
boro, in  the  amount  of  $18,750.00  which  it  will  borrow  from  the  Pilot 
Life  Insurance  Company,  Greensboro,  at  5V2  per  annum  for  15  years. 
This  loan,  together  with  $6,250.00  on  hand,  will  be  used  to  purchase 
said  encumbered  property,  and  it  will  be  retired  by  funds  from  the 
Parish  budget  and  from  rental  income  from  said  property,  currently 
$165.00  per  month. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  election  by  the  Diocese 
of  Newark  of  a  Bishop  Suffragan. 

Messrs.  Thomas  Joseph  Garner,  Carey  Erastus  Sloan,  III,  and 
Thomas  Cecil  Walker  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  September  3,  1963. 

NOVEMBER  21,  1963,  IN  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  confirmed  formally  a  vote  taken  by  telephone, 
consenting  to  the  election  by  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charlotte,  to  sell  at  the  appraised  price  of 
$21,400.00,  their  Rectory,  located  at  7500  Candis  Drive,  Charlotte,  on 
the  condition  that  said  sale  price  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Vestry 
exclusively  to  be  applied  on  the  purchase  of  a  new  Rectory  at  a  more 
desirable  location. 

1  Tie  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston-Salem,  to  convey  by  appropriate  deed 
all  real  property  to  which  the  Vestry  has,  or  shall  hereafter,  become 
entitled  under  the  will  of  the  late  Emma  }.  Gilmer,  to  the  Wachovia 
Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  Trustee  for  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation,  in 
order  that  said  foundation  might  manage  this  investment  property 
for  the  benefit  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episco- 
pal Church  Foundation,  Inc.,  "that  it  considers  the  loan  for  which  the 
Vestry  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  will  apply  to  be  finan- 
cially sound". 
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The  Bishop's  proposed  schedule  of  appropriations  of  the  Anti- 
cipated Income  from  the  Lawrence  S.  Holt  Fund  for  the  calendar 
Year  1964  was  approved  as  follows:

The  Bishop  was  authorized,  at  his  discretion,  to  use  any  unexpended 
balance  of  the  income  of  the  said  Trust,  within  the  terms  thereof,  for 
the  year  1964. 

The  Committee  advised  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Inc.  that  it  considers  the  loan  of  $10,000.00  which  St. 
Ambrose's  Church,  Raleigh,  will  request,  to  be  financially  sound.  Said 
loan,  with  $10,000.00  now  in  hand,  would  be  used  to  build  a  new 
Church  on  a  3.4  acre  location  which  it  now  owns  on  Boa/  and  Darby 
Streets,  Rochester  Heights,  Raleigh. 

As  a  result  of  a  study  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
as  called  for  in  Diocesan  Canon  24  (such  study  being  based  on  1 — the 
parochial  reports  and  other  records  of  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of 
the  Diocese  and  2 — the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese),  the 
Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  notify  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of 
those  Parishes  that  had  been  found  to  be  below  the  minimum  standard 
set  by  Diocesan  Canon  XX,  Sect.  3,  and  that,  pursuant  to  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Diocesan  Canon  XXIV,  they  are 
subject  to  being  reduced  to  Organized  Missions  unless  they  meet  the 
minimum  canonical  standards  by  January  1,  1965. 

On  the  basis  of  the  aforesaid  study,  the  Committee  advised  the 
Bishop  to  notify  the  Priest-in-chargc  and  the  Mission  Committee 
(or   some    responsible    Communicant    member   of   the    Congregation, 
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where  there  is  no  Mission  Committee)  of  those  Organized  Missions 
that  have  failed  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  Diocesan  Canan  XXVII, 
Sect.  1,  that  unless  these  are  met  during  the  Calendar  Year  1964,  said 
Churches  will  be  reduced  to  the  status  of  an  Unorganized  Mission  as 
of  January  1,  1965. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Conse- 
cration of  the  Very  Reverend  Paul  Moore,  Jr.,  S.T.D.,  to  be  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington. 

Acting  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop  at  his  request,  the  Com- 
mittee advised  the  Bishop  to  accept  what  he  understood  to  be  the 
Renunciation  by  the  Rev.  James  Parker  Dees,  Presbyter,  of  the  Minis- 
try of  this  Church  and  a  request  to  be  removed  therefrom  as  provided 
in  Canon  LX,  Section  1,  of  the  Canons  of  General  Convention,  and 
to  pronounce  sentence  of  Deposition  accordingly. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  consent  to  the  sale  of  a  certain  parcel 
of  land,  270'  x  1  50',  and  the  building  thereon,  formerly  known  as  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Norlina,  N.  C,  located  approximately  4  miles  north 
west  of  Norlina  in  Warren  County,  N.  C,  for  a  sum  not  less  than 
$50.00. 

The  Committee  acted  as  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  during  the  year  as  requested  by  either  or  both  of 
them.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

Once  again  it  is  appropriate  to  thank  the  Parish  and  Mission  Treasurers 
for  their  cooperation  and  courtesy. 

In  spite  of  that  cooperation,  the  Diocesan  Treasurer's  year  was  another 
year  of  fiscal  anxiety.  As  early  as  March,  1963,  delinquencies  in  receipts 
of  monthly  installments  on  Church's  Program  quota  created  an  operating 
deficit  in  that  budget  in  the  unprecedented  sum  of  $20,350.00.  At  the 
end  of  October  and  at  the  end  of  November,  the  deficit  continued  in  the 
unprecedented  sums  of  $24,911.00  and  $15,003.00,  respectively;  and  it 
was  not  until  the  end  of  the  year  that  this  deficit  was  eliminated  by  a 
combination  of  underspending  and  late  receipts. 
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Year  end  summary  figures  are  as  follows:

Three  new  functions  were  undertaken  by  the  Treasurer's  office  in  1963, 
and  a  fourth  was  commenced  in  January  of  1964.  In  September  of  1963, 
this  office  accepted  responsibility  for  handling  the  correspondence  con- 
cerning notice  and  acceptance  of  Church's  Program  quotas,  a  function 
formerly  handled  by  the  Department  of  Promotion  and  Communications. 
On  October  1,  the  separate  books  and  accounts  of  The  North  Carolina 
Churchman  were  received  in  this  office  for  future  handling,  and,  on  the 
same  day,  the  Treasurer's  Office  set  up  new  books  and  began  new  duties 
as  disbursing  agent  for  income  earned  from  trust  assets  held  for  the  pro* 
duction  of  income  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  or  their 
nominee.  Beginning  January  1,  1964,  the  Vade  Mecum  books  are  being 
maintained  in  this  office. 

The  year  end  statement  of  the  Treasurer  is  filed  by  title.  Copies  of  that 
statement  are  available  in  limited  number  at  the  Secretary's  desk.

RESOLUTIONS  FOR  CONSTRUCTION  AND  FINANCING  OF 
DIOCESAN  HEADQUARTERS  BUILDING 

WFIEREAS,  in  confirmity  with  the  directions  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  1959,  the  Trustees  of  this  Diocese 
did  on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1960,  sell  and  convey  to  Saint  Mary's  Junior 
College  the  property  known  as  Ravenscroft  that  is  temporarily  serving  as 
a  Diocesan  Headquarters  office,  and,  in  further  conformity  with  the 
directions  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  of  1959 
and  1962,  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  has  acquired  real  estate 
in  the  Raleigh  area  to  be  used  as  a  Diocesan  Headquarters  site,  to  wit, 
that  certain  tract  of  land  located  near  the  intersection  of  Six  Forks  Road 
and  the  Raleigh  Beltline  and  more  particularly  described  in  that  deed 
recorded  in  Book  1542  at  page  672  of  the  Wake  County  Registry,  acquir- 
ing the  same  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina; has  commissioned  architects  to  submit  the  necessary  plans  for  a  new 
Diocesan  Headquarters  building;  and  has  approved  a  floor  plan  for  the 
same;  and 

WHEREAS,  after  careful  study  and  with  the  preliminary  aid  of  build- 
ing contractors,  it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council  and 
the  architects  that  the  proposed  new  Diocesan  Headquarters  building  can 
be  constructed,  furnished,  landscaped,  and  provided  with  suitable  parking 
area  for  a  sum  not  exceeing  $250,000;  Now,  Therefore, 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  148th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of"  North  Carolina  or 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  or  either  of  them,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  in  the  name  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  or  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees  thereof,  one 
or  more  contracts,  the  performance  of  which  shall  be  duly  bonded,  for 
constructing  and  furnishing  a  new  Diocesan  Headquarters  building  and 
providing  suitable  landscaping  and  parking  area  for  the  same,  and  to  do 
and  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  be  incident  to  the  purposes  herein 
declared  and  not  inconsistent  herewith;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered:  (1) 
to  borrow  funds  and  to  execute  one  or  more  promissory  notes  not  exceed- 
ing the  total  principal  sum  of  $250,000  for  construction  financing,  and  to 
borrow  funds  and  to  execute  one  or  more  promissory  notes  not  exceeding 
the  total  principal  sum  of  $250,000  for  permanent  financing,  and  for 
refinancing  of  the  same,  without  restriction  as  to  the  source  or  sources  of 
any  of  such  loans  or  the  terms  thereof  except  that  the  total  outstanding 
indebtedness  as  authorized  hereby  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  principal 
sum  of  $250,000.  and  (2)  to  secure  the  same  by  the  execution  of  such 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  as  may  be  required  by  the  lenders,  and  (3)  to 
apply  the  proceeds  of  such  loans  towards  payment  of  construction  and 
furnishing  costs  as  approved  in  the  preceding  resolution,  and  (4)  to  do 
and  perform  such  other  acts  as  may  be  incident  to  the  purposes  herein 
declared  and  not  inconsistent  herewith;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  note  or  notes  to  be  executed 
for  permanent  financing,  as  hereinabove  provided,  shall  be  the  general 
obligation  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  which  it  agrees  to  pay  and 
shall  be  curtailed  by  a  sum  to  be  included  in  the  annual  Episcopal  Main- 
tenance budget  of  this  Diocese  in  such  an  amount  and  for  such  a  term 
of  years  as  shall  be  established  by  the  terms  of  the  note  or  notes  for  per- 
manent financing  as  hereinabove  authorized:  Provided,  that  action  on 
each  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  concerning  the  Diocesan  Headquarters 
building  shall  be  preceded  by  approval  of  contract  bids  by  the  Diocesan 
Headquarters  Building  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council;  but,  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  signature  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  signatures  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  their  respective  authority  to  act  as  set 
out  above,  and  of  the  prior  approval  of  bids  by  the  said  Diocesan  Head- 
quarters Building  Committee,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  any  parties 
to  look  behind  their  signatures  concerning  approval  by  that  Committee. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  LAYMEN 

The  year  for  the  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  began  with  the  Annual  Week- 
end Conference  at  Vade  Mecum,  which  began  with   a  supper  on  Friday, 
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June  21st  and  ended  with  lunch  on  Sunday,  June  23rd,  1963.  This  con- 
ference had  a  fine  attendance  from  parishes  throughout  the  Diocese  and 
was  led  by  the  Reverend  Rufus  Womble,  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas.  The 
Reverend  Womble  was  reared  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  Raleigh. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  N.  C.  State  College  and  the  Episcopal  Seminary  in 
Alexandria,  Virginia. 

At  the  Conference,  Mr.  L.  G.  Shook,  the  Thank  Offering  Custodian, 
reported  that  $3,750  was  received  during  the  year.  It  was  voted  that  this 
money  be  distributed  for  mission  work  on  an  equal  basis  in  and  out  of 
the  Diocese.  None  of  this  money  goes  for  administrative  expenses. 

During  the  conference  the  following  officers  for  1963-1964  were 
installed  by  Bishop  Baker:  President,  Charles  F.  Blanchard;  Vice-President, 
Luke  D.  Drury,  Jr.;  Vice-President,  Edwin  F.  Schnedl;  Vice-President, 
Lenoir  G.  Shook;  Secretary,  John  F.  Pottle;  Treasurer,  E.  E.  Carter;  Lay- 
men's Thank  Offering  Custodian,  Skinner  Pugh;  Executive  Committee, 
Leonard  Muddimer,  Tucker  Burrus,  Emmett  Sebrell,  Hill  Clay,  William 
Holloman,  J.  A.  Boyer,  Jim  Zellcr,  John  C.  Smith,  William  Joslin,  Wilton 
Bethel,  Paul  Painter,  Edward  Julian,  A.  W.  Fanjoy,  and  William  J.  Walker, 

Just  prior  to  the  Vade  Mecum  Conference,  Mr.  Skinner  Pugh,  of 
Raleigh,  attended  a  provincial  conference  of  the  laity  at  Sewanee  as  the 
representative  of  the  Laymen  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

On  Sunday,  September  22,  1963,  approximately  65  Laymen  attended 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  Clinic  in  the  Emmanuel  Episcopal  Church, 
Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  John  W.  Reinhardt,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Promotion  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Church, 
addressed  this  group  on  conducting  an  effective  Every  Member  Canvass. 
Mr.  Luke  D.  Drury,  Vice-President,  was  in  charge  of  arrangements  for  the 
occasion,  which  was  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Communi- 
cation and  Promotions  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  Reverend 
B.  Daniel  Sapp,  Chairman. 

During  September  and  October,  1963,  approximately  15  Laymen  ac- 
tively assisted  the  Department  of  Promotion  in  presenting  the  filmstrip 
entitled  "Behold,  Thy  Family"  to  parishes  through  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Ed  Schnedl,  Vice-President  of  the  Laymen,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Department  of  Christian  Education,  the  Reverend  Herbert  N.  Tucker, 
Jr.,  Chairman,  has  made  tentative  plans  for  the  first  Laymen's  Clergy  Con- 
ference at  the  Terraces  early  in  1964.  The  purpose  of  the  conferences  will 
be  to  bring  the  clergv  and  the  laity  together  to  discuss  the  roles  that  each 
play  in  the  Church.  It  is  proposed  that  the  first  conference  will  be  attended 
by  four  laymen  and  the  clergy  from  six  parishes.  If  the  pilot  conference  is 
successful,  two  aditional  such  conferences  are  planned,  bringing  in  other 
laymen  from  other  parishes. 

The  Executive  Committee  will  meet  with  the  Division  of  Evangelism, 
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the  Reverend  Eugene  Bollinger,  Chairman,  at  the  Terraces  on  January 
17,  1964,  to  consider  ways  of  promoting  enthusiasm  for  evangelism  in  the 
local  parishes.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Laymen  feels  that  this 
is  a  highly  significant  project. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Laymen  is  scheduled  for  St. 
Francis  parish,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  on  Sunday,  March  1,  1964. 
Mr.  Ed  Schnedl,  Vice-President,  is  in  charge  of  the  over-all  arrangements 
and  Mr.  Luke  D.  Drury  will  be  in  charge  of  the  local  arrangements. 

At  the  Vade  Mecum  Conference  for  the  Laymen  to  be  held  on  June 
19-]  une  21,  1964,  the  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  Celebration  of  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Chapel  of  Thanks  is  scheduled  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Hobart  T.  Steele,  who  was  the  second  president  of  the  Laymen's  Associ- 
ation. Many  of  the  older  laymen  are  expected  back  for  the  event.  The  con- 
ference training  session  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Bud  Shook.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  ON  WORK  AND 

PROGRAM  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

(LONG-RANGE  PLANNING) 

On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Council,  I  am  submitting  to  you  in 
this  report  the  objectives  which  we  believe  should  be  included  in  the 
program  and  the  budget  for  1965.  The  Executive  Council  asks  that  you 
give  these  recommendations  your  careful  consideration,  and  we  hope  that 
you  will  express  your  reaction  to  these  by  appropriate  resolution. 

This  report  is  being  made  as  directed  by  Canon  16,  Section  9,  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil shall  submit  a  report  setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and  pro- 
gram of  the  Diocese,  the  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the  Diocese 
must  work,  and  its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be  included 
in  the  program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  the  fiscal  year  next  fol- 
lowing that  for  which  the  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Convention  may 
by  resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  objectives  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Executive  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a  program  and  a  budget 
for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year." 

The  purpose  of  this  Canon  is  to  give  the  Convention  an  immediate 
and  direct  role  in  the  determination  of  the  program  and  budget  of  our 
Diocese.  Therefore,  now  in  the  first  month  of  1964  our  Diocese,  through 
this  Convention,  has  not  only  determined  the  size  and  shape  of  the  budget 
for  this  present  year,  but  is  asked  now  to  also  give  direction  and  guidance 
to  the  Executive  Council  as  it  looks  ahead  to  plan  for  the  program  and 
budget  of  1965. 
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These  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be  achieved  in  1965  are  the 
results  of  a  newly  instituted  planning  process.  The  various  departments  of 
the  Council,  after  evaluating  their  programs,  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Council  the  objectives  which  they  believe  essential  for  the  coming  year. 
These  were  circulated  to  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  who  then  met 
for  a  two-day  planning  session  at  The  Terraces  in  Southern  Pines.  Each 
Department  presented  the  picture  of  their  work  and  their  objectives  for 
1965.  Having  studied  the  overall  picture  in  detail,  certain  objectives  were 
eliminated  as  not  being  essential.  The  Council  then  set  up  objectives  in  a 
definite  order  of  priority,  based  upon  the  importance  and  urgency  of  the 
task. 

We  submit  this  list  for  your  consideration. 

Schedule  of  Priorities  for  Program  and  Budget  of  1 965 

1.  A  sum  to  be  sent  to  the  National  Council,  earmarked  for  Overseas 
Work,  of  such  a  size  as  to  increase  the  proportion  of  the  income  of 
the  Diocese  given  to  the  National  Council  bv  one  percentile.  Estimated 
cost,  $5,000. 

2.  Department  of  Overseas  Missions  for  Departmental  Expenses,  $1,500. 

3.  Department  of  Missions  Emergency  Fund,  to  meet  unforeseen  mission 
needs  in  this  Diocese,  $5,000. 

4.  Department  of  College  Work,  Assistant  Chaplain  at  Chapel  I  Till, 
$8,700. 

5.  Department  of  College  Work,  Winston-Salem,  $6,000. 

6.  Department  of  College  Work,  Assistant — Duke  University  (hist  half 
1965)  $3,500.00. 

Repairs  to  property — Duke  $1,250. 

7.  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations: 
Additional  Hospital  Chaplain — Duke  Area,  $8,500. 
Secretary     for  Chaplain — Duke  Hospital,  $1,200. 
Training  Program — Duke  Hospital,  $300. 
Discretionary  Fund  for  Chaplains — Duke,  $300. 

Upon  what   fundamental  principles  were  these  priorities   determined? 

First,  the  Church  is  established  by  our  Lord  on  this  earth  for  the 
benefit  of  mankind. 

Secondly,  every  member  of  the  Church,  laity  and  clergy  alike,  has  a 
responsibility  to  carry  out  this  work  of  the  Church. 

Thirdly,  the  Diocese  carries  out  work  which  can  best  be  accomplished 
by  the  parishes  working  together  through  the  structure  of  the  Diocese,, 
rather  than  each  parish  acting  individually. 
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Fourthly,  certain  strategic  opportunities  have  been  chosen  as  offering 
the  best  oportunity  to  the  Church  for  the  expenditures  of  its  resources  in 
money  and  manpower. 

A.  The  Mission  of  the  Churcli  to  the  Expanding  Cities,  In  this  day  of 
rapid  urbanization,  new  concentration  of  people  spring  up  almost  over- 
night. The  Church  has  to  be  prepared  to  minister  to  the  people  where 
they  are  today.  We  must  be  ready  to  send  clergymen  into  these  new  oppor- 
tunities to  bring  new  churches  together  for  worship  and  studv  so  that 
these  men  and  women  may  see  the  work  God  calls  them  to  do  in  his  name, 
and  have  the  strength  to  do  it. 

B.  The  Mission  of  the  Church  to  Hospitals.  In  the  huge  hospital  com- 
plexes that  are  emerging  in  North  Carolina,  thousands  of  people  face  the 
crisis  of  illness,  suffering,  and  the  shadow  of  death.  These  tremendous 
hospitals  treat  patients  from  all  areas  of  the  state.  The  work  is  too  much 
for  the  clergy  of  the  nearby  parishes.  It  requires  full  time  speciallv  trained 
men  to  minister  skillfully  to  persons  whose  illnesses  have  dimensions  which 
are  not  only  physical,  but  emotional  and  spiritual.  The  hospital  staff  itself 
can  benefit  from  the  presence  of  clergymen  who  can  bring  into  focus  the 
religious  aspects  of  illness  and  treatment.  This  is  a  special  area  where  our 
Diocese  can  use  its  resources  to  serve  mankind  when  the  need  is  acute. 

C.  The  Mission  of  the  Church  to  College  Campus.  A  strategic  area 
in  our  Diocese  is  the  college  campus.  Here  the  leadership  of  the  future  is 
making  basic  decisions.  Our  Church  is  on  the  campus,  in  the  person  of  the 
faithful  laity  who  teach  and  work  and  live  there,  in  the  person  of  the 
present  chaplains  who  serve  there.  How  can  our  Diocese  strengthen  the 
hand  of  the  Church  in  this  critical  ministry?  We  believe  the  need  is  not 
bricks  and  mortar,  but  men.  We  believe  there  should  be  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  college  chaplains,  who  can  reinforce  and  strengthen  our 
work  on  the  campus.  The  Church  will  then  more  ably  bring  to  the  young 
men  and  women  of  our  colleges  the  insights  which  God  has  given  us 
to  mediate  to  this  world. 

D.  The  Mission  of  the  Church  Overseas.  The  world  is  in  a  time  of 
crisis,  with  new  nations  being  born,  old  nations  in  a  state  of  change,  a 
new  age  dawning  over  every  continent.  We,  in  the  wealthiest  nation  of 
the  world,  have  been  entrusted  with  great  material  resources.  We  therefore 
have  a  special  responsibility  to  use  these  resources  so  that  the  Church  all 
over  this  globe  may  play  a  major  role  in  this  emerging  new  age,  may  truly 
be  the  leaven  in  the  lump,  the  salt  of  the  earth.  The  Church  is  called  to 
be  the  catalyst  that  may  bring  new  wonders  into  being,  and  point  the  way 
to  a  new  life  in  a  new  world.  This  is  a  time  of  crisis,  and  now  is  the  time 
to  act. 

These  then  are  the  major  objectives  which  your  Executive  Council, 
after  careful  study,  believes  should  be  the  goals  toward  which  our  Diocese 
should  work.  They  are  the  foundation  for  the  specific  objectives  we  now 
believe  should  be  foremost  in  our  mind  as  we  begin  now  to  formulate  the 
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program  and  budget  for  1965.  We  ask  that  you  express  your  opinion  on 
these  objectives  so  that  we  may  have  your  counsel  as  plans  are  made,  to 
guide  this  Diocese  as  it  serves  the  Lord  and  his  people  in  the  coming  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 
AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommends  the  adoption 
of  three  canonical  amendments  on  second  reading. 

1.  That  Canon  XXXI  be  amended  as  follows: 

First:  That  Section  2  of  Canon  XXXI  be  renumbered  as  Sec.   1(a) 

The  Terraces 

Second:  That  Section  2  and  Section  2(a)  to  Canon  XXXI  be  adopted, 
to-wit: 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  Conference  and  Retreat  Center  located  in  Southern 
Pines,  known  and  designated  as  The  Terraces,  is  owned  and  maintained 
by  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  an  independent  facility  for  the  use 
of  its  committees,  agencies,  institutions,  departments,  parishes  and  mis- 
sions, as  well  as  other  church-related  civic  and  social  agencies  and  organi- 
zations. That  a  Board  of  Directors,  composed  of  nine  communicants, 
shall  have  supervision  of  the  maintenance,  operation,  programs,  and  use 
of  The  Terraces  and  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2(a).  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention,  upon 
nomination  by  the  Bishop,  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to 
serve  for  three  years.  At  the  1964  Convention,  The  Bishop  shall  also 
nominate,  and  the  Convention  elect,  three  members  to  serve  for  two 
years,  and  three  members  to  serve  for  one  year." 

2.  That  Section  6  of  Canon  XXXII  be  amended  by  adding  the  following 
sentence  thereto: 

"All  invitations  from  a  Parish  to  hold  a  subsequent  Annual  Convention 
in  such  Parish  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  not  later  than  ninety 
(90)  days  preceding  the  date  of  the  Convention  which  will  act  upon  such 
invitation,  accompanied  or  supplemented  bv  such  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Committee  in  the  form  of  a  questionnaire  prepared  by 
said  Committee,  and  the  recommendation  of  such  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Convention  for  action  thereon." 

3.  That  Section  1  of  Canon  XXXII  be  amended  by  inserting  a 
comma  after  the  word  "Diocese"  at  the  end  of  line  eight  (1962  Journal 
page  103),  and  adding  the  following:  "and  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTIONS 

This  committee  has  received  the  reports  from  the  Bishop  Edwin 
Anderson  Penick  Home,  Kanuga,  Vade  Mecum,  Thompson  Orphanage, 
The  University  of  the  South,  St.  Augustine's  College  and  St.  Mary's 
Junior  College  as  published  verbatim  in  the  Pre-Convention  Summary 
Reports  which  delegates  received  prior  to  this  Convention. 

We  note  that  in  most  cases  these  institutions  have  at  least  maintained 
their  previous  positions  and  that  some  have  shown  growth.  Saint  Augustine's 
College  is  to  be  commended  for  its  continued  efforts  to  meet  needs  in 
the  surrounding  community.  Capital  improvements  continue  to  be  a  press- 
ing need  there  as  well  as  for  Saint  Mary's  Junior  College,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  has  embarked  upon  what  is  hoped  will  be  a  highly 
successful  $10,000,000  campaign  in  the  Fourth  Province.  The  other  insti- 
tutions related  to  our  diocese  have  also  made  clear  their  need  for  greater 
support. 

We  are  concerned  that  Vade  Mecum,  which  provides  the  diocese 
with  such  a  fine  series  of  camps  and  conferences,  is  so  poorly  attended, 
and  we  would  underline  the  request  of  the  Vade  Mecum  Committee  for 
greater  promotion  and  support  throughout  the  diocese. 

Our  primary  observations,  however,  point  beyond  this  report  and  beyond 
this  Convention.  The  discussions  on  the  floor  of  this  Convention  that  have 
occurred  in  connection  with  our  institutions  point  to  the  great  need  that 
exists  for  clarification — a  clarification  of  the  relationships  that  these  insti- 
tutions have  with  the  diocese,  and  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  diocese  to 
them.  We  are  therefore  anticipating  hopefully  the  findings  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  Department  of  Institutions  Study  Group  to  be  presented 
to  the  Executive  Council  and  The  Long-Range  Planning  Committee  in 
June  of  this  year.  This  volunteer  staff  of  experts  in  the  divisions  of  schools 
and  colleges,  camps  and  conferences,  and  social  services  is  continuing  its 
detailed  survey  of  the  needs  of  our  related  institutions,  the  fiscal  responsi- 
bilities of  the  diocese  and  the  institutional  opportunities  of  the  total 
Church  program. 

It  is  because  this  study  is  currently  in  progress  that  no  real  changes 
have  been  suggested  to  the  Convention  with  respect  to  its  fiscal  responsi- 
bility or  other  relationships  with  these  institutions.  Certainly  this  can  be 
done  more  intelligently  once  these  findings  are  complete. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  institutions  being  studied  will  be  able  to 
cooperate  fully  with  this  study  group  and  will  be  candid  in  sharing  their 
understandings  of  future  institutional  needs.  We  also  hope  that  feelings  of 
mutual  trust  and  responsibility  will  be  furthered  between  the  diocese  and 
its  related  institutions  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Insti- 
tutions Study  Group.  As  a  means  to  this  end,  we  would  suggest  that  con- 
sideration be  given  to  the  manner  in  which  trustees  are  nominated  for 
these  institutions.  It  may  be  that  the  Study  Group  can  discern  some  way 
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in  which  those  who  are  truly  interested  and  concerned  for  the  institutions 
involved  might  be  chosen  in  Convention.  The  present  method  of  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor  leaves  this  somewhat  to  chance. 

We  recommend  that  the  forthcoming  report  of  the  Department  of 
Institutions  Study  Group  include  a  study  of  admissions  policies  in  these 
institutions  and  also  recommendations  that  will  preserve,  if  possible,  both 
the  ongoing  life  of  the  institutions  concerned,  their  relationship  with  the 
diocese,  and  the  integrity  of  the  Church  of  Christ  as  represented  by  this 
diocese. 

During  this  period  of  rcevaluation  and  study,  it  is  especially  fitting 
that  we  express  for  the  diocese  the  gratitude  felt  by  so  many  for  the  men 
and  women  who  have  ministered  to  us  and  to  others  through  these  insti- 
tutions which  are  members  of  our  diocesan  family.  We  are  looking  forward 
with  them  to  new  opportunities  to  serve  our  Lord  and  His  world.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

The  Committee  has  received  three  Resolutions  and  reports  as  follows: 
Resolution  No.  1 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
be  requested  to  make  available  in  the  pre-convention  packet  one  month 
prior  to  the  Convention  all  proposed  changes,  deletions  and  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  and  Canons; 

And  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  any  proposed  changes, 
deletions  and  amendments  not  so  introduced  to  the  Convention  shall  not 
be  entertained  until  the  next  Convention. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  first  part  of  the 
above  Resolution,  but  not  the  second  part. 

Resolution  No.  2 

The  following  Resolution  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Don  P.  Blanton: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  all  wholly  owned  and  operated  Diocesan 
institutions  make  a  clear  and  precise  statement  indicating  that  all  of  the 
accommodations  and  services  which  they  offer  are  open  to  all  qualified 
churchmen,  regardless  of  race; 
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And  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  all  institutions  partially 
owned  and/or  supported  financially  by  this  Diocese  be  informed  that  our 
financial  support  will  be  withdrawn  if  they  do  not  have  a  policy  such  as 
the  foregoing  Resolution. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  recognizing  a  genuine  spirit  in  this 
Convention  to  face  these  matters  honestly  and  to  achieve  a  more  genuine 
brotherhood  in  our  Church  family,  nevertheless  feels  it  must  report  this 
Resolution  unfavorably  because  essentially  the  same  question  has  already 
been  considered  by  the  Convention  and  dealt  with  in  earlier  action. 

Resolution  No.  3    (from  the  Vestry  of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C.) 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  one  hundred  and  forty-eighth  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  act  to  permit  women  to  be 
allowed  to  serve  on  Vestries  and  Mission  Committees  on  the  same  basis 
as  men,  and  that  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  be  changed  accordingly. 

The  Committee  reports  this  Resolution  without  recommendation.

The  committee  finds  that  all  of  these  reports  reflect  careful  and  dili 
gent  discharge  of  responsibilities  and  wishes  to  make  brief  comments  on 
only  a  few  aspects  of  several  of  these. 

Executive  Council:  The  committee  is  gratified  to  find  that  continued 
progress  is  being  made  toward  consolidation  of  business  functions  and 
fiscal  supervision  in  the  office  of  the  business  manager  of  the  diocese.  As 
always  the  committee  is  much  impressed  with  the  vigilance,  the  unflagging 
effort  and  the  judgment  shown  by  the  Executive  Council  in  the  conduct 
of  diocesan  affairs  between  conventions;  and  the  committee  shares  with 
this  convention  concern  and  disappointment  that  financial  prospects  at 
this  time  necessitate  curtailment  of  the  council's  proposed  diocesan  pro- 
gram for  the  coming  year. 

Episcopal  Laymen:  The  committee  notes  with  enthusiasm  the  initiation 
of  efforts  to  bring  together  clergy  and  lay  people  for  discussion  of  their 
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respective  roles  in  the  mission  of  the  Church  and  expresses  the  hope  that 
these  efforts  will  be  continued  and  expanded. 

Armed  Services:  The  committee  is  convinced  that  there  is  continuing 
need  for  emphasis  upon  the  importance  of  work  in  this  area  and  would 
urge  that  all  clergy  undertake  to  notify  the  appropriate  service  chaplain 
upon  the  entrance  of  any  parishioner  into  the  armed  forces  and  to  mail 
parish  bulletins  regularly  to  all  parishioners  in  service. 

Episcopal  Churchwomen:  The  committee,  like  every  delegate  who 
heard  the  report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  is  both  humbled  and 
gratified  by  the  evidence  that  the  creative  imagination  and  the  unceasing 
devotion  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  are  equaled  only  by  their  success 
in  achieving  the  profoundly  significant  objectives  which  they  so  cou- 
rageously set  for  themselves.

REPORT  OF  TOE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT 
OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

Your  committee  has  reviewed  the  following  reports  as  referred  to  it: 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

Murdoch  Memorial  Society 

North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation 

Your  committee  received  these  three  reports  and  they  seem  to  be 
in  order.  In  your  behalf  the  committee  commends  the  trustees  of  the 
Diocese  who  have  served  in  this  capacity  (as  well  as  those  who  have 
served  before  them)  for  their  careful,  devoted  and  unselfish  efforts 
in  the  performance  of  a  sometimes  complex  and  always  time-consum- 
ing assignment. 

As  a  means  of  furthering  the  growth  and  usefulness  and  spiritual, 
as  well  as  monetary,  value  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Inc.,  your  committee  would  stress  for  the  Convention 
the  opportunity  and  the  desirability  of  making  provision  through 
yearly  gifts,  as  well  as  the  utilization  of  wills,  to  extend  the  work  of 
our  church.  In  urging  Episcopalians  toward  this  action  your  Commit- 
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tee  would  direct  the  attention  of  delegates  and  all  communicants  to 
one  of  the  rubrics  on  page  320  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"The  minister  is  ordered,  from  time  to  time,  to  advise  the  people, 
whilst  they  are  in  health,  to  make  wills,  arranging  for  the  disposal  of 
their  temporal  goods,  and  when  of  ability,  to  leave  bequests  for 
religious  and  charitable  uses." 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  admonishes  the  clergy  and  lay 
leaders  of  the  Diocese  to  promote  and  encourage  gifts,  through  wills 
and  legacies,  to  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
Inc. 

As  a  result  of  the  change  in  the  date  for  the  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
Inc.,  submitted  a  monthly  accounting  report  dated  October  31,  1963, 
instead  of  the  customary  annual  audit  report.  Steps  are  being  taken 
to  change  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Foundation  to  a  date  that  will  permit 
an  audit  report  for  the  Annual  Convention. 

The  report  available  to  the  committee  showed  a  total  of  $8,819,26 
in  principal  and  interest  overdue.  However  this  represented  a  slight 
improvement  over  the  amount  outstanding  on  March  31,  1963,  and 
efforts  are  reported  as  being  made  to  collect  the  balance  due  on  these 
notes. 

Outstanding  pledges  total  $86,107.72  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
collect  the  balance  on  original  pledges.  Pledges  due  from  churches 
amount  to  $51,509.82.  Your  Committee  urges  members  of  this  Con- 
vention to  encourage  fulfillment  of  pledges  as  made  in  order  that  the 
Foundation  may  offer  its  very  maximum  service  to  the  Diocese. 

Idle  funds  amounting  to  $33,837.27  were  invested  in  U.S.  Treasury 
bills  that  are  due  September  30,  1964,  with  a  face  value  at  that  time 
of  $35,000.  These  funds  were  not  needed  to  meet  current  loan  demands. 

The  Foundation  received  only  one  request  for  funds  after  March 
31.  St.  Mark's  Mission  at  Wilson  applied  for  a  $1,200.  loan  which 
was  approved  by  the  Foundation.  Other  inquiries  have  been  received, 
but  no  other  formal  requests  for  funds. 

The  trustees  of  the  Francis  }.  Murdoch  Society  report  that  the 
Society  did  not  receive  a  single  request  for  a  loan  during  the   1963 
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calendar  year,  and  reports  a  balance  of  $953.39  available  for  loan.  The 
activities  of  the  Society  are  limted  to  making  loans  to — under  the 
terms  of  the  will  of  Miss  Margaret  Murdoch — the  "aid  and  training 
of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church". 
And,  since  the  stated  purpose  of  the  Society  are  to  diligently  seek 
out,  and  if  need  be,  aid  "fit  persons  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry  of  the  church,  or  for  its  missionary  work",  your  Committee 
would  urge — in  the  face  of  a  continuing  clergy  shortage — that  this 
available  aid  not  be  overlooked  in  the  continuing  zealous  search  for 
candidates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee  to  use  this 
opportunity  each  year  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  paying  all  pension 
fund  assessments  as  they  become  due.  Regulations  of  The  Church  Pension 
Fund  provide  that  the  immediate  grant  of  $1,000  to  widows  cannot  be 
paid  after  December  31  of  each  year  until  every  parish  in  union  with  the 
Diocesan  Convention  has  paid  its  proper  pension  assessments  for  at  least 
six  months  of  that  year.  On  January  1,  1964,  The  Church  Pension  Fund 
accounts  of  three  parishes  and  three  missions  were  in  arrears  and  the 
account  of  one  parish  was  credited  with  payment  of  pension  assessments 
for  less  than  six  months  in  1963. 

As  of  November  26,  1963,  The  Church  Pension  Fund  reported  grants 
in  force  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 

Clergymen    (13)  $      22,691.52 

Widows    (15)    .  17,492.76 

Orphans    (3)    ___.  1,560.00 

Total  __$      41,744.28 

For  the  Church  as  a  whole,  the  benefit  totals  were  as  follows: 

Clergymen  (1,063)   _  $2,021,111.00 

Disabled   Clergy    (110)  215,624.00 

Widows    (1,587)  1,776,478.00 

Orphans   (279)    .  140,522.00 

Total  ..  $4,153,735.00 

Assessments  contributed  approximately  one-half  of  the  needed  resources 
for  the  foregoing  benefits.  The  other  one-half  was  provided  from  invest- 
ment earnings. 

Retirement  and  disability  pensions  have  continued  at  approximately 
sixty  percent  of  the  clergymen's  average  salary,  with  a  minimum  pension  of 
$1,800  for  clergymen  ordained  at  normal  ages.  The  widows'  pensions  have 
continued  to  vary  from  $1,200  to  one-half  of  the  husband's  pensions 
depending  on  the  years  of  her  married  life  to  him  in  his  active  ministry; 
and  the  minor  children's  benefits  are  $360  to  $600  a  year  depending  upon 
age.  Pensions  less  than  these  minimum  figures  result  from  ( 1 )  salary 
averaging  under  $1,500,  (2)  ordination  after  age  40,  (3)  discontinuous 
assessment  payments,  (4)  period  of  deposition,  and  (5)  very  late  mar- 
riage. 

Effective  January  1,  1964,  the  pension  assessment  was  determined  by 
a  slightly  different  formula,  though  the  assessment  rate  of  15  percent 
remained  unchanged.  Under  the  new  formula,  when  provision  is  made  by 
a  parish  or  employer  unit  for  clergy  living  quarters  whether  (1)  rectory 
supplied,  (2)  rent  paid,  or  (3)  rental  allowance  given,  the  actual  amount

of  such  payment  shall  be  disregarded  and  such  provision  for  living  quarters 
shall  be  considered  as  increasing  the  clergymen's  combined  salary  and 
utility  allowance  (if  any)   by  one-fifth  for  assessment  purposes. 

Once  again,  the  Committee  encourages  all  clergy  and  lay  leaders  to 
insist  that  assessments  be  paid  promptly;  and  the  Committee  repeats  its 
offer  to  assist  all  churches  in  connection  with  any  problems  that  may 
arise  concerning  The  Church  Pension  Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  HOME 
FOR  THE  AGEING,  INC. 

The  Directors  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Bishop  Edwin  Anderson 
Penick  Home  is  nearing  completion  and  will  be  receiving  guests  in  the 
near  future.  It  is  anticipated  that  before  many  months  the  Home  will  be 
filled,  and  a  waiting  list  will  be  developed. 

The  Home  will  represent  an  outlay  of  well  over  $700,000  and  the 
indications  are  that  a  loan  of  $250,000  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
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project.  The  North  Carolina  National  Bank  has  agreed  to  lend  the  Home 
up  to  $250,000. 

The  Finance  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, will  have  to  negotiate  a  permanent  loan.  This  loan  will  have  to  he 
amortized  and  with  the  carrying  charges  added,  a  big  problem  will  be- 
er ea  ted. 

The  history  of  similar  institutions  is  that  increased  support  can  be 
expected  after  the  Home  is  in  operation.  Therefore,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Home  be 
operated  for  a  year  endeavoring  to  bring  in  as  much  support  as  possible, 
and  at  the  end  of  that  period  take  the  necessary  steps  to  liquidate  the  loan. 

The  Treasurer  will  submit  a  full  report  along  with  other  rq^orts  from 
the  different  committees.

REPORT  OF  EPISCOPAL  YOUNG  CHURCHMEN 

Emphasis  has  been  put  on  the  training  of  your  people  to  be  responsible 
Christians  and  active  members  of  the  church  in  teenage  years.  E.Y.C. 
groups  have  been  active  in  many  phases  of  church  life  throughout  the 
1963-64  year. 

Vade  Mecum  served  as  a  great  opportunity  for  worship,  leadership, 
service,  and  fellowship;  and  was  strengthened  in  many  ways  by  the  service 
of  the  Episcopal  Young  Churchmen.  Painting,  mending,  clearing  bush 
areas,  laying  down  cement  paths,  and  setting  up  walls  along  the  Vade 
Mecum  cabins  kept  young  people  on  the  go  all  summer. 

Episcopalians  played  a  great  part  in  the  N.  C.  Ecumenical  Youth 
Assembly  at  Guilford  College  last  summer.  By  participation  with  other 
denominations  more  young  people  became  aware  of  the  importance  of  the 
Ecumenical  Movement.  Leaders  in  the  Diocese  have  represented  E.Y.C- 
groups  at  the  National  E.Y.C.  Study  Conference  at  Sewanee  last  summer, 
at  commission  meetings  and  at  provincial  conferences.  The  Youth  Com- 
mission serves  to  co-ordinate  district  meetings,  mid-winter  study  confer- 
ences, the  convention,  and  parish  work;  and  channels  offerings,  such  as 
the  Fall  Young  People's  Thank  Offering  to  be  distributed  to  Cuban  refu- 
gees and  the  Workday  for  Christ  offering  to  go  for  further  work  on  the 
Vade  Mecum  cabins. 

Mid-winter  study  conferences  will  be  held  to  involve  youth  in  serious 
study  of  the  theme,  "Must  We  Lead  Two  Lives?"  Later  in  the  spring,  St. 
Paul's  in  Winston-Salem  will  be  the  host  for  the  convention  (April  10th- 
12th).  To  further  the  study  of  our  theme,  all  keynote  addresses  and  dis- 
cussions  will   be  based   on   the   controversial   play  "For   Heaven's   Sake". 
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Salem  College  is  presenting  the  play  for  the  Episcopal  Young  Churchman. 
It  will  enable  us  to  tie  in  all  the  work  we  have  done  in  the  year,  to  evaluate 
our  structure,  and  to  make  plans  for  another  year.

REPORT  OF  KANUGA  CONFERENCES,  INC. 

After  an  extremely  successful  year  of  operation  in  1963,  Kanuga  goes 
into  1964  under  the  capable  leadership  of  a  new  Executive  Director.  Due 
to  the  resignation  of  W.  P.  Verduin,  our  able  Director  for  the  past  13 
years,  Mr.  Edgar  Hartley,  Jr.,  former  Director  of  Promotion  at  Kanuga, 
was  chosen  by  the  Board  as  the  new  Director. 

During  the  years  of  Mr.  Verduin's  leadership  Kanuga  moved  forward  in 
many  areas:  the  number  of  campers  nearly  trebled,  and  both  conference 
members  and  hotel  guests  substantially  increased.  Also  the  number  and 
types  of  conferences  has  increased  to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  chang- 
ing times.  The  influence  of  Kanuga  is  ever  expanding. 

Also  during  Mr.  Verduin's  tenure  as  Executive  Director  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  has  been  spent  in  major  physical  improvements  and 
today  Kanuga's  accounts  are  "in  the  black". 

The  Board  has  placed  its  confidence  in  Mr.  Hartley  to  carry  on  the 
work  and  influence  of  this  great  church  conference  center.  With  our  help 
— the  help  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese  and  the  other  four  owning 
Dioceses — Kanuga  will  continue  to  grow  in  service  to  and  influence  on 
our  church. 

Our  Bishop,  the  Right  Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  will  direct  the 
Adult  Conference  at  Kanuga  in  1964  and  under  his  leadership  these  two 
one-week  conferences  are  shaping  up  into  the  finest  that  you  will  find 
available  in  the  church  today.  The  headliner  for  the  1964  Adult  Confer- 
ence will  be  the  Right  Reverend  Stephen  Bayne. 

Kanuga  continues  to  need  your  support  both  financially  and  through 
your  attendance  at  its  fine  summer  conferences.  You  too  will  find,  as 
Gcrt  Behanna  said  after  her  two  weeks  at  Kanuga  that  "At  Kanuga,  here 
is  love.  Therefore,  it  brings  out  the  love  in  you.  Love  is  the  pipeline  to 
God,  and  when  you  leave  Kanuga  you  take  some  of  it  with  you,  whether 
you  brought  any  with  you  or  not." 

Last  summer  more  than  2500  men,  women  and  children  spent  an 
average  of  seven  days  at  Kanuga.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  TO  THE  DEAF  FOR  1963 

January  1963  marked  the  twentieth  year  I  have  had  the  privilege  of 
serving  as  your  missionary  to  the  deaf.  During  this  time,  seven  cities  have 
been  served  with  a  church  service  being  conducted  once  a  month  in  each 
locality.  After  surveying  the  results,  it  was  decided  the  people  and  the 
Church  would  be  better  served  by  trying  to  make  the  work  more  intensive 
in  fewer  places. 

The  schedule  has  been  rearranged  to  serve  five  cities  with  two  services 
each  month.  In  addition,  the  deaf  children  attending  the  North  Carolina 
School  for  the  Deaf  in  Morganton  are  served  by  a  Bible  Discussion  Group 
twice  a  month.  The  attendance  by  the  students  is  on  a  voluntary  basis.  The 
average  attendance  is  between  90  to  100^  with  12  to  15  staff  and  faculty 
members,  also  voluntarily  attending.  The  individual  participation  has  been 
most  heartening,  and  it  is  felt,  some  real  Christian  Education  is  being 
accomplished.  The  bi-monthly  services  for  the  adults  has  resulted  in 
increased  interest  and  participation.  I  only  regret  it  took  20  years  of  experi- 
ence to  realize  the  need  for  this  change. 

There  have  been  79  services  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  32  Cele- 
brations of  Holy  Communion,  attended  by  approximately  6,000  persons. 
Pastoral  calls  of  every  type  have  been  made. 

In  behalf  of  the  deaf  of  the  Diocese,  may  1  express  sincere  Christian 
gratitude  for  your  support,  interest  and  concern  for  this  missionary  work.

The  activities  of  the  Society,  therefore,  are  limited  to  making 
loans.

Work  on  the  projected  history  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  is 
progressing.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 
FOUNDATION,  INC. 

As  a  result  of  the  change  in  the  date  for  the  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church 
Foundation,  Incorporated,  is  hereby  submitting  a  Monthly  Accounting 
Report  dated  October  31,  1963  and  prepared  by  the  North  Carolina 
National  Bank,  Trustee  for  the  Foundation,  instead  of  the  customary 
annual  audit  report  made  by  an  independent  firm  of  accountants.  This 
audit  report  has  in  the  past  been  prepared  as  of  March  31.  Steps  are  now 
being  taken  to  change  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Foundation  to  a  date  that  will 
enable  us  to  have  the  audit  report  available  for  the  Annual  Convention. 

The  Monthly  Accounting  Report  includes  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Principal  and  Income  Accounts,  a  list  of  the  stocks  and 
bonds  held,  a  list  of  the  Notes  outstanding,  and  the  amount  of  uncollected 
pledges  of  both  churches  and  individuals.  To  supplement  this  information, 
we  are  also  attaching  a  list  of  the  notes  outstanding  as  of  November  1  show- 
ing the  original  amount  of  the  loans,  the  balance  due  on  the  loans,  and 
the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  which  is  past  due.  As  can  be  readily 
seen,  a  total  of  $8,819.26  in  principal  and  interest  is  overdue.  This  repre- 
sents a  slight  improvement  over  the  amount  outstanding  on  March  31, 
1963.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  collect  the  balances  due  on  these  notes. 

The  outstanding  pledges  of  $86,107.72  is  the  same  as  was  the  case  on 
March    31.   An    effort  will   be   made   to  collect   the  balance  on   original 
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pledges.    A    list   of    the   pledges    due    from    churches,    which    amount    to 
$51,509.82,  is  attached. 

As  shown  in  the  Monthly  Accounting  Report  under  the  Disbursements 
Section  of  the  Principal  Account,  idle  funds  amounting  to  $33,837.27 
were  used  to  purchase  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills  due  9/30/64  with  a  face  value 
of  $35,000.  These  funds  were  not  needed  to  meet  current  loan  demands. 

The  Foundation  has  received  only  one  request  for  funds  since  March 
31.  St.  Mark's  Mission  in  Wilson  applied  for  a  $1,200  loan  which  was 
approved  by  the  Foundation.  Several  other  inquiries  have  been  received, 
but  to  date,  no  requests  for  funds  have  been  submitted  as  a  result  of  these 
inquiries. 

A  complete  review  of  the  present  portfolio  of  stocks  and  bonds  is  being 
made  by  the  Trustee  to  determine  if  the  Foundation's  funds  can  be 
employed  in  a  more  advantageous  manner.

REPORT  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE'S  COLLEGE 

ENROLLMENT:  A  total  of  768  students  enrolled  for  the  first  semes- 
ter of  the  current  school  term.  Many  of  these  students  are  from  the  Fourth 
Province  and  from  homes  that  can  give  them  little  support. 

BUDGET:  The  total  college  budget  for  the  current  year  is  $945,095. 
Our  adopted  budget  for  1963-64  is  $977,586.  This  budget  allows  only 
$25,000  for  scholarships  and  grants.  In  order  for  us  to  get  and  keep  good 
students,  we  must  expand  this.  We  need  $20,000  to  add  to  this  fund.  It 
takes  a  total  of  $38,800  for  us  to  add  to  and  increase  salaries  of  our  faculty. 
This  is  absolutely  necessary  if  we  are  expected  to  maintain  the  credit  rat- 
ing we  have  obtained.  (We  are  fully  accredited  by  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.) 

PHYSICAL  PLAxNT:  In  December  1868  the  first  building  was  com- 
pleted on  the  present  campus.  Between  1881-1896  the  extensive  building 
program  was  carried  on  and  the  enrollment  and  staff  greatly  increased.  Since 
1900  our  physical  plant  has  grown  in  value  from  $50,000  to  over  $1,000,000 
in  1962.  In  December,  1962,  we  entered  our  newest  building,  the  Emery 
Health  and  Fine  Arts  Center.  With  this  we  hope  to  expand  our  campus 
and  bring  present  buildings  up  to  standards.  We  plan  to  enter  a  $2V2 
motion  capital  program.  Our  needs  range  in  amounts  from  $100  to 
$1,000,000. 

ACADEMIC  PROGRAM:  FACULTY  TRAINING— The  College  has 
made  tremendous  strides  with  regards  to  obtaining  holders  of  the  Doc- 
torate. Presentlv,  it  has   22  full  and  parMime  holders  of  the  Doctorate. 
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This  brings  the  number  of  doctorates  slightly  above  the  number  required 
by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  The  real 
challenge,  of  course,  is  not  merely  to  have  these  teachers,  but  the  test 
comes  in  being  able  to  keep  them.  In  other  words,  salary  is  a  very  impor- 
tant factor. 

FACULTY  RESEARCH  BULLETIN:  During  the  past  school  year  the 
faculty  of  Saint  Augustine's  College  published  its  first  Faculty  Research 
Journal.  This  was  certainly  a  milestone  in  the  academic  achievement  of  the 
Saint  Augustine's  College  Faculty.  These  journals  were  distributed  among 
several  colleges  in  this  area  as  well  as  numerous  colleges  throughout  the 
United  States. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL:  During  the  past  summer  there  were  14  members 
of  the  Saint  Augustine's  College  faculty  who  attended  summer  school,  semi- 
nars, and/or  institutes  in  various  institutions  throughout  the  United  States. 
This  is  a  continuing  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  College  to  upgrade  the 
training  of  its  faculty. 

SUMMER  TRAINING  PROGRAM  FOR  HIGH  ABILITY  SECON- 
DARY SCHOOL  STUDENTS:  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  College  has 
recently  been  notified  that  it  will  be  the  recipient  of  a  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to  support  a  Summer  Conference  of  a  two- 
week  duration  in  Radiobiology  for  College   Science  Teachers. 

READING  LABORATORY :  In  order  to  increase  the  ability  of  the 
students  to  read  faster  and  to  comprehend  more  readily,  the  College  plans 
to  put  into  operation,  come  the  second  semester  of  the  1963-64  school 
year,  a  Reading  Laboratory.  A  space  has  already  been  designated  and  a 
small  grant  has  alreadv  been  received  for  which  to  establish  this  program. 

CHAPEL:  This  is  the  center  and  focal  point  of  our  Christian  aims 
and  aspirations.  Despite  the  fact  that  only  two  classes  may  be  seated  at 
any  one  service,  the  Chapel  is  serving  a  definite  need.  The  Episcopal 
Churchwomen  presented  a  beautiful  dossal,  sacristry  of  the  same  velvet 
material,  and  two  brass  altar  vases.  The  Laymen  had  the  stained  glass 
windows  repaired  and  the  Class  of  '63  gave  attractive  carpeting  that  extends 
all  of  the  way  from  the  Chapel  entrance  to  the  altar.  The  UTO  of  the 
National  P.E.  Church  made  possible  the  asphalt  road  surfacing  leading 
to  the  Chapel. 

ALUMNI:  Our  product  has  also  been  recognized.  We  have  alumni 
serving  around  the  world.  They  are  teachers,  priests,  doctors,  lawyers, 
social  workers,  government  employees  and  workers  in  new  areas  not  yet 
publicized.  They  are  "measuring  up".  The  economic  background  of  our 
alumni  rules  out  the  possibility  of  their  giving  any  considerable  financial 
assistance. 

PEPvSONNEL  AREA:  Services  of  special  concern  at  this  time  are  job 
placement  and  testing  for  scholarships  and  placement.  Off-campus  housing 
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has  taken  on  added  importance  since  campus  housing  has  become  "over 
subscribed".  In  brief  the  Personnel  staff  at  Saint  Augustine's  College  has 
as  its  basic  responsibility  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  correct 
type  of  personal  and  group  relations  which  will  lend  maximum  aid  to  the 
teaching  and  learning  process  and  that  which  will  provide  for  the  smooth 
operation  of  the  total  college  program.  This  is  done  by  coordinating  a 
program  of  (1)  counseling  and  guidance  service,  (2)  supervised  extra-class 
activities,  (3)  a  program  of  immediate  medical  services  when  needed,  and 
(4)  wholesome  dormitory  life,  and  leadership  exemplary  of  college  students. 

SUBSTANTIAL  INCREASE  IN  LIBRARY  HOLDINGS:  As  a  result 
of  a  $5,000  grant  received  by  the  College  during  the  spring  of  1963  it  has 
been  able  to  add  over  500  additional  volumes  to  the  library.  Our  Elemen- 
tary Education  area  has  been  substantially  strengthened  as  well  as  Science 
and  Music  areas. 

COLLEGE  EXTENSION  PROGRAM:  In  an  attempt  to  render  edu- 
cational services  to  the  community,  the  College  is  currently  conducting  an 
extension  class  for  In-Service  Teachers  at  the  Harnett  County  Training 
School,  Lillington,  and  also  an  extension  course  on  the  campus.  These 
courses  enable  In-Service  Teachers  to  advance  or  renew  their  certificates 
and  it  also  gives  other  non-college  graduates  an  opportunity  to  enrich  their 
own  educational  backgrounds. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  SCHOLARS  PROGRAM:  The  College  brings  to 
the  campus  one  night  a  week  for  one  hour  and  a  half  a  group  of  fifty 
superior  high  school  seniors  from  six  high  schools  in  the  vicinity  of  Raleigh. 
These  students  are  all  intellectually  gifted.  They  are  exposed  to  some  of 
the  best  faculty  minds  in  the  area.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  of 
these  same  students  matriculate  at  Saint  Augustine's  College. 

REORGANIZATION  OF  ENTIRE  CURRICULUM:  The  entire 
curriculum  has  been  revised  and  strengthened  to>  the  end  that  it  meets  the 
new  revised  standards  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  As 
a  part  of  their  general  education,  all  students  are  now  required  to  take 
courses  in  Mathematics,  a  Foreign  Language,  the  Humanities,  the  Social 
and  Natural  Sciences. 

HONORS  PROGRAM:  The  College  has  the  largest  number  of  stu- 
dents in  its  Honors  Program  they  have  had  in  the  five-year  history  of  the 
program.  There  are  fifteen  students  enrolled  and  all  are  doing  high  quality 
work  in  independent  study,  reading,  and/or  research.  Many  of  these  stu- 
ents  have  already  been  offered  scholarships  or  fellowships  to  enter  grad- 
uate school.  Students  who  are  able  to  meet  the  vigorous  requirements  into 
the  Honors  Program  are  given  a  remission  of  tuition. 

PROGRAMS  SPONSORED  BY  AND  REQUESTS  TO  THE  NA- 
TIONAL SCIENCE  FOUNDATION:  The  College  is  currently  sponsor- 
ing a  1963-64  In-Service  Institute  in  the  Biological  and  Physical  Sciences 
for  Elementary  Teachers.  This  program  is  supported  by  funds  from  the 
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National   Science  Foundation.   The  College   also   has    the   following   pro- 
grams pending  with  the  National  Science  Foundation: 

1.  A  1964  Summer  Institute  in  Mathematics  for  Secondary  Teachers. 

2.  A  1964  Summer  Institute  in  Science  for  Secondary  School  Science 
Teachers. 

3.  A  1964  Summer  Institute  in  Chemistry  for  Secondary  Teachers. 

4.  A  1964  Summer  Institute  for  Elementary  Teachers. 

GENERAL:  It  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  raise  the  cost  of  tuition 
for  the  1963-64  school  term.  It  will  now  cost  a  boarding  student  $995.00 
in  tuition,  fees,  room  and  board  annually.  In  addition,  he  must  buy  books 
and  supplies.  With  this  increase  in  student  costs,  we  greatly  need  assis- 
tance in  scholarship  aid.  Many  of  our  students  are  from  broken  homes,  and 
their  families  are  in  the  low  income  bracket.  In  fact,  not  only  is  the  ave- 
rage Negro  citizen's  annual  income  almost  $2,000  below  the  average 
white  citizen's  income,  but  the  Negro  unemployment  rate  is  almost 
twice  as  high  as  the  rate  for  whites.  A  college  education  will  enable  our 
students  to  contribute  more  to  the  total  growth  and  development  of  his 
community,  wherever  he  may  be.  A  church-oriented  education  should  give 
them  the  necessary  faith  in  God  and  man  for  today's  highly  competitive 
and  materialistic  society.

REPORT  OF  SAINT  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

The  1963-64  session  began  in  mid-September  with  about  the  same 
number  of  students.  Increases  in  numbers  would  have  been  desirable  but 
this  was  not  possible  with  dormitories  already  taxed  to  capacity.  Again  more 
than  50  percent  of  the  group  came  from  the  Episcopal  Church  and  also 
from  North  Carolina. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  October  noted  the  satisfactory 
operation  of  the  college  during  the  previous  year.  Again,  the  year  was 
closed  with  a  balanced  budget  but  as  so1  often  in  the  past  with  some  sacri- 
fices in  the  area  of  faculty  and  staff  salaries  and  in  spending  in  capital 
improvement. 

The  greatest  needs  at  present  are  in  the  capital  improvement  area.  We 
need  the  proposed  library  building  very  badly  as  the  present  quarters  will 
not  house  all  of  the  books  that  are  now  on  hand.  Additional  seating  space 
is  necessary  also  if  the  student  body  is  to  grow  at  all. 

There  is  pressing  need  for  an  additional  dormitory  as  many  excellent 
students  are  being  turned  away  because  of  space  limitation.  This  causes 
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much  criticism  as  the  total  increase  in  the  student  body  any  given  year  rep- 
resents only  a  fraction  of  the  number  applying  for  entrance. 

The  trustees  are  studying  these  problems  along  with  others  that  are 
arising  in  this  period  of  population  growth. 

Efforts  have  been  made  over  the  years  to  keep  salary  schedules  in  line 
with  comparable  institutions.  This  has  been  very  difficult  with  the  very 
limited  resources  available.  At  present  our  average  salary  is  slightly  less  than 
those  paid  in  the  church-related  colleges  of  the  State  but  far  behind  the 
average  of  many  of  the  tax-supported  colleges. 

Income  for  the  two  purposes  set  forth  above  has  come  generally  from 
student  fees.  It  is  important  to  develop  other  sources  for  the  future  that 
will  enable  the  college  to  make  normal  growth  and  not  place  a  heavy 
strain  upon  the  students  who  attend.

REPORT  OF  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

Last  year  at  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  Mr. 
Emmett  Sebrell,  Chairman  of  our  Finance  Committee,  gave  a  complete 
report  of  the  financial  status  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  it  is 
printed  in  the  Journal  on  pages  133  through  and  half  of  page  136.  We 
had  hoped  this  report  would  clarify  in  the  minds  of  the  people  the  need 
for  money  for  our  Current  Fund.  In  my  correspondence  and  in  my  con- 
tacts I  find  that  very  few  people  have  read  this  report.  I  would  like  to 
urge  the  clergy  to  use  this  report  to  explain  to  their  congregation  the 
financial  status  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

This  report  showed  that  the  implementation  of  the  Hopkirk  Report 
had  increased  the  expenditures  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  considerably. 
The  Hopkirk  Report  called  for  expanded  services  which  allows  Thompson 
Orphanage  to  better  serve  the  church  people  of  North  Carolina.  If  the 
people  want  this  service  to  continue  our  income  must  be  increased  to 
meet  our  expenditures.  We  now  have  a  budget  of  $148,026.00.  We  esti- 
mate an  income  of  $120,500.00  This  you  can  see  leaves  a  deficit  of 
$27,526.00.  This  explains  our  financial  position.  Our  income  must 
increase  or  our  program  must  be  cut  back  to  a  balanced  budget. 

In  implementing  the  Hopkirk  Report  an  assistant  superintendent  and 
a  director  of  social  work  have  been  employed.  This  is  a  beginning  and  the 
department  will  be  added  to  as  money  is  available.  Plans  are  now  under- 
way for  a  cottage  in  the  Eastern  Diocese  located  in  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  and 
soon  to  follow  will  be  a  cottage  for  the  Western  Diocese.  The  institutional 
care  of  children  is  far  more  complicated  today  because  of  the  changes  in 
our  social  order.  There  are  more  broken  home  children  to  be  cared  for

today  and  this  is  a  very  difficult  work.  This  group  is  increasing  year  after 
year. 

Our  boys  and  girls  now  get  their  religious  training  at  St.  Martin's  Epis- 
copal Church  located  here  in  Charlotte.  This  is  a  wonderful  program  of 
Christian  education  and  fellowship. 

During  the  year  1962-63,  Thompson  Orphanage  cared  for  92  children; 
on  campus,  85;  foster  homes,  7;  admissions,  35;  and  discharges,  30.  These 
children  came  from  all  over  North  Carolina.  Our  turnover  is  faster.  This 
means  that  more  staff  is  needed  and  more  of  everything  is  needed.  When 
children  come  to  us  they  need  everything  and  this  is  very  expensive,  and 
when  children  are  discharged  they  take  everything  with  them.  We  must 
meet  the  State  regulations  and  this  takes  money. 

The  work  of  Thompson  Orphanage  is  well  known  and  I  feel  that  the 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  North  Carolina  appreciate  what  has 
been  done  by  Thompson  Orphanage  and  will  continue  to  support  its  work 
and  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  report  the  actions 
taken  by  the  Trustees  during  the  calendar  year  1963.  There  is  attached 
to  this  report  and  made  a  part  hereof  the  Twenty  Eighth  Annual 
Report  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Custodian  of  the  Diocese 
of  Norh  Carolina  Trusts.  Reference  is  made  to  this  report  for  a  state- 
ment of  the  several  trusts  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  all  of  the  securities 
held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  been  transferred  to  and  are 
held  by  Alsher  &  Company,  Nominee  of  the  North  Carolina  National 
Bank.  The  report  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  attached  to 
this  report  shows  the  percentage  of  interest  in  the  common  trust  fund 
held  by  each  individual  trust. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  having  been  relieved  of  the  duty  of 
investing  the  funds  of  the  Diocese,  no  report  on  investments  is 
included  herein. 

The  Trustees  summarize  the  following  actions  taken  by  them, 
to-wit: 
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January  14,  1963: 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  sale  of  413  English  Street,  Monroe, 
North  Carolina.  No  sale  has  been  accomplished  to  date. 

March  28,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  deed  for  14.03  acres  of  land  on  the  north 
side  of  the  new  belt  line  being  constructed  around  Raleigh  near  six 
Forks  Road  to  be  used  as  the  location  of  a  Diocesan  Headquarters. 

May  9,  1963: 

The  Trustees  accepted  the  offer  of  the  City  Manager  of  Spencer 
to  demolish  and  remove  a  dilapidated  church  building  located  at  405 
South  Rowan  Avenue,  Spencer,  without  cost  to  the  Diocese. 

May  30,  1963: 

The  Trustees  conveyed  two  tracts  at  Knollhurst,  Stokes  County, 
formerly  known  as  St.  Martin's  Church,  to  Mrs.  Charles  D.  Haynes, 
et  al.  Trustees  of  Knollhurst  Community  Center,  Inc.,  for  a  consider- 
ation of  $200. 

May  31,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  conveyance  from  the  Redevelopment  Com- 
mission of  Greensboro  of  a  tract  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Market 
Street  to  be  used  and  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Greensboro. 

June  10,  1963: 

The  Trustees  authorized  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  to  pay 
$7.41,  balance  in  the  St.  Paul's  Rectory,  Smithfield,  account  to  the 
Treasurer  of  St.  Paul's  Church  for  application  to  any  mortgage  indebt- 
edness or  building  fund  of  that  parish. 

Conforming  to  instructions  of  the  Investment  Committee,  the 
Trustees  executed  assignments  for  sale  of  several  securities. 

June  13,  1963: 

The  Trustees  executed  waiver  of  service  of  citation  concerned  with 
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the  final  accounts  of  the  Estate  of  Carolyn  P.  Mayer  in  the  Surrogate 
Court  of  New  York,  the  Diocese  having  a  remainder  interest  in  said 
estate. 

July  5,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  a  consideration  of  $200  for  the  property' 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  Knollhurst  Community  Center,  Inc. 

July  10,  1963: 

The  Trustees  executed  and  forwarded  to  James  O.  Moore,  Esquire, 
of  Charlotte,  for  delivery,  deed  conveying  two  tracts  of  land  to  the 
City  of  Charlotte  to  be  used  for  street  purposes,  taken  from  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution. 
The  conveyance  was  auhorized  by  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  is 
in  consideration  of  $17,500. 

September  17,  1963: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  forwarded  assignments  of  all  securi- 
ties held  by  them  for  the  Diocese  to  Alsher  &  Company,  Nominee  of 
the  North  Carolina  National  Bank.  The  securities  are  held  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  the  direction  of  the 
Investment  Committee. 

September  24,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  and  filed  with  the  Business  Manager  of  the 
Diocese  new  argreement  with  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  for 
acting  as  Custodian  of  the  securities  of  the  Diocese. 

October  23,  1963: 

The  Trustees  executed  and  delivered  deed  to  Mr.  Adam  Younce 
conveying  Lot  #3,  Block  16,  in  the  town  of  Spencer  as  directed  by  the 
Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

November  14,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  from  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  the  Chapel 
of  the  Cross  deed  for  property  on  Rosemary  Street  in  Chapel  Hill. 
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November  19,  1963: 

The  Trustees  executed  a  lease  between  the  Diocese  and  Norman 
R.  Rufty  for  St.  Peter's  Episcopal  Church  located  at  East  Bank  and 
South  Shaver  Street  in  Salisbury  at  a  rental  of  $54  per  month  for  one 
year  beginning  December  1,  1963. 

December  14,  1963: 

The  Trustees  received  deed  of  gift  from  William  T.  Minor,  Jr. 
and  wife  for  Lot  #2  according  to  a  plat  prepared  by  Spratt  &  Seaver 
dated  November  30,  1962,  located  between  the  Plaza  Road,  Commer- 
cial Avenue  and  the  Norfolk-Southern  Railroad  in  Charlotte  Town- 
ship, Mecklenburg  County.  The  property  is  received  in  trust  for  the 
purpose  of  transmitting  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  the 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Charlotte,  for  certain  designated  uses.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

Over  one  hundred  years  ago  the  founders  of  The  University  of  The 
South  drew  up  a  plan  that  was  distinctive  and  inspiring  in  several  ways. 
It  contemplated: 

(1)  Education   in   a   distinctively  Christian  environment; 

(2)  Special  emphasis  upon  research  and  creative  activity  on  a  scale 
not  previously  envisioned  in  America; 

(3)  The  intention  of  catering  to  the  highest  quality  of  student  only 
and,  in  numbers,  small  enough  to  make  personal  intimacy  possible; 
and 

(4)  The  selection  of  a  site  of  inspiring  natural  beauty  and  unusual 
comfort. 
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At  the  end  of  the  first  century,  three  of  the  above  goals  have  been 
reached,  leaving  only  the  second  to  be  accomplished.  The  present  ten 
million  dollar  campaign,  being  conducted  by  The  University  of  The  South, 
will  enable  all  of  the  original  goals  set  out  by  the  founders  of  The  Uni- 
versity to  be  achieved.  This  campaign  is  the  first  multi-million-dollar  grant 
ever  made  by  the  world's  largest  Foundation  to  an  Episcopal  institution. 
Although  Sewanee  was  the  smallest  beneficiary  college,  in  terms  of  enroll- 
ment, it  received  the  maximum  size  grant  because  of  support  potential  of 
its  constituency,  the  wide  interest  of  Episcopalians,  and  the  zeal  of  its 
alumni  were  judged  sufficient  to  mount  successfully  a  campaign  of  this 
extraordinary  dimension.  In  short,  it  was  demonstrated  that,  no  matter 
where  an  Episcopal  churchman  attended  college,  he  can  be  persuade  that 
his  church's  own  educational  center  is  also  worthy  of  his  contribution.  The 
campaign  is  now  in  striking  distance  of  the  half-way  mark — $3,750,000 — 
and  the  Directors  of  the  campaign  hope  to  make  this  half-way  mark  by 
March  31,  the  time  allotted  for  matching  funds  by  the  Ford  Foundation. 

The  present  endowment  stands  at  aproximately  $14,000,000 — neck  and 
neck  with  Davidson  and  Agnes  Scott  for  "first  in  the  south"  in  proportion 
to  the  student  body. 

Not  since  the  pre-Civil  War  days  of  the  University's  early  organizational 
effort  has  there  been  such  an  exciting  outlook.  The  principle  of  expanding 
by  college  units  of  approximately  five  hundred  students  each  is  not  the 
most  economical  way  to  offer  an  educational  opportunity,  but  many  feel 
it  is  to  be  the  best.  By  this  means  at  Sewanee,  Vice-Chancellor  Edward 
McCrady  feels  that  the  initimate  relationships  between  professor  and  stu^ 
dent,  which  have  characterized  the  first  century  of  Sewanee's  education 
pattern,  can  be  maintained.  Mere  intellectual  attainment  is  not  the  limit 
of  Sewanee's  ambition.  Teaching  men  what  to  do  with  what  they  know 
elevates  the  learning  process  to  the  realm  of  the  philosophical  and  the 
religious.  Every  alumnus  of  The  University  of  The  South  may  not  be  an 
enlightened  and  informed  Christian,  but  the  only  way  The  University  can 
measure  its  success  will  be  by  the  number  who  are. 

We  wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  two  members  of  this  Diocese  who 
are  serving  the  University  in  an  outstanding  way.  Trustees  at  their  last 
meeting,  June,  1963,  elected  the  Reverend  Dudley  Colhoun,  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  Mr. 
Red  Ball,  a  layman  of  St.  Mary's,  High  Point,  is  serving  as  Chairman  of 
North  Carolina  for  the  ten-million-dollar  campaign.  We  commend  these 
men  for  their  service  to  The  University. 

Visit  Sewanee  when  you  can.  Recommend  it  to  outstanding  young 
men,  and  remember  it  in  your  prayers.

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REPORT  OF  VADE  MECUM  COMMITTEE 

When  this  Committee  reported  to  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  our 
future  plans  were  somewhat  uncertain,  because  of  the  resignation  of  the 
Reverend  William  A.  Yon,  the  camp  Program  Director.  We  are  happy  to 
report  that  the  Diocesan  Director  of  Program  requested  an  assistant  direc- 
tor who  should  have  specific  responsibility,  among  others,  for  the  program 
of  all  camps  and  conferences,  and  that  this  position  has  been  filled  by 
the  Reverend  Leland  S.  Jamieson.  We  feel  fortunate  to  have  a  man  of 
Mr.  Jamieson's  dedication  and  enthusiasm.  Under  his  leadership,  the  plans 
for  the  program  of  our  Diocesan  camp  and  conference  center  are  developing 
in  a  gratifying  way. 

In  order  that  this  Committee  may  serve  both  the  Diocese  and  Vade 
Mecum  more  effectively,  we  are  now  studying  our  own  role  in  the  center's 
program.  Drawing  upon  the  advice  of  the  Reverend  George  Woodgates  of 
the  National  Council,  we  are  in  the  process  of  reorganizing  ourselves,  and 
of  drawing  up  long  range  plans,  first  for  the  development  of  the  Vade 
Mecum  program,  and  second  for  the  development  of  the  property. 

During  the  past  summer,  two  programs  were  developed  at  Vade  Mecum 
that  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention.  First,  a  group 
of  twelve  teenagers,  led  by  the  Reverend  Peter  Thomas,  spent  six  weeks  at 
Vade  Mecum  on  a  Summer  Service  Project.  These  young  people  completed 
a  new  cabin  that  had  been  started  by  professional  carpenters,  and  they 
built  a  second  cabin  in  its  entirety.  In  addition  to  this  work,  the  young 
people  met  together  each  day  for  prayer  and  Bible  study.  We  are  very 
pleased  with  this  pilot  project,  both  in  what  it  meant  to  the  young  people, 
and  in  what  it  did  for  Vade  Mecum.  We  are  planning  to  develop  the 
project  more  fully  at  Vade  Mecum  next  summer,  to  build  a  third  cabin, 
and  to  survey  a  new  wilderness  camp  site. 

Secondly,  the  already-existing  outdoor  camping  program  moved  forward 
during  the  past  summer,  by  greater  development  of  the  camp  site,  and 
by  the  training  of  more  leaders.  Three  men  from  this  Diocese,  the  Reverend 
W.  Parker  Marks,  the  Reverend  David  Nickerson,  and  the  Reverend  Daniel 
McCaskill,  have  attended  national  training  camps,  and  are  now  equipped 
to  lead  training  sessions  at  Vade  Mecum  for  others  who  are  interested  in  this 
sort  of  camping.  We  anticipate  that  wilderness  camping  will  play  a  more 
and  more  central  part  in  the  Vade  Mecum  program. 

Financially  it  has  not  been  a  particularly  good  year.  Registrations  were 
low:  540  this  summer  (72%  of  capacity),  as  compared  to  578  in  1962 
(77%  of  capacity).  This  hurt  us,  as  did  a  number  of  expenses  that  we  had 
not  anticipated.  Fortunately,  the  Winston-Salem  Foundation,  which  owns 
the  Vade  Mecum  property,  helped  us  in  a  substantial  way  in  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  property  by  paying  for  the  painting  of  Cheshire  Hall,  the 
renovation  of  the  kitchen,  and  repairs  to  the  plumbing.  We  are  equally 
grateful  to  the  Executive  Council,  for  helping  us  with  a  salary  problem. 
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Our  financial  difficulties  will  continue  until  two  things  happen.  First, 
we  found  last  year  that  we  were  unable  to  take  on  the  additional  expense 
of  paying  the  salary  of  the  camp  manager,  Mr.  T.  B.  Bowman.  Pre- 
viously, Mr.  Bowman  had  been  paid  a  very  low  salary,  which  was  supple- 
mented by  allowing  him  to  raise  tobacco  on  Vade  Mecum's  allotment. 
However,  such  an  arrangement  is  not  fair  to  Mr.  Bowman,  whose  salary 
would  change  considerably  from  year  to  year;  nor  is  it  fair  to  Vade  Mecum, 
which  needs  Mr.  Bowman's  full-time  services.  With  this  in  mind,  we  felt 
that  his  salary  should  be  raised  to  $4,800,  and  that  he  should  be  relieved 
of  the  responsibility  for  the  tobacco.  During  1962  the  Diocese  paid  Mr. 
Bowman  $3,200,  and  Vade  Mecum  paid  him  $1,300.  The  camp's  share  in 
his  salary  proved  quite  difficult  for  us  and  it  accounts  for  much  of  our 
financial  distress.  We  cannot  see  how  we  can  continue  to  pay  part  of  the 
manager's  salary  without  raising  our  fees.  Therefore,  we  would  point  out 
to  the  Convention  delegates  how  important  to  our  whole  program  is  the 
item  in  the  Proposed  1964  Budget  of  $4,800,  by  which  the  Diocese  would 
pay  all  of  the  manager's  salary. 

Secondly,  wc  will  continue  to  have  money  troubles  so  long  as  Vade 
Mecum  is  so  poorly  attended.  Presently,  our  program  touches  only  1.56% 
of  our  Diocesan  family.  We  ask  the  help  of  all  the  people  of  the  Diocese 
in  promoting,  supporting,  and  attending  your  Diocesan  camp  and  confer- 
ence center.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  WORSHIP  AND 
CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  Diocesan  Commission  on  Worship  and  Church  Music  has  recently 
sponsored  two  conferences.  The  annual  Junior  Choir  Conference  at  Vade 
Mecum  was  held  the  last  week  of  June  for  choristers  in  school  grades 
four  through  six.  Under  the  direction  of  Robert  C.  Perkins,  organist  and 
choirmaster  of  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury,  some  54  boys  and  girls  of  the  diocese 
shared  in  this  conference,  representing  16  congregations. 

In  October,  Canon  Edward  N.  West  and  Mr.  Alex  Wyton,  both  of 
the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  John  the  Divine  in  New  York,  led  a  confer- 
ence on  Worship  and  Church  Music  at  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  which  was 
attended  by  120  choristers,  organists,  altar  guild  members,  and  clergy  of 
the  diocese. 

Plans  underway  for  1964  call  for  a  Junior  Choir  Conference  at  Vade 
Mecum  in  June.  Discussions  are  being  held  with  the  dioceses  in  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia  which  may  lead  to  a  joint  conference  on  church  music 
under  national  leadership  at  Camp  Gravatt  S.  C,  in  August,  designed  for 
family  participation. 
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These  conferences  provide  both  children  and  adults  with  expert  leader 
ship  in  the  areas  of  liturgies  and  music;  they  provide  an  opportunity  to  share 
in  worship  in  a  much  larger  and  more  able  group  than  is  possible  in  any 
single  parish;  and  they  encourage  commitment  to  our  Lord  through  His 
worship. 

At  the  request  of  the  Diocesan,  a  committee  from  the  Commission  is 
now  designing  the  interior  of  the  Chapel  in  the  Penick  Memorial  Home 
in  Southern  Pines  as  a  distinctive  worship  center  for  the  residents  of  the 
Home  and  as  a  diocesan  chapel  representative  of  the  best  liturgical  design. 

The  Commission  feels  that  the  real  value  of  its  work  comes  when  it 
has  the  opportunity  to  reach  churchmen  at  the  parish  level.  To  this  end, 
we  are  studying  ways  of  providing  teams  ready  to  go  at  invitation  into 
parishes  and  missions  to  lead  congregations  in  local  conferences  or  work- 
shops on  worship.  The  Commission  is  always  ready  to  serve  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  congregations  who  wish  help  in  assessing  their  liturgical  and 
muic  needs;  and  we  are  often  able  to  advise  with  congregations  who  are 
seeking  a  fulltime  church  musician  as  to  the  availability  of  liturg'ically 
trained  persons.

The  149th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  convened  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina,  on  Tuesday,  February  2,  1965,  at  10:00  A.M.,  the 
Right  Reverend  Richard  Henry  Baker,  D.D.,  presiding.  An  opening 
devotional  Service,  entitled  'The  Admission  of  the  Delegates,"  was 
led  by  the  Reverend  Loren  B.  Mead. 

Hie  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  certified  the  presence  of  a  constitu- 
tional quorum  in  both  orders  and,  there  being  no  request  for  the  calling 
of  the  roll,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  business  by  re-electing  the 
Reverend  Carl  F.  Herman  Secretary,  a  motion  so  to  do  by  the  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  having  been  passed. 

The  Right  Reverend  Reginald  Heber  Gooden,  Bishop  of  the  Mis- 
sionary District  of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  was  recognized  and  accorded 
the  privilege  of  seat  and  voice  in  the  Convention. 

The  Reverend  Louis  C.  Melcher,  Jr.,  host  rector,  welcomed  the 
delegates  and  introduced  Mr.  Godfrey  Cheshire,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Convention  Committee  of  the  host  parish,  who  gave  information  as 
to  parking,  meals  and  other  arrangements  which  had  been  made  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  delegates.  The  Reverend  Mr. 
Melcher  then  moved  that  the  Convention  Schedule  as  printed  in  the 
bulletin  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  be  adopted.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Reverend  William  H.  Hethcock  was  appointed  as  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
vention and  Dispatch  of  Business  moved  that  the  following  successive 
Special  Orders  of  Business  be  fixed  for  Wedneday,  February  3rd, 
beginning  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  session  at  9:30  a.m.:

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  presided  while  the  Bishop  gave  his  annual 
Convention  Address  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Addresses  of  the  Bishops  (see  Page  65).  The  Bishop  Coadjutor's 
annual  Convention  Address  was  then  presented  and  similarly  referred 
(see  Page  84),  the  Bishop  having  resumed  his  role  as  the  presiding 
officer. 

Report  #1  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  was 
presented  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  who  read  a  proposed 
new  Canon  XXXV  on  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  (see  Page 
154)  and  moved  its  adoption  on  first  reading  by  a  two-thirds  majority. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously  and  the  aforesaid 
Canon  declared  adopted  and  in  force. 

Mr.  Bourne  also  presented  on  first  reading  this  Committee's  pro- 
posed amendment  of  Canons  XVI,  XX,  XXI,  XXVII,  and  XXXI. 

Mr.  Eric  Rodgers  offered  an  additional  amendment  to  Canon 
XXVII,  the  same  being  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons. 

The  Bishop  presented  and  introduced  to  the  Convention  the  fol- 
lowing clergymen  who  have  become  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention:  The  Reverend  Messrs.  Christopher 
King  Cole,  Robert  Nelson  Davis,  Albert  Thomas  Jewell  Heath,  Robert 
Carroll  Johnson,  Jr.,  Carl  Eldridge  Jones,  Louis  Chester  Melcher,  Jr., 
James  Arthur  King,  Charles  Sydnor  Cook,  Karl  Claudius  Garrison,  Jr., 
Marshall  Taylor  Ware,  Claude  Alvin  Collins,  Charles  Lloyd  Lipscomb, 
Wiliam  Henry  Ross  Jackson,  Charles  Inglesby  Penick  and  Wa.lace 
Irving  Wolverton,  Jr.  The  Reverend  Richard  Napoleon  Ottaway,  while 
present  at  the  Convention,  was  not  in  the  Church  at  this  particular 
time. 

Dr.  George  D.  Penick  reported  on  the  program  and  work  of  the 
61st  General  Convention  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  in  October 
of  1964.  This  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous 
Reports  (see  Page  105). 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Canon  1,  sec.  1  (e),  of  the  Canons  of  General  Convention,  read 
the  proposed  Amendments  to  its  Constitution,  which  were  passed  on 
first  reading  at  the  61st  General  Convention  (1964),  (see  Page  109). 
On  motion  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  duly  passed,  the 
aforesaid  proposed  Amendments  were  referred  to  the  Diocesan  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Reverend  Downs  Spitler,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  moved  that  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Pearsall  be  seated  as  a  delegate 
in  place  of  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Battle  from  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Rocky  Mount;  and  that  Mr.  Randolph  Constantine  be  seated  as 
a  delegate  in  place  of  Mr.  Jack  Havens  from  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Department  of  Institutions  was  presented  by 
the  Reverend  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.  (see  Page  111).  On  motion  of 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Williams,  duly  passed,  the  four  resolutions  contained 
therein  were  adopted. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Williams  offered  the  following  resolution,  sec- 
onded and  passed  unanimously  by  rising  vote: 

"Whereas,  on  June  1,  1940,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Manly  Dowell  Whis- 
nant  began  a  ministry  as  Superintendent  and  Supervising  Matron 
respectively  of  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institute,  one 
of  the  most  useful  institutions  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
and 

"Whereas,  on  June  1,  1965,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whisnant  are  to  retire 
from  this  ministry,  and 

"Whereas,  during  the  intervening  years  they  have  communicated 
their  deep  Christian  commitment  to  over  2,000  different  boys  and 
girls,  to  whom  they  have  in  fact  as  well  as  name  been  "Mom"  and 
"Pop/'  and 

"Whereas,  they  have  thus  demonstrated  that  the  Church's  wit- 
ness to  the  Gospel  of  Christ  is  one  of  deeds  as  well  as  words,  and 

"Whereas,  they  have  also  been  directly  instrumental  in  raising 
the  material  resources  of  this  institution  from  levels  of  dire  necessity 
to  levels  on  which  future  programs  of  significant  child  care  may  be 
securely  based. 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  149th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  recognize  two  of  its  valued  servants 
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and  express  by  standing  vote  its  deep  gratitude  for  the  25  years  of 
truly  Christian  witness  that  'Red'  and  Pearl  will  have  shared  with 
us,  wishing  them  God's  continued  blessing  when  they  retire  this 
June." 

Mr.  Whisnant  responded  to  the  Convention's  action  with  appre- 
ciation and  also  with  his  last  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes  was  presented  by 
its  Chairman,  the  Reverend  James  O.  Walker,  Jr.  On  motion  of  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Walker,  duly  passed,  St.  Mark's  Church,  Raleigh,  was 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  an  Organized  Mission, 
whereupon  the  Bishop  recognized  the  Reverend  George  J.  Hampshire, 
Priest-in-Charge,  who  introduced  the  delegate,  Mr.  G.  Lansing  Black- 
shaw.  Both  persons  were  highly  commended  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Chair  called  for  the  presentation  of  all  resolutions  to  be  offered 
at  this  Convention  to  be  submitted  by  title.  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne 
presented  one  on  Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdependence  in  the 
Body  of  Christ,  the  same  being  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions. Mr.  Hoke  Pollock,  in  behalf  of  the  Sandhills  Convocation, 
presented  a  resolution  having  to  do  with  section  2  of  Canon  XVI  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  Mr. 
Robert  C.  Howison,  Jr.  presented  a  resolution  in  behalf  of  the  Vestry 
of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  having  to  do  with  this  Diocese's  quota  of 
the  National  Church's  Program  Fund.  The  resolution  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

The  Convention  recessed  for  lunch  at  1:00  P.M.,  the  same  being 
served  in  the  parish  house  of  the  host  church  and  in  that  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  nearby.  The  afternoon  session  opened  at  2:00  P.M. 

The  Chair  issued  a  final  call  for  resolutions,  and  Mr.  George  K. 
Seldon,  Jr.  of  St.  Martin's  Parish,  Charlotte,  presented  one  calling  for 
all  Vestry  elections  to  be  by  ballot.  The  resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Nominations  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of 
Order  were  made  both  from  the  floor  and  in  writing  to  the  Secretary, 
accompanied  by  the  required  biographical  sketches,  for  the  following 
offices:  Standing  Committee,  Executive  Council,  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  Trustee  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  Trustee  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  Trustee  of  Kanuga  Conferences,  Inc.,  Board  of  Directors 
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of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  and  Deputies  to  the  Provincial 
Synod. 

With  reference  to  nominations  for  the  Executive  Council,  the  Sec- 
retary placed  in  nomination,  in  behalf  of  the  Episcopal  Church  worn  en, 
as  provided  by  Canon  16,  sec.  2,  Mrs.  Isaac  H.  Manning,  Jr.  and 
moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  she  be  unanimously  elected 
to  membership  on  the  Council  for  a  three-year  term,  beginning  in  June, 
1965.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the  Bishop  declared 
Mrs.  Manning  elected  accordingly.  In  view  of  the  provisions  of  the 
aforesaid  Canon,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Herman  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  that  Mr.  Skinner  Pugh,  nominee  of  the  Episcopal  Lay- 
men, be  unanimously  elected  to  membership  on  the  Executive  Council 
for  a  one-year  term,  beginning  in  June  of  1965.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded and  Mr.  Skinner  was  declared  elected  accordingly. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
read  by  the  Reverend  R.  Taylor  Scott  (see  Page  114)  and  referred  to 
a  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  same. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  read  by  its  Secretary, 
the  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
cellaneous Reports  (see  Page  119). 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops  was 
read  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Warren  Way.  On  separate  motions  of  Mr. 
Way,  the  resolutions  with  respect  to  Bishop  Baker's  retirement  and 
Bishop  Fraser's  becoming  the  Diocesan  on  July  8,  1965,  were  unani- 
mously adopted  by  rising  vote  (see  Page  140). 

Bishop  Fraser  introduced  the  Right  Reverend  Noble  C.  Powell, 
retired  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  who,  upon  motion  of  the 
Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  duly  passed,  was  extended  a  seat  and 
voice  in  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  read  the  statements  of  the  Admissions 
Policy  of  those  Institutions  wholly  or  partially  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  (see  Page  143). 

The  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Worship  and  Church  Music 
was  presented  by  the  Reverend  O'Kelley  Whitaker,  Chairman  (see 
Page  144). 
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The  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Armed  Services  was  submitted  by 
title  by  the  Reverend  William  P.  Price  (see  Page  145) . 

The  Reverend  Jacob  A.  Viverette,  Jr.  moved  that  the  Commission 
on  Race  be  abolished.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Companion  Diocese  was  sub- 
mitted by  title  (see  Page  146) . 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  submitted  by  title 
(see  Page  125).  Mr.  Bason  spoke  briefly  on  items  of  the  report  and 
matters  related  thereto. 

The  Reverend  B.  Daniel  Sapp  read  the  Report  of  the  Commission 
on  Race  (see  Page  134). 

The  Right  Reverend  M.  George  Henry,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  North  Carolina  and  President  of  the  Fourth  Province  was 
recognized  and,  on  motion  duly  passed  ^accorded  a  seat  and  voice  in 
the  Convention. 

The  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Right  Reverend  John  E.  Hines,  D.D.,  was 
welcomed  by  Bishop  Fraser  and  presented  to  the  Convention.  Bishop 
Hines  spoke  briefly  on  Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdependence, 
after  which  the  second  business  session  was  concluded  and  the  Service 
of  Evensong  was  held  at  4:30  P.M.  The  preacher  was  the  Right  Rev- 
erend R.  Heber  Gooden. 

At  7:00  P.M.  in  the  ballroom  of  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  a  Conven- 
tion Dinner  in  honor  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Baker  was  held  with  Bishop 
Fraser  presiding.  Other  Bishops  present  and  participating  in  the  eve- 
ning's festivities  were  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Retired  Bishop  of 
Maryland,  the  Bishop  of  Panama,  the  Bishop  of  Upper  South  Carolina, 
the  Bishop  of  Western  North  Carolina,  the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina 
and  the  Bishop  of  South  Florida.  Mr.  George  E.  London  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Arrangements  Committee  for  this  dinner. 


SECOND  DAY  — WEDNESDAY 

The  Corporate  Communion  of  the  149th  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Raleigh,  at  7:30  A.M.  on  Wednesday,  February  3,  1965.  The 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  the  Celebrant,  assisted  by  the  Reverend 
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Messrs.  Carl  F.  Herman,  Charles  R.  Greene  and  Louis  C.  Melcher,  Jr. 
The  offering  at  the  Service  was  for  the  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book 
Society  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Breakfast  was  served  in  the  parish  house  of  the  host  church  by  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen. 

The  Convention  reconvened  for  business  at  9:30  A.M.,  and  turned 
immediately  to  the  first  Special  Order  set  on  the  previous  day.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  announced  that  335  dele- 
gates qualified  to  vote  had  been  registered  as  of  that  time  and  that 
168  votes  would  be  necessary  to  an  election  on  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  no  ballot  would  be  counted  as  valid 
unless  the  instruction  regarding  the  specific  number  of  persons  to  be 
voted  for  on  each  ballot  is  followed. 

The  first  ballot  in  the  election  of  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, Trustee  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College  and  Trustee  of  Kanuga 
Conferences,  Inc.,  was  taken  and  the  tellers  instructed  to  retire. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  was  submitted  by  title  by 
Mr.  George  Bason,  Secretary,  save  for  that  portion  having  to  do  with 
actions  taken  at  the  meeting  on  January  5,  1965,  which  was  read  (see 
Page  134).  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Miscellaneous 
Reports. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  read  report  #2  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  and  Elections,  which  was  a  recommendation  that  Mr. 
Mr.  Eugene  Motsinger,  Jr.,  be  seated  as  a  delegate  from  Galloway 
Memorial  Mission,  Elkin,  in  place  of  Mr.  Charles  Calhoun.  On  motion 
duly  passed,  the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance 
of  the  Executive  Council,  presented  the  proposed  Episcopal  Main- 
tenance Budget  in  the  amount  of  $123,  106.12  for  the  calendar  year 
1965  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed 
(see  Page  126).  Mr.  Purrington  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Pro- 
posed Church's  Program  Budget  for  1965  in  the  amount  of  $504,120.93 
and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded  and,  after  several 
questions  answered  by  Mr.  Purrington,  passed  (see  Page  128). 

Mr.  Purrington  then  moved  that  the  arrearages  in  the  Episcopal 
Maintenance  Fund  of  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Siler  City,  for  1961,  1962 
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and  1963  be  remitted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  take  note  of  this  action. 

The  Reverend  Downs  Spitler,  Jr.  reported  that  on  the  first  ballot 
Mr.  John  Clayton  Smith  had  been  elected  a  Trustee  of  Kanuga  Con- 
ference for  a  term  of  three  years,  but  that  no  one  had  been  elected 
to  the  Standing  Committee  or  as  a  Trustee  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  Col- 
lege. The  Reverend  Mr.  Spitler  announced  that  total  registration  of 
delegates  entitled  to  vote  had  reached  340,  requiring  171  votes  for 
election  to  the  Standing  Committee.  The  second  ballot  was  then  taken 
for  the  Standing  Committee  and  a  Trustee  of  St.  Mary's  Junior 
College. 

At  the  request  of  the  Reverend  Thorn  W.  Blair,  the  Report  of  the 
Executive  Council's  Long-Range  Objectives  was  presented  by  Mr. 
George  Esser,  Jr.  (see  Page  147),  the  same  having  been  previously 
referred  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Elections  reported  that  Dr. 
Sydenham  B.  Alexander  had  been  elected  a  Trustee  of  St.  Mary's 
Junior  College  to  serve  for  three  years,  this  being  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  Reverend  James  M.  Dick,  D.D.,  deceased;  and  that  the  Rev- 
erend W.  Moultrie  Moore,  Jr.  and  Mr.  Henry  W.  Lewis  had  been 
elected  to  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Standing  Committee  election 
remaining  incomplete  in  the  clerical  order,  a  third  ballot  was  taken. 

Mr.  William  Wells,  Chairman,  presented  Report  #1  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Miscellaneous  Reports  (see  Page  153).  He  moved  the 
adoption  of  item  #1  of  said  report.  The  motion  was  seconded,  where- 
upon Mr.  Howard  Manning  asked  whether  the  passing  of  this  motion 
would  mean  the  continuation  of  the  automatic  yearly  increase  of  1  % 
acceptance  of  the  Church's  Program  Quota  to  the  National  Church 
over  and  above  that  assigned  to  this  Diocese.  Answers  were  given  to 
this  question  by  Mr.  Wells,  The  Reverend  Mr.  Blair  and  Bishop  Fraser, 
all  of  whom  stated,  in  essence,  there  is  such  an  increase  only  in  inten- 
tion but  not  actually  unless  voted  annually  by  the  Convention  and  that 
the  Convention  has  the  power  to  vote  against  this  increase  (and  thus 
stop  it)  whenever  it  is  so  inclined. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended in  order  for  the  Convention  to  hear  that  portion  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  dealing  with  this  subject.  The  motion 
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was  duly  seconded  and  passed,  whereupon  the  Reverend  Martin  R. 
Tilson  read  resolution  #2  of  his  Committee's  report  which,  on  motion 
duly  passed,  was  adopted  (see  Page  180),  as  was  the  original  motion 
offered  by  Mr.  Wells. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  duly  passed,  items  #2  and  #3  of  the 
first  report  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
election  on  the  third  ballot  and  that  one  more  clergyman  remained  to 
be  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  also  that  the  number  of 
delegates  registered  and  qualified  to  vote  had  increased  so  that  172 
votes  were  now  necessary  to  an  election. 

The  Bishop  reminded  the  delegates  that  under  the  Rules  of  Order, 
with  respect  to  the  Standing  Committee,  a  majority  of  those  registered 
and  qualified  to  vote  was  necessary  to  an  election  and  asked  them  to 
remain  on  the  floor  and  exercise  their  privileges  and  responsibilities 
accordingly.  The  fouth  ballot  in  this  category  and  the  first  for  the 
Executive  Council  and  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  were  then  taken. 

The  second  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
was  presented  by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chairman  (see  Page  156).  Mr. 
Bourne  moved  that  the  proposed  amendment  #1  be  adopted  on  second 
reading.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the  proposed  amendment 
#2  was  adopted  on  second  reading. 

Mr.  Bourne  moved  that  the  proposed  amendment  #3,  having  to 
do  with  changing  Canon  XXI  so  as  to  permit  women  to  serve  on  Ves- 
tries in  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  148th  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

A  motion  to  table  the  aforesaid  proposed  amendment  was  seconded 
but  defeated. 

The  delegation  from  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  having  requested  that 
the  vote  on  the  original  motion  be  taken  by  orders,  the  Secretary  called 
the  roll  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote  and  of  the  parishes  and  Organized 
Missions,  with  the  following  results: 
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Voting  for  the  Amendment 

Clerical  Order  89 

Lay  Order  40^2 

Voting  against  the  Amendment 

Clerical  Order  4 

Lay  Order  16*4   (divided  7) 

The  Chair  declared  the  motion  carried  and  Canon  XXI  amended 
accordingly. 

Mr.  Bourne  then  moved  that  the  aforesaid  Canon  XXI,  section  1, 
be  further  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  by  adding  commas 
after  the  words  "elected"  and  "vote/'  respectively,  in  line  four  and  by 
removing  the  comma  after  the  word  "Parish"  in  line  five.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  the  proposed  amendment 
#4  of  the  Committees'  Report  was  adopted  and  Canon  XXVII  was 
amended  accordingly. 

The  other  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XXVII,  previously  offered 
in  a  motion  on  Tuesday  by  Mr.  Eric  Rodgers  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons,  was  offered,  on  second  reading,  as 
an  amendment  to  Canon  VI  inasmuch  as  it  pertained  to  the  duties  of 
the  Secretary.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Bourne,  duly  passed,  Canon  VI  was 
so  amended  accordingly. 

Mr.  Bourne  then  moved  the  adoption  of  item  #6  of  the  Commit- 
tee's Report  having  to  do  with  a  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XXXI, 
placing  The  Terraces  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  instead  of  having  a  separate  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  purpose.  Under  a  substitute  motion,  by  the  Reverend 
Thorn  W.  Blair,  duly  passed,  this  proposed  amendment  was  referred 
to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  for  study  until  the  next 
Annual  Convention.  (Note:  the  text  of  this  portion  of  the  Commit- 
tee's Report  is  not  printed  in  this  Journal;  however,  a  complete  and 
correct  copy  has  been  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  aforesaid  Depart- 
ment, together  with  information  as  to  the  Convention's  action  with 
respect  thereto ) . 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
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and  Canons,  a  request  was  made  from  the  floor  that  consideration  be 
given  to  amending  Canon  XVI  to  provide  for  the  election  of  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  by  the  several  Convocations. 

The  Report  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  including  also  that 
of  the  two  Vice-Chancellors,  was  submitted  by  title  (see  Page  157), 
as  was  also  that  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  (see  Page  159).  The 
first  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  and  the 
second  to  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  lunch  at  1:00  P.M.,  reconvening 
for  its  final  business  session  at  2:00  P.M.  Lunch  was  served  in  the  same 
manner  as  on  the  previous  day. 

Mr.  Ben  Park  introduced  the  representatives  of  the  several  news 
media  who  had  been  assigned  to  cover  the  Convention  proceedings  and 
expressed  appreciation  for  their  presence. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  that  only  the  Reverend 
Arthur  J.  Calloway  had  been  elected  to  membership  on  the  Diocesan 
Council  on  the  first  ballot  and  that  there  had  been  no  election  of 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  or  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South.  The 
second  ballot  in  these  three  categories  was  taken,  together  with  the 
first  ballot  for  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  and  Directors  for  the 
Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.  The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  announced 
that  several  delegates  had  reported  themselves  absent  from  this  final 
session  (with  no  alternate  to  serve  in  their  place)  and  that  only  167 
votes  would  be  necessary  to  election  on  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
vention and  Dispatch  of  Business,  offered  the  following  procedural 
resolutions  which,  on  separate  motions  duly  passed,  were  adopted: 

1 — "Resolved,  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  of  the  twelve 
persons  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Home  for  the 
Ageing,  Inc.,  the  ten  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be 
declared  elected  for  three  years;  the  one  with  the  next  highest  vote 
be  declared  elected  for  a  two-year  term;  and  the  next  highest  vote 
thereafter  (the  twelfth  person)  be  declared  elected  for  a  one-year 
term. 

2 — "Resolved,  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  in  the  election 
of  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod  the  six  nominees  in  each  order 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  be  declared  elected." 
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The  Report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese  was 
given  by  Mr.  W.  H.  R.  Jackson,  President  (see  Page  162). 

The  following  motion  was  offered  by  Mr.  Leonard  B.  Hardie  of 
St.  Ambrose  Parish,  Raleigh:  'That  the  sentence  of  Canon  XVI,  section 
2 — 'The  Negro  race  shall  at  all  times  be  represented  in  both  Clerical 
and  Lay  Orders' — be  deleted."  The  motion,  which  included  reference 
to  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  following  reports  were  submitted  by  title,  having  previously 
been  made  available  to  the  Committee  on  Reports  of  Institutions:  St. 
Mary's  Junior  College,  St.  Augustine's  College,  University  of  the  South, 
Penick  Memorial  Home,  Kanuga  Conferences,  Vade  Mecum  Confer- 
ences, The  Terraces,  and  the  Thompson  Orphanage  (see  Pages  164 
to  174). 

The  Reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society,  the 
Board  of  Examining  Chaplains,  the  Historiographer,  the  Episcopal 
Laymen  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
and  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation, 
Inc.,  were  all  submitted  by  title  (see  Pages  174  to  179).  In  case 
requiring  it,  the  report  had  previously  been  made  available  to  the  proper 
Convention  Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  offered  by  its 
Chairman,  the  Reverend  Martin  R.  Tilson  (see  Page  179).  The  Rev- 
erend Mr.  Tilson  moved  the  adoption  of  resolution  #1  on  Mutual 
Responsibility  and  Interdependence.  The  motion  was  seconded.  The 
Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth,  Clerical  Delegate  to  the  Anglican 
Congress  from  this  Diocese  in  the  summer  of  1963,  addressed  the  Con- 
vention on  the  subject  of  this  resolution  which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Tilson,  duly  passed,  resolution  #2 
was  adopted. 

The  Chair  recognized  the  Reverend  Samuel  Wiley,  D.D.,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  and  invited  him 
to  address  the  Convention  briefly  on  the  work  and  program  of  the 
Council. 

On  motion  of  the  Reverend  John  S.  Spong,  duly  passed,  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  convey  to  the  Reverend  W.  Parker  Marks,  and 
other  members  of  his  family,  the  sympathy  and  concern  of  the  Con- 
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vention  with   respect  to  the  death   of  his  mother,  Margaret  Parker 
Marks,  Speed,  North  Carolina,  on  Januay  31,  1965. 

The  Reverend  John  A.  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
vention and  Dispatch  of  Business,  reminded  the  Convention  of  the 
amendment  to  Canon  XXXII,  section  6  ,adopted  at  the  148th  Conven- 
tion, requiring  all  Parishes  desiring  to  be  host  to  the  Annual  Meetings  of 
the  Convention  to  make  the  fact  known  to  the  said  Committee  at 
least  ninety  days  before  the  invitation  is  offered  to  the  Convention  for 
action,  etc.  (see  last  sentence  of  section  6  of  Canon  XXXII  of  the 
1965  editions  soon  to  be  published).  The  Reverend  Mr.  Gray  then 
moved,  in  behalf  of  his  Committee,  that  the  invitation  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Charlotte,  to  entertain  the  1 50th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  on  February  1  and  2,  1966, 
be  accepted.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  and  the  invitation 
as  aforesaid  thereby  accepted. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  was  read  by  Mr. 
Charles  Shaffer,  Chairman,  and  received  (see  Page  181). 

Report  #2  of  the  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Reports  was  read 
by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  William  Wells,  and  received  (see  Page  153). 

The  Reverend  Thorn  W.  Blair  moved  that  the  word  "male"  be 
deleted  from  sections  4  and  6  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution.  The 
motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  that  the  Reverend  Thomas 
J.  C.  Smyth  had  been  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South 
for  a  three-year  term  and  that  Messrs.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.,  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Ruff  in  had  been  elected  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  two  and 
three-year  terms,  respectively,  but  that,  on  the  second  ballot,  there  had 
been  no  election  of  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  moved  that  with  reference  to 
the  next  ballot  in  this  category,  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that,  in 
each  order,  of  the  four  persons  with  the  highest  number  of  votes  on 
the  previous  ballot,  the  three  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  on  the  third  ballot  be  declared  elected  to  membership  on  the 
Council.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  whereupon  the  ballot 
was  taken. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees 
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was  read  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  Julian  Robertson,  and  received   (see 
page  182). 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  read  by  its  Chairman,  Mr.  R. 
Mayne  Albright,  and  received  (see  Page  184). 

At  this  point  in  the  proceedings  and  in  anticipation  of  his  retire- 
ment as  the  Diocesan  on  July  8,  1965,  Bishop  Baker  formally  turned 
the  gavel  over  to  Bishop  Fraser,  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Bishop  Fraser  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Canonical  Com- 
mittees to  serve  until  the  end  of  the  150th  Annual  Convention,  the 
same  being  found  on  Page  8  of  this  Journal.  The  membership  of 
other  Committees  and  Commissions  was  also  announced  by  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  (see  Page  9). 

Bishop  Fraser  nominated  as  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains 
those  whose  names  appear  on  Page  6  of  this  Journal  and  asked  for 
confirmation,  which,  on  motion  duly  passed,  was  given. 

Bishop  Fraser  then  nominated,  as  Trustees  of  the  Francis  J.  Mur- 
doch Memorial  Society,  Class  of  1967,  those  whose  names  appear  on 
page  6  of  this  Journal.  On  motion  duly  passed,  these  nominations  were 
confirmed. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  then  made  the  folloiwng  nominations  for 
Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.: 

Class  of  1966 — Mr.  Meade  Willis,  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  Reverend  John  C.  Mott. 

Class  of  1967 — Mr.  Starke  S.  Dillard,  to  serve  the  unexpired  term 
of  Mr.  William  A.  Goodson. 

Class  of  1968— Messrs.  Arthur  L.  Tyler,  William  H.  Ruffin,  T.  C. 
Heyward  and  Dr.  Arthur  H.  London,  Jr. 

On  motion  duly  passed,  these  nominations  were  confirmed. 

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  as  representatives  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  those 
whose  names  appear  on  page  8  of  this  Journal. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  and  Petitions  was 
presented  by  Mr.  John  B.  London,  Chairman.  On  motion  duly  passed, 
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the  report,  including  certain  instructions  to>  the  Secretary  of  the  Dio- 
cese, was  adopted  (see  Page  185). 

The  Report  of  the  Reverend  James  R.  Fortune,  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary to  the  Deaf,  for  the  calendar  year  1964  was  submitted  by  title  (see 
Page  186). 

A  Resolution  of  Courtesy  was  offered  by  Mr.  Herman  Salinger,  the 
same  being  duly  and  unanimously  adopted  by  rising  vote  (see  Page  187) . 

The  Committee  on  Elections  reported  that  the  Reverend  Messrs. 
E.  Dudley  Colhoun,  Jr.,  John  A.  Gray  and  Peter  C.  Robinson  had  been 
elected  to  the  Diocesan  Council  in  the  Clerical  Order;  and  Messrs.  R. 
Mayne  Albright,  James  O.  Moore  and  Dr.  James  E.  Davis  in  the  Lay 
Order.  The  Committee  further  reported  that  those  whose  names  appear 
on  page  8  of  this  Journal  had  been  elected  as  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
respectively,  to  the  Provincial  Synod. 

There  being  no  further  business  save  the  report  of  the  election  for 
Directors  of  the  Home  for  the  Ageing,  Inc.,  the  Convention,  on  motion 
duly  passed,  adjourned  sine  die  at  3:55  P.M.  following  the  Benediction 
by  Bishop  Baker,  the  Committee  on  Elections  being  instructed  to  report 
the  results  of  the  aforesaid  election  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  who 
was  requested  to  remain  in  the  church  to  receive  said  report.  Those 
elected  in  addition  to  the  Class  of  1968  (see  Page  7)  were  Mr. 
Thomas  F.  Southgate,  Jr.,  for  two  years,  and  Mr.  Edward  Yaggy  for 
one  year.

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Address  of  the  Bishop 

February,  1965 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  149th  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina:  Greetings. 

"We  are  happy  to  meet  this  year  in  such  a  parish  as  this.  The  history 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  consistent  character  of  its 
Christian  witness  through  the  years,  the  exceptional  ability  of  its 
Rectors  from  its  organization  until  now,  the  sincerity  of  its  lay  person- 
nel, comprise  some  of  the  reasons  why  this  parish  occupies  a  position 
of  leadership  in  the  Diocese.  Under  the  influence  of  this  stimulating 
environment,  it  should  be  easy  for  us  to  adopt  a  balanced  plan  of 
action  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  coming  year." 

When  I  considered  the  location  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention 
over  which  I  will  preside,  I  turned  naturally  to  the  parish  just  described 
in  the  words  of  Bishop  Penick  in  his  1946  Convention  Address.  I 
use  them  here  because  they  are  even  more  true  today  than  they  were 
in  1946. 

When  I  made  the  request  that  we  meet  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Dr.  Dick  was  still  in  his  pilgrimage  and  he  replied  to  my 
request  with  the  same  degree  of  graciousnesis  that  characterized  his 
entire  life.  That  he  is  not  here  to  be  our  host  is  a  cause  for  great  sad- 
ness. That  the  traditions  of  this  great  parish  are  continued  with  the 
Rev.  Louis  C.  Melcher,  Jr.  is  cause  for  great  joy. 

During  the  past  year  the  Diocese  has  sustained  unusual  loss  in  the 
number  of  priests  of  the  Diocese  who  have  died. 

NECROLOGY 

Robert  Josiah  Johnson,  D.D. 

On  August  14,  1964,  the  Rev.  Robert  Josiah  Johnson,  D.D.,  died  in 
Wilson,  North  Carolina  at  the  age  of  eighty.  A  native  of  Connecticut, 
he  graduated  from  St.  Augustine's  College  here  in  Raleigh  and  the 
Bishop  Payne  Divinity  School,  received  a  doctorate  from  Western 
University,  Kansas  City.  Dr.  Johnson  served  churches  in  Durham  and 
Wilson,  North   Carolina,  before  leaving  the  Diocese  for  a  ministry 
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that  led  him  through  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
Patterson,  New  Jersey,  Wichita,  Kansas,  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  and  Hot 
Springs,  Arkansas.  In  1940  he  returned  to  North  Carolina  and  became 
Rector  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Warrenton.  In  1943  he  went  to  Wilson  to 
become  Priest-in-Charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church  and  Holy  Hope  Church 
in  Rocky  Mount,  where  he  remained  until  his  retirement  in  1957.  He 
continued  to  serve  St.  Mark's  until  his  death,  Dr.  Johnson's  winsome 
personality  and  complete  dedication  and  loyalty  endeared  him  to  all 
who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  him.  His  extra-parochial  duties  were 
varied.  He  served  frequently  on  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese, 
he  was  Director  of  Camp  Delaney,  he  was  a  Trustee  of  St.  Augustine's 
College,  and  Secretary  of  that  Board.  He  will  be  remembered  by  all 
who  knew  him  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  at  his  death. 


James  McDowell  Dick,  D.D. 

On  September  1,  1964,  while  visiting  in  the  home  of  a  parishioner, 
Dr.  James  McDowell  Dick  gave  up  his  earthly  pilgrimage,  which  he 
had  pursued  with  unlimited  devotion  to  his  Lord  and  deep  continuing 
concern  for  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Dr.  Dick  was  born  in 
Sumter,  South  Carolina  in  1899.  He  graduated  from  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, Clinton,  South  Carolina  in  1922,  which  institution  conferred  a 
D.D.  degree  in  1956.  Dr.  Dick's  seminary  training  was  at  the  Theologi- 
cal School  of  the  University  of  the  South,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1926.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  and  to  the  Priesthood  by 
Bishop  Guerry.  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Young,  and  had  two  chil- 
dren. Prior  to  his  coming  to  North  Carolina,  he  served  in  Pulaski, 
Virginia.  In  1935  he  became  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Raleigh,  where  he  served  until  his  death.  Dr.  Dick's  career 
in  the  Diocese  was  most  distinguished.  He  served  long  as  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  frequently  as  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Council,  Trustee  of  St.  Mary's  Junior  College,  Trustee  of  St.  Augus- 
tine's College,  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  and  Deputy  to  General  Convention. 

Dr.  Dick's  distinction  reached  its  zenith  as  a  citizen  of  Raleigh  and 
a  pastor  to  the  community.  He  will  be  long  remembered  by  the  citizens 
of  this  city  who  have  known  him  during  the  long  period  of  his  residence 
among  us. 
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William  H.  Wheeler 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Wheeler  died  on  September  24,  1964,  after 
fifty-eight  years  as  an  Episcopal  priest.  He  served  parishes  in  California, 
New  York,  and  North  Carolina,  spent  eighteen  years  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  from  which  job  he  retired  in  1940.  For 
the  next  twenty-four  years,  he  served  as  Chaplain  for  the  Orphanage, 
supplied  in  various  churches  in  the  Charlotte  area,  and  was  Hospital 
Chaplain  for  the  Episcopal  churches  of  Mecklenburg  County. 

Mr.  Wheeler  was  deeply  loved  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  when 
the  Episcopal  community  of  Charlotte  celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary of  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  St.  Peter's  Church  was  filled 
with  people  who  held  his  name  dearly. 

He  was  married  to  Lulu  Richter  Downs  and  was  the  father  of  four 
children,  all  of  whom  survive.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College, 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  the  Church  Divinity  School  of  the  Pacific, 
in  Berkeley,  California. 


Willis  Gaylord  Clark,  D.D. 

The  Rev.  Willis  Gaylord  Clark  died  on  November  21,  1964.  Dr. 
Clark  was  born  in  Montgomery,  Alabama  in  1881.  He  attended  Ala- 
bama Polytechnic  Institute  and  the  University  of  the  South.  Erskine 
College  conferred  a  D.D.  degree  in  1938.  He  was  ordained  by  Bishop 
Beckwith  in  1907  and  was  married  to  Lottie  Ivy  Hibbler  in  1907.  He 
served  churches  in  Alabama,  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  Tampa,  Florida, 
and  in  1931  became  the  Rector  of  St.  Peters  Church  in  Charlotte, 
where  he  remained  until  1946,  serving  this  community  in  a  distinguished 
manner.  He  was  Deputy  to  General  Convention  four  separate  times. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
Executive  Council.  Following  his  retirement,  he  lived  in  Mississippi, 
where  his  wife  survives  him. 


Roland  Jones  Moncure 

The  Rev.  Roland  Jones  Moncure  died  on  December  15,  1964.  He 
was  born  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana  in  1896.  He  attended  the  University 
of  Virginia  and  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1923.  He  served  churches  in  Louisiana,  Southwest  Virginia, 
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Arkansas  and  in  1952  he  became  the  Rector  of  Epiphany  Church, 
Leaksville,  where  he  remained  until  his  retirement  in  the  winter  of 
1963.  Mr.  Moncure's  academic  attainments  were  always  obvious.  He 
led  his  class  at  the  Virginia  Seminary,  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Examining  Chaplains  in  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas.  He  was  a  Deputy 
to  General  Convention  many  times,  President  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee in  Arkansas,  member  of  the  Executive  Council,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Missions. 

His  health,  always  a  problem,  declined  in  the  early  fifties,  necessi- 
tating his  reducing  his  work  load  and  taking  a  smaller  parish.  This 
unfortunate  circumstance  was  a  boon  to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
in  which  he  served  for  twelve  years.  Mr.  Moncure  was  highly  respected 
and  greatly  loved  wherever  he  was.  He  is  survived  by  his  devoted  wife, 
Helen  Cecil  Ford. 


Prayer  for  Departed 

"Remember  thy  servants,  O  Lord,  according  to  the  favour  which 
thou  bearest  unto-  thy  people,  and  grant  that,  increasing  in  knowledge 
and  love  of  thee,  they  may  go  from  strength  to  strength  in  the  life  of 
perfect  service,  in  thy  heavenly  kingdom;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord, 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost  ever,  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen." 

It  is  only  a  few  days  past  the  fourteenth  anniversary  of  my  consecra- 
tion as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese.  Next  July  when  my  duties  as 
Bishop  are  completed,  I  will  have  served  as  Diocesan  for  a  little  more 
than  six  years.  I  know  I  do  not  need  to  say  to  you  that  the  time  has 
been  deeply  meaningful  to  me.  I  have  no  self-consciousness  in  saying 
that  I  am  extremely  proud  of  having  been  the  seventh  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina. 

In  all  honesty,  I  had  not  expected  to  become  a  Bishop.  Many  times 
during  my  ministry,  I  had  pointed  to  the  pastoral  letters  sent  out  by 
the  House  of  Bishops,  which  I  read  to  my  congregations,  as  directed 
by  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  having  come  from  a  group  of  men  as 
carefully  screened  as  any.  Then  suddenly  I  was  one  of  them.  What  is 
more,  I  was  Bishop  of  a  much  honored  Diocese,  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  in  succession  with  men  of  great  stature. 
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On  my  knees  I  faced  the  years  ahead.  It  was  the  only  way,  for  no 
man  could  face  years  of  such  awesome  responsibility  without  invoking 
divine  support  and  guidance. 

Now,  at  the  last  Convention  over  which  I  will  preside,  I  have  a 
great  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  for  what  He  has  done. 

How  fatuous  it  would  be  for  me,  or  anyone  else,  to  lay  claim  to 
credit  for  any  accomplishment  evident  in  this  part  of  the  Church  of 
God.  To  Him  alone  we  give  praise,  honor  and  glory. 

However,  we  are  permitted  to  take  pleasure  in  things  that  have 
happened  during  our  time  of  involvement.  By  the  usual  standards  of 
measurement,  the  Diocese  is  stronger — more  people,  more  money,  more 
personnel,  more  churches,  and  institutions.  Primarily,  these  are  evidences 
that  our  responsibility  is  heavier  and  our  opportunities  are  greater. 

Ten  years  ago*,  there  was  25,301  baptized  Episcopalians  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  In  1963,  there  were  35,683. 

In  1953,  there  were  ninety-one  clergy — today  there  are  one  hundred 
and  twenty.  Seventy  of  these,  we  raised  ourselves  from  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese,  supervised  and  trained  them  through  their 
ordination. 

There  are  thirteen  parishes  listed  in  the  Journal  of  1964  not  so  listed 
in  the  Journal  of  1954.  Six  of  these  parishes  were  missions  in  1954,  but 
the  rest  did  not  exist  as  congregations. 

In  1953,  the  people  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  gave,  through 
their  parish  treasurers,  $1,636,454.00.  In  1963,  the  people  gave 
$2,847,466.00. 

In  1953,  the  total  property  value  of  the  Diocese  was  $10,000,000. 
In  1963,  the  total  property  value  is  $22,000,000. 

The  budget  of  the  Diocese,  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1953, 
was  $204,000.00,  while  the  budget  adopted  by  the  1963  Convention 
was  $509,000.00. 

In  the  last  several  years  we  have  added  to  our  institutions  the  mag- 
nificent Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home  and  the  beautifully 
appointed  conference  center,  The  Terraces,  as  well  as  three  all-weather 
cabins  at  Vade  Mecum.  On  the  sixth  of  January,  we  conducted  ground- 
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breaking  ceremonies  for  a  Heaquarters  Building  that  will  be  a  credit 
to  the  Church. 

Many  advances  have  been  made  in  the  organization  and  staff,  as 
evidenced  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  Study  the  Structure  and 
Organization  of  the  Diocese,  which  report  was  adopted  at  the  Con- 
vention of  1962. 

The  Department  of  Missions  is  constantly  studying  the  communities 
of  our  Diocese  in  anticipation  of  the  expansion  of  our  work. 

During  the  course  of  the  last  year,  the  Executive  Council  received 
the  report  of  the  study  of  Diocesan-Institutional  relationships,  for  which 
it  had  previously  called.  Each  institution's  program  was  studied, 
described,  and  to  some  extent  evaluated.  In  a  separate  section  of  this 
study  report,  new  procedures  designed  to  improve  the  working  relation- 
ships between  the  Diocese  and  the  institutions  were  also  outlined.  The 
Executive  Council  adopted  these  general  recommendations.  Those 
recommendations  which  bear  on  the  relationship  between  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  the  institutions  will  be  presented  later  at  this  Conven- 
tion for  your  discusssion  and  adoption. 

For  two  years  now,  the  Diocese  has  enjoyed  the  effective  perform- 
ance of  the  Reverend  Charles  R.  Greene  in  the  role  of  Director  of 
Program.  Both  Mr.  Geene  and  his  assistant,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Jamie- 
son,  have  been  relieving  the  Bishops  of  much  time-consuming  responsi- 
bility in  this  field.  A  great  deal  has  been  done  that  would  have  been 
impossible  without  their  initiative  and  leadership  and  energy. 

So,  we  come  to  the  point  of  considering  the  future. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  are  poised  for  a  great  move 
forward.  I  find  a  great  deal  of  confidence  in  consideration  of  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Diocese,  standing  ready  and  waiting. 

He  who  will  become  the  eighth  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  has  already  proved  himself.  He  was  shouldered  with  heavy 
responsibility  as  soon  as  he  became  Bishop  Coadjutor.  He  has  carried 
this  responsibility  with  courage,  wisdom  and  vision.  I  am  conscious  of 
the  confidence  the  people  of  the  Diocese  have  in  him.  I  am  sure  this 
will  develop  even  more. 

In  consideration  of  the  program  of  the  Diocese  as  it  moves  into 
another  Convention  year,  I  do  here  extend  the  responsibilities  of  the 
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Bishop    Coadjutor   to   include   the   Chairmanship    of    the   Executive 
Council. 

In  closing,  may  I  express  unreservedly  my  gratitude  to  all  who  have 
lent  a  helping  hand  to  me  in  bearing  the  burdens  of  the  office  I  will 
soon  relinquish. 

Nor  can  I  fail  to  point  out  the  major  role  played  by  the  lady  who 
has  cast  her  lot  with  me  many  years  ago,  and  has  continued  with  me 
through  both  fair  weather  and  foul. 

Please  be  assured  that  my  daily  prayers  will  contain  petition  that 
the  Church  in  the  thirty-nine  counties  comprising  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  will  continue  to  bear  fruit  a  hundredfold.

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Address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 

MY  BROTHERS  IN  CHRIST: 

A  word  about  Bishop  Baker's  retirement.  A  Bishop  does  not  and 
cannot  resign  to  a  Diocese.  He  is  elected  by  a  Diocese  but  his  authority 
comes  from  the  House  of  Bishops  and  the  National  Church.  He  cannot 
be  Ordained  and  Consecrated  a  Bishop  without  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  active  Bishops  and  the  Standing  Committees  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  Dioceses  of  the  Church.  He  cannot  be  tried,  disciplined  or 
deposed  by  a  Diocese  —  only  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  His  responsi- 
bility is  to  the  House  of  Bishops  and  he  cannot,  except  for  reasons  of 
health,  request  resignation  until  age  68  and  this  must  be  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  At  72,  he  has  no  choice,  neither 
does  the  Diocese  —  he  must  resign  by  canon  and  order  of  the  House 
of  Bishops.  I  might  add  that  Bishop  Baker  does  not  have  as  yet  official 
consent  to  retire.  He  may  be  around  longer  than  he  thinks.  Seriously, 
no  one  regrets  his  retirement  more  than  I.  Later  today,  we  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  tell  him  what  we  really  feel.  Let  it  suffice  for  the 
moment  to  say  that  he  has  played  a  good  game,  he  is  headed  for  the 
19th  hole  and  we  hope  and  pray  that  it  will  be  years  of  joy  and 
refreshment. 

There  are  those  who  would  have  us  believe  that  the  institutional 
church  is  dead.  They  prophesy  a  future  when  our  parish  churches  will 
be  empty  on  Sunday  morning,  our  budgets  will  be  unpledged  and  our 
clergy  will  have  to  develop  a  second  vocation  as  a  means  of  financial 
support.  The  article  on  "Religion"  in  the  December  25,  1964,  issue  of 
Time  Magazine  supports  this  point  of  view  by  quoting  authorities  from 
several  outstanding  Christian  denominations.  We  must  admit  that 
there  is  considerable  evidence  on  the  side  of  this  prophecy  of  gloom. 
There  is  a  decrease  in  church  membership  in  America  since  the  post- 
war days  of  World  War  II.  There  are  those  who  took  the  vows  of  the 
Christian  faith  lightly  and  now  find  themselves  able  to  discard  these 
same  vows  easily.  There  is  strife  among  church  people  as  to  how  the 
Christian  Gospel  applies  to  the  pressing  issues  of  our  day.  It  is  true 
that  almost  one-third  of  the  Ordained  Episcopal  clergy  are  non-parochial 
and  fewer  and  fewer  of  the  men  graduating  from  our  seminaries  want 
to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  the  parish  ministry.  It  is  true  that  on 
many  issues  the  church  has  failed  to  be  mature  and  to  offer  to  society 
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the  leadership  which  it  should  have  offered.  It  is  true  that  the  Ordained 
as  well  as  the  lay  leadership  of  the  church  suffers  from  the  same  psycho- 
logical and  emotional  strife  as  the  rest  of  the  world  and  it  is  true  that 
for  the  first  time  since  the  fourth  century  the  church  is  faced  with  its 
greatest  competition  from  non-Christian  religions  and  atheistic  philoso- 
phies. But  I  refuse  to  submit  to  this  prophecy  of  gloom  that  the  insti- 
tutional church  is  dead  and  that  the  parish  ministry  is  no  longer 
relevant  and  effective.  I  do  submit  to  the  fact  that  in  this  revolutionary 
age  the  tidal  wave  of  change  is  breaking  holes  in  the  old  patterns  of 
ministry  that  have  decayed  because  of  a  complacency  and  a  smugness 
that  have  made  them  irrelevant.  But  to  say  that  the  institutional  church 
is  dead  indicates  a  loss  of  faith  and  a  gross  misunderstanding  of  the 
nature  of  the  church  and  as  to  how  God  uses  the  church  in  history.  It 
is  my  firm  conviction  that  God  uses  persons  and  institutions  and 
changes  in  history  to  call  us  to  new  challenges  and  to  new  ministries.  We 
are  taught  by  God's  revelation  to  be  "patient  in  tribulation"  and  to 
"rejoice  in  hope."  The  fact  that  the  parish  ministry,  as  we  now  know 
it,  speaks  to  such  a  small  part  of  the  lives  of  such  a  small  segment  of 
the  population  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  ineffective  and  mean- 
ingless, does  not  mean  that  we  abandon  the  parish  ministry.  It  means 
that  we  seek  new  forms  of  ministry;  that  we  seek  new  ways  of  reaching 
people  where  they  are;  that  we  gird  our  loins  for  the  battle  and  submit 
ourselves  as  totally  and  completely  as  we  can  to  be  used  by  God  in  His 
struggle  against  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil. 

The  clerical  and  the  lay  leadership  of  this  Diocese  are  not  unaware 
of  the  changes  that  are  taking  place.  There  are  many  changes  which 
some  of  us  find  hard  to  take  and  would  prefer  to  think  do  not  exist. 
One  of  the  lay  leaders  of  this  Diocese,  distressed  with  the  sudden  reali- 
zation of  the  changes  that  are  taking  place,  said  —  "fifteen  parishes  of 
this  Diocese  will  close  if  you  give  in  to  change".  My  only  answer  is 
that  they  will  close  if  you  do  not  stay  with  the  change  and  they  will 
probably  close  if  you  do.  The  only  choice  is  to  run  from  the  world  or  to 
engage  it  and  for  me  there  is  no  choice.  He  who  puts  his  hand  to  the 
plow  and  turns  back  is  not  fit  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  I  only  ask 
that  we  engage  this  change  with  hope  and  not  despair,  with  courage 
and  not  fear,  with  love  and  not  hate,  true  as  we  can  be  in  our  loyalty 
to  Christ,  obedient  to  Him  even  unto  death. 

We,  in  this  section  of  the  country,  have  a  second  chance  in  many 
areas  of  life.  We  have  seen  the  larger  cities  of  the  east,  the  north  and 
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the  west  fail  in  their  social  planning  and  in  facing  the  problems  of 
urbanization  and  race  relations.  This  gives  us  a  second  chance.  We 
must  not  fail  for  fear  of  losing,  or  lack  of  loving,  or  failure  to  plan  and 
to  change. 

The  leadership  of  this  Diocese  as  found  among  its  Bishops,  clergy 
and  lay  leaders  does  not  believe  that  these  changes  can  be  met  by  con- 
tinuing to  do  the  same  old  things  in  a  better  way.  The  leadership  of 
this  Diocese  is  firmly  convinced  and  committed  to  realistic  study  and 
planning  so  that  we  may  continue  to  be  of  service  to  all  people  where 
they  are  and  relevant  to  real  life  as  we  find  it  in  the  terms  and  under 
the  imperative  of  the  Christian  faith  as  it  was  delivered  to  us  by  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Since  our  last  Diocesan  Convention,  we  have  moved 
forward  with  some  already  established  projects  and  have  initiated  some 
new  ones  in  order  that  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese  might 
more  concretely  witness  for  Christ  and  be  more  alive  and  vital  in  the 
decision-making  areas  of  life. 

The  Hospital  Chaplaincy  at  Duke  has  been  warmly  received  and 
appreciated  by  the  doctors,  staff  and  administrators  of  the  medical 
school.  The  Reverend  William  Spong  has  completed  his  study  and  is 
fully  accredited  by  the  medical  school  and  all  organizations  in  this  field. 
This  summer,  we  hope  to  begin  with  the  approval  and  consent  of  the 
Duke  Medical  School  a  clinical  training  program  for  our  seminarians. 
This  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  bring  our  boys  home  and  to  train 
them  in  the  Diocese  where  they  will  work  and  to  enable  them  early  in 
their  ministry  to  develop  resources  for  the  pastoral  ministry. 

A  new  form  of  college  chaplaincy  has  been  established  in  Winston- 
Salem  with  financial  assistance  from  St.  Paul's  Church  and  the  approval 
and  support  of  the  other  churches  in  that  city.  The  Reverend  Richard 
Ottaway  is  not  only  serving  the  students  and  faculty  of  the  schools  in 
Winston-Salem  but  is  making  himself  available  to  and  familiar  with 
those  areas  of  life  in  a  large  city  which  are  not  always  open  to  the 
institutional  church.  We  are  making  a  serious  effort  to  bring  the 
witness  of  the  church  into  the  decision-making  areas  of  life, 

At  Davidson,  the  Department  of  College  Work  has  under  construc- 
tion a  parish  house  to  supplement  the  limited  space  of  a  small  church 
building  that  cannot  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  number  of  Episcopal 
students.  In  this  splendid  small  college  10%  of  the  student  body  are 
Episcopalians.  The  college  campus  is  one  of  the  most  challenging  areas 
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of  missionary  work  anywhere  in  America.  These  are  the  policy  makers 
of  tomorrow. 

The  Shopping  Center  Chapel  at  Cum  Park  Plaza  in  Burlington  has 
received  national  recognition.  With  the  aid  and  support  of  Holy  Com- 
forter Church  in  Burlington  and  the  clergy  in  Alamance  County,  the 
ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church  is  being  brought  to  a  Shopping  Center 
with  1200  employees  under  the  most  favorable  conditions  of  meeting 
people  at  a  market  place  which  is  one  of  the  cross-roads  of  life.  This 
is  one  of  our  latest  ventures  and  we  watch  it  with  keen  interest,  our 
full  support  and  our  prayers  that  the  church  may  be  of  real  service. 

New  property  has  been  purchased  in  Winston-Salem  and  in  Greens- 
boro for  the  extension  of  the  church  in  these  rapidly  growing  centers. 
The  laity  in  Greensboro  have  undertaken  the  purchase  of  $47,000.00 
of  land  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  city  where  in  5  to  10  years  the 
rolling  hills  and  wooded  lands  will  have  given  way  to  a  large  suburban 
community.  In  Winston-Salem,  the  laity  have  committed  themselves  to 
the  purchase  of  $20,000.00  worth  of  land  in  the  north  section  of  that 
city  where  there  is  already  developing  a  large  residential  area. 

St.  Mark's  Church  in  Raleigh,  the  newest  Mission  congregation  in 
the  Diocese,  will  ask  to  be  accepted  by  this  Convention  as  an  Organized 
Mission.  This  is  the  result  of  hard  work  and  missionary  endeavor  on 
the  part  of  the  laymen  of  that  city. 

We  have  already  undertaken  seriously  our  involvement  in  Mutual 
Responsibility  and  Interdependence  in  the  Body  of  Christ.  This  is  the 
program  that  grew  out  of  the  Anglican  Congress,  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  last  October  and  is  for  the  foreseeable  future  to  be  the 
program  of  all  of  the  Provinces  that  compose  the  Anglican  Communion. 
A  report  by  your  M.R.I.  Committee  will  be  given  later  in  this 
Convention. 

The  Charlotte  churches  are  planning  what  is  called  an  "Inter-City" 
program  among  young  people.  A  combination  of  creative  thinking  on 
the  part  of  clergy  and  laity  and  the  encouragement  and  support  of  the 
courts  and  social  agencies  of  that  city  have  directed  the  churches  in 
Charlotte  to  what  can  be  a  most  exciting  program  among  young  people 
that  will  rehabilitate  fractured  lives  and  make  of  them  Christian  people 
and  responsible  citizens. 

Our  Companion  Diocese  is  ready  to  begin  construction  of  the  Stu- 
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dent  Center  at  the  University  of  Panama,  which  has  been  largely 
financed  by  the  Churchwomen  and  parishes  of  this  Diocese.  It  will  be 
my  pleasure  in  February  to  visit  our  Companion  Diocese  and  to  share 
with  the  Bishop  of  Panama  in  the  ground-breaking  for  this  building 
which  represents  as  far  as  I  know  the  first  of  its  kind,  a  brand  new  ap- 
proach to  missionary  work,  and  one  of  the  few  places  where  the  Christ- 
ian Church  will  be  in  open  and  direct  confrontation  with  those  philoso- 
phies which  are  alien  to  and  antagonistic  toward  the  Christian  religion 
and  the  fundamental  truths  of  western  democracy.  It  is  our  great  pleasure 
to  have  with  us  at  this  Convention  and  to  have  as  our  preacher  at 
Evening  Prayer,  our  good  friend,  our  Companion  Bishop,  The  Right 
Reverend  Reginald  Heber  Gooden.  Bishop  Gooden  has  been  in  the 
Diocese  since  January  23rd,  visiting  congregations  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese and  serving  as  a  Companion  Bishop,  not  only  as  a  preacher,  but 
as  a  Father  in  God,  as  he  has  been  Confirming  people  raised  and 
trained  in  our  parishes. 

Our  Diocesan  House  is  under  construction.  The  ground  was  broken 
by  Bishop  Baker  at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Executive  Council.  The 
work  is  progressing  far  more  rapidly  than  I  could  have  ever  expected. 
It  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  and  occupied  in  November  of  this 
year.  We  are  still  within  and  are  determined  to  remain  within  the 
$250,000.00  authorized  by  this  Convention  for  the  construction  and 
furnishing  of  this  building.  I  hope  that  sometime  while  you  are  in 
Raleigh,  you  will  drive  out  to  the  Belt-Line  and  Six  Forks  Road  and 
see  your  Diocesan  House  under  construction.  We  believe  that  it  will 
be  a  blessing  to  our  Diocese  and  will  serve  us  for  generations  to  come. 

The  Christian  Ministry.  There  is  much  I  would  like  to  share  with 
you  about  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  vocation  under  God  is  suffering 
from  physical  fatigue,  emotional  strain  and  theological  conflict.  We 
have  undertaken,  as  far  as  we  know,  every  precaution  to  insure  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  of  a  clergy  that  will  be  sound  in  mind,  body, 
and  spirit.  We  owe  this  to  God,  to  the  man  who  presents  himself  for 
the  ministry,  and  to  the  people  whom  he  will  serve.  We  have  long  rec- 
ognized that  in  the  ministry  as  in  other  professions  a  man's  wife  can 
make  or  break  his  contribution  to  society.  There  is,  however,  a  great 
difference  between  the  ministry  and  other  professions  —  particularly, 
in  the  Episcopal  Church,  inasmuch  as  there  is  really  no  honorable  exit 
from  the  ministry.  Therefore,  we  now  require  that  the  wife  or  the 
wife-to-be  of  any  man  entering  the  ministry  through  this  Diocese  shall 
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have  the  opportunity  to  appraise  her  own  motives,  ambitions  and 
inspirations  as  the  wife  of  a  clergyman  with  the  guidance  of  one  who 
is  not  only  professionally  competent  but  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
life  and  work  of  a  clergy  wife.  I  have  also  asked  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, particularly  the  laymen  on  the  Standing  Committee  to  take  a 
more  active  role  in  screening  men  who  apply  for  the  ministry.  We  have 
asked  them  to  look  at  these  young  men  as  one  who  might  someday  be 
their  Rector.  But,  this  isn't  the  whole  story.  There  is  the  Clergyman 
who  has  been  on  active  duty  for  1 5  or  20  years.  He  needs  refreshment. 
It  is  true  that  he  has  a  month's  vacation  every  summer,  if  he  can  afford 
one.  But,  this  isn't  sufficient.  He  needs  an  opportunity  to  go  back  to 
school  where  once  again  he  can  renew  the  discipline  of  the  mind  and 
the  spirit  so  that  he  may  come  back  to  the  front  lines  of  the  battle  in 
the  parish  church  and  undertake  with  new  vigor  the  strife  in  which  he 
has  chosen  to  be  engaged.  In  many  other  fields  of  life,  at  the  end  of 
20  years,  a  man  is  eligible  for  retirement.  In  the  ministry,  at  the  end 
of  20  years,  he  is  barely  half-way  through  his  tour  of  duty.  It  is  not 
unreasonable  that  at  the  end  of  15  or  20  years  or  every  five  years  after 
the  first  ten  years  of  his  ministry,  that  a  man  should  have  a  period  of 
eight  weeks  for  a  sabbatical  leave  in  which  he  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  return  to  one  of  our  seminaries  —  not  for  a  re-tread  job  but  for  a 
general  overhauling  so  that  he  will  return  to  the  parish  with  all  of  his 
previous  experience  and  with  the  enlightenment  that  comes  from  a  re- 
newal of  his  life  and  vocation.  This  would,  in  my  mind,  not  only 
strengthen  the  ministry  of  our  church  and  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
our  clergy  but  eliminate  a  great  deal  of  the  periodical  moving,  as  well 
as  professional  hazards,  which  come  from  fatigue  on  the  job.  You  may 
not  want  to  call  this  a  sabbatical  leave  but  by  whatever  name  you  call 
it,  I  strongly  recommend  it  to  this  Convention  for  their  serious 
consideration. 

This  brings  us  to  the  Non-Professional  Ministry  —  a  subject  which 
I  introduced  in  my  Convention  address  last  year.  This  subject  was 
referred  to  our  Examining  Chaplains  and  a  preliminary  report  of  their 
discussions  may  soon  be  available;  and  I  recommend  it  to  you  for  your 
careful  study.  This  subject  has  also  been  referred  to  the  Department 
of  Missions  and  recently  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  I  hope  that 
at  the  next  Convention  we  may  have  a  united  report  and  concrete  plans 
to  present  to  you. 

Our  job  —  the  Bishop's  job,  and  that  of  the  clergy  and  the  laity  — 
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is  to  become  Christian  —  not  admirers  but  followers  of  Christ.  We 
must  become  Christians  before  we  have  a  right  to  present  ourselves  as 
leaders  in  Christian  action,  Christian  education  and  Christian  social 
relations.  The  church  must  become  Christian.  The  function  of  the 
Church  is  to  tell  the  world  who  Christ  is,  what  He  offers  and  how 
one  may  share  in  what  He  offers.  I  beg  and  I  pray  that  we  may  take 
the  Living  Christ  seriously.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTATION  TO  THE 
61st  GENERAL  CONVENTION 

Bishop  Baker,  Bishop  Fraser,  delegates  to  the  149th  Annual  Diocesan 
Convention : 

This  Diocese  was  represented  at  the  61st  General  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  by  the  following  deputies,  duly 
elected  at  the  147th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

The  Rev.  Thorn  W.  Blair 
The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth 
The  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman 
The  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Thrasher 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne 
Dr.  George  D.  Penick 
Mr.  George  H.  Esser,  Jr. 
Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr. 

These  deputies  spent  the  period  of  October  11  through  23  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  a  thirteen-day  period  that  was  filled  with  intensive  legislation, 
helpful  education,  considerable  frustration,  and  rewarding  inspiration. 
Most  of  us  trustingly  accepted  the  housing  recommendations  that  were 
conceived  through  Ecclesiastical  wisdom  and  which  provided  an  invigorating 
sprint  of  a  mile  or  so  several  times  a  day  between  the  Lennox  Hotel  and 
Kiel  Auditorium — where  most  of  the  Convention  events  occurred.  Despite 
initial  grumblings,  this  arrangement  proved  to  be  a  blessing,  for  the  weather 
during  those  two  weeks  would  have  made  any  Chamber  of  Commerce  gloat, 
and  the  deputies  sorely  needed  this  exercise  to  compensate  for  the  long 
hours — at  times  extending  late  into  the  night — during  which  they  conscien- 
tiously participated  in  the  legislative  sessions  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  Here 
were  assembled  six  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  Church's  leaders  and 
I  would  be  unjust  if  I  appraised  them  as  anything  less  than  an  impressive 
assemblage  of  sincere,  devout  and  talented  members  of  Christ's  Body.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  would  be  a  misrepresentation  to  report  complete  legis- 
lative harmony,  for  it  must  be  confessed  that  President  Clifford  P.  More- 
house found  it  necessary  during  closing  sessions  to  rebuke  the  House  for 
"dilatory  tactics."  Nevertheless,  it  is  my  conviction  that  this  facet  of  the 
Convention,  as  well  as  a  number  of  unfortunately  publicised  events  and 
decisions,  was  unrealistically  over-played  in  both  the  secular  and  church 
periodicals  in  their  journalistic  quest  for  the  dramatic.  Only  the  most  sen- 
sational of  news  could  be  printed  that  week  for,  you  may  recall,  that  was 
the  week  that  really  was,  and  General  Convention  was  competing  for  pub- 
licity with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals,  the  Labor  Party  in  England,  Premier 
Kosygin  and  Secretary  Brezhnev's  take-over  in  Russia,  and  the  experiments 
of  China's  atomic  scientists.  But  among  those  of  us  present  and  participat- 
ing, I  feel  no  fear  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was  absent.  The  principle  of  formu- 
lating church  policy  through  the  corporate  conscience  of  assembled  leaders 
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was  one  which  evolved  during  the  great  ecumenical  councils  of  the  fourth 
and  fifth  centuries;  that  principle  is  sound  today. 

General  Convention  took  significant  positive  action  in  a  number  of 
areas  of  concern.  For  example,  it: 

1.  Elected  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Elbridge  Hines,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Texas 
as  presiding  Bishop,  to  succeed  resigning  Rt.  Rev.  Arthur  Lichtenberger; 

2.  Received  and  commended  for  study  the  Pveport  on  the  National 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Ecumenical 
Relations,  on  which  our  own  Bishop  Baker  served; 

3.  Instructed  this  same  Joint  Commission  to  continue  conversations 
with  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  others,  in  the  Consultation  on  Church  Union.  This 
is  of  special  current  interest  because  this  Diocese  recently  participated  in 
the  National  Pulpit  Exchange  Program,  again  under  the  thoughtful  guid- 
ance of  our  Bishop; 

4.  Granted  full  autonomy  to  the  Brazilian  Episcopal  Church,  represent- 
ing the  first  time  an  overseas  mission  of  this  church  has  matured  into  an 
autonomous  member  of  the  world-wide  Anglican  Communion; 

5.  Reaffirmed  its  accepted  policy  of  strict  neutrality  toward  all  candi- 
dates for  any  and  all  political  offices  at  any  level  of  government; 

6.  Reaffirmed  its  recognition  that  exclusion  of  any  person  in  the  human 
family  because  of  race  from  the  rites  and  activities  of  the  Church,  in  any 
form  whatsoever,  is  contrary  to  the  mind  of  Christ  and  the  Church  which 
is  His  Body; 

7.  Changed  the  name  of  the  National  Council  to  "The  Executive 
Council"  to  eliminate  a  source  of  confusion  with  the  National  Council  of 
Churches; 

8.  Streamlined  the  work  of  future  Conventions  by  electing  a  President 
(Clifford  Morehouse)  and  Vice-President  (The  Very  Rev.  John  C.  Leffler) 
to  serve  through  General  Convention  in  Seattle  in  1967,  and  also  by  trim- 
ming the  scheduled  legislative  session  from  lOVz  days  to  9  days; 

9.  Declared  the  Missionary  District  of  Spokane  to  be  the  seventy-ninth 
Diocese  of  the  Church; 

10.  Tentatively  modified  the  name  of  the  church  by  inserting  a  Pre- 
amble into  the  Constitution  recognizing  "The  Episcopal  Church"  as  an 
acceptable  alternative  designation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America; 

11.  Tentatively  approved  the  Translation  of  Bishops  between  Dioceses 
after  five  years  of  service; 

12.  Formally  announced  almost  $4.8  million  as  the  amount  of  the 
Women's  Triennial  United  Thank  Offering; 
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13.  Modified  the  Church  Pension  Fund  to  provide  for  the  optional 
retirement  of  clergymen  at  age  65; 

14.  Authorized  the  alternative  use  of  the  New  English  Bible,  New  Test- 
ament, at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  and  directed  the  Standing  Liturgical 
Commission  to  proceed  with  developing  a  plan  for  revision  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  "with  a  special  view  to  making  the  language  and  the  form 
of  the  services  more  relevant  to  the  circumstances  of  the  Church's  present 
ministry  and  life"; 

15.  Adopted  a  triennial  budget  of  over  $40  million,  prepared  with 
emphasis  on  Overseas  Mission,  Urban  Mission  and  Theological  Education. 
This  budget  will  require  increases  of  about  5%  in  annual  Diocesan  pledges 
to  the  General  Church  Program.  It  was  further  recommended  that  the 
"partnership  principle",  based  on  the  concept  of  equal  sharing  of  total 
income,  supplant  the  quota  system  in  1968. 

General  Convention  also  took  significant  negative  action.  For  example, 
it: 

1.  Narrowly  defeated  the  triennial  resolution  to  admit  female  Deputies; 

2.  Referred,  amidst  parliamentary  confusion  and  adjournment  fever,  a 
resolution  permitting  Open  Communion  for  all  baptized  Christians; 

3.  Overwhelmingly  defeated  a  resolution  calling  for  withdrawal  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  from  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ 
in  America; 

4.  Defeated,  by  the  lay  order  in  a  vote  by  orders,  a  resolution  recognizing 
the  right  of  individuals  to  disobey  laws  which  they,  for  reasons  of  informed 
conscience,  consider  contrary  to  the  will  of  God. 

Such  were  some  of  the  more  mundane  matters  with  which  General  Con- 
vention was  concerned.  They  represent  essential  business.  As  such,  they 
have  been  recorded  in  detail  by  various  instruments  of  communication  in 
the  Church,  including  talks  to  many  of  the  parishes  of  this  Diocese  by 
individual  deputies.  But  my  report  to  this  Diocesan  Convention  would  be 
unforgivably  incomplete,  if  I  made  no  attempt  to  convey  in  part  the  sense 
that  prevailed  in  St.  Louis  that  the  most  important  reason  for  our  gathering 
was  to  begin  implementation  of  the  Toronto  document  entitled  "Mutual 
Responsibility  and  Interdependence  in  the  Body  of  Christ."  I  cannot  detail 
for  yon  a  tightly-organized  program  to  be  launched;  MRI  is  not  a  program. 
I  cannot  report  impressive  budget  figures  that  would  guarantee  success,  for 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Program  and  Budget  wisely  made  no  allocations 
for  Mutual  Responsibility  other  than  the  funds  required  for  its  initial 
development,  leaving  the  scope  of  application  of  this  "spiritual  movement" 
of  our  age  to  the  concerned  consciences  of  every  member,  parish,  and  diocese 
of  the  Church. 

I  can  report  to  you  that  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Committee  on  Mutual 
Responsibility,  chaired  by  Bishop  Thomas   H.  Wright  of  East  Carolina, 
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made  a  most  meaningful  report  to  a  Joint  Session  of  the  Convention, 
including  inspiring  addresses  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Stephen  F.  Bayne,  Jr.,  by 
Bishop  Simoes  of  Southwestern  Brazil,  and  by  Mr.  Prime  F.  Osborn  III, 
now  of  Jacksonville,  Florida.  I  can  report  to  you  the  generation  of  an  aware- 
ness that  MRI  is  not  some  platitudinous  slogan  that  will  experience  a  flurry 
of  talk  and  activism  and  then  be  shelved  as  a  well-intended  but  ineffectual 
attempt  to  revitalize  the  Church.  Rather,  I  sensed  the  recognition  that 
MRI  embodies  principles  so  fundamental  to  the  Mission  of  the  Church 
that  it  represents  the  same  message  to  us  of  today  that  St.  Paul  wrote  to 
the  early  Christians  at  Corinth  and  at  Rome;  the  recognition  that  we  must 
all  thoroughly  understand  that  this  is  a  call  for  Christian  sacrifice,  the  likes 
of  which  most  of  us  have  never  dreamed.  It  is  a  call  that  requires  severe  self- 
examination  at  all  levels,  most  importantly  in  the  hearts  of  individuals  and 
parishes.  It  demands  the  ability  to  admit  in  total  humility  that  all  members 
of  the  Church  are  equally  essential,  and  that  our  acts  of  charity  are  of  no 
more  ultimate  worth  than  the  contributions  of  other  members,  be  they  next- 
door  or  in  some  distant  land,  be  they  wealthy  or  poor,  be  they  cultured  or 
uneducated.  It  demands  that  we  reorient  our  priorities  so  that  our  concern 
for  other  Anglicans  is  so  genuine  that  we  think  first  of  their  functional  role 
in  Christ's  Body  and  then  of  how  our  talents  can  complement  theirs  to 
achieve  the  maximum  effectiveness  of  both.  These  are  not  matters  that  we 
can  casually  remove  from  our  consciences  by  simply  increasing  donations  to 
church  projects,  by  adopting  ambitious  resolutions,  by  increasing  the  number 
and  complexity  of  committees,  by  delegating  our  mutual  responsibilities  to 
other  church  organizations,  by  pleading  ignorance,  disinterest,  or  lack  of 
time.  They  necessitate  the  discomfort  of  facing  and  shedding  those  many 
comforts,  conveniences,  habits,  prejudices,  and  customs  to  which  we  have 
clung  in  the  apparent  delusion  that  we  represent  the  best  in  the  Church 
and  hence  naturally  deserve  most  of  our  own  concern.  MRI  means  simply 
that  we  must  recognize  and  accept  our  own  peculiar  responsibilities  in  the 
service  of  God  and  fulfill  them  in  total  harmony  with  the  other  members 
of  the  Church. 

These  simultaneously  disturbing  and  inspiring  insights  are  the  really 
significant  things  I  would  like  to  think  your  deputation  might  bring  back 
from  St.  Louis.  We  can  expect  them  to  be  ignored  by  the  public  press.  We 
cannot  expect  them  to  be  ignored  by  us  in  this  Diocesan  Convention.

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PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION 

(adopted  on  first  reading  in  1964) 

1.  Preamble  to  the  Constitution 

THAT  a  Preamble  be  added  to  the  Constitution,  the  same  to  be  an 
integral  part  of  the  Constitution,  which  Preamble  shall  read  as  follows: 

PREAMBLE 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
otherwise  known  as  The  Episcopal  Church  (which  name  is  hereby  recog- 
nized as  also  designating  the  Church),  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Anglican  Communion,  a  Fellowship  within  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and 
Apostolic  Church,  of  those  duly  constituted  dioceses,  provinces  and  regional 
Churches  in  communion  with  the  See  of  Canterbury,  upholding  and  propa- 
gating the  historic  Faith  and  Order  as  set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  This  Constitution,  adopted  in  General  Convention  in  Philadelphia 
in  October,  1789,  as  amended  in  subsequent  General  Conventions,  sets 
forth  the  basic  Articles  for  the  government  of  this  Church,  and  of  its  over- 
seas missionary  jurisdictions. 

2.  Article  I.  Section  3,  Paragraph  2 

THAT  the  second  paragraph  of  Section  3  of  Article  I.  of  the  Consti- 
tution be  amended  so  that  Article  I.,  Section  3,  paragraph  2,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church  shall  resign  his  office  as 
such,  or  if  by  reason  of  infirmity  he  shall  become  disabled,  or  in  case  of  his 
death,  the  Bishop  who,  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
becomes  its  Presiding  Officer,  shall  (unless  the  date  of  the  next  General 
Convention  is  within  three  months)  immediately  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  House  of  Bishops,  to  elect  a  member  thereof  to  be  the  Presiding  Bishop. 
The  certificate  of  election  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Presiding  Officer  to  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  several  Dioceses, 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the  Dioceses  shall  con- 
cur in  the  election,  the  Bishop  elected  shall  become  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Church. 

3.  Article  I,  Section  7 

THAT  Section  7  of  Article  I.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
changing  the  words  ''National  Council,"  where  such  words  first  appear  in 
said  Section,  to  read  "Executive  Council";  so  that  the  latter  portion  of  said 
Section  shall  read  as  follows: 
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.  .  .  but  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Church  or  of  a  successor 
canonical  body  having  substantially  the  powers  now  vested  therein,  sufficient 
cause  for  changing  the  place  or  date  so  appointed,  he,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  such  body,  shall  appoint  another  place  or  date,  or  both,  for  such 
meeting.  Special  meetings  may  be  provided  for  by  Canon. 


4.  Article  II ,  new  Section  8 

■ 

THAT  a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  Section  8,  be  added  to  Article  II. 
of  the  Construction,  to  read  as  follows  (the  present  Sec.  8  being  renumbered 
as  Sec.  9  : 

Sec.  8.  A  bishop  exercising  jurisdiction  as  the  Ordinary,  or  as  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  of  a  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  may  be  elected  as  Bishop, 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Suffragan  Bishop,  of  another  Diocese,  or  may  be 
elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops  as  a  Missionary  Bishop;  Provided,  that  he 
shall  have  served  not  less  than  five  years  in  his  present  jurisdiction;  and 
Provided  always,  that  before  acceptance  of  such  election  he  shall  tender  to 
the  House  of  Bishops  his  resignation  of  his  jurisdiction  in  the  Diocese  in 
which  he  is  then  serving,  subject  to  the  required  consents  of  the  Bishops  and 
Standing  Committees  of  the  Church,  and  also,  if  he  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
his  right  of  succession  therein,  and  such  resignation,  and  renunciation  of 
the  right  of  succession  in  the  case  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  shall  be  consented 
to  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 


5.  Article  V.,  new  Section  8 

THAT  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  is  hereby,  amended  by 
the  addition,  at  the  end  thereof,  of  a  new  section  to  be  numbered  Section 
8,  the  same  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  8.  By  mutual  agreement  between  the  Conventions  of  two  adjoining 
Dioceses,  consented  to  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese,  a 
portion  of  the  territory  of  one  of  said  Dioceses  may  be  ceded  to'  the  other 
Diocese,  such  cession  to  be  considered  complete  upon  approval  thereof  by 
the  General  Convention  or  by  a  majority  of  Bishops  having  jurisdiction  in 
the  United  States  and  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Dioceses  in 
accordance  with  the  Canons  of  this  Church.  Thereupon  the  part  of  the 
territory  so  ceeded  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Diocese  accepting  the  same. 
The  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  Article  V.  shall  not  apply  in  such  case 
and  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  of  the  Diocese  ceding  such 
territory  shall  continue  in  their  jurisdiction  over  the  remainder  of  such 
Diocese  and  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  any,  of  the  Diocese 
accepting  cession  of  such  territory  shall  continue  in  jurisdiction  over  such 
Diocese  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  that  part  of  the  territory  of  the  other 
Diocese  that  has  been  so  ceded  and  accepted. 
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6.  Article  IX.,  paragraphs  6  and  7 

THAT  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  that  the  sixth 
paragraph  shall  read, 

None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  of  suspension,  or  removal, 
or  deposition  from  the  Ministry,  on  any  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon;  and 
none  but  a  Bishop  shall  admonish  any  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

A  sentence  of  suspension  shall  specify  on  what  terms  or  conditions  and 
at  what  time  the  suspension  shall  cease.  A  sentence  of  suspension  may  be 
remitted  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  Canon. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  INSTITUTIONS 

I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  (beginning  on  page 
of  this  Journal)  and  more  particularly  to  the  eight  recommendations 
adopted  by  the  Council  at  its  April  14,  1964,  meeting.  It  is  appropriate 
that  the  Convention  also  take  action  on  four  of  these  resolutions.  These 
four,  which  I  will  offer  for  your  adoption  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report, 
refer  mainly  to  changes  in  the  customary  procedures  through  which  the 
Trustees  of  the  Institutions  with  which  the  Diocese  is  related  shall  report 
to  the  Convention  which  has  elected  or  ratified  their  appointments  to  the 
governing  boards  of  these  institutions. 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  indicate  very  briefly  the  main  consider- 
ations that  underlie  these  resolutions.  These  considerations  have  been  spelled 
out  in  full  in  the  portions  of  the  Institutional  Study  itself  that  were  mailed 
to  each  delegation  to  this  Convention. 

The  fundamental  change  indicated  by  these  resolutions  before  you  is 
from  a  pattern  limited  to  separate  and  direct  reports  from  each  institution 
to  each  Diocesan  Convention  to  a  pattern  of  accountability  to  the  Con- 
vention from  institutions  through  the  most  appropriate  department  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

In  order  to  enable  such  a  change  to  take  place  the  Executive  Council 
has  already  taken  steps  to  transfer  the  work  of  liaison  between  itself  and  a 
given  institution  to  the  department  that  undertakes  programs  that  must 
closely  parallel  the  program  of  this  institution.  The  process,  when  com- 
pleted, will  do  away  with  the  Department  of  Institutions  as  such. 

The  primary  objective  of  such  reassignment  of  Council  liaison  with 
institutions  is  to  enable  the  Council,  and  hopefully  the  Convention,  to  give 
its  chief  attention  to  the  valuable  programs  carried  out  in  our  institutions, 
instead  of  having  to  view  our  institutions  primarily  as  agencies  in  need  of 
funds. 

There  is  little  that  a  department  of  institutions  as  such  can  see  when  it 
looks  at  diocesan  instructions,  but  the  fact  that  they  are  institutions  which 
this  diocese  should  support  financially  in  some  way.  That  is  all  that  our 
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institutions,  when  seen  together,  seem  to  have  in  common.  The  degree  of 
diocesan  financial  support,  and  the  ways  through  which  this  support  is  given 
to  such  diverse  institutions,  say,  as  Kanuga,  St.  Augustine's  College,  and 
Thompson  Orphanage  can  be  seen  only  in  terms  of  dollars  (usually  the 
traditional  budget  line  item)  and  in  terms  of  traditional  procedures  of 
support. 

But  when  a  different  and  more  appropriate  department  of  the  Council 
looks  at  an  institutin  assigned  to  it,  it  can  initiate  a  level  of  liason  that  is 
concerned  not  merely  with  what  the  institution  says  it  needs  but  with  what 
the  institution  is  doing  as  part  of  the  Program  of  the  Diocese.  Financial 
concerns  can  be  made  subject  to  program  concerns.  The  degree  of  diocesan 
financial  support  can  be  discovered  as  the  well-examined  price-tag  attached 
to  a  well-examined  part  of  the  diocesan  program. 

The  Progrm  of  this  diocese  has  many  facets.  One  is  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education.  It  has  long  been  directly  responsible  for  the  most 
effective  use  of  The  Terraces  and  Vade  Mecum  as  facilities  through  which 
Christian  Education  programs  may  be  carried  out.  Therefore,  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  has  been  assigned  the  liaison  function  between 
the  Council  and  Kanuga — another  facility  available  to  this  diocese  through 
which  Christian  Education  programs  are  carried  out. 

Another  facet  of  the  Diocesan  Program  is  College  Work.  This  depart- 
ment is  staffed  by  persons  who  know  what  is  going  on  in  colleges  and  what 
needs  to  be  going  on  in  Colleges  at  the  level  of  Christian  program.  To  the 
Department  of  College  Work  therefore  the  liaison  between  the  diocese  and 
the  three  colleges  with  which  we  are  related  has  been  reassigned.  In  this 
department  therefore,  the  diocesan  program  both  as  carried  out  through 
institutions  themselves  and  as  carried  out  as  chaplaincy  services  can  be  seen 
and  known  and  evaluated  together.  Diocesan  financial  support  can  thus  be 
determined  not  simply  as  dollars  needed,  but  as  what  these  dollars  are  mak- 
ing possible  that  is  worthwhile. 

Another  facet  of  the  Diocesan  Program  is  Christian  Social  Relations,  the 
department  through  which  our  social  service  programs  are  being  carried  out 
But  we  have  two  institutions:  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  Penick  Home, 
which  are  social  service  institutions.  The  same  principle  of  establishing  liaison 
that  can  get  at  the  significant  program  considerations  has  been  recommended 
for  these  two  institutions:  that  the  diocesan  program  carried  out  through 
these  agencies  be  seen  and  evaluated  as  the  significant  Social  Service  that  it 
is,  and  related  to  our  other  social  service  programs  in  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations, 

The  work  of  the  diocese  that  is  and  shall  be  carried  out  through  insti- 
tutions is  tremendously  important  work.  The  Study  Group  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Institutions  has  been  privileged  to  see  it  in  its  many  facets  and 
complexity.  But  in  recommending  the  dissolution  of  the  Department  of 
Institutions  as  the  logical  consequence  of  reassigning  liaison  to  departments 
of  parallel  program  concerns,  we  have  felt  obliged  to  recommend  ways  that

apply  to  all  the  institutions  that  will  serve  to  deepen  the  appreciation 
and  improve  the  communications  that  properly  exist  between  the  Conven- 
tion and  the  several  institutions  to  whose  boards  it  elects  trustees. 

Bringing  our  trustees  on  boards  into  communication  with  the  most 
apropriate  departments  of  the  Diocesan  Council  is  one  of  these  ways.  These 
resolutions  altering  the  procedures  of  communication  between  the  Con- 
vention and  the  institutions  are  others. 

The  following  specific  recommendations,  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Council  last  June  are  therefore  offered  to  this  Convention  for  its  adoption, 
to  take  effect  in  time  to  serve  the  next  annual  Convention  of  this  diocese: 

"WHEREAS,  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  extensive  study  to  the  many  valuable  contributions  to  the  Diocesan 
Program  that  are  being  made  through  the  Institutions  related  to  this 
Diocese,  and, 

"WHEREAS,  this  Study  has  identified  certain  problems  in  diocesan- 
institutional  relationships  that  revised  procedures  of  accountability  by  these 
institutions  to  the  Convention  of  this  Docese  may  remedy, 

"THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  diocesan  representatives 
on  the  Governing  Board  of  institutions  themselves  assume  the  responsibility 
for  reporting  directly  to  the  Convention  through  their  written  pre-Conven- 
tion  report  instead  of  delegating  this  responsibility  to  the  staff  executive  of 
the  institution,  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  pre-Convention  written 
report  of  the  appropriate  department  include  a  departmental  program 
evaluation  including  the  programs  of  the  institutions  assigned  to  it  as  aspects 
of  the  total  program  of  the  Department  being  reported  on,  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  appropriate  Department 
Chairman  be  responsible  for  any  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  him  by 
the  Chair  pertaining  to  the  names  of  qualified  nominees  to  represent  this 
diocese  on  the  Governing  Boards  of  the  institutions  assigned  to  his  Depart- 
ment, and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  work  of  formulating  a 
Diocesan  Capital  Funds  Policy  and  the  other  works  that  may  improve  the 
public  relations  of  the  institutions  in  the  diocese  be  carried  forward  along 
the  lines  recommended  in  the  Study  Report  and  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Council."

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  primary  assumption  of  this  report  is  an  assumption  concerning  the 
task  of  the  Christian  Church:  it  is  that  the  task  of  the  Church  is  to  pro- 
claim, witness  to,  articulate,  worship  and  act  out  the  Lordship  of  Christ 
over,  in,  through,  and  under  this  world.  This  assumption  has  three 
implications. 

First,  the  Church  can  not  be  satisfied  with  an  isolationist  posture 
towards  the  world,  even  if  this  posture  is  religious.  She  is  to  have  integrity 
in  herself — through  her  worship,  her  structure,  her  people,  and  her  clergy; 
but  this  integrity  is  an  integrity  of  trust,  trust  in  her  Lord.  Her  Lord  is  not 
only  Lord  over  her,  but  also — and  primarily — Lord  over  the  world.  There- 
fore the  Church  is  called  by  her  Lord  to  meet  him  in  the  world,  to  find  his 
grace  operative  in  the  world,  to  come  out  of  herself  and  be  led  by  him  into 
new  life  in  the  world. 

Second,  this  world  in  which  the  Lord  calls  his  Church  is  not  the  world 
of  the  1st  century  A.D.,  nor  is  it  the  world  of  the  Middle  Ages,  nor  of  the 
British  colonies,  nor  of  Ante-Bellum  days.  It  is  this  world,  this  place,  this 
time,  right  now,  1965. 

Third,  any  judgment  of  the  state  of  the  Church  must  be  not  only  a 
judgment  concerning  how  the  Church  is  doing  within  herself,  i.e.,  grow- 
ing in  membership,  etc.,  but  also  a  judgment  concerning  the  kind  of  relation 
she  wills  to  have  with  the  world  in  which  she  lives. 

These  three  assumptions  lie  behind  whatever  is  said  in  this  report. 
What  does  it  mean  to  say  that  Christ  is  the  Lord  of  the  world? 

It  means  that  there  is  no  Christian  separation  between  the  concerns  of 
men  in  their  "secular,"  worldly  lives  and  the  concerns  of  men  in  their 
"sacred,"  religious  lives. 

It  also  means  that  the  Church  is  more  than  a  religious  institution. 

What  concerns  the  Lord  of  human  life  includes  not  only  men  at  wor- 
ship, but  also  men  at  work;  and  the  Lord  calls  his  Church  to  share 
this  concern. 

It  also  means  that  the  Church  is  not  primarily  a  clerical  reality,  but  it 
is  fundamentally  a  lay  reality.  It  is  a  People,  a  Laos.  The  Church  is 
already  in  the  world,  already  concerned  for  the  world,  already  making 
decisions  in  the  world,  already  struggling  with  the  problems  of  the  world — 
through  her  people  who  live  in  the  world. 

Therefore,  in  thinking  about  how  the  Church  is  related  to  the  world, 
one  is  thinking,  first,  about  how  well  the  people  of  the  Church  connect 
their  lives  with  the  Christian  Faith;  and  second,  about  how  well  the  clergy 
are  helping  themselves  and  the  laity  make  this  connection. 

The  writers  of  this  report  feel  that  these  two  questions  are  basic  to 
the  State  of  the  Church. 
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I 

THE  CHURCH  AS  THE  LAOS  OF  GOD 

It  is  certainly  apparent  to  all  who  look  that  the  Church  today  is  going 
through  a  period  of  re-thinking.  Time  magazine  (Dec.  25,  1964;  vol.  84, 
no.  26)  has  called  attention  to  it.  So  have  many  other  publications.  The 
Church  of  Rome  is  going  through  the  agonies  of  "aggiornamento",  i.e., 
"up-dating".  The  last  two  years  have  been  marked  by  the  phenomenal 
sales  (750,000  coplies)  of  the  Bishop  of  Woolwich's  book,  Honest  To  God. 
There  are  certain  marks  of  the  Church's  re-thinking  to  which  we  wish  to 
call  attention,  and  upon  which  we  wish  to  comment,  particularly  within 
the  context  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

First,  there  is  a  growing  awareness  that  the  language  of  the  Church  is 
not  immediately  meaningful  in  the  world  of  today.  This  has  led  to  a 
concern  to  translate,  even  re-state  in  a  radically  new  language,  the  Chris- 
tian message. 

Second,  there  is  a  concern  for  the  renewal  of  the  Church's  worship. 

Third,  there  is  a  growing  awareness  that  the  structure  of  the  Church's 
ministry  is  not  fully  serving  the  Industrialized  society  of  today,  and  that 
new  ways  of  existing  as  the  Church  in  the  world  should  be  sought. 

Fourth,  there  has  been  the  awareness  that  the  laity  of  the  Church 
constitutes  the  primary  ministry  of  the  Church  in  the  world,  and  that — ■ 
through  no  fault  of  their  own — they  are  largely  unaware  of  this,  and  of 
what  this  might  mean. 

Now,  what  has  this  to  do  with  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina? 

First,  in  relation  to  the  language  problem;  it  seems  to  us  that  attempts 
must  be  made  by  the  Church  to  re-examine  continually  the  meaningfulness 
of  its  language.  It  is  to  the  great  credit  of  our  Bishops  that  they  began 
this  by  having  refresher  courses  for  the  clergy  at  The  Terraces.  It  must  be 
noted,  however,  that  these  courses  are  designed  with  only  the  clergy  in 
mind.  They  presuppose  a  theological  education,  and  are  held  during  the 
week.  But  we  raise  a  question  as  to  whether  the  clergy  alone  can  under- 
take this  re-examination.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  job  can  only  be  done  with 
the  clergy  and  the  laity  sitting  together,  and  agonizing  over  the  problem 
together.  It  is  true  that  some  parishes  in  the  Diocese  have  undertaken 
this  task  already.  But  it  is  now  time  that  it  become  Diocesan-wide.  It  is 
recommended  by  this  committee  that  a  committee  be  formed,  including 
the  Bishops,  some  clergy,  and  some  laity,  to  study  the  problem  and  to 
think  about  what  can  be  done  to  gather  the  clergy  and  the  laity  together  in 
order  to  think  through  what  the  language  of  the  Church  means.  We  are 
thinking  about  something  along  the  lines  of  the  Evangelical  Academies  in 
Germany  and  Great  Britain.  The  laity  are  in  the  Church  not  only  to  be 
passive  recipients  of  tradition,  but  also  to  be  active  participants  in  the  task 
of  constant  rethinking  of  the  Christian  message.  In  the  joint  activity  of 
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clergy  and  laity  sitting  together  and  confronting  the  problem  of  the 
meaning  of  the  language  of  the  Church,  there  can  come  a  renewal  in 
understanding  on  the  part  of  both.  Something  of  this  sort  is  happening 
in  Germany,  Great  Britain,  Scotland,  and  Switzerland;  there  is  no  reason 
why  it  can  not  happen  here. 

The  second  mark  of  the  Church's  re-thinking  in  our  time  is  the  concern 
for  the  worship  of  the  Church — liturgy.  This  concern  is  expressed  in  every 
denomination — from  Roman  Catholicism  to  the  Baptists.  There  seem  to 
be  two  aspects  of  this  liturgical  concern:  one,  the  re-discovery  of  the 
Church's  worship  as  Action,  and  two,  the  relation  of  the  Church's  worship 
to  the  world  in  which  she  lives. 

As  far  as  the  re-discovery  of  the  Church's  worship  as  Action  is  con- 
cerned, there  has  been  a  fundamental  denial  of  an  understanding  of  worship 
which  sees  worship  as  quietness  and  withdrawal  from  the  world.  This 
understanding  of  worship  fosters  passivity  and  dis-incarnate  piety.  The 
Church's  worship  is  liturgical,  i.e.,  active.  The  primary  thing  which  the 
Church  does  is  worship.  It  is  an  act.  This  action  is  the  offering  of  the 
Church  to  her  Lord.  The  Episcopal  Church's  worship  has  always  been 
action-minded;  we  kneel,  bow,  genuflect,  sit,  stand,  and  walk.  But  the 
question  we  must  ask  in  terms  of  the  state  of  the  Church  is,  why  do  we  do 
these  things?  Are  they  meaningful  to  us  all?  Do  they  express  to  us  our 
common  offertory  to  our  Lord?  As  far  as  the  relation  the  Church's  worship 
has  to  the  world  in  which  she  lives  is  concerned,  a  second  understanding 
of  the  worship  of  the  Church  is  underlined.  Not  only  does  the  Church 
offer  herself  to  the  Lord  as  she  worships,  but  she  also  offers  the  world  in 
which  she  is  set  to  the  Lord  when  she  worships.  The  question  to  ask  at 
this  point  is,  what  relation  does  our  worship  have  to  the  world  in  which 
we  live?  Is  our  worship  flight  from  the  world?  Or  does  it  represent  for  us 
the  sacramental  expression  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord  in  our  world?  If  the 
former,  is  there  anything  that  can  be  done  to  more  clearly  celebrate  the 
presence  of  Christ  in  all  of  life? 

This  committee  recommends  that  the  Music  and  Worship  Commission 
of  the  Diocese  undertake  a  study  of  these  questions,  include  laymen  in  its 
deliberations — laymen  who  are  not  necessarily  experts  in  the  form  and 
structure  of  liturgical  worship,  but  rather  are  men  who  live  in  a  non- 
churchly  world — and  offer  to  the  Diocese  some  recommendations  for  the 
renewal  of  its  worship.  This  committee  recognizes  with  appreciation  the 
work  which  this  commission  has  done  in  the  past,  but  it  recommends  that, 
within  the  limits  of  the  rubrics,  certain  acts  of  the  Church  at  worship 
should  be  studied  which  express  the  element  of  the  Church's  offering  of 
the  world  to  her  Lord.  It  seems  to  this  committee  that  some  of  this  work 
could  be  incorporated  in  the  section  above  concerning  the  renewal  of  the 
language  of  the  Church  in  which  laity  and  clergy  together  raise  their 
questions,  doubts,  and  convictions. 

The  third  mark  of  the  Church's  re-thinking  in  our  time  is  the  aware- 
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ness  that  the  form  of  the  Church's  ministry  is  devoted  to  the  family  and 
its  problems,  to  the  neglect  of  other  areas  of  life  in  our  society;  namely, 
industry  and  the  city.  This  committee  notes  with  appreciation  two  recent 
activities  of  the  Diocese:  the  "Changing  Culture  Conference",  and  the  new 
Church  Center  in  Burlington. 

The  "Changing  Culture  Conference"  was  a  highlight  in  the  history  of 
our  Diocese.  It  was,  however,  only  a  beginning.  What  is  needed  now,  it 
seems  to  us,  is  a  follow-up  on  this  conference.  This  follow-up  could  be  in 
the  form  of  a  series  of  meetings  in  the  localities  and  areas  of  our  Diocese, 
led  by  men  from  these  localities,  devoted  to  the  social,  industrial,  and 
human  problems  in  these  areas.  These  meetings  would  be  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  together  men — not  necessarily  Episcopalians — who  are  engaged 
in  the  solving  of,  or  the  working  with,  problems  in  their  areas  and  who 
feel  the  need  of  the  help  and  of  the  support  of  the  public  at  large  in  their 
areas  as  to  the  nature  of  their  problems.  What  is  being  asked  for  here  is 
an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  put  itself  at  the  disposal 
of  men  and  agencies  who  are  right  now  working  with  the  same  problems 
which  were  talked  about  at  the  "Changing  Culture  Conference"  in  Char- 
lotte. While  these  contacts  and  meetings  would,  by  necessity,  be  local  in 
nature,  they  need  not  be  local  in  origin.  Perhaps  the  Diocese  can  instigate 
these  meetings,  invite  the  participants,  and  start  the  local  group  on  its  way. 
Already  certain  clergy  and  laymen  have  been  active  in  such  groups,  but  if 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  an  area  said,  "Here  we  are.  We  want  to  help. 
What  are  the  problems?  Tell  us  that  what  we  can  do",  then  the  Church  as 
a  whole  would  be  involved. 

The  "Church  Center"  in  Burlington  is  a  new  form  of  ministry  in  the 
Diocese.  It  is  an  attempt  to  meet  people  where  they  are.  Any  form  of 
ministry  which  focuses  upon  some  other  service  than  that  to  "the  family" 
is  to  be  commended.  We  do  not  intend  by  this  claim  to  minimize  the 
importance  of  a  continuing  churchly  concern  for  family  life,  but  it  is 
increasingly  plain  that  there  are  significant  shifts  in  the  role  which  the 
family  plays  in  an  industrializing  society,  as  distinguished  from  an  agrarian 
or  agricultural  one.  It  is  also  increasingly  plain  that  there  is  a  definite 
need  for  lay  persons  (industrialists,  workers,  housewives,  and  clergy)  who 
would  make  a  study  of  possible  forms  of  ministry  in  our  society,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Department  of  Missions.  Perhaps  this  might  be 
in  the  form  of  a  Standing  Committee  on  Extra-Parochial  Ministry,  which 
would  not  be  concerned  with  the  actual  creation  of  such  ministry,  its 
staffing,  or  its  financing,  but  rather  with  the  continual  study  of,  and 
recommendations  for,  extra-parochial  ministry. 

The  fourth  mark  of  the  Church's  re-thinking  in  our  time  is  the  aware- 
ness that  the  laity  is  not  merely  an  adjunct  to  the  Church,  but  rather, 
with  the  clergy,  is  the  Church.  The  laity  has  an  integrity  of  ministrv  of  its 
own,  and  this  ministry  is  more  than  merely  helping  the  clergy.  It  is  prob- 
ably not  inaccurate  to  say  that  most  of  us  think  of  the  laity  as  having  their 
ministry  within   the  context  of  the  ecclesiastical  institution,  in  the  form 
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of  lay-readers,  Sunday  School  teachers,  vestrymen,  etc.  Surely  this  is  not 
wrong.  But  just  as  surely  this  is  not  the  full  understanding  of  the  ministry 
of  the  laity.  The  laity's  primary  ministry  is  not  within  the  ecclesiastical 
institution,  but  within  the  institutions  in  which  they  work,  live,  and  spend 
most  of  their  lives;  their  jobs  and  their  non-ecclesiastical  associations.  That 
such  a  ministry  is  not  immediately  meaningful,  either  to  the  laity  or  to  the 
clergy,  is  a  part  of  the  problem  with  which  we  have  to  wrestle.  Exactly 
what  does  it  mean  to  say  that  the  laity  has  its  primary  ministry  outside  of 
the  ecclesiastical  institution?  What  kind  of  ministry  is  this?  What  is  its 
purpose?  To  whom  is  it  directed?  Under  what  conditions?  What  does  it 
imply  for  the  laity,  and  for  the  clergy  in  its  helping  the  laity  discover  this 
ministry? 

These  are  all  questions  that  are  not  easily  answered  in  our  society.  But 
we  must  ask  them,  unless  we  tacitly  identify  the  Church  with  the  clergy — 
something  all  too  common,  but  also  something  no  branch  of  the  Christian 
Church  has  ever  held  consciously.  These  questions  can  not  be  answered 
by  merely  having  the  clergy  discuss  them.  Nor  can  they  be  answered  by 
merely  having  the  laity  discuss  them.  They  have  to  be  discussed  by  the 
laity  and  the  clergy  together. 

Therefore,  this  committee  recommends  that  The  Terraces  and  Vade 
Mecum  be  used  for  such  discussions,  opening  the  whole  subject  up,  clarify- 
ing the  meaning  of  the  Church  as  the  People  of  God  in  the  world  with  a 
task  He  has  given  us  all,  and  allowing  the  leadership  of  this  God  in  our 
midst,  this  EMMANUEL,  to  lead  us  into  some  common  understanding  of 
our  common  task.  We  would  hope  that  this  be  done  with  as  free  an 
exchange,  and  as  open  a  conversation,  as  possible.  And  we  recommend  that 
this  be  done  outside  of  the  formal  organizations  of  the  Church,  like  the 
Laymen  of  the  Church  or  the  Women  of  the  Church. 

All  of  this  report  seems  to  channel  into  one  direction;  namely,  the 
establishment  of  contact  on  a  serious  and  concrete  levd  of  relationship 
between  the  clergy  and  the  laity  of  the  Diocese  so  that  together,  through 
conversations  on  our  common  ministry  of  the  healthful  spirit  of  God's  grace, 
there  may  come  to  both  clergy  and  laity  alike  a  new  vision  of  what  the 
Church  is,  what  her  task  is,  wrho  is  to  do  it,  and  for  what  purpose  it  is  done. 
This  vision  will  not  come,  probably,  if  either  the  clergy  or  the  laity  think 
they  know  all  the  answers  in  advance.  It  mav  come  if,  and  when,  we  both 
come  together  sharing  our  common  (and  uncommon)  questions,  answers, 
and  perplexities.  It  is  time  that  we  got  together  in  a  serious,  planned,  and 
open  way  to  discuss  these  things;  and  no  longer  take  very  much  for  granted. 
We  have  a  good,  solid  group  of  both  clergy  and  laity  in  this  Diocese.  Let 
us  meet  the  challenges  of  this  new  day  in  North  Carolina  together,  trusting 
in  the  grace  of  God  to  lead  us  into  his  world  of  service  and  ministry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
Calendar  Year  1964 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held 
six  meetings  during  the  calendar  year  1964,  and  the  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  business  it  transacted: 

JANUARY  28,  1964  AT  CHAPEL  HILL,  NORTH  CAROLINA: 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  to  borrow  $17,500.00 
with  which,  added  to  other  fnnds  on  hand,  to  build  a  $20,900.00  Rectory; 
and  to  borrow  $85,000.00  with  which  to  erect  a  Church.  Both  loans  will 
be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  all  properties  at  the  site  of  the  Church,  3601 
Central  Avenue,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  as  of  January 
28,  1964  Mr.  Robert  William  South  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese 
requesting  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommend 
to  the  Convention  of  1965  such  canonical  changes  as  will  enable  parishes 
not  paying  the  minimumly  required  rector's  salary  to  retain  parish  status, 
except  that  at  Convention,  they  will  be  allowed  only  the  vote  of  a  mission. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Lionne 
DeWitt,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Michigan  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Very  Rev. 
Ned  Cole,  Jr.,  D.D.,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Venerable 
George  Edward  Rath  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Newark. 

At  the  request  of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  consent  was  given  to  the  Ordi- 
nation and  Consecration  of:  (1)  the  Rev.  David  Benson  Reed,  as  Bishop 
of  the  Missionary  District  of  Columbia;  (2)  the  Very  Rev.  Melchor  Saucedo, 
as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Mexico;  and  (3)  the  Rev. 
Leonardo  Romero  Rivera,  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District 
of  Mexico. 

APRIL  10,  1964  IN  RALEIGH: 

The  Rev.  Carl  F.  Herman  was  unanimously  elected  President  of  the 
Committee;  the  Rev.  John  A.  Gray  was  elected  Secretary. 
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The  Bishop  reported  that  on  February  15,  1964,  in  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  acting  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  60,  Section  1 
and  Canon  64,  Section  3  (b)  of  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Greene  and  the  Rev.  A.  Moody  Burt,  III,  he 
formally  pronounced  the  acceptance  of  the  RENUNCIATION  OF  THE 
MINISTRY  of  this  Church  declared  to  him  in  writing  by  James  Parker  Dees; 
and  he  stated  that  said  action  was  taken  for  causes  which  did  not  affect 
the  moral  character  of  the  said  James  Parker  Dees. 

The  Committee  confirmed  formally  a  vote  taken  via  telephone  by  the 
President  as  of  February  26,  1964  the  following  actions  wherein  they  had 
unanimously  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent: 

(1)  For  the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  sell  its 
present  Rectory  for  no  less  than  $23,750.00;  said  proceeds  to  be  applied  on 
the  purchase  of  a  new  Rectory. 

(2)  For  the  Vestry  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  assume  a 
mortgage  in  the  amount  of  $28,800.00  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  $40,00.00 
Rectory. 

(3)  For  the  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Greensboro,  to  convey  the 
present  Rectory  property,  200  Waverly  Way,  Greensboro,  to  Richardson 
Realty  Co.,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  as  partial  payment  of  $14,000.00 
on  the  purchase  of  a  new  $35,500.00  Rectory  located  at  219  Mistletoe 
Drive,  Greensboro;  and  for  said  Vestry  to  borrow  an  additional  sum  of 
$21,500.00  with  which  to  complete  the  purchase  of  said  Rectory. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  The  Church  of 
the  Saviour,  Jackson,  North  Carolina,  to  grant  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion of  North  Carolina  a  RIGHT-OF-WAY  AGREEMENT,  whereby  the 
Town  of  Jackson,  North  Carolina,  might  give  a  3'  to  4'  easement  to  said 
Commission  for  street  improvement. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington,  North  Carolina,  to  borrow 
at  interest  of  51/z%,  the  sum  of  $275,000.00  with  which,  with  other  funds 
in  hand,  to  erect  a  new  Parish  House  wing  and  a  new  brick  Rectory. 

The  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Robert  Carroll  Johnson,  Jr.,  Postu- 
lant, to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  as  of  Janu- 
ary 15,  1964. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  following  episcopal  elections: 
(1)  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  for  the  election  of  a  second  Suffragan 
Bishop;  (2)  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas  for  the  election  of  a  second  Suffragan 
Bishop;  (3)  to  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  for  the  election  of  a  Suffragan 
Bishop;  (4)  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia 
to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Shepherd  Rose,  D.D.,  Suffragan 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  said 
Diocese;  and  (5)  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Olympia  to 
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the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ivol  Ira  Curtis,  D.D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  Los 
Angeles  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  said  Diocese. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  29,  1964  IN  RALEIGH 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of 
St.  John's  Church,  1723  Carmel  Road,  Charlotte  to  mortgage  their  church 
property  in  order  to  secure  a  loan  of  $250,000.00  with  which  to  erect  a 
church  building,  with  church  school  classrooms,  etc.,  at  5%%  interest  for 
20  years;  security  for  said  loan  being  the  existing  church  building,  all  land 
located  at  church  site,  and  the  proposed  new  building  itself,  total  esti- 
mated value  being  $420,000.00. 

Upon  their  request,  the  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  to  convey  certain  pieces 
of  property  as  follows: 

1.  To  sell  four  acres  of  land  and  a  frame  building  belonging  to  St. 
Jude's  Church,  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina  to  the  Rev.  M.  K.  Overcash 
for  not  less  than  $1,000.00  as  said  property  was  of  no  use  to  the  Diocese 
for  ecclesiastical  purposes. 

2.  To  convey  the  real  estate  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Christo- 
pher's Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  on  which  said  Church  is  located 
as  said  Church  is  a  parish  of  this  Diocese  and  entitled  to  the  same  under 
provisions  of  the  Diocesan  Canons. 

3.  To  convey  the  real  estate  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington,  North  Carolina  on  which  said  Church 
is  situated  because  the  Church  is  a  Parish  of  this  Diocese  and  entitled  to 
the  same  under  provisions  of  the  Diocesan  Canons. 

4.  For  the  sale  to  Elmore  Wilkerson  of  certain  real  estate  belonging  to 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  town  of  Tillery,  Halifax  County,  North  Caro- 
lina for  $400.00. 

5.  For  the  sale  to  the  Vance  County  Community  Center  Associates  for 
$7,000.00  the  land  and  the  building  formerly  the  Church  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion, Henderson,  North  Carolina. 

6.  For  the  acceptance  of  a  deed  of  gift  securing  a  note  in  the  amount 
of  $14,200.00  on  a  dwelling  and  real  estate  in  Cary,  North  Carolina,  includ- 
ing an  encumbering  deed  of  trust  securing  an  unpaid  balance  of  $11,599.51. 

For  safe  keeping,  the  President  committed  into  the  hands  of  the  secre- 
tary the  minutes  of  this  Committee  for  the  period  Jan.  11,  1949  through 
Dec.  31,  1953;  subsequently  that  day,  the  secretary  gave  them  to  Mr.  Geo. 
F.  Bason,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

MEETING  OF  JUNE  19,  1964  IN  RALEIGH: 

Messrs.  Christopher  King  Cole  and  Robert  Wilson  Davis  were  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordered  Deacons. 
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The  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation,  Inc.  was  advised 
that  this  Committee  believes  a  loan  of  $15,000.00  to  Emmanuel  Church, 
Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina  is  a  sound  loan.  The  Bishop  was  advised 
to  give  his  written  consent  to  said  Church  to  negotiate  a  commercial  loan 
in  the  above  amount  under  the  usual  conditions  of  interest  and  prepayment, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  addition  to  their  Parish  House,  should  it  not 
be  securable  from  the  N.  C.  Episcopal  Church  Foundation. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Spray,  North  Carolina  to  borrow  $6,076.00,  at  6%  interest, 
for  the  purposes  of  purchasing  real  estate  immediately  in  front  of  the 
Church's  main  entrance  on  Morgan  St.  and  to  make  repairs  and  improve- 
ments on  the  Rectory. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Texas  to  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Scott  Field  Bailey  to  be  a 
second  Suffragan  Bishop  of  said  Diocese. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  Messrs.  Albert  Thomas  Jewell  Heath 
and  Carl  Eldridge  Jones  be  ordered  Deacons. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that  the  following 
Deacons  be  advanced  to  the  Priesthood:  The  Rev.  Messrs.  William  Ruther- 
ford Dennis,  Jr.,  Donald  Wallace  Frazier,  George  Jay  Hampshire,  Sidney 
Seymour  Holt,  John  Curtis  Stone,  Peter  Glyn  Thomas,  Timothy  Churchill 
Trively,  and  Harry  Arthur  Woggon. 

On  their  request,  this  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written 
consent  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  exchange  of  certain  parcels 
of  real  estate  located  in  Birchwood  Hills  Inc.,  located  north  of  Raleigh  on 
Highway  70,  for  certain  adjacent  parcels  of  land  owned  by  Birchwood  Hills 
Inc.  Said  exchange,  it  was  adjudged,  is  advantageous  both  to  Birchwood 
Hills  Inc.  and  the  Diocese. 

Pursuant  to  previous  instructions  from  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
Committee  established  future  stated  meeting  dates,  as  follows:  Sept.  4  and 
Nov.  19,  1964;  and  Feb.  2,  April  1,  and  June  17,  1965. 


MEETING  OF  JUNE  29,  1964  HELD  IN  GREENSBORO,  NORTH 
CAROLINA: 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of 
St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  to  borrow  $20,000.00,  at 
SlA%  interest,  to  be  used  with  other  funds  on  hand  to  purchase  a  new 
house  in  Greensboro  for  a  curate. 

The  consent  of  this  Committee  was  given  to  the  Ordination  and  Con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Chauncie  Kilmer  Myers  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Michigan. 
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MEETING  OF  SEPTEMBER  4,  1964  IN  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  met  jointly  during  the  morning  with  the  Examining 
Chaplains,  Postulants,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  convey  a  Right-of-Way  agreement  to  the  North 
Carolina  State  Highway  Commission,  for  the  sum  of  $1,350.00,  for  an 
843'  x  10'  parcel  of  land  belonging  to  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Rowan 
County,  North  Carolina,  lying  along  US  Highway  70. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  to  transfer  certain  rights  and  properties  conveyed  under  the 
will  of  Carolyn  S.  Mayer  from  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  to  the  Trustees  of  said  Diocese  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Diocesan  Canon  No.  10,  Section  2. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  sale  of  the 
Rectory  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Sedgefield,  North  Carolina  by  the  Vestry  of 
said  Church  for  $23,000.00  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  W.  Ward  of  High 
Point,  North  Carolina;  proceeds  from  said  sale,  after  paying  off  existing 
mortgage,  are  to  be  held  by  the  Vestry  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  a 
new  Rectory. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  to  borrow  $80,000.00,  in  order 
to  erect  a  new  Church  building  in  Raleigh  on  property  now  owned  in 
Rochester  Heights,  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  approved  the  shortening  of  the  Candidacy  for  Holy 
Orders  of  Robert  Carroll  Johnson,  Jr.,  to  nine  months  in  accordance  with 
the  request  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  it  recommended  his  ordination  to 
the  Diaconate  any  time  on  or  after  September  15,  1964. 

The  Committee  recommended  to  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  the  following 
three  Postulants  to  be  admitted  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  Messrs.  Scfton 
Frank  James  Abbott;  Philip  Robert  Byrum,  and  Harold  Womack  Payne. 

The  Committee  consented  to  the  election  by  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania of  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan 
to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Very  Rev.  George  Rhys  Selway, 
D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  said  Diocese;  and  to  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  its 
consent  to  the  Ordination  and  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Claflin 
Rusack  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  said  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Spray,  N.  C.  to  negotiate  a  loan,  revising  and  replacing  one 
authorized  at  the  June  19,  1964  meeting  of  this  Committee,  of  $10,000 
from  the  Gate  City  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina,  for  15  years  at  51/2%  interest,  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the 
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Parish  House  and  the  150'  x  150'  lot  on  Morgan  St.,  Spray,  for  the  purchase 
of  which  a  portion  of  this  loan  was  to  be  made;  the  remainder  of  the  loan 
is  to  refinance  the  Church's  present  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

MEETING  OF  NOVEMBER  19,  1964  HELD  IN  RALEIGH: 

The  Committee  approved  the  Bishop's  proposed  schedule  of  appropria- 
tions from  the  Lawrence  S.  Holt  Trust  Fund  for  the  calendar  year  1965 
as  follows:

The  Bishop  was  also  authorized  to  use  at  his  discretion  any  unexpended 
balance  of  the  income  of  the  said  Trust,  within  the  terms  thereof,  for  the 
year  1965. 

At  his  request,  the  Committee  served  as  a  council  of  advice  to  Bishop 
Fraser  regarding  certain  problems  facing  the  Diocese  by  virtue  of  the  exist- 
ence of  a  number  of  small,  struggling  Missions  which,  at  least  for  the  pres- 
ent, due  primarily  to  the  shift  of  population,  have  great  difficulty  in  main- 
taining a  program  and/or  giving  any  substantial  financial  support  either 
locally  or  to  the  Diocese. 

At  his  request,  the  Committee  consented  to  serve  as  a  council  of  advice 
in  the  future  to  Bishop  Fraser  regarding  the  probable  fitness  of  all  appli- 
cants for  Postulancy  in  Holy  Orders.  It  is  his  hope  that  as  the  members 
of  this  Committee,  especially  the  lay  members,  make  their  evaluation  of 
each  applicant,  they  do  so  in  terms  of  said  applicant's  desirability  to  them 
as  their  own  clergyman.  It  is  his  stated  wish  that  no  man  in  the  future  be 
accepted  as  a  Postulant  who  has  not  previously  been  accepted  by  this  Com- 
mittee. It  is  further  Bishop  Fraser's  intention  to  require  the  wives,  or  pros- 
pective wives,  of  men  seeking  Holy  Orders  to  meet  with  the  Diocesan  psy- 
chiatrist or  the  marriage  counselor. 

On  behalf  of  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committee,  the  President  sent 
a  letter  of  congratulations,   gratification,  and  assurance  of  loyalty   to  the 
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Rt.   Rev.  John  Elbridge  Hines,   D.D.   upon  his  election  as  the  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  to  the  election  by  that 
Diocese  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

The  following  three  Postulants  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  Co^ 
adjutor  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  Messrs.  John  Grafton  Cockrell,  Carl 
Norris  Edwards,  and  James  Thomas  Prevatt,  Jr. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  written  consent  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  to  execute  a  general  right-of-way  and  easement  to  Duke  Power 
Co.,  Charlotte,  over  the  land  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina,  in  order  that  said  Duke  Power  Co.  might  relocate  its  power 
lines  to  conform  to  the  current  widening  of  U.  S.  Highway  #70. 

The  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  give  his  consent  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  to  sell  for  $7,000.00  to  the  United  Church  of  Christ,  Hen- 
derson, North  Carolina,  the  property  of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection, 
Henderson,  N.  C,  because  sale  of  the  property,  duly  authorized  in  the 
meeting  of  April  19,  1964,  to  the  Vance  County  Community  Center  Asso- 
ciates, Henderson,  North  Carolina,  had  not  been  consummated  due  to  lack 
of  funds. 

The  Bishop  was  advised  to  give  his  consent  to  the  Vestry  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Durham,  to  sell  its  present  Recory,  2315  Prince  St.,  Durham,  for 
$18,500.00  and  to  purchase  a  more  desirable  Rectory,  824  East  Forest  Hills 
Blvd.,  Durham,  for  $37,500.00,  on  which  a  20-year  mortgage  loan  of  not 
more  than  $20,000.00,  at  5Vi%  interest  or  less,  will  be  obtained  from  the 
Central  Carolina  Building  and  Loan  Co.,  Durham,  and  which  debt  is  to  be 
repaid  at  the  rate  of  $138  monthly  from  the  Church's  operating  budget, 
said  loan  also  having  prepayment  privileges  without  penalty.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  RACE 

The  Committee  on  Race  has  held  one  meeting  during  the  year  at  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Resolution  made  by  the  Rev- 
erend L.  Bartine  Sherman  and  passed  at  the  1964  Convention,  wishes  to 
report  the  following: 

Statements  on  admission  policy  have  been  received  from  all  institutions 
owned  or  partially  owned  by  this  Diocese  and  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Race  wishes  to  make  the  following  recommendation 
to  the  149th  Convention: 

WHEREAS  this  committee  was  created  at  the  Convention  of  1956 
upon  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of  the  policy  known  as  gradualism, 
and 

WHEREAS  the  above  reports  reflect  a  definite  implementation  of  the 
policy  in  our  diocese  ( either  a  policy  specifically  inclusive  or  a  policy  without 
reference  to  race),  we  recommend  that  this  committee,  known  as  the  Com- 
mttee  on  Race  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  be  abolished,  and  that 
all  matters  referring  to  race  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  that  members  of  our  dio- 
cesan family  be  encouraged  to  make  full  use  of  our  institutions.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

In  accordance  with  Section  8  of  Canon  XVI,  the  Executive  Council 
submits  this  report  to  the  149th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  and  incorporates  herein  by  reference  the  several  reports  of 
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the  Departments  of  the  Executive  Council  as  contained  in  the  Pre-Conven- 
tion  Packet  fo  rthe  Convention  of  1965. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  held  one 
called  meeting  and  five  regular  meetings  between  the  Diocesan  Convention 
of  1964  and  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1965. 

February  17,  1964 — A  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  was  held 
on  February  17,  1964  to  receive  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the 
Diocesan  Headquarters  Building  Committee  regarding  the  front  elevation 
plan  for  the  building.  A  quorum  was  not  present. 

April  14,  1964 — The  Executive  Council  approved  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Ben  F.  Park  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  as  Editor  for  The 
North  Carolina  Churchman  and  special  adviser  to  the  Department  of 
Promotion  and  Communications. 

The  Diocesan  Headquarters  front  elevation  plan,  identified  as  Plan  A, 
was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council  in  accordance  with  recommendations 
of  the  Diocesan  Headquarters  Building  Committee.  All  decision-making 
powers  relative  to  selection  of  materials,  equipment  and  furnishings  were 
delegated  to  the  Docesan  Headquarters  Building  Committee. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  L.  G.  Shook  from  the  Executive  Council  was 
accepted  with  regret  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Purrington,  Jr.  was  elected  to  fill  Mr. 
Shook' s  seat  on  the  Council  until  the  next  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Council  voted  to  establish  a  new  full-time  college  chaplaincy  at 
Winston-Salem,  using  the  $2,167.17  of  funds  anticipated  from  Church's 
Program  quotas  accepted  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  1964  budget, 
supplemented  by  an  extra-quota  gift  of  $3,000  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Win- 
ston-Salem, for  this  new  work. 

On  receipt  of  a  written  opinion  from  Mr.  Henry  C.  Bourne,  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese,  concerning  the  Will  of  the  late  Carolyn  S.  Mayer  and  con- 
cluding that  certain  provisions  of  that  Will  would  impose  no  restrictions 
on  the  freedom  of  choice  belonging  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  the 
exercise  of  canonical  duties,  the  Executive  Council  voted  to  accept  the  gifts 
under  that  Will  and  the  trust  provisions  relating  thereto. 

The  Council  remitted  a  charge  of  $64.19  against  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Spray,  North  Carolina,  for  unpaid  Episcopal  Maintenance  Assessment  in 
1962.  The  $3,400  sum  in  the  Diocesan  budget  for  Provincial  Church  Pro- 
gram for  1964  was  increased  to  $3,891  to  conform  with  our  Diocesan 
mathematical  apportionment. 

The  Executive  Council  adopted  with  amendments  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  to  study  and  recommend  the  uses  to  which  the  balance  of  funds 
remaining  in  the  Good  Samaritan  Hspital  Fund  should  be  employed.  The 
effect  of  this  action  will  be  to  devote  income  from  the  said  Fund  to  the 
assistance  of  medically  indigent  inpatients  of  the  Negro  race  of  Mecklen- 
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burg  County  and  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  the  function 
of  which  will  be  to  certify  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  from  time  to 
time  a  list  of  medically  indigent  inpatients,  setting  out  the  amount  of 
assistance,  if  any,  to  be  given  in  each  case. 

June  18,  1964 — The  Executive  Council  was  organized  into  departments 
with  chairmen  named  as  follows:

The  Executive  Council  received  notice  from  Bishop  Baker  that  his 
retirement  would  take  place  on  July  8,  1965. 

The  Executive  Council  received  the  First  Stage  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee, headed  by  the  Reverend  Huntington  Williams,  Jr.,  to  study  the  Insti- 
tutions of  the  Diocese.  In  accordance  with  the  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions of  Mr.  Williams'  Committee,  the  Council  adopted  resolutions  includ- 
ing the  following: 

1.  That  the  Executive  Council  act  to  transfer  the  Diocesan  responsi- 
bility for  the  Kanuga  Camp  and  Conference  Center  from  the  Department 
of  Institutions  to  the  Department  of  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Council  direct  that  the  structural  relationship 
between  itself  and  the  institutions  of  the  Schools  and  Colleges  Division  and 
the  Social  Service  Division  be  studied  by  the  Long  Range  Plannng  Depart- 
ment in  accordance  with  suggestions  offered  as  Appendix  "B";  and  that 
pending  a  report  of  the  findings  of  such  a  study  these  institutions  be  struc- 
turally related  to  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  offered 
as  Appendix  "C". 

3.  That  the  Diocesan  representatives  on  the  governing  boards  of  insti- 
tutions themselves  assume  the  responsibility  for  reporting  directly  to  the 
Convention  through  their  written  pre-Convention  report  instead  of  delegat- 
ing this  responsibility  to  the  staff  executive  of  the  institution. 

4.  That  the  pre-Convention  written  report  of  the  appropriate  department 
include  a  departmental  program  evaluation  including  the  programs  of  the 
institutions  assigned  to  it  as  aspects  of  the  total  program  of  the  Department 
being  reported  on.

5.  That  the  appropriate  Department  Chairman  be  responsible  for  any 
questions  that  may  be  referred  to  him  by  the  Chair  pertaining  to  the  names 
of  qualified  nominees  to  represent  this  Diocese  on  the  governing  boards  of 
the  institutions  assigned  to  his  Department. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  pressing  needs  of  certain  institutions  for  capital 
funds  without  which  their  present  and  projected  programs  will  be  seriously 
hurt,  the  Executive  Council  formulate  a  Diocesan  Capital  Funds  Policy, 
using  the  suggested  distinction  between  "Diocesan  Institutions"  and 
"Related  Institutions". 

7.  That  the  Executive  Council  assign  to  the  Chancellor  and  Business 
Manager  the  task  of  preparing  and  presenting  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  for  study  and  recommendations  by  that  Committee  a 
new  canon  or  canons,  "On  Insitutions",  that  will  effectively: 

(1)  Describe  the  Capital  Funds  Policy  pertaining  to  institutions  to 
which  the  Executive  Council  may  commit  itself,  specifically  dis- 
tinguishing "Diocesan"  from  "Related"  Institutions  as  such  a 
distinction  may  serve  to  indicate  distinguishable  procedures  of  par- 
ticipation by  this  Diocese  in  raising  capital  funds. 

(2)  Describe  in  separate  sections  the  nature  of  the  legal  relationship 
between  this  Diocese  and  each  specific  institution,  indicating  any 
other  owning  agencies,  and  including  the  procedures  and  terms  of 
office  by  which  representatives  of  this  Diocese  are  commissioned 
to  serve  on  its  governing  board. 

8.  That  the  Executive  Council  assign  to  the  Finance  Department  the 
task  of  devising  an  appropriate  and  uniform  12-month  financial  report  form 
that  may  be  submitted,  as  required,  as  part  of  the  pre-Convention  report  of 
the  Diocesan  representatives  serving  on  an  institution's  governing  board,  in 
the  light  of  which  all  major  sources  of  funding  a  year's  operation  of  that 
institution  are  identified  and  matched  against  the  total  expenditure  for  its 
yearly  program,  and  the  specific  sources  and  amounts  for  operations  derived 
from  the  agencies  and  members  of  this  Diocese  clearly  presented  so  as 
annually  to  indicate  the  relative  share  of  the  several  forms  of  Diocesan  par- 
ticipation that  have  been  involved  in  carrying  on  the  institution's  total 
program. 

September  9,  1964 — The  Reverend  Thomas  J.  C.  Smyth  resigned  as 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Overseas  Missions  and  Work  and  the 
Reverend  Loren  Mead  was  appointed  to  succeed  him.  Mr.  Smyth's  resig- 
nation did  not  apply  to  his  seat  on  the  Council. 

Bishop  Baker  appointed  a  committee  to  consist  of  Messrs.  Francis  Wins- 
low,  Chairman,  Flenry  W.  Lewis  and  George  F.  Bason  to  study  the  ques- 
tion of  future  use  and  maintenance  of  the  St.  John's  Church  building  and 
cemetery  at  Williamsboro,  North  Carolina,  and  to  report  their  recommen- 
dations to  the  Executive  Council. 
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The  subject  of  the  $12,229.45  balance  remaining  unpaid  and  unpledged 
on  the  mathematical  share  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Chapel  at  the  University  of  the  South  was  referred  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  and  the  Department  of  Insti- 
tutions as  a  joint  committee  to  recommend  action  on  this  subject. 

Approval  was  given  for  mailing  a  descriptive  brochure  on  the  new 
Diocesan  Headquarters  Building  to  all  persons  on  The  North  Carolina 
Churchman  mailing  list.  The  Council  was  pleased  to<  receive  a  report  that 
the  Reverend  Richard  N.  Ottaway  was  in  residence  at  Winston-Salem  as 
the  first  full-time  chaplain  for  Wake  Forest  College  and  Salem  College  and 
that  the  Reverend  Edwin  Earle  Smith  was  the  new  Chaplain  at  St.  Augus- 
tine's College. 

Bishop  Baker  was  requested  to  invite  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Missions  ,the  Reverend  William  M.  Latta,  to  attend  future 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Council  with  voice  but  without  vote. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Council  executed  a  deed  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  conveying  to  that  body  the  undivided 
interest  in  mineral  rights  in  Ryde  County,  North  Carolina,  received  by  the 
Council  under  the  Will  of  the  late  Carolyn  S.  Mayer.  Securities  received 
under  the  same  Will  were  similarly  transferred  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Council  adopted  proposed  budgets  for  1965  as  follows: 

Episcopal   Maintenance  Budget  $123,106.12 

Church's  Program  Budget  510,215.50 

November  15-16,  1964 — Memorials  to  the  late  James  McDowell  Dick, 
D.D.,  and  the  late  Robert  J.  Johnson,  D.D.,  were  unanimously  adopted  by 
resolutions  of  the  Executive  Council. 

The  Executive  Council  requested  Bishop  Baker  to  write  to  the  Home 
Department  of  the  National  Church  to  state  that  $3,000  has  been  given  by 
this  Diocese  to  the  building  program  of  St.  Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh;  that 
an  additional  sum  of  $2,500  will  be  given  by  this  Diocese,  if  necessary;  and 
asking  the  Home  Department  for  a  grant  of  $10,000  for  St.  Ambrose 
Church. 

In  order  to  avoid  confusion  between  the  Executive  Council  of  this 
Diocese  and  the  newly  named  Executive  Council  of  the  National  Church, 
the  Council  requested  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons 
to  present  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1965  such  canonical  and  consti- 
tutional amendments  as  may  be  required  to  change  the  name  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  this  Diocese  to  ''Diocesan  Council". 

The  Council  sat  as  a  committee  of  the  whole  to  hear  the  1966  program 
objectives  of  the  departments  of  the  Council  and  gave  the  following  priority 
assignments  to  those  objectives: 

1.  Five  thousand  dollars  to  the  National  Church  earmarked  for  over- 
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seas  work  in  addition  to  full  payment  of  the  National  Church  quota  for  the 
Diocese  in  1966. 

2.  Secretarial  assistance  and  discretionary  fund  for  the  Durham-Chapel 
Hill  Hospital  Chaplaincy,  $2,400. 

3.  Hospital  care  training  for  a  clergyman  at  Duke  University  in  prepa- 
ration for  establishment  of  a  second  hospital  chaplaincy  in  the  Diocese, 
$8,000. 

4.  Continuation  of  present  mission  program  at  Burlington,  the  Cum- 
Park  Plaza  propect,  and  new  missions  at  Charlotte,  Greensboro  and  Win- 
son-Salem,  $2,000. 

5.  Program  fund  for  college  work  at  the  thirty-three  colleges  in  the 
Diocese,  $6,000. 

6.  A  full-time  college  chaplain  in  the  Greensboro  area  to  serve  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro,  Guilford  College  and  Greensboro 
College,  $8,700. 

7.  Increase  support  to  St.  Augustine's  College  from  $7,600  to  $13,800. 

8.  Increase  department  expenses  for  the  Department  of  Institutions  from 
$250  to  $500. 

Responsibility  fo  formulating  plans  of  implementation  of  the  principles 
of  Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdependence  was  delegated  to  a  commit- 
tee to  consist  of  the  Rt.  Reverend  Richard  H.  Baker,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas 
Fraser,  Jr.,  Messr.  Henry  C.  Bourne  and  Luke  D.  Drury,  Jr.,  Mmes. 
W.  H.  R.  Jackson  and  James  L.  Godfrey,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Loren  B. 
Mead  and  Charles  R.  Greene. 

The  Executive  Council  voted  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
to  invest  at  daily  interest  or  in  treasury  bills  maturing  in  not  exceeding  90 
days  (a)  funds  temporarily  unused  in  excess  of  $20,000  in  the  Church's 
Program  Reserve  Fund;  (b)  funds  temporarily  unused  in  excess  of  $5,000 
in  the  Episcopal  Maintenance  Reserve  Fund;  (c)  balances  in  consolidated 
trust  fund  income  awaiting  use  in  excess  of  $5,000  per  account.  Income 
from  each  such  investment  will  be  credited  to  the  respective  source  accounts 
in  the  Treasurer's  custody. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  deposit  the  funds  of  the 
Diocese  in  his  custody  under  Diocesan  Canon  VII  in  the  bank  or  banks 
from  which  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  may  borrow  construction  funds  or 
permanent  loan  funds  for  building  the  new  Diocesan  Headquarters. 

The  Council  further  expressed  an  intention  to  pay  the  travel  expenses 
incident  to  sending  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  to  the  next  Lambeth 
Conference. 

January  5,  1965 — The  Executive  Council  authorized  proposed  budgets 
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for  1965  to  be  presented  to  the  1965  Diocesan  Convention  in  the  total 
amounts  as  follows: 

Episcopal  Maintenance  Budget  $123,106.12 

Church's  Program  Budget  50,120.93 

The  latter  figure  reflects  anticipated  special  gifts  of  $5,522  from  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Winston-Salem  for  one-half  support  of  the  Wake  Forest  College 
Chaplaincy,  and  $8,800  from  the  St.  Peter's  Hospital  Foundation  in  Char- 
lotte for  institution  of  a  hospital  Chaplaincy  in  Charlotte  and  Mecklenburg 
Couny. 

The  Executive  Council,  desiring  to  recognize  the  numerous  blessings 
received  by  this  Diocese  through  the  episcopate  of  Bishop  Baker,  appropri- 
ated for  his  use  a  retirement  grant  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.  Other  non-budgeted 
year-end  appropriations  included:  $512  for  payment  of  loan  of  Associated 
Missions,  $1,079  for  payment  of  loan  of  St.  Paul's,  Cary,  and  $3,000  for 
repairs  at  St.  Mark's,  Wilson. 

The  Council  adopted  a  policy  relating  to  capital  funds  drives  by  insti- 
tutions as  follows:  (1)  In  the  case  of  diocesan  institutions  which  are  wholly 
owned  by  the  Diocese  (or  leased  by  the  Diocese),  which  shall  include  Vade 
Mecum,  The  Terraces,  Thompson  Orphanage,  Penick  Home  for  the  Ageing 
and  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Foundation,  such  fund  raising  campaigns 
shall  be  conducted  in  this  Diocese  only  after  the  Convention,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Council,  shall  have  approved  the  campaign,  the 
time  in  which  it  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  total  amount  of  funds  to  be 
solicited.  (2)  In  the  case  of  those  related  institutions  which  are  not  wholly 
owned  or  leased  by  the  Diocese,  but  in  which  the  Diocese  is  represented 
on  the  governing  Board,  which  shall  include  St.  Mary's,  University  of  the 
South,  St.  Augustine's  and  Kanuga,  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  directly  involved 
in  any  such  campaign.  Requests  from  such  institutions  shall  be  made 
directly  to  the  parishes  and  missions,  and  the  response  of  these  bodies  shall 
be  determined  by  their  vestries  or  mission  committees. 

Mr.  Ben  S.  Willis  was  re-elected  to  the  Investment  Committee  for  a 
term  of  three  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

The  Committee  on  the  Addresses  of  the  Bishops  reviews  with  satisfac- 
tion the  growth  and  development  of  the  Diocese  since  the  consecration  of 
Bishop  Baker  as  Coadjutor  fourteen  years  ago  and  further  since  his  assump- 
tion of  the  duties  of  Diocesan  some  six  years  ago:  an  increase  of  41% 
in  the  number  of  baptized  Episcopalians  in  the  Diocese  in  ten  years;  an 
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increase  of  32%  in  the  number  of  clergy  since  1953;  thirteen  full  parishes 
added  since  1954;  an  increase  in  parish  financial  support  of  43%,  an  increase 
in  total  property  value  of  the  Diocese  of  120%,  and  an  increase  of  150% 
in  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  all  in  a  ten  year  period.  The  Edwin  A.  Penick 
Memorial  Home  has  become  a  reality.  The  Terraces  conference  center  and 
the  Headquarters  Building  for  which  ground  has  been  broken  add  much 
needed  plant  facilities.  The  realignment  in  the  structure  and  organization 
of  the  Diocese,  the  improved  procedure  for  dealing  with  the  institutions  of 
the  Diocese,  and  the  effective  work  performed  by  the  office  of  the  Director 
of  Program  have  done  much  to  improve  communication  and  promote  effici- 
ency in  the  operations  of  the  Diocese. 

But  the  Committee  notes  with  sadness  that  this  is  the  last  convention 
over  which  Bishop  Baker  will  preside,  and  already  he  is  relinquishing  the 
chairmanship  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  While  this  Committee  has  no  desire 
to  anticipate  the  expressions  which  will  be  heard  tonight,  in  order  that  the 
sense  of  this  convention  may  be  a  matter  of  record,  it  is  proposed  that, 

WHEREAS,  Richard  Henry  Baker  was  consecrated  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  on  January  25,  1951,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  he  became  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  upon  the  death  of 
Bishop  Penick  on  April  6,  1959,  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  time  of  his  Episcopate,  Bishop  Baker  has 
established  himself  in  a  place  of  prominence  among  the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and 

WHEREAS,  Bishop  Baker  has  by  his  inspiration  and  leadership  led  the 
Diocese  to  a  very  considerable  growth  and  development  both  spiritual  and 
physical,  and  has  established  himself  firmly  in  the  hearts  and  affections 
of  the  people  of  this  Diocese,  and 

WHEREAS,  No  reference  to  the  work  of  Bishop  Baker  would  be  com- 
plete without  mention  of  his  gracious  and  charming  wife,  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Convention  notes  with  sadness  that  this  is  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  over  which  Bishop  Baker  will  preside  before  his 
retirement  in  July, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Convention 
express  to  Almighty  God  its  thanks  that  He  has  seen  fit  to  send  Richard 
Henry  Baker  to  labor  in  this  portion  of  His  vineyard  during  the  last  fourteen 
years,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the  Convention 
do  hereby  express  to  Bishop  Baker,  and  to  Mrs.  Baker,  their  heartfelt  grati- 
tude, affection,  and  esteem,  and  do  wish  for  them  God's  blessing  and  happi- 
ness in  whatever  paths  the  future  may  lead  them. 

But  we  can  not  look  back — and  Bishop  Baker  would  be  the  last  to  have 
us  do  so.   And  so  as  we  face  the  future  with  Bishop  Fraser  we  find  in  his 
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analysis  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  Church  today  and  its  strengths  a  knowledge 
that  comes  from  understanding  and  a  confidence  that  comes  from  faith. 
We  commend  particularly  his  statement  that  changes  can  not  be  met  by 
continuing  to  do  the  same  old  things  in  a  better  way.  We  note  with 
approval  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  since  the  last  convention  to  bring 
the  church  into  the  main  stream  of  life:  the  establishment  of  an  accredited 
hospital  chaplain  at  Duke  with  the  plan  for  clinical  training  of  our  semi- 
narians there,  the  college  chaplaincy  at  Winston-Salem  and  the  new  parish 
house  under  construction  at  Davidson,  the  Shopping  Center  Chapel  in  Bur- 
lington, St.  Mark's  Church  in  Raleigh  reaching  organized  status  this  year,  the 
purchase  of  property  by  local  churchmen  in  Winston-Salem  and  Greensboro 
for  the  establishment  of  new  churches  in  growing  centers,  the  projected 
"Inter-City"  youth  program  and  the  Student  Center  in  Panama. 

Bishop  Fraser  comments  on  the  physical  fatigue  and  emotional  strain 
of  the  ministry  inflicted  by  the  demands  of  the  office  and  the  pace  of 
today's  living.  He  suggests  some  form  of  sabbatical  leave  in  which  a  clergy- 
man may  return  to  a  seminary  for  a  period  of  study  and  rejuvenation.  We 
feel  that  this  problem  demands  attention  and  recommend  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  an  appropriate  committee  of  the  Diocese  for  further  study 
and  development  of  a  plan  for  action. 

And  finally  the  Committee  proposes  that: 

WHEREAS,  This  year  will  witness  the  retirement  of  the  Right  Rev- 
erend Richard  H.  Baker  as  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  Jr.,  will  succeed 
Bishop  Baker  as  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bishop  Fraser  as  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  has  performed 
his  duties  with  great  ability,  understanding,  diligence,  and  consecrated 
leadership; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  do  extend  to  our 
incoming  Bishop,  the  Right  Reverend  Thomas  A.  Fraser,  Jr.,  our  heartfelt 
thanks  for  his  performance  of  the  office  of  Coadjutor,  and  we  do  now  and 
for  the  future  pledge  our  loyalty,  our  prayers  and  our  entire  support  for  the 
success  of  his  work  in  his  service  as  Bishop  of  the  Church,  not  only  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  but  whererever  this  service  may  lead  him.

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STATEMENT  OF  ADMISSIONS  POLICY 
OF  INSTITUTIONS 

The  following  statements  with  regard  to  admission  policies  have 
been  received  from  these  institutions: 

The  Terraces 

The  Terraces  is,  and  has  been  since  it  was  put  into  operation  by  the 
Diocese,  open  to  all  people  without  regard  to  race.  Conferences  there  have 
been  held  regularly  in  accord  with  this  policy  and  both  diocesan  and  other 
church  groups  have  been  regularly  integrated;  and  non-church  groups,  on 
which  the  institution  depends  for  financial  support  and  therefore  makes 
itself  available,  have  also  been  integrated. 

The  University  of  the  South 

Whereas  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  The  University  of  the 
South  do  not  deny  admission  of  students  because  of  race  or  color,  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved:  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  instruct  the  Vice  Chancellor  and 
the  authorities  charged  with  the  admission  of  students  to  give  all  applica- 
tions for  admission  sincere  and  thorough  consideration  without  regard  to 
race. 

Vade  Mecum 

With  the  exception  of  the  Junior  High  Conference  (until  1965)  and 
the  Senior  High  Conference  (until  1966),  Vade  Mecum  is  open  to  all 
persons  without  regard  for  color  or  ethnic  origin. 

Kanuga 

The  Kanuga  Board  of  Directors  at  its  July,  1963,  meeting  held  at 
Kanuga  instructed  the  management  of  Kanuga  to  accept  all  qualified  appli- 
cants to  its  camps  and  conferences  regardless  of  race. 

Thompson  Orphanage 

The  Admission  Policy  of  the  Thompson  Orphnage  contains  no  reference 
to  race,  color,  or  creed.  The  final  factor  determining  the  admission  of  the 
child  and  whether  service  is  provided  through  group  care,  or  the  use  of 
foster  homes,  is  what  will  be  best  for  the  individual  child  in  view  of  all  the 
factors  involved  in  his  particular  situation. 

The  Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home 

Applications  from  persons  desiring  to  become  guests  of  the  home  have 
been  received  and  will  continue  to  be  accepted,  regardless  of  race,  color,  or 
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creed  and  will  be  acted  upon,  governed  strictly  by  the  merits  of  the  indi- 
vidual case,  as  judged  by  the  Admissions  Committee. 

St.  Mary's  Junior  College 

The  current  admissions  policy  is  based  upon  five  important  factors:  the 
applicant's  previous  high  school  record,  recommendations  from  school  offi- 
cials, class  rank,  College  Board  scores  and  the  time  of  application.  The 
early  applicant  is  given  first  consideration  providing  the  other  factors  are 
equal,  and  preference  is  given  to  daughters  of  alumnae  and  members  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

Saint  Augustine's  College 

The  originally  stated  purpose  of  the  corporation,  as  contained  in  the 
original  letters  patent,  reading  "for  the  purpose  of  educating  teachers  for  the 
colored  people  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States"  is  hereby  revoked  and  repealed,  and  is  hereby  adopted  and  sub- 
stituted in  lieu  of  said  original  language  the  following  statement  of  the 
purpose  of  the  corporation: 

"for  the  purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts,  fine 
arts,  and  sciences,  providing  appropriate  professional  curricula 
including  teaching,  and  awarding  such  degrees  as  are  consistent 
therewith." 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  WORSHIP 
AND  CHURCH  MUSIC 

The  real  work  of  the  Church  is  her  worship.  The  chief  action  of  her 
members  is  the  offering  of  praise  and  adoration  to  her  Lord.  The  very  word 
"liturgy"  implies  work.  The  opus  Dei  has  always  been  the  uninterrupted 
cycle  of  prayer  of  the  faithful.  Whatever  else  the  Church  may  do — and  her 
members  corporately  and  individually  are  involved  in  nearly  every  aspect  of 
the  world's  life — the  Church  finds  her  meaning  and  strength  for  life  in 
divine  worship.  Indeed,  it  is  the  function  of  Christian  worship  to  uphold 
Christ  as  the  Lord  and  focal  point  of  all  life  so  that  every  aspect  of  Chris- 
tian living  becomes  the  extension  of  our  worship,  a  holy  offering,  "a  reason- 
able, holy,  and  living  sacrifice  .  .  ."  Thus  our  ordered  worship  should  be 
offered  in  such  a  way  as  both  to  give  this  broader  view  of  Christian  life  and 
also  to  stimulate  such  day  to  day  living. 

The  Commission  sees  its  role  as  the  agent  of  the  Chief  Pastor,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  acting  as  counsel  to  him  in  matters  liturgical  and 
in  setting  forth  his  standards  of  worship  for  the  Diocesan  family.  To  this 
end  the  Commission  has  been  assigned  responsibility  for  certain  Diocesan 
services  of  worship,  i.e.,  the  ordination  and  the  convention  services,  The 
Bishop  has  also  appointed  the  Commission  to  act  as  the  agent  of  the  Diocese 
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to  work  with  the  Standing  Liturgical  Commission  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion in  the  matter  of  "trial  usage"  of  the  Propers  for  the  Minor  Holy  Days, 

The  Commission  is  concerned  to  stimulate  dialogue  among  the  clergy 
and  the  laity  of  the  Diocese  in  the  hope  that  a  growing  concern  for  valid 
liturgical  goals  will  help  us  all  to  grow  in  the  offering  of  "ourselves,  our 
souls  and  bodies"  to  almighty  God  that  we  might  "do  all  such  good  works 
as"  He  "has  prepared  for  us  to  walk  in  ...  "

REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON  ARMED  SERVICES 

Because  our  Diocese  contains  no  active  military  installations,  our  pri- 
mary interest  in  our  young  people  from  the  point  of  view  of  future  military 
service  is  the  pre-induction  training  directed  by  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the 
1961  General  Convention.  With  this  in  mind  the  Commission  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  the  early  Spring,  based  in  part  on 
publications  of  the  Armed  Forces  Division  of  the  National  Council,  setting 
forth  general  guide  lines  for  the  local  development  of  such  training.  With 
that  letter  were  distributed  two  pamphlets  which  it  was  felt  would  help  the 
clergy  in  their  work  in  this  field.  The  first,  "Why  Didn't  Somebody  Tell 
Me?",  purchased  from  the  General  Commission  on  Chaplains  and  Armed 
Forces  Personnel  and  distributed  without  charge,  was  expected  to  be  of 
assistance  in  understanding  the  young  serviceman's  reactions  and  hence  is 
providing  additional  guidance  in  conducting  training  programs,  The  second, 
"It's  Your  Choice",  obtained  gratis  through  the  courtesy  of  The  Adjutant 
General,  U.  S.  Army,  was  certain  to  help  potential  service  people  in  their 
choice  of  service.  Favorable  comments  on  this  basic  letter  and  its  accom- 
panying pamphlets  were  received  from  numerous  varied  quarters  of  the 
Diocese.  It  is  expected  that,  as  time  goes  on,  increasing  information  as  to 
local  development  of  pre-induction  training  programs  will  become  available 
for  dissemination  by  the  Commission. 

In  early  Summer  a  second  letter  to  the  clergy  described  the  Armed 
Forces  Packet  available  from  the  National  Council.  Designed  exclusively  for 
use  by  our  personnel  on  active  military  duty  now  or  in  the  future  this 
packet  contains  as  its  major  item  a  new  edition  of  our  Armed  Forces  Prayer 
Book,  this  being  now  a  complete  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  A  supply  of  this 
packet  is  maintained  by  your  Commission  chairman  to  meet  requests  to  him 
from  the  clergy.  Appreciable  interest  in  the  packet  has  been  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  orders  already  placed  with  and  filled  by  this  Commission. 

On  the  side  of  individual  service  to  the  clergy  the  Chief  of  Chaplains 
of  the  Army,  at  the  Commission's  request,  furnished  to  one  of  our  Rectors 
information  as  to  requirements  and  procedures  for  obtaining  an  appoint- 
ment as  an  Army  chaplain.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  COMPANION  DIOCESE 

1.  Personnel  Exchanges: 

A  total  of  seventeen  persons  have  taken  part  in  official  visits  between 
our  two  jurisdictions,  and  a  total  of  twelve  persons  have  visited,  un- 
officially. These  twenty-nine  visitors  have  included  bishops,  clergy,  church- 
women,  churchmen,  college  students,  high  school  students,  and  one  gram- 
mar grade  young  churchman.  All  convocations  of  both  jurisdictions  have 
taken  part  in  at  least  one  visitation,  and  all  have  grown  in  their  awareness 
of  our  oneness  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  visitors,  armed  with  their  personal 
experiences,  have  tried  to  carry  the  concept  back  to  their  own  jurisdiction. 
At  least  92  parishes  and  missions  in  our  own  Diocese  have  had  programs 
concerning  our  Companion  Diocese  of  Panama,  and  others  may  have  of 
which  we  have  no  knowledge. 

In  the  future,  Bishop  Gooden  will  visit  North  Carolina  in  January  and 
February,  1965,  and  will  be  the  preacher  at  our  Diocesan  Convention,  Feb- 
ruary 2-3,  1965.  Shortly  thereafter,  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Fraser  will  visit  Panama 
where  Bishop  Fraser  will  lay  the  cornerstone  at  the  Univesity  of  Panama 
Episcopal  Student  Center.  We  plan  to  have  the  chaplain  of  that  university 
visit  our  Diocese  later  in  1965. 

2.  Project:    University  of  Panama  Episcopal  Student  Center 

The  Student  Center  will  be  first  of  its  kind  at  the  University  of  Panama. 
Our  people  have  been  generous  in  their  contributions  and  have  given  as 
follows:  $7,555  for  the  land  where  the  center  will  be  built;  $27,000  for  the 
building  of  the  center;  $1,400  from  the  Church  Periodical  Club  for  books 
for  the  library  at  the  center;  making  a  grand  total  of  approximately  $36,000. 
Further  gifts  from  North  Carolina  will  be  used  to  furnish  and  equip  the 
center.  We  should  take  note  that  there  has  been  a  gift  granted  for  the 
center  from  the  United  Thank  Offering  totaling  $15,000  which  will  insure 
the  completion  of  the  building. 

3.  Brochure 

This  year  we  prepared  a  brochure  for  distribution  at  the  General  Con- 
vention in  St.  Louis.  Panama  furnished  the  script,  and  we  the  pictures, 
format,  art  work,  and  printing.  Plans  have  been  made  for  this  brochure  to 
be  sent  to  every  family  of  our  Diocese  through  The  North  Carolina 
Churchman. 

4.  Used  Clothing  Sent 

The  Reverend  Carlton  O.  Morales,  our  last  visitor  from  Panama  sent 
word  to  two  churches  in  our  Diocese  that  a  fire  in  Panama  City  had  left 
2,000  persons  homeless  near  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  that  a  tornado  in  West- 
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ern  Panama  had  left  about  a  hundred  homeless,  and  that  among  both  groups 
there  were  many  Episcopalians.  The  two  parishes  collected  and  sent  cloth- 
ing, in  large  amounts,  at  an  estimated  worth  of  $2,000,  costing  the  parishes 
$276  in  freight  bills  to  send  the  clothing  to  our  brothers  in  Christ.  The 
clothing  has  been  received  and  distributed  through  this  joint  effort. 

Finally,  your  Companion  Diocese  Committee  would  recommend  that 
future  Companion  Diocese  Relationships  come  under  the  "Mutual  Re- 
sponsibility and  Interdependence  in  the  Body  of  Christ''  document  as 
approved  by  the  1964  General  Convention.  We  further  recommend  that 
we  finish  the  project  in  Panama  at  the  University.  This  means  see  the 
building  completed  and  furnished.  We  further  recommend  that  we  pick  a 
new  Companion  Diocese  from  another  Anglican  Province  at  the  suggestion 
of  Bishop  Bayne,  and  that  we  create  parish  to  parish,  clergy  and  lay  rela- 
tionships. We  further  recommend  that  all  funds  under  MRI  be  directed 
through  the  Diocese.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Companion  Diocese 
Committee  personnel  join  with  the  Department  of  Overseas  Missions  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 
ON  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING 

Section  7  of  Canon  XVI  states  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive 
Council  for  continuing  study  and  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  long-range 
objectives  of  the  diocese  in  the  following  language: 

The  Bishop  and  the  Executive  Council  shall  have  responsibility 
for  a  continuing  study  of  the  long-range  objectives  of  the  Church's 
work  in  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  strategy  and 
methods  for  church  extension;  Diocesan  programs  in  religious  edu- 
cation, Christian  social  relations  and  evangelism;  Diocesan  responsi- 
bility for  and  support  of  educational  and  charitable  institutions;  the 
means  for  more  adequate  financial  support  for  all  Diocesan  activi- 
ties, including  capital  facilities;  and  any  new  programs  found  neces- 
sary for  the  advancement  of  the  Church's  work  in  the  Diocese.  At 
each  annual  Convention  the  Executive  Council  shall  submit  a  report 
setting  forth  its  evaluation  of  the  work  and  program  of  the  Diocese, 
the  objectives  toward  which  it  believes  the  Diocese  must  work,  and 
its  specific  recommendations  for  objectives  to  be  included  in  the 
program  and  the  budget  of  the  Diocese  for  the  fiscal  year  next  fol- 
lowing that  for  which  a  budget  is  being  adopted.  The  Convention 
may  by  resolution  express  its  opinion  on  such  sbjectives  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Executive  Council  in  preparing  and  submitting  a 
program  and  a  budget  for  the  Diocese  for  such  fiscal  year. 
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The  planning  processes  of  the  Council  are  being  constantly 
developed  and  expanded  in  the  spirit  of  this  canon.  In  addition  to 
special  studies,  such  as  the  recently-completed  study  of  diocesan  insti- 
tutions, the  Department  of  Long-Range  Planning  has  been  given  major 
responsibility  for  advising  the  Council  on  all  phases  of  program 
development.  This  year,  .as  during  the  last  two  years,  the  Department 
has  asked  each  other  department  to  evaluate  its  existing  program  and 
to  submit  recommendations  for  further  program  development  which 
should  be  a  prime  diocesan  objective  for  1966  and  subsequent  years. 
These  recommendations  were  then  reviewed  by  the  Executive  Council 
in  a  two-day  meeting  at  Southern  Pines  on  November  15  and  16. 

This  annual  review  of  diocesan  program  has  come  to  be  more  than 
perfunctory.  The  Council  has  taken  this  opportunity  to  evaluate  care- 
fully all  existing  programs,  for  it  is  important  to  eliminate  or  curtail 
those  which  are  not  serving  diocesan  purposes  or  which  do<  not  repre- 
sent a  sound  investment  in  terms  of  performance  or  of  results  achieved. 
Then,  it  has  moved  on  to  evaluation  of  new — or  expanded  programs 
which  ought  to  constitute  diocesan  objectives  in  the  future. 

This  task  of  evaluation  is  difficult.  Keeping  in  mind  that  the  Dio- 
cesan program  should  consist  of  work  which  can  best  be  accomplished 
by  the  parishes  working  together  through  the  structure  of  the  Diocese 
rather  than  by  each  parish  individually,  the  Council  is  continually 
embarrassed  by  the  challenging  opportunities  offered  and  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  budget  to  meet  those  opportunities.  At  the  same  time,  it 
is  conscious  of  the  growth  of  the  diocesan  budget  and  the  genuine  dif- 
ficulty that  some  parishes  and  missions  face  in  meeting  their  propor- 
tionate share  of  a  quota  that  does  not  extend  the  vision  of  other  larger 
and  wealthier  parishes. 

The  strategic  opportunities  best  suited  for  the  diocesan  program  were 
defined  in  last  year's  report  to  the  Convention,  and  they  should  be 
restated  here,  as  modified  by  the  adoption  of  the  Mutual  Responsibility 
program  by  the  National  Church. 

A.  THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH  TO  THE  EXPANDING 
CITIES.  In  this  day  of  rapid  urbanization,  new  concentrations  of 
people  spring  up  almost  over  night.  The  Church  has  to  be  pre- 
pared to  minister  to  the  people  where  they  are  today.  We  must 
be  ready  to  send  clergymen  into  these  new  opportunities  to  bring 
new  churches  together  for  worship  and  study  so  that  these  men 
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and  women  may  see  the  work  God  calls  them  to  do  in  His  name, 
and  have  the  strength  to  do  it. 

B.  THE   MISSION   OF   THE   CHURCH   HOSPITALS.    In    the 

huge  hospital  complexes  that  are  emerging  in  North  Carolina, 
thousands  of  people  face  the  crisis  of  illness,  suffering,  and  the 
shadow  of  death.  These  tremendous  hospitals  treat  patients  from 
all  areas  of  the  state.  The  work  is  too  much  for  the  clergy  of  the 
nearby  parishes.  It  requires  full  time  specially  trained  men  to 
minister  skillfully  to  persons  whose  illnesses  have  dimensions 
which  are  not  only  physical,  but  emotional  and  spiritual.  The 
hospital  staff  itself  can  benefit  from  the  presence  of  clergymen 
who  can  bring  into  focus  the  religious  aspects  of  illness  and  treat- 
ment. This  is  a  special  area  where  our  'Diocese  can  use  its 
resources  to  serve  mankind  where  the  need  is  acute. 

C.  THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH  TO  COLLEGE  CAM- 
PUS. A  strategic  area  in  our  Diocese  is  the  college  campus.  Here 
the  leadership  of  the  future  is  making  basic  decisions.  Our 
Church  is  on  the  campus,  in  the  person  of  the  faithful  laity  who 
teach  and  work  and  live  there,  in  the  person  of  the  present 
chaplains  who  serve  there.  How  can  our  Diocese  strengthen  the 
hand  of  the  Church  in  this  critical  ministry?  We  believe  the 
need  is  not  bricks  and  mortar,  but  men.  We  believe  there  should 
be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  college  chaplains,  who  can  rein- 
force and  strengthen  our  work  on  the  campus.  The  Church  will 
then  more  ably  bring  to  the  young  men  and  women  of  our  col- 
leges the  insights  which  God  has  given  us  to  mediate  to  this 
world. 

D.  THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH  OVERSEAS.  The  world 
is  in  a  time  of  crisis,  with  new  nations  being  born,  old  nations 
in  a  state  of  change,  a  new  age  dawning  over  every  continent. 
We,  in  the  wealthiest  nation  of  the  world,  have  been  entrusted 
with  great  material  resources,  We  therefore  have  a  special 
responsibility  to  use  these  resources  so  that  the  Church  all  over 
this  globe  may  play  a  major  role  in  this  emerging  new  age,  may 
truly  be  the  leaven  in  the  lump,  the  salt  of  the  earth.  The  Church 
is  called  to  be  the  catalyst  that  may  bring  new  wonders  into 
being,  and  point  the  way  to  a  new  life  in  a  new  world.  This  is  a 
time  of  crisis,  and  now  is  the  time  to  act.  This  diocese  must  join 
our  Anglican  brethren  all  over  the  world  in  enthusiastic  support 
of  the  program  of  Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdependence 
in  the  Body  of  Christ  adopted  at  Toronto  and  approved  by  the 
General  Convention  in  St.  Louis. 

In  determining  long-range  objectives  to  be  recommended  to  the 
Convention  for  the  1966  fiscal  year,  the  Council  adopted  one  guiding 
principle  which  it  believes  is  both  sound  and  prudent. 
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The  first  task  of  the  diocese  is  to  undergird,  support  and  secure 
existing  programs  before  it  expands  existing  programs  or  undertakes 
new  programs. 

Using  this  principle  as  a  guide,  the  Council  has  divided  the  objectives 
for  1966  into  two  classes,  with  the  individual  items  in  each  class  ranked 
in  order  of  recommended  priority.  These  recommendations  are  sub- 
mitted for  the  Convention's  consideration. 

A.  For  Better  Support  of  Existing  Programs 

1.  The  world-wide  mission  of  the  Church,  to  be  directed 
through  the  MRI  program,  the  specific  project  or 
projects  to  be  selected  by  the  Executive  Council  on 
recommendation  of  the  Diocesean  MRI  Committee.       $   5,000 

2.  Secretarial  assistance  and  discretionary  fund  for  the 
Hospital  Chaplain  in  the  Durham-Orange  area.  27400 

3.  Program  fund  for  college  workers  at  33  colleges.  6,000 

4.  Support  for  the  Vade  Mecum  program.  6,000 

5.  Increased  support  for  St.  Augustine's  College.  6,200 

TOTAL  $257600 

B.  For  New  or  Expanded  Programs 


1.  Expansion  of  the  Mission  Program  $  2,000 

2.  Support  for  a  full  time  college  chaplain  in  Greensboro        87700 

TOTAL  $10,700

Explanatory  notes  on  each  of  these  projects  are  to  be  found  in  the 
appendix  to  this  report. 

No  matter  how  fast  the  diocese,  acting  through  and  on  behalf  of 
all  the  parishes  and  missions,  may  act  to  meet  demonstrated  needs,  it 
cannot  keep  up  with  the  very  real  demands  in  the  rapidly-growing 
urban  areas,  the  educational  institutions  ,or  the  always-expanding  hospi- 
tal complexes,  much  less  meet  its  obligations  to  the  work  of  the  Church 
outside  the  diocese.  The  Council  recognizes  the  growing  desire  on  the 
part  of  convocations  and  of  one  or  more  parishes,  acting  individually  or 
in  concert,  to  initiate  work  which  should  be  and  is  a  diocesan  responsi- 
bility but  which  cannot  yet  be  undertaken  by  the  Diocese. 

Because  action  on  the  part  of  convocations  or  parishes  may  make 
it  possible  to  meet  demonstrated  needs  much  more  rapidly  than  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  as  a  whole,  the  Executive  Council  has 
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adopted  the  following  policy  concerning  new  work  of  diocesan-wide 
significance  undertaken  by  convocations  or  parishes,  acting  individually 
or  in  concert. 

1.  Every  worthwhile  project  meriting  diocesan  support  cannot  be 
included  in  the  diocesan  budget  at  the  time  that  need  is  clearly 
established.  There  is  a  limit  to  the  extent  that  all  parishes  and 
missions  can  or  will  accept  responsibility  for  the  continually- 
expanding  diocesan  program. 

2.  Experience  during  the  last  several  years  has  established  that  new 
projects  of  diocesan  concern  are  being  undertaken  from  time 
to  time  by  convocations  or  by  two  or  more  parishes  acting  in 
concert  or  by  individual  parishes,  or  by  parish-related  agencies 
or  by  individuals,  as  special  extra-parochial  projects.  In  some 
cases  the  expectation  is  that  responsibility  for  these  projects  will 
be  assumed  in  the  future  by  the  diocese. 

3.  However  important  or  desirable  these  projects  may  be,  a  dio- 
cesan program  can  only  succeed  where  every  parish  and  mission 
gives  priority  to  its  diocesan  obligations,  once  the  basic  needs 
for  parish  operation  have  been  met.  The  Diocese  could  not 
function  if  this  principle  were  not  observed. 

4.  Once  these  diocesan  obligations  have  been  met,  the  Executive 
Council  expressly  encourages  action  by  convocations,  groups  of 
parishes,  individual  parishes  or  individuals  to  undertake  support 
of  new  work  of  diocesan  concern  where  the  Diocese  is  presently 
unable  to  act.  At  the  time  such  projects  are  in  the  planning 
stage,  the  Executive  Council  requests  that  plans  for  such  new 
projects  be  discussed  with  the  Bishops,  or  with  the  departments 
concerned,  so  that  projects  selected  for  support  will,  wherever 
possible,  be  those  whose  desirability  has  been  approved  and 
endorsed  by  the  Executive  Council  as  appropriate  for  the  dio- 
cesan program. 

5.  In  its  annual  review  of  the  diocesan  program,  the  Executive 
Council  will  review  all  projects  of  diocesan  concern  being  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  convocation,  parishes  or  individ- 
uals to  the  end  that  the  diocesan  budget  shall  take  over  responsi- 
bility for  projects  of  primary  concern  to  the  diocese. 

6.  The  Diocese  shall  not  be  committed  in  advance  to  take  over 
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responsibility  for  a  project  initiated  by  a  convocation,  parishes 
or  individuals  except  by  inclusion  of  diocesan  support  in  the 
annual  budget  or  affirmation  by  the  Convention  of  the  project 
as  a  project  to  be  included  in  the  diocesan  budget  in  the  future. 
On  request,  however,  the  Diocese  will  be  happy  to  administer 
projects  of  diocesan  concern  which  are  being  financed  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  convocations,  parishes  or  individuals. 

APPENDIX  A— EXPLANATORY  NOTES 

Explanatory  Notes  on  1966  Objectives 

A.  1. — The  Mutual  responsibility  and  interdependence  program  covers  the 
work  of  the  Anglican  Communion  throughout  the  world.  There  are 
many  projects  available  in  all  areas  of  the  work  of  the  Church  from 
which  a  specific  project  can  be  selected. 

A.  2. — The  provision  of  secretarial  assistance  and  some  Discretionary  Funds 
will  greatly  enhance  the  work  of  the  Hospital  Chaplain  in  the  Dur- 
ham-Orange area.  Since  he  must  spend  almost  all  of  his  time  out 
of  his  office,  in  the  hospitals,  it  is  extremely  important  that  some- 
one be  available  to  take  messages  for  him.  It  is  also  essential  that 
he  be  able  to  establish  contact  with  the  home  parishes  of  those 
persons  to  whom  he  ministers.  Secretarial  assistance  is  most  impor- 
tant if  this  man's  skill  and  time  is  to  be  used  most  effectively. 

A.  3. — Just  as  a  Rector  of  a  parish  needs  funds  to  carry  on  the  program  of 
the  parish,  so  also  the  college  workers  need  funds  to  expand  and 
carry  on  their  program.  This  money  will  let  their  ministry  be  much 
more  effective,  as  it  will  give  them  some  tools  with  which  to  work. 

A.  4. — Money  which  has  only  been  available  from  the  Winston-Salem 
Foundation  for  general  upkeep  will  in  1966  be  consumed  completely 
in  the  construction  of  a  new  water  system  which  must  be  provided. 
Besides  this,  new  funds  are  needed  to  strengthen  the  program 
of  Vade  Mecum  at  this  time. 

A.  5. — When  the  Department  of  Institutions  completed  their  careful  study 

of  the  institutions  with  which  this  Diocese  is  related,  it  singled  out 
St.  Augustine,  as  one  college  with  the  most  urgent  need  of  our 
support  at  this  time.  This  increase  represents  only  one-half  of  the 
total  amount  which  was  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Insti- 
tutions at  the  conclusion  of  its  study.  St.  Augustine's  College  is  per- 
forming an  essential  service  at  a  critical  time,  its  source  of  income 
is  limited  in  comparison  with  other  institutions,  and  therefore  this 
increase  is  requested. 

B.  1. — This  amount  would  be  added  to  the  sums  of  money  which  are  made 
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available  when  missions  become  self-supporting  parishes.  With  this 
money,  plus  these  other  funds  which  become  available,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions  will  be  able  to  provide  mission  clergy  in  those 
areas  of  the  Diocese  where  new  missions  are  needed. 

B.  2. — The  study  of  the  Department  of  College  Work  indicates  that  the 
Greensboro  area,  with  its  branch  of  the  University,  Greensboro 
College,  and  Guilford  College  needs  the  services  of  a  full-time 
college  chaplain.  The  college  population  of  this  area  is  expanding 
rapidly,  and  this  is  a  great  opportunity  for  our  Church  to  minister 
effectively  where  the  Church  can  make  a  difference. 


REPORT  NO.  1  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
MISCELLANEOUS  REPORTS 

This  part  of  the  report  concerns  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Council 
on  Long  Range  Objectives. 

1.  The  Committee  accepts  the  guiding  principle  adopted  by  the  Execu- 
tive Council  in  determining  long  range  objectives,  that  "the  first  task  of  the 
diocese  is  to  undergird,  support  and  secure  existing  programs  before  it 
expands  existing  programs  or  undertakes  new  programs".  The  Committee 
moves  that  the  Convention  endose  this  principle. 

2.  The  Committee  favors  the  Council's  proposal  for  increased  support 
as  outlined  at  the  top  of  page  4  of  the  Council's  Report  on  Long  Range 
Planning  with  respect  to  distribution  under  the  two  principal  headings.  The 
Committee  moves  that  the  Convention  approve  the  Council's  recommen- 
dations for  increased  support  of  existing  programs  and  for  new  or  expanded 
programs,  for  inclusion  in  the  budget  to  be  recommended  to  the  diocese  in 
the  Fall  of  1965. 

3.  The  Committee  commends  as  just  and  practical  the  policy  of  the 
Council  "concerning  new  work  of  diocesan-wide  significance  undertaken 
by  convocations  or  parishes,"  as  described  on  pages  4-6  of  the  Council's 
Report  on  Long  Range  Objectives.

Report  from  the  Deputation  to  the  61st  General  Convention 

All  reports  examined  appear  to  be  complete  except,  regretably  but  for 
excellent  reason,  that  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen;  all  are  carefully  pre- 
pared and  closely  presented. 

"Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdependence"  repeats  itself  often  enough 
to  assure  us  that  MRI  has  indeed  become  the  theme  of  this  year's  conven- 
tion. The  spirited  and  information  account  from  the  deputation  to  the 
General  Convention,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  our  companion  dio- 
cese, the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Race,  culminating  in  its  proposal — 
already  approved  by  this  Convention — that  the  committee  be  abolished, 
and  the  extensive  review  by  the  Executive  Council  of  a  year  of  continual 
self-examination  and  close  scrutiny  of  the  opportunities  of  the  Diocese — 
all  these  in  their  several  ways  reveal  the  spirit  our  new  slogan  may  come 
to  mean. 

In  addition  to  the  first  part  of  this  report  already  presented,  one  or  two 
notes  may  be  in  order: 

The  Committee  endorses  the  recommendation  of  the  Examining  Chap- 
lains that  the  diaconate  be  for  a  full  year  (according  to  established  canon) 
with  a  minimum  of  exceptions  for  the  reason  given,  that  the  diaconate  is 
to  be  regarded  as  a  continuing  period  of  needed  study. 

The  Committee  concurs  in  the  recommendations  by  the  Committee  on 
Companion  Diocese,  particularly  that  the  project  in  Panama  at  the  Uni- 
versity be  finished  and  that  a  new  companion  diocese  from  another  Anglican 
province  be  chosen.

REPORT  NO.  1  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  offers  for  adoption  on  first  reading  by  a  2/3s  majority  the 
following  new  Canon  XXXV,  entitled 
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DEPUTIES  TO  THE  SYNOD  OF  THE 
FOURTH  PROVINCE 

Section  1 .  The  Deputies  to  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province  from 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  shall  be  twenty  in  number,  and  shall 
include  six  presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  seven  lay 
men  and  seven  churchwomen,  Communicants  of  the  Church  and  hav- 
ing domicile  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  Of  the  twenty  deputies,  the  following  fourteen  Diocesan 
Officials,  by  virtue  of  the  office  held  by  them  at  the  time  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Synod,  shall  be  Deputies  to  said  Synod,  to-wit: 

a.  President  of  Episcopal  Laymen 

b.  President  of  Episcopal  Churchwomen 

c.  The  Chairman  of  the  following  Diocesan  Departments: 

Missions 

Christian  Education 

Christian  Social  Relations 

College  Work 

Public  Relations  or  Promotion 

Stewardship  or  Finance 

d.  The  six  chairmen  of  the  corresponding  Departments  of  the 
Diocesan  Churchwomen. 

e.  The  remaining  six  Deputies  shall  be  chosen  and  designated 
as  provided  in  Section  3  hereof,  in  order  that  each  of  the  six 
departments  referred  to  in  paragraphs  "c"  and  "d"  of  this  Sec- 
tion shall  be  represented  in  the  Provincial  Synod  by  one 
clerical  deputy,  one  deputy  who  is  a  layman,  and  one  deputy 
who  is  a  Churchwoman,  as  provided  in  Ordinance  I,  Section 
C  of  the  Fourth  Province. 

Section  3.  The  Annual  Convention  in  the  years  in  which  the  Synod 
of  the  Fourth  Province  meets,  shall  nominate  and  elect  six  presbyters 
and  six  laymen.  The  six  persons  in  each  order  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  elected.  The  number  of  votes 
received  by  each  of  the  six  highest  in  the  Clerical  Order,  and  each  of 
the  six  highest  in  the  Lay  Order,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese.  From  these  twelve,  he  shall  designate  six 
deputies  to  the  Synod,  selected  from  the  Clerical  or  Lay  Order  as  may 
be  required  in  the  order  of  their  election,  designating  the  Diocesan 
Department  to  be  represented  by  each  in  compliance  with  the  provision 
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of  Section  2  (e)  of  this  Canon.  The  remaining  six  so  elected  shall  be 
Alternate  Deputies  in  their  respective  orders. 

Section  4.  The  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Laymen,  the  Vice 
President  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  and  the  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  six  Departments,  both  Diocesan  and  Churchwomen,  shall  be  the 
alternate  Deputies,  respectively,  for  such  President  or  Department 
Chairman. 

Section  5.  From  among  said  delegation,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
shall  designate  six  Presbyters,  and  six  lay  persons  who  shall  constitute 
the  voting  Deputies  for  this  Diocese. 


REPORT  NO.  2  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Canons  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  That  Canon  XVI  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  substitute  the 
words,  "Diocesan  Council",  in  the  place  of  the  words  "Executive  Council", 
in  Section  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8  of  said  Canon  XVI,  and  also  in  any 
and  all  other  Sections  of  the  Canons  wherever  the  words  "Executive  Council 
of  the  Diocese",  now  appear. 

2.  That  Canon  XX  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  new 
clause  "g"  to  Section  3  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 

(g)  It  must  not  fail  in  any  single  year  to  file  with  the  Bishop  or 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  so  designated  as  the 
Bishop's  Agent  for  such  purpose,  a  complete  and  correct  Parochial 
Report  as  prescribed  and  required  by  the  provisions  of  Canon  XXV. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  recommends  the  following 
changes  and  amendments  in  Section  1  of  Canon  XXI,  so  that  the  same 
shall  hereafter  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Vestry:  Upon  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some  other 
appropriate  date  has  been  designated  by  the  Vestry,  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  members  qualified  to  vote  in  said  Parish  shall  be  held,  at  which  shall  be 
elected,  by  a  majority  vote,  from  among  the  adult  members  of  the  Parish 
who  are  Communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  a  Vestry  of  not  less  than  three  (3),  not  more  than  twelve  (12) 
persons,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  or  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  2.  A  Parish  having  forty  (40)  or  more  adult  members  may 
adopt  a  rotating  Vestry  System,  under  which  one-third  (lA)   of  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Vestry  are  elected  to  serve  one  year,  one-third  (Vz)  for  two 
years,  and  one-third  ( lA )  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  annually  elect  from 
among  its  qualified  members  who  have  not  served  on  the  Vestry  during  the 
past  year,  one-third  (V3)  of  said  Vestry,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for 
three  years. 

Section  3.  Any  Parish  having  one  hundred  (100)  or  more  adult  mem- 
bers qualified  to  be  elected  to  its  Vestry  may  include  in  its  rotating  Vestry 
system  a  provision  that  a  member  serving  on  the  Vestry  will  not  be  eligble 
for  re-election  until  the  lapse  of  three  ( 3 )  years  from  the  expiration  of  his 
or  her  term  as  a  member  of  said  Vesty. 

Section  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  the  Parish  Vestry  by  reason  of  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members  of  the  Vestry  are  authori- 
zed to  fill  said  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  from  among  the  Communi- 
cants of  the  Parish  qualified  and  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Vestry,  and  the 
person  so  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  shall  hold  said  office  until  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  the  person  whom  he  or  she  succeeds  in  office. 

That  the  presently  numbered  Sections  2,  3,  4  and  5  of  Canon  XXI  be 
changed  to  read  Sections  5,  6,  7  and  8  respectively. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  the  amendment  of  Canon  VI  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  following  new  section  3: 

Section  3.  The  secretary  shall  notify  the  Deans  of  the  respective  Con- 
vocations the  name  and  address  of  any  appointment  or  change  of  the  Priest- 
in-charge  of  any  mission  and  the  Presbyter  of  any  Parish  within  such 
Convocation. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  that  Canon  XXVII,  Section  4,  be  amended 
by  adding  a  sentence  at  the  end  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 

"Upon  the  establishment  of  an  Organized  Mission,  the  Bishop  shall 
promptly  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  a  copy  in  writing  of 
the  appointment  of  the  Clergyman  designated  as  the  Priest-in- 
Charge,  as  well  as  the  officers  appointed  for  such  Mission,  together 
with  their  respective  post  office  addresses." 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHANCELLOR 

I  submit  the  following  as  the  Annual  Report  to  the  149th  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  from  the  Chancellor 
and  the  Vice-Chancellors  of  the  Diocese: 

I.  In  addition  to  the  usual  correspondince  and  personal  conferences, 
Vice-Chancellor  Howard  C.  Broughton  attended  to  the  following 
matters:

contracts). 

(3)  Preparation  and  filing  of  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation,  the  Episcopal  Home,  with  the  Secretary  of  State's  office 
in  Raleigh,  and  recordation  of  same  in  Wake  County.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  report  the  actions 
taken  by  the  Trustees  during  the  calendar  year  1964.  There  is  attached 
to  this  report  and  made  a  part  hereof  the  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Report 
of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Custodian  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  trusts.  Reference  is  made  to  this  report  for  a  state- 
ment of  the  several  trusts  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  All  securities  owned  by  the  Diocese  are  held  by  Alsher  & 
Company,  Nominee  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank.  The  report 
of  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  attached  to  this  report  shows  the 
percentage  of  interest  in  the  common  trust  fund  held  by  each  individual 
trust. 

The  Trustees  summarize  the  following  actions  taken  by  them,  to-wit: 

February  11,  1964: 

The  Trustees  conveyed  to  Odell  G.  Harris  for  $200  a  tract  of  land  on 
Ridgeway  Road  in  Warren  County,  formerly  occupied  by  St.  Luke's  Church. 

February  17,  1964: 

The  Trustees  elected  Mr.  Henry  W.  Lewis  to  serve  as  their  Secretary. 
Mr.  Lewis  was  elected  to  serve  as  Trustee  for  a  three  year  term  by 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  meeting  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  on  January  29,  1964. 
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February  21,  1964: 

As  holders  of  fifty-two  shares  of  capital  stock  of  Harriet  Cotton  Mills 
(represened  by  a  certificate  registered  in  the  name  of  Ladies  Aid  Society, 
Kittrell,  N.  C),  and  desiring  to  sell  the  same,  the  Trustees  executed  an 
agreement  to  indemnify  Harriet  Cotton  Mills  (and  its  transfer  agents)  from 
any  liability  that  might  result  from  their  transfer  of  such  stock  on  the 
endorsement  of  the  certificate  or  execution  of  the  stock  power  therefor  by 
the  Trustees. 

April  27,  1964: 

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  Mr.  George  F.  Bason,  Business  Manager  of 
the  Diocese,  transferred  to  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  (as  managing 
agent  for  the  Trustees)  the  following  items,  representing  principal  of  the 
trust  created  under  the  Will  of  Carolyn  S.  Mayer  to  be  held  and  managed 
in  the  Diocesan  Control  Account:

The  Trustees  signed  petition  of  affected  landowners  requesting  the 
municipal  authorities  of  Hamlet  to  pave  an  alley  adjoining  the  property  of 
All  Saints'  Church  in  that  city,  such  paving  to  be  done  at  no  expense  to 
the  mission  or  Diocese. 

May  7,  J  964: 

The  Trustees  executed  a  deed  conveying  to  Vance  County  Community 
Center  Associates  for  $7,000  the  land  and  building  known  as  The  Church 
of  the  Resurrection,  Henderson.  The  sale  was  not  consummated,  and  the 
deed  remains  undelivered  as  of  November  the  15th,  1964. 
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May  7,  1964: 

The  Trustees  conveyed  to  Elmore  Wilkerson  for  $400  the  property 
owned  by  the  Church  in  the  Town  of  Tillery,  Halifax  County. 

May  7,  1964: 

The  Trustees  received  from  Richard  Allen  Bynum  of  Pinetops,  North 
Carolina,  co-trustee,  a  check  for  $1,000  under  the  will  of  the  late  Reverend 
Joseph  N.  Bynum  who  desired  in  this  way  to  recognize  the  assistance  given 
him  by  Bishop  Penick  during  the  donor's  disability  in  1938-1940. 

May  7,  1964: 

The  Trustees  received  from  Moultrie  B.  Watts  and  wife,  Sara  S.  Watts, 
deed  of  gift  for  a  dwelling  house  and  land  in  the  Town  of  Cary,  having  an 
encumbrance  on  the  same  in  the  form  of  a  deed  of  trust  securing  an  unpaid 
principal  balance  of  $11,599.11  on  a  purchase  money  promissory  note. 

May  J  J,  1964: 

The  Trustees  conveyed  to  M.  K.  Overcash  and  Beatrice  Treadway  for 
$1,250  the  property  of  St.  Jude's  Church  in  Rowan  County,  consisting  of 
four  tracts  (one  containing  two  acres,  two  containing  one  acre  each,  and 
one  containing  .40  acres),  reserving  burial  rights  to  the  families  of  persons 
already  interred  in  the  cemetery  on  this  property. 

July  11,  1964: 

The  Trustees  executed  for  $1,350  an  agreement  granting  the  State 
Highway  Commission  a  right-of-way  on  the  property  of  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Rowan  County. 

September  28,  1964: 

The  Trustees  executed  a  lease  agreement  under  which  the  Church 
obtains  the  use  of  1060  square  feet  of  space  in  Cum-Park  Plaza  Shopping 
Center,  Burlington,  for  a  period  of  eighteen  months,  with  renewal  privi- 
leges. The  base  rental  is  $2,650  per  annum. 

October  1,  1964: 

In  connection  with  the  right-of-way  granted  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission on  the  lands  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Rowan  County,  the  Trustees 
signed  the  usual  release  of  claim  form. 

October  7,  1964: 

The  Trustees  received  from  Mrs.  Floy  Thompson  Gibson  a  deed  to  a 
lot  in  Durham  adjoining  the  lot  on  Arnette  Avenue  in  that  city  now  owned 
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by  the  Diocese  and  occupied  by  the  chaplain  to  Duke  University.  The  con- 
sideration for  the  purchase  was  $1,000.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCHWOMEN 

Bishop  Baker,  Bishop  Fraser,  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Forty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
I  am  very  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  commending  to  you  a  brief  and  fac- 
tual report  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  and  of  expressing  to  you  on 
their  behalf  a  deep  concern  and  a  real  challenge. 

Though  I  have  been  in  office  less  than  a  year  and  must  report  to  you 
prior  to  receiving  the  annual  reports  from  the  branches  and  the  Diocesan 
officers,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  work  of  the  Churchwomen 
continues  to  move  steadily  onward.  This  I  attribute  to  excellent  leadership 
in  the  past,  to  the  guidance  and  cooperation  of  the  Bishops  and  clergy,  to 
the  loyal  support  and  devotion  of  an  excellent  Executive  Board,  and  above 
all  to  six  thousand  or  more  dedicated  women  who  work  so  diligently  in 
parishes  and  missions  throughout  this  Diocese.  My  sincere  and  deep  appre- 
ciation to  all. 

Fortunately  our  fiscal  year  runs  concurrently  with  yours.  Therefore  I 
am  able  to  give  a  few  statistics.  The  number  of  branches  and  the  member- 
ship remain  about  the  same — 103  branches,  6,116  active  members.  One 
new  branch  was  organized — namely,  St.  Mark's,  Raleigh.  In  1964  the 
treasurer  handled  a  total  of  $51,943.83.  Of  this  amount  $23,794.62  was  on 
pledges  in  support  of  the  budget;  $24,801.81  for  "specials",  a  term  which  is 
used  to  designate  money  from  local  branches  for  projects  of  their  own 
choosing  but  outside  the  local  parish  or  mission;  $1,255.12,  the  intercessory 
offering  on  the  Feast  of  the  Epiphany,  was  sent  to  Jocelyn  Gordon  for  work 
in  India;  $652.49,  the  Ember  Day  offering,  was  added  to  the  Fund  to  Train 
Women  for  Church  Work;  $1,439.79,  the  Christmas  gift  fund  for  active 
and  retired  missionaries  affiliated  with  this  Diocese,  was  divided  equally 
among  them.  Two  addtional  items  whch  are  not  sent  through  the  treasurer 
— $927.20,  the  Church  Periodical  Club  Books  Fund  earmarked  for  the 
Student  Center  Library  in  Panama  and  $27,048.01,  the  United  Thank 
Offering — made  a  grand  total  of  $79,919.04,  an  increase  of  a  little  more 
than  $1,000.  over  1963. 

As  Churchwomen  we  rejoice  that  during  Bishop  Baker's  term  as  Dio- 
cesan an  ever  increasing  number  of  women  have  been  invited  to  serve  on 
departments  and  committees  and  to  participate  in  many  conferences.  Like- 
wise we  were  extremely  happy  that  both  clerical  and  lay  delegates  from  this 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention  voted  in  favor  of  the  resolution  making 
the  eligibility  of  women  for  election  as  Deputies  unambiguous.  Hopefully 
your  action  in  this  Convention  will  permit  women  to  be  allowed  to  serve 
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on  Vestries  and  Mission  Committees  on  the  same  basis  as  men.  Truly  the 
status  of  women  in  this  Diocese  is  changing.  Perhaps  we  should  give  thanks 
and  end  this  report  here. 

However,  I  am  constrained  to  mention  the  Companion  Diocese  Rela- 
tionship with  Panama,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  Student  Center. 
TVdate  the  total  amount  contributed  by  the  Churchwomen  to  the  building 
fund  is  $22,485.56.  The  1965  budget  has  an  item  for  an  additional  $2,000. 
The  Church  Periodical  Club  has  in  hand  $1,943.08  to  help  supply  books 
for  the  Library.  Churchwomen  in  this  Diocese  were  a  bit  chagrined  to  hear 
that  Bishop  Gooden  had  to  call  on  our  Sister  Churchwomen  for  a  $15,000. 
grant  from  the  United  Thank  Offering  in  order  to  complete  the  building 
fund  for  the  Student  Center,  a  project  begun  by  this  Diocese.  Truly  the 
project  would  have  been  completed  ere  now  without  the  United  Thank 
Offering  grant  had  the  Churchwomen  realized  it  was  up  to  them. 

The  reason  for  mentioning  this  is  to  point  out  again  that  in  the  Episco- 
pal Church  when  it  comes  to  policies,  decisions,  and  budgets  Churchwomen 
have  seldom  had  voice  or  vote  and  to  express  deep  concern  lest  the  response 
to  the  ardent  resolutions  relative  to  Mutual  Responsibility  and  Interdepen- 
dence in  the  Body  of  Christ  be  tacitly  passed  on  to  the  Churchwomen  for 
implementation. 

To  quote  from  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
MUTUAL  RESPONSIBILITY  to  the  General  Convention:  "The  women 
of  the  Church,  especially  through  the  United  Thank  Offering,  have  long 
anticipated  the  concept  of  Mutual  Responsibility.  During  the  triennium, 
through  the  office  of  the  Anglican  Executive  Officer,  UTO  grants  have 
been  made  for  work  in  Korea,  Singapore,  and  Borneo.  In  addition,  direct 
UTO  grants  have  been  made  to  Singapore,  Japan,  India,  the  Philippines, 
Greece,  and  New  Guinea,  as  well  as  for  research  assistance  to  the  Anglican 
Executive  Officer." 

This  is  not  to  boast,  but  to  say  that  as  Churchwomen  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina  we  shall  continue  a  program  of  worship,  study,  and  action 
with  renewed  zeal  and  enthusiasm  ever  seeking  new  and  creative  ways  to 
deepen  our  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Master,  and  to  serve 
Him  obediently  until  at  length  .  .  .  Who  knows? 

At  this  point  the  challenge  of  the  Churchwomen  is  to  you,  the  men 
of  the  Church,  as  well  as  to  ourselves  that  our  response  to  Mutual  Responsi- 
bility and  Interdependence  will  be  the  joint  response  of  the  laity — both 
men  and  women,  the  parish  priests,  and  the  Bishops  working  together  to 
implement  the  renewal  and  obedience  which  this  great  document  demands 
of  us  and  that  together  we  may  become  the  "laos"  witnessing  by  work  and 
deed  to  the  reality,  the  power,  and  the  glory  of  the  Risen  Lord.

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REPORT  OF  SAINT  MARY'S  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

The  year  1963-64  was  completed  successfully  and  the  vast  majority  of 
the  graduates  are  pursuing  advanced  work  in  senior  colleges.  The  current 
session  began  with  approximately  the  same  enrollment.  The  number  of 
applications  again  increased  sharply,  and  we  regret  that  additional  space  is 
not  available  to  accommodate  more  of  these  well-qualified  students.  Those 
selected  were  carefully  screened  and  will,  we  feel  sure,  maintain  the  excel- 
lent scholastic  records  they  achieved  in  their  previous  schools. 

Again,  we  paid  particular  attention  to  those  applications  from  the 
alumnae  group  and  from  Episcopal  families.  Some  few  who  were  a  part 
of  both  of  these  categories  were  included  in  the  accepted  students  when 
their  records  normally  would  not  merit  the  selection.  We  hope  that  our 
faith  will  be  justified  in  the  accomplishment  of  these  students.  The  student 
body  again  shows  a  large  number  of  Episcopal  students  as  over  half  of  the 
group  comes  from  our  own  Church. 

Plans  for  the  new  library  building  were  completed  during  the  year.  The 
architects  have  asked  for  bids  on  the  building  and  at  this  writing  we  are 
waiting  to  get  the  results.  It  is  hoped  that  the  cost  will  not  exceed  our 
estimates  and  the  building  can  be  started  this  winter.  Funds  for  the  build- 
ing are  available  as  the  Trustees  have  allocated  accumulated  endowment 
income  to  this  project.  A  gift  from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Founda- 
tion completed  the  necessary  amount  to  build  the  library. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  application  for  a  loan  to  erect 
a  new  dormitory.  We  have  not  as  yet  received  definite  approval  of  such 
a  loan  but  expect  to  have  the  information  in  the  near  future.  The  pro- 
posed dormitory  would  house  104  students,  about  80  of  which  would  be 
additional  students.  It  is  anticipated  that  about  25  now  living  in  other 
quarters  would  be  placed  in  the  new  dormitory.  These  25  students  are  in 
substandard  areas  and  in  areas  needed  for  other  purposes.  If  the  loan  is 
approved  the  building  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  fall  of  1966. 

During  the  year  1964  the  Trustees  acquired  the  property  on  the  West 
side  of  the  campus  facing  Hillsboro  Street.  The  home  known  as  the  Moore- 
Badger  home  will  be  used  for  expansion  of  the  campus  and  as  a  protection 
from  the  encroachment  of  business.  As  soon  as  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  moves  to  its  new  headquarters  building  the  former  diocesan  house 
will  also  be  used  for  expanded  student  activity.  The  exact  use  of  the  prop- 
erty will  be  determined  at  a  later  date. 

In  the  past  year  the  Foundation  of  Church-Related  Colleges  increased 
its  support  of  St.  Mary's  and  the  alumnae  annual  giving  improved  sub- 
stantially. Gifts  from  the  owning  dioceses  and  parishes  within  those  dio^- 
ceses  remained  at  about  the  same  level.  This  year,  we  hope,  will  be  an 
even  better  one. 
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May  I  again  express  to  the  members  of  the  Convention  my  deep  appre- 
ciation for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  program  here  at  St.  Mary's. 
The  members  of  the  faculty,  staff,  and  Board  of  Trustees  have  shown  by 
their  efforts  great  confidence  in  the  future  of  our  college.

REPORT  OF  SAINT  AUGUSTINE'S  COLLEGE 

Enrollment:  A  total  of  737  students  are  enrolled  for  the  first  semester  of 
the  current  school  term.  The  overwhelming  majority  of  these  students  are 
from  the  Fourth  Province. 

Budget:  For  1965-66,  we  are  estimating  an  enrollment  of  800  students  with 
all  charges  for  tuition,  fees  and  room  and  board  based  on  the  same  rate. 
This  summary  estimated  budget  for  the  next  two  years  allows  for  an  in- 
crease annually  of  approximately  10  per  cent.  The  increases  in  the  tenta- 
tive estimates  for  1965-66  are  $104,400  over  1964-65  and  $129,000  over  the 
1965-66.  These  will  change  but  we  think  the  estimate  is  reasonable  at  this 
time.  We  need  to  consider  additional  staff  benefits  in  our  budget  that 
will  cover  insurance.  This  may  enable  us  to  retain  good  faculty  without 
paying  the  rate  of  state  institutions.  The  college  could  pay  one-half  or  all 
of  the  cost.  It  would  cost  approximately  $7,500  annually  to  get  life  insur- 
ance and  approximately  $12,000  for  hospitalization  and  life  insurance  of 
the  type  we  have  investigated. 

Academic  Program:  Emphasis  upon  upgrading  of  faculty,  increasing  of 
library  holdings  and  study  area,  improving  of  reading  facility  of  students  in 
Reading  Laboratory,  establishment  of  Curriculum  Laboratory,  conducting 
of  intensive  Self-Study  Program  of  entire  college  curriculum  and  related 
areas,  adding  of  a  symphonic  orchestra  to  our  cultural  area,  encouraging 
various  Honors  Programs,  and  conducting  much-needed  programs  (6)  that 
are  sponsored  by  the  National  Science  Foundation.  Also  regular  under- 
graduate summer  school  and  various  academic  conferences. 

Chapel:  The  Altar  Guild,  the  Vestry,  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  and 
the  Laymen  are  all  cooperating  with  the  new  Chaplain  and  with  the  college 
family  in  an  effort  to  maintain  and  refine  the  balance  between  things 
spiritual  and  material. 

Alumi:  Our  alumni  are  serving  effectively  around  the  world  as  teachers, 
priests,  doctors,  lawyers,  social  workers,  government  employees,  and  workers 
in  new  areas  not  yet  publicized. 

Personnel  Area:  Services  of  special  concern  at  this  time  are  job  placement, 
especially  with  industry,  and  testing  for  scholarships  and  placement.  Campus 
housing  is  still  inadequate.  (Two  dormitories  and  Student  Union  needed 
now.) 
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Future  Proposals:  The  College  plans  to  build  twelve  Faculty-Staff  apart- 
ments facing  Oakwood  Avenue  and  Hill  Streets  during  1965.  Four  of  these 
will  be  three  bedroom  apartments  and  eight  will  have  two  bedrooms.  The 
College  also  plans  to  build  one  or  more  student  dormitories  in  the  near 
future  in  connection  with  the  Federal  Housing  Program. 

General:  The  above  report  illustrates  how  great  is  the  task  that  lies  before 
us.  It  also  points  up  the  fact  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  each  and  every- 
one to  do  all  within  his  power  to  protect  and  nurture  this  Institution  which 
has  served  as  a  source  of  training  and  enlightenment  to  countless  predeces- 
sors who'  are  better  citizens  and  Christians  because  of  the  well-balanced  edu- 
cation received  at  Saint  Augustine's.

Your  Trustees  attended  all  meetings  of  the  session  and  were,  in  general, 
well  pleased  with  the  state  of  the  University  and  were  particularly  pleased 
with  the  progress  of  new  construction  on  the  mountain.  The  completed 
chapel  is  truly  a  magnificent  structure  and  a  great  reminder  to  the  students 
of  the  presence  of  Almighty  God  in  their  midst.  Other  new  construction, 
including  the  new  library,  indoor  tennis  courts  and  new  dorms,  will  move 
Sewanee  a  step  closer  to  the  fulfillment  of  its  great  need  of  improved 
physical  facilities  which  have  so  long  lagged  behind  its  academic 
achievements. 

We  were  particularly  impressed  with  the  report  of  the  Director  of 
Admissions.  Sewanee  has  increased  enrollment  by  50  students  every  year 
since  1959.  Seventy  per  cent  of  the  new  freshman  class  come  from  the 
owning  Diocese  which  should  emphasize  the  importance  of  Sewanee  to  the 
owning  Diocese.  The  newest  class  also  has  one  of  the  highest  college 
board  average  scores  to  date,  but  is  also  one  of  the  most  well  rounded  in 
extra  curricular  activities. 

Tire  Vice-Chancellor's  report  to  the  Board  was  very  interesting  and  in 
general  indicated  sound  fiscal  condition  of  the  University.  His  academic 
foresight  continues,  as  always,  to  be  quite  remarkable.  Sewanee  has  always 
had  an  intimacy  between  faculty  and  students  which  has  lent  itself  to  the 
greatest  academic  achievement  and  inspiration.  Dr.  McCrady's  vision  of 
dividing  Sewanee  into  two  colleges  of  500  students  each  and  instituting  an 
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exchange  of  faculty,  which  will  release  the  latter,  for  tutorial  and  seminar 
instruction  will  allow  a  natural  growth  without  sacrificing  the  things  so 
precious  to  Sewanee's  system  of  instruction. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  feel  that  Sewanee  has  one  of  its  greatest 
opportunities  and  has  been  challenged  as  never  before.  The  Ford  Founda- 
tion's matching  program  has  said  to  the  University  and  in  essence  to  the 
owning  Diocese  that  they  have  faith  in  the  future  of  our  University  and 
what  it  has  to  offer.  We  would  strongly  urge  that  all  the  parishes  in  our 
Diocese  show  their  faith  in  the  University  in  accepting  the  obligation  of 
their  ownership  by  pledging  one  dollar  per  communicant  this  year.  The 
present  campaign  is  three  million  dollars  short  of  its  goal.  The  limit  of 
September,  1965  has  been  set  by  the  Ford  Foundation,  therefore,  each 
parish  is  urged  to  make  and  pay  its  pledge  before  this  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  EDWIN  A.  PENICK 
MEMORIAL  HOME 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is 
operating  a  Home  for  the  elderly  at  Southern  Pines,  North  Carolina. 

Bishop  Edwin  A.  Penick  visualized  the  need  of  a  Home  where  the  older 
citizens  could  retire  and  enjoy  security  and  independence.  In  1956  Bishop 
Penick  appointed  a  committee  to  organize,  build  and  operate  a  Home.  Eight 
years  to  the  day,  on  September  12,  1964,  the  Right  Rev.  Richard  Henry 
Baker,  dedicated  the  Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home,  and  Governor  San- 
ford  made  the  principal  address.  Bishop  Penick  dreamed  and  planned  and 
under  the  administration  of  Bishop  Baker  the  dream  was  realized. 

The  Penick  Memorial  Home  has  been  operating  since  April  15,  1964, 
and  is  over  seventy-five  percent  occupied.  The  capacity  is  thirty-nine  and 
from  inquiries  and  interest  we  predict  the  Home  will  be  filled  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Architect  drew  plans  for  a  Home  for  100  guests  and  facilities  in- 
stalled, whereby  rooms  can  be  added  as  funds  are  available  to  meet  the 
demand.  This,  of  course,  is  for  the  future  and  if  and  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  enlarge  the  Home,  additional  acreage  will  be  necessary. 

The  Finance  Committee  borrowed  $250,000  to  complete  and  start 
operation  of  the  Home.  This  creates  a  problem  as  the  interest  alone  is 
$12,500  a  year.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted.  That  the  Board  of 
Managers  adopt  a  policy  of  seeking  funds  through  annual  giving  for  the 
general  purpose  of  this  institution.  Already  we  are  receiving  responses  to 
our  list  of  annual  sponsors  and  hope  the  people  of  the  Diocese  will  enter 
heartily  into  this  much  needed  support. 
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Mr.  John  Harden,  as  Chairman  of  a  special  committee  was  requested 
to  contact  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  ascertain  the  best  Sunday  for  the 
Annual  Collection.  It  was  resolved  to  take  this  date  to  the  Convention 
for  their  approval. 

The  members  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  gave  the  Chapel 
of  the  Transfiguration,  which  was  furnished  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
mittee headed  by  Reverend  O'Kelley  Whitaker.  It  is  beautifully  and 
liturgically  appointed.  Services  are  regularly  held  under  the  direction  of 
our  Chaplain,  the  Reverend  Martin  Caldwell  of  Emmanuel  Church. 

The  Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home  was  built  for  and  is  practically 
in  the  center  of  the  Diocese  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  parishes.  Therefore, 
we  welcome  your  interest  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  L.  MacDougall,  Adminis- 
trators, are  ready  to  serve.

REPORT  OF  KANUGA  CONFERENCES,  INC. 

Kanuga  has  taken  its  first  "giant  step"  towards  implementing  the  report 
of  The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  study  Kanuga  Conferences  and  has 
hired  an  Executive  Director  whose  job  is  responsibility  for  the  total 
program  of  Kanuga. 

On  February  1,  1965,  the  Reverend  John  C.  Grainger  of  Ruxton,  Mary- 
land, comes  to  Kanuga  to  fill  this  much  needed  position..  Mr.  Edgar  Hart- 
ley, Jr.,  continues  as  Assistant  Director  charged  with  the  operation  of  the 
Conference  Center. 

Mr.  Grainger  is  eminently  qualified  for  this  job,  having  during  his  min- 
istry— in  the  Dioceses  of  Western  North  Carolina,  East  Carolina  and  Mary- 
land —  worked  with  various  diocesan  youth  programs,  summer  conference 
groups,  and,  at  one  time,  as  a  member  of  the  National  Youth  Commission. 
He  has  attended  Kanuga  as  staff  and  faculty  member  for  a  number  of  sum- 
mers and  is  well  acquainted  with  the  Kanuga  program.  We  are  indeed  for- 
tunate to  have  found  such  a  man. 

The  programs  at  Kanuga  were  successfully  carried  out  during  the  1964 
season,  and  plans  are  now  made  for  an  even  better  1965  summer  program. 
The  Adult  Conference  this  year  will  be  under  the  directorship  of  the  Rev- 
erend Capers  Satterlee  and  other  camp  and  conference  directors  have  been 
obtained  and  are  planning  their  programs.  One  major  change  this  summer 
will  be  in  the  camping  program  for  boys  and  girls,  with  the  sessions  being 
changed  to  two  three-week  sessions  and  one  two^week  session   (the  two- 
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week  session  to  be  held  during  Adult  Conference).  It  is  the  feeling  of  the 
Camping  Committee  that  this  change  will  make  it  possible  to  fill  all  camps 
to  capacity  for  the  full  eight-week  period. 

The  Kanuga  Board,  at  a  called  meeting  in  July  authorized  the  Finance 
Committee  to  study  ways  of  raising  the  money  to  replace  the  old  Hotel 
and  Annexes,  and  also  the  Property  Committee  to  get  plans  for  replacing 
these  buildings  essentially  as  they  are  now.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  will  be  held  December  1,  1964,  and  the  reports  of  these  committees 
will  be  submitted  at  that  time. 

Kanuga  is  moving  forward  towards  her  goal  of  better  serving  the  people 
of  the  whole  Church.

REPORT  OF  VADE  MECUM  CONFERENCES 

THE  VADE  MECUM  STORY 

Each  baptized  person  of  this  Diocese  is  a  part  of  the  Vade  Mecum 
story.  At  a  recent  Convention  those  present  were  asked  to  stand  who  had 
ever  been  in  attendance  at  anything  at  Vade  Mecum,  and  the  percentage 
was  amazingly  high,  showing  how  directly  Vade  Mecum  affects  the  life  of 
this  Diocese.  No  one  can  ever  evaluate  the  true  meaning  it  gives  to  the 
lives  of  this  Diocese. 

Some  of  us  do  not  realize  how  fortunate  we  are  in  having  this  piece  of 
property — 500  acres.  It  is  in  the  Tise  Trust  Fund  held  by  the  Winston- 
Salem  Foundation  as  Trustees.  We  have  the  use  of  this  property  until 
Bishop  Fraser's  retirement,  and  with  the  right  to  renew.  There  is  approxi- 
mately $6000.00  per  annum  set  aside  by  the  Foundation  for  maintenance 
and  improvement,  but  not  capital  expense.  However,  a  new  water  system 
must  be  installed  by  the  summer,  due  to  added  demands  on  the  present 
water  system  and  for  health  reasons.  Thus  the  money  for  the  next  two  or 
three  years  from  the  Foundation  will  not  be  available,  because  of  the  cost 
of  this  being  between  $20  and  $30  thousand  dollars. 

Three  new  cabins  have  been  completed  in  the  last  three  years  with 
monies  mainly  from  private  gifts.  One  old  cabin  has  been  completely  ren- 
ovated. This  was  done  through  Winston-Salem  Foundation,  giving  us  space 
for  approximately  100  persons  per  camping  period.  The  camps  were  about 
three-quarters  filled  last  year. 

In  1964  the  Church's  Program  Budget  allocated  only  $500.00  for  Camps 
and  Conference  Division  Expenses  and  $4800  for  Resident  Manager's 
salary. 

The  1965  deans  for  the  several  conferences  are  in  the  process  of  being 
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selected.  The  entire  Vade  Mecum  Committee,  which  includes  about  25 
people,  is  most  enthusiastic  and  optimistic  about  the  plans  for  1965. 

Bishop  Fraser  plans  to  be  in  residence  as  much  as  possible  during  the 
month  of  June  at  Vade  Mecum.    Conferences  and  Wilderness  Camping 

programs  are  planning  to  utilize  the  acreage  there.  Many  interesting  and 
stimulating  ideas  and  plans  are  being  made  to  develop  Vade  Mecum  further 
to  the  program  needs,  and  this  should  be  begun  in  1966. 

Other  old  cabins  will  be  renovated,  additional  recreational  facilities  will 
be  added,  the  Wilderness  Camp  will  be  expanded,  the  present  Camps  and 
Conferences  will  be  strengthened. 

Vade  Mecum  is  not  only  used  for  the  summer  months,  but,  from  about 
Eastertime  until  about  the  last  of  November,  all  week-ends  are  scheduled 
at  Vade  Mecum,  and  it  is  beginning  to  be  premium  to  get  a  time  to  use 
the  camp  facilities. 

This  is  the  Vade  Mecum  story.  You  can  help  determine  whether  or 
not  it  is  worth  supporting.  Your  presence  there,  backing  in  money  and 
words  will  show  your  belief  in  Vade  Mecum.  Belief  in  Vade  Mecum  is 
manifested  in  its  translation:    "Come  with  me"  and  see.

REPORT  OF  THE  TERRACES 

The  Diocesan  Conference  Center  began  its  third  year  of  operation  on 
September  1,  1963  and  this  report  covers  the  program  year  which  began 
on  that  date.  The  center  is  closed  during  the  three  summer  months  but  is 
available  to  diocesan,  parochial,  and  approved  non-church  use  during  nine 
months  of  each  year. 

Each  year  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  of  use  by  many  groups, 
fifty-seven  agencies  and  institutions  utilizing  the  facilities  in  the  1963-1964 
program  year.    The  Terraces   itself  carries  on   no  program  but  functions

entirely  as  a  facility  for  conferences,  retreats,  and  study  sessions  conducted 
by  others. 

A  charge  of  seven  dollars  a  day  for  use  at  the  center  for  overnight  and 
three  meals  is  made  to  each  person.  This  is  not  adequate  to  maintain  the 
center  which  must  rely  on  the  Diocese  for  supplemental  funds  for  opera- 
tion. Increased  use  may  make  self-support  possible  within  five  years  if 
the  center's  continuing  problem  of  last-minute  cancellations  by  large  pro- 
portions of  the  groups  using  the  center  can  be  met  and  loss  on  food  reduced.

REPORT  OF  THE  THOMPSON  ORPHANAGE 

When  I  became  Superintendent  of  Thompson  Orphanage  June  1,  1940, 
the  first  problem  confronting  me  was  that  of  money.  The  June  I,  1940 
bank  balance  was  $143.23.  According  to  the  records,  it  cost  about  $2,000 
a  month  to  operate.  To  add  to  my  operation  worries  there  were  unpaid 
bills  on  my  desk  totaling  $4,685.42.  Needless  to  say  my  first  official  duty 
was  a  trip  to  the  First  Union  National  Bank  to  visit  with  Mr.  Victor  and  to 
borrow  $2,000  on  my  own  personal  note.  How  different  the  financial  picture 
is  today.  From  June  1,  1940  to  September  30,  1964,  we  have  received 
$1,425,555.71.  We  have  paid  out  $1,408,408.83  leaving  us  a  cash  balance 
in  our  current  fund  of  $17,146.88. 

Our  first  four  years  was  a  touch-and-go  system  concerning  finances.  In 
1944  we  had  a  balanced  budget  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  borrow  money7 
for  operating  expenses.  From  1944  to  1964  we  accumulated  $32,929.71, 
which  is  in  a  savings  account  for  the  current  fund. 

In  1961,  our  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of  Managers,  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  Policy  Committee,  adopted  an  expanded  program 
for  the  Thompson  Orphanage.    This  expanded  program   put  in   a  Social 
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Service  Department  and  also  a  foster  home  program.  This  increased  our 
budget  approximately  $20,000  per  year.  During  this  period,  we  have  not 
received  enough  cash  money  in  our  current  fund  to  meet  our  expenses. 
However,  the  savings  in  the  current  fund  have  been  used  to  pay  our  deficit. 

In  1958  forty  acres  of  our  land  located  here  in  Charlotte  was  leased  to 
a  Baltimore  firm  for  the  development  of  a  shopping  center.  Thus  the 
Charlottetown  Mall  came  into  being.  The  rental  from  the  Charlottetown 
Mall,  which  is  $50,000  per  year,  was  placed  in  a  building  fund;  this  money 
to  be  used  for  buildings  growing  out  of  our  new  program  and  cannot  be 
used  for  current  expenses.  This  program  calls  for  a  community  cottage  in 
the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  a  community  cottage  in  the  Diocese  of  West- 
ern North  Carolina,  with  an  executive  branch  and  cottages  located  here  in 
Charlotte.  This  program  got  underway  November  1,  with  a  groundbreaking 
for  our  first  cottage  located  at  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina. 

Mrs.  Whisnant  came  to  Thompson  Orphanage  with  me  as  Supervising 
Matron.  We  inherited  a  family  of  87  children — all  different.  Although  we 
had  worked  with  children  throughout  our  professional  careers,  this  was  our 
first  experience  with  the  whole  responsibility  of  a  boy  or  girl.  When  I 
asked  the  Executive  Board  what  program  to  follow,  they  informed  me  that 
that  was  my  responsibility,  so  in  talking  with  the  boys  and  girls,  we  found 
that  they  had  many  interests  and  were  not  too  different  from  other  boys  and 
girls  with  whom  we  had  worked.  We  were  handicapped  because  of  funds 
so  whatever  we  did  would  have  to  be  done  with  very  little  money.  We  had 
sixty-four  acres  of  land  which  had  been  abandoned  as  far  as  use  was  con- 
cerned. Some  of  our  boys  being  from  rural  areas  knew  something  about 
farming,  so  we  decided  to  use  the  resources  at  hand  and  do  what  we  could 
with  it.  By  1942  we  had  made  such  a  good  showing  here  in  the  heart  of 
Charlotte  that  our  many  friends  began  to  inquire  what  they  could  do  to 
help.  Their  help  was  in  the  form  of  farm  machinery  and  farm  animals 
and  by  1945  we  needed  room  to  expand.  With  the  help  of  friends,  we 
bought  169  acres  of  land  located  eight  miles  east  of  Charlotte.  From  1945 
to  1952  we  added  to  this  acreage  and  now  have  a  total  of  420  acres.  In 
1958  all  of  our  farming  operation  was  moved  to  Cedarbrook  Farm.  A  herd 
of  eight  registered  Jersey  cows  has  increased  to  thirty-five.  Our  dairy,  in 
addition  to  furnishing  milk  for  us,  has  a  surplus  which  is  sold  for  more  than 
$1,200  a  month.  Our  laying  hens  furnish  us  fresh  eggs  and  also  a  surplus 
worth  about  $400  a  month.  We  have  Hertford  beef  cattle  which  furnish 
us  beef,  as  well  as  hogs  for  pork,  for  our  dining  room.  This  farm  is  well 
equipped  with  machinery  and  a  very  modern  dairy  barn.  The  construction 
of  the  barns  was  paid  for  from  the  rental  of  the  Mall.  The  land,  farm 
machinery,  and  farm  animals  have  all  been  given  to  us. 

The  farm  has  meant  a  lot  to  the  boys  and  girls  because  it  has  afforded 
them  opportunities  to  work  in  4-H.  They  have  completed  many  projects  and 
have  been  County  Champions,  State  Champions,  and  National  Champions. 
We  have  never  allowed  our  farm  work  to  interfere  with  our  orderly  way  of

life.    The  farm  has  been  operated  on  the  order  of  a  laboratory  and  it  has 
worked  wonders  for  our  boys  and  girls. 

I  was  interested  to  find  out  how  many  boys  and  girls  had  entered 
Thompson  Orphanage  during  our  tenure.  We  turned  to  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment Report  and  found  that  2,092  had  passed  through  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  during  our  tenure — some  of  these  for  as  many  as  sixteen  years. 
The  records  show  that  many  of  them  have  been  vey  successful.  They  are 
married  and  have  good  families  which  implies  to  us  that  their  training  in  a 
church  institution  has  been  worthwhile.  Mrs.  Whisnant  and  I  have  done 
many  personal  things  for  them.  We  have  listened  to  their  sob  stories,  as 
well  as  their  success  stories.  We  have  worked  to  give  them  a  full  life. 
Through  the  generosity  of  friends,  we  have  a  Scholarship  Fund  which  allows 
us  to  further  their  education  either  at  the  college  level  or  trade.  We  have 
many  registered  nurses  and  many  working  in  business  offices. 

We  serve  as  their  God  Parents  at  baptisms.  We  arrange  and  sponsor 
their  weddings.  In  other  words,  we  have  served  as  substitute  parents  for 
them.  Although  we  attend  St.  Martin's  Episcopal  Church,  many  of  the 
baptismal  services  and  weddings  have  been  held  here  on  the  campus  in  our 
own  Chapel  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin. 

Thompson  Orphanage  children  were  the  first  institutional  children  in 
North  Carolina  to  be  admitted  to  a  city  public  school  system.  This  has 
given  our  family  many  advantages,  allowing  them  to  have  friends  in  the 
community  and  a  competitive  education  with  a  large  number  of  boys  and 
girls.  They  have  done  well  and  in  some  cases  excelled  scholastically  and  in 
athletics. 

One  of  the  difficult  tasks  of  operating  an  institution  is  obtaining  staff 
members.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  that  most  of  the  time  we  have  had 
competent  workers  and  to  them  we  are  grateful. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  serv- 
ices of  the  doctors  and  the  dentists  located  in  Charlotte  for  their  wonderful 
contribution  to  the  health  of  our  family.  Dr.  E.  R.  Hipp,  Sr.  is  the  Chair- 
man of  our  Health  Committee  and  it  has  been  through  his  interest  that 
this  work  has  been  carried  forward.  If  Dr.  Hipp  was  not  able  to  meet  the 
need,  he  knew  the  doctor  who  would  do  the  job.  The  dentists  have  been 
equally  interested  and  each  child  has  his  own  dentist.  I  am  sure  that  all  of 
our  children  are  grateful  for  this  wonderful  service. 

Thompson  Orphanage  is  well  received  in  the  community  of  Charlotte 
and  our  many  friends  continue  to  help  us  in  many  ways,  such  as  entertain- 
ment for  the  children,  good  food,  and  contributions  of  many  material  things. 

During  the  year  1963-64  Thompson  Orphanage  gave  care  to  70  children. 
We  have  now  in  our  care  43  on  campus,  9  in  foster  home  care,  and  5  in 
higher  education. 

Mrs.  Whisnant  and   I   are  grateful   for  the  cooperation   and  services 
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rendered  by  so  many  people.  Most  of  this  cooperation  has  been  in  the 
form  of  money,  some  in  personal  services  rendered  and  much  in  the  hearts 
of  people  interested  in  child  care.  We  also  want  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Board  of  Managers  for  their  help  during  the 
25  years  that  we  have  administered  the  operation  of  the  Thompson 
Orphanage.

REPORT  OF  THE  MURDOCH  MEMORIAL  SOCIETY 

The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  consists  of  a  Trust  Fund  established  by 
Miss  Margaret  Murdoch,  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  in  honor  of  her 
brother,  the  Reverend  Francis  Johnston  Murdoch.  The  Trust  as  of  September 
30,  1964  has  a  principal  of  $31,609.17;  the  accumulated  income  as  of  Sep- 
tember 30,  1964  was  $1,918.40. 

The  Murdoch  Memorial  Society  has  authority  to  make  loans  from  the 
accumulated  income  to  students  studying  for  the  ministry  in  order  to  help 
them  pay  their  financial  obligations  to  the  seminary.  The  grant  is  a  loan 
which  is  cancelled  when  the  student  is  ordained  to  the  ministry.  During 
1964  no  requests  for  loans  were  asked  of  the  Murdoch  Memorial  Society. 
It  is  my  understanding,  however,  that  the  Bishop  will,  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  1965,  ask  the  Society  for  loans. 

Under  Canon  17,  Section  3  of  the  Diocesan  Canons,  the  Murdoch 
Memorial  Society  has  authority  to  "dispose  of  the  income  from  the  Francis 
}.  Murdoch  Memorial  Trust  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Trust,  and 
also  of  such  other  funds  as  may  come  into  its  hands  for  its  purposes." 

Under  Canon  17,  Section  3  of  the  Diocesan  Canons,  the  Murdoch 
Memorial  Society  has  authority  to  "dispose  of  the  income  from  the  Francis 
I.  Murdoch  Memorial  Trust  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Trust,  and 
also  of  such  other  funds  as  may  come  into  its  hands  for  its  purposes." 

Section  4  of  the  Canon  17  of  the  Diocesan  Canons  says  "It  shall  be 
diligent  in  seeking  out,  and  if  need  be,  aiding  fit  persons  who  desire  to 
prepare  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  or  for  its  missionary  work."  How- 
ever, the  terms  of  the  Trust  are  such  that  the  Society  can  make  only  loans  to 
students  who  are  studying  for  the  ministry. 

The  principal  of  the  Trust  is  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees   of  the 

Diocese.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER 

Last  year  one  meeting  of  the  Historical  Commission,  appointed  by 
Bishop  Baker  to  write  a  history  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  North  Carolina, 
was  held  in  Chapel  Hill.  It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  that  the  authors 
of  the  several  chapters  of  the  history  should  have  their  manuscripts  in  the 
hands  of  the  editor  by  September  15,  1965.  The  Commission  plans  to  have 
the  history  published  by  January  1967. 

Anyone  owning  or  knowing  the  whereabouts  of  old  pamphlets  or  manu- 
scripts relating  to  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  from  colonial  times  to  the 
present  is  urgently  requested  to  write  the  Historiographer  concerning  them. 
This  request  has  been  made  before  but  with  little  result.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
reminder  might  bring  to  light  some  useful  material.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS 

I  was  absent  from  the  last  Convention  because  of  illness  and  was  not 
aware  until  recently  that  two  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Chaplains 
and  the  Department  of  Missions  (Journal  p.  106).  They  had  to  do  with  a 
study  of  the  rural  ministry  and  the  non-professional  ministry  and  the  per- 
petual diaconate. 

We  will  have  had  at  least  three  preliminary  discussions  by  January  and 
have  set  in  motion  a  collection  of  data  from  national  levels  and  from  the 
experience  of  others,  but  we  will  need  more  time  for  a  detailed  report  or 
recommendations. 

Meanwhile,  we  continue  our  efforts  to  assist  the  Bishops  in  the  selection 
and  examining  of  men  for  the  ministry  and  find  our  process  of  continuing 
contact  with  postulants,  candidates,  and  deacons  both  necessary  and  reward- 
ing, especially  our  meeting  with  postulants  and  candidates  in  September. 
The  Bishops,  and,  for  part  of  the  time,  the  Standing  Committee,  are 
present. 

Last  September  The  Terraces  suffered  rain  damage,  so  we  held  the 
meeting  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh.  The  Rector,  Dr. 
Dick,  was  talking  with  a  parishioner  about  our  comfort  and  convenience 
when  he  was  stricken.  We  all,  of  course,  attended  the  funeral  services,  and 
much  was  said  about  his  example  for  those  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

During  my  time  of  incapacity,  the  Reverend  L.  Bartine  Sherman  acted 
as  Chairman  of  the  Chaplains  with  his  usual  capability  and  care;  and  while 
the  Reverend  Loren  B.  Mead  was  in  England  all  year,  the  Bishop  appointed 
the  Reverend  Philip  C.  Cato  to  act  for  him.  His  response  was  whole-hearted 
and  thorough. 
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We  recommend  that  the  diaconate  be  for  a  full  year  as  prescribed  by 
Canon  35.  It  is  true  that  Bishops,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, can  shorten  the  time  to  six  months  for  exceptional  causes;  but 
exceptions  break  down  the  rule.  Moreover,  in  our  Diocese  the  diaconate 
is  being  used  as  an  opportunity  for  further  study  and  training.  The  Bishops 
and  Chaplains  asked  me  to  communicate  our  policy  and  practice  to  clergy 
and  wardens,  and  I  am  sending  out  a  letter  asking  for  their  cooperation  in 
regard  to  deacons  and  also  in  recruiting  and  sponsoring  men  for  the  ministry.

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Attendance  at  the  conference  was  good  and  we  felt  that  it  was  most 
successful. 

Shortly  after  our  conference  we  received  word  from  Mr.  Emmett  Sebrell 
that  he  would  not  be  able  to  serve  as  Vice  Pesident  and  Mr.  Edwin  F. 
Schnedl  resigned  to  go  into  the  ministry. 

Unfortunately  because  of  a  conflict  in  dates  we  were  unable  to  send  a 
representative  to  the  Provincial  Conference  of  the  Laity  at  Sewanee.  The 
Department  of  Promotion  conducted  the  Every  Member  Canvass  Clinics 
this  year  without  our  help.  It  is  our  hope  that  next  year  we  will  be  able  to 
get  together  and  make  this  a  co-operative  effort  again. 

During  our  1963-64  year  we  met  with  some  problems  of  attendance  at 
our  scheduled  Lay  Reader's  Conference  at  Southern  Pines  and  for  that 
reason  we  are  not  at  this  time  planning  to  go  forward  with  those  or  similar 
conferences  this  year.  We  will  back  up  and  re-appraise  our  activity  in  this 
area  in  an  attempt  to  determine  what  we  can  offer  that  will  be  of  maximum 
benefit  to  the  men  of  the  Diocese.  The  Laymen's  Conference  this  first 
Sunday  in  March,  1965  will  be  in  Haw  River  and  Mr.  Herb  Klose  and  Mr. 
Hobart  Steele  are  completing  the  arrangements  for  this  confeence.  Mr. 
William  Holloman  is  handling  all  of  the  arrangements  for  our  conference 
at  Vade  Mecum  this  March.  Mr.  Kerman  Copley  is  our  repesentative  on 
the  Vade  Mecum  Committee  and  Mr.  Charle  Blanchard  is  chairman  of 
our  Nominating  Committee.  We  are  anicipating  a  good  year  for  the  Lay- 
men of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee  again  uses  this  opportunity  to 
emphasize  the  importance  of  paying  all  pension  fund  assessments  as  they 
become  due.  Regulations  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  provide  that  the 
immediate  grant  of  $1,000  to  widows  cannot  be  paid  after  December  31  of 
each  year  until  every  parish  in  union  with  the  Diocesan  Convention  has 
paid  its  proper  pension  assessments  for  at  least  six  months  of  that  year. 

As  of  December  3,  1964,  The  Church  Pension  Fund  reported  grants  in 
force  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  follows: 

Clergymen   (12)    $20,760.48 

Widows   (18)   21,334.16 

Orphans  (3)   1.560.00 

Total    $43,664.64

For  the  Church  as  a  whole,  the  benefit  totals  were  as  follows:

Assessments  continue  to  contribute  approximately  one-half  cf  the  needed 
resources  for  the  foregoing  benefits.  The  other  one-half  was  provided  from 
investment  earnings. 

The  insurance  and  annuity  facilities  made  available  by  the  Trustees 
through  Church  Life  Insurance  Corporation  are  widely  used  by  the  Clergy 
and  active  lay  workers  and  officials.  The  policies  are  a  means,  among  other 
uses,  whereby  individuals  may  name  their  parishes  as  beneficiaries;  parishes 
may  build  up  endowments;  parishes  may  provide  group  life  insurance  for 
their  clergy. 

Over  5,000  churches  and  institutions  are  insured  in  The  Church  Fire 
Insurance  Corporation.  Thus  the  Church  in  effect  is  insuring  itself,  saving 
considerable  money  for  the  Church  in  the  process.  The  affiliated  Church 
Agency  Corporation  handles  bonding,  boiler,  and  other  insurances  required 
by  the  Church.  Thus  the  Church  has  its  own  specialists  working  wholly  in 
the  field  of  Episcopal  Church  insurance,  as  its  "joint  commission  on  pen- 
sions and  insurance,"  so  to  speak. 

These  units  are  wholly-owned  subsidiaries  of  the  Fund,  operate  wholly 
within  the  Church,  and  contribute  to  clergy  pensions. 

Once  again,  the  Committee  encourages  all  clergy  and  lay  readers  to 
insist  that  assessments  be  paid  promptly;  and  the  Committee  repeats  its 
offer  to  assist  all  churches  in  connection  with  any  problems  that  may  arise 
concerning  The  Church  Pension  Fund.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

During  the  past  year  efforts  have  been  made  to  place  the  affairs  of  the 
Foundation  in  the  best  possible  shape.  A  complete  review  of  the  portfolio 
of  stocks  and  bonds  has  been  completed  by  the  North  Carolina  National 
Bank,  Trustee  of  the  Foundation,  and  the  Foundation's  funds  have  been 
reinvested  in  a  more  advantageous  manner.  Attention  has  been  given  to 
past  due  notes  from  parishes  and  missions. 

The  latest  Monthly  Accounting  Report  of  the  Foundation,  dated  Octo- 
ber 31,   1964,  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Principal  and 
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Income  Accounts,  a  list  of  stocks  and  bonds  held,  a  list  of  the  notes  out- 
standing, and  the  amount  of  uncollected  pledges  of  both  churches  and 
individuals.  To  supplement  this  information,  we  have  a  list  of  the  past 
due  notes  receivable  as  of  October  31,  1964,  showing  the  balance  due  on 
the  loans  and  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  which  is  past  due.  As 
can  be  seen,  a  total  of  $11,998.29  in  principal  and  interest  is  overdue.  This 
amount  is  $3,179.03  more  than  the  amount  outstanding  on  October  31, 
1963.  Efforts  should  be  continued  to  collect  the  balances  due  on  these 
notes. 

The  outstanding  pledges  of  $86,107.72  are  the  same  as  those  of  October 
31,  1963.  This  figure  consists  of  individual  pledges  outstanding,  $34,597.90, 
and  church  pledges  outstanding,  $51,509,82. 

Disbursements  of  $166,400.61  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  in 
the  Principal  Account  to  purchase  bonds,  notes,  treasury  bills  and  common 
stock  for  the  Foundation.  Cash  on  hand  to  meet  current  loan  demand  was 
$7,092.80  as  of  October  31,  1964. 

Since  November  1,  1963,  the  Foundation  has  granted  loans  of  $1,000 
to  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Wilson,  and  $5,000  to  St.  Luke's  Church,  Durham. 
Several  other  inquiries  have  been  received,  but  to  date,  no  requests  for 
funds  have  been  submitted  as  a  result  of  these  inquiries. 

In  the  past  year  the  Foundation  has  found  it  necessary  to  call  only  one 
formal  meeting,  that  being  held  in  Charlotte  on  November  25,  1963.  All 
other  matters  regarding  Foundation  activities  have  been  conveniently  han- 
dled by  mail. 

At  this  date  a  complete  audit  report  of  the  Foundation  is  being  prepared 
by  W.  M.  Russ  and  Company  in  Raleigh.  This  report  will  be  available 
well  in  advance  of  the  date  of  the  Annual  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

The  Committee  has  received  two  resolutions  and  reports  as  follows: 
Resolution  No.  1  submitted  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Bourne. 


MUTUAL   RESPONSIBILITY   AND    INTERDEPENDENCE 
IN  THE  BODY  OF  CHRIST 

WHEREAS,,  the  61st  General  Convention  accepted  the  Document 
addressed  to  all  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  by  the  Primates  and 
Metropolitans  in  1963,  and  committed  the  Episcopal  Church  to  an  evalua- 
tion and  response  in  our  corporate  life,  our  priorities,  our  obedience  to 
Mission. 
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THEREFORE,  the  149th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, U.S.A.,  assembled  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  Raleigh, 
February  2nd  and  3rd,  1965,  do  gladly  accept  this  commitment  made  for 
us  by  our  61st  General  Convention  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  October  1964, 
and  pledge  our  response  thereto,  God  being  our  guide  and  helper,  on  the 
basis  of  the  following  conviction: 

First,  that  we  will  seek  renewal  and  new  obedience  in  every  area  of  the 
life  of  His  Church; 

Second,  that  we  will  seek  these  gifts  in  ourselves,  in  our  families,  in  our 
communities,  in  our  State  and  Nation,  and  in  God's  entire  world; 

Third,  that  we  will  begin  both  study  and  action,  with  full  knowledge 
that  this  renewal  and  obedience  must  first  be  ours  as  individuals; 

Fourth,  that  body  study  and  action  are  essential,  our  responsibility  being 
far  greater  than  any  financial  response  can  discharge,  more  urgent  and 
costly  than  self-examination  can  meet; 

Fifth,  Prayer,  Bible  study,  new  understanding,  new  priorities  for  our 
daily  life,  renewed  acceptance  of  our  own  personal  ministry,  are  essential 
needs,  if  we  are  to  have  any  gift  to  make,  or  any  grace  to  receive; 

Sixth,  that  the  responsibility  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  ours, 
and  we  ask  each  individual  and  every  congregation,  Parish  and  Mission,  like- 
wise prayerfully  and  joyfully  to  accept,  develop  and  extend  this  call  to 
renewal  of  our  life  in  Christ,  and  a  new  obedience  to  His  Will. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  resolution. 
Resolution  No.  2  submitted  by  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh 

WHEREAS,  the  Executive  Council  has  since  1962  increased  the 
proposed  budget  of  this  Diocese  for  the  National  Church  Program  above 
the  amount  requested  by  the  National  Church,  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  desirable  that  any  proposed  increase  to  the 
National  Church  Program  above  that  requested  by  the  National  Church  be 
specifically  acted  upon  by  each  Convention  so  that  relative  needs  and  oppor- 
tunities may  be  considered, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil be  requested  to  set  forth  separately  in  the  proposed  budget  any  increase 
it  recommends  to  the  National  Church  Program,  above  that  requested  by 
the  National  Church,  for  the  specific  consideration  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTITUTIONS 

This  Committee  has  examined  carefully  the  reports  from  Vade  Mecum, 
Kanuga,  Thompson  Orphanage,  the  Bishop  Edwin  Anderson  Penick  Home, 
The  Terraces,  St.  Augustine's,  St.  Mary's  Junior  College  and  the  University 
of  the  South.  Inasmuch  as  the  individual  reports  were  brief  and  did  not  go 
into  too  much  detail  our  remarks  will  be  confined  to  the  highlights  and/or 
weaknesses  as  we  observed  them  in  the  several  reports. 

At  Vade  Mecum  there  has  been  expansion  of  the  physical  plant  and 
improvement  of  facilities.  However,  it  was  surprising  to  the  committee  to 
learn  that  an  institution  so  directly  affecting  the  life  of  this  Diocese  should 
operate  at  only  three-fourths  capacity  during  the  camping  period. 

Kanuga  has  taken  a  "giant  step"  forward  by  hiring  an  Executive  Director 
responsible  for  its  total  program.  With  this  type  of  leadership  by  one  so 
well  qualified  as  the  Reverend  John  C.  Grainger,  Kanuga  should  be  moving 
towards  her  goal  of  better  serving  the  people  of  the  whole  Church,  including 
this  Diocese. 

It  would  appear  that  The  Terraces,  now  in  its  fourth  year  of  operation, 
should  progress  more  rapidly  toward  self-support.  Until  such  time  as  in- 
creased use  makes  such  self-support  possible,  serious  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  possibility  of  increasing  per  diem  rates. 

Several  heartening  aspects  of  St.  Augustine's  caught  the  committee's  eye. 

a)  Upgrading  of  faculty  and  the  increase  of  library  holdings,  thus 

b)  endeavoring    to   keep    "the   balance   between   things    spiritual    and 
material"; 

c)  improved  job  placement  (which  has  enabled  its  alumni  to  serve  ef- 
fectively around  the  world  as  teachers,  priests,  doctors  and  lawyers, 
etc. )  is  now  being  expanded  into  industry. 

In  general  the  outlook  for  St.  Augustine's,  with  continued  support  from  the 
Diocese  and  individual  parishioners,  seems  encouragingly  bright. 

With  the  continuing  increase  of  applications  for  admission  to  St.  Mary's 
Junior  College  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  Trustees  have  seen  fit  to 
break  ground  for  a  new  library  building,  acquire  valuable  adjacent  property 
and  begin  negotiations  for  a  loan  in  order  to  erect  a  new  dormitory  to 
house  80  additional  students. 

At  the  same  time,  support  from  the  Foundation  of  Church-Related  Col- 
leges has  increased  and  St.  Mary's  own  Alumnae  Giving  program  has  im- 
proved substantially;  unfortunately,  however,  this  cannot  be  said  regarding 
assistance  from  the  five  owning  dioceses  and  the  many  parishes  within  these 
dioceses. 

The  committee  wishes  to  take  special  note  of  the  25  years  of  unselfish 
and  dedicated  service  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whisnant  to  Thompson  Orphanage. 
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During  these  25  years  Thompson  Orphanage,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Whisnants,  has  not  only  overcome  a  financial  deficit  but  provided  a  home 
and  religious  training  for  almost  2,100  boys  and  girls. 

We  regret  that  time  does  not  permit  our  relating  the  details  of  this 
fascinating  success  story. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  after  many  years  of  planning,  the  Bishop 
Edwin  A.  Penick  Memorial  Home  is  open  and  operating.  With  the  dedi- 
cated leadership  which  has  brought  this  Home  into  being  and  with  neces- 
sarily increasing  annual  support  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  institution  will 
in  the  years  ahead  prove  to  be  one  of  which  the  Diocese  wll  be  proud. 

The  University  of  the  South  is  assuming  its  responsibilities,  both  aca- 
demic and  religious,  by  increased  enrollment  and  improved  standards. 

This  committee  strongly  supports  the  Trustees  of  Sewanee  in  urging 
"that  all  the  parishes  in  our  Diocese  show  their  faith  in  the  University  in 
accepting  the  obligation  of  their  ownership  by  pledging  one  dollar  per  com- 
municant this  year."  In  fact,  your  Committee  would  like  to  go  one  step 
further  in  suggesting  that  the  same  support  be  accorded  to  each  of  the 
other  institutions  covered  by  this  report. 

The  Committee  heartily  endorses  the  resolutions  improving  diocesan- 
institutional  relationships,  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council  and  approved 
by  this  Convention  in  its  first  session  on  February  2. 

We  also  make  note  of  the  policies  clarifying  admissions  at  each  of  the 
eight  institutions,  which  have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  and  read  at  this 
Convention. 

In  closing,  your  Committee  was  impressed,  and  in  most  cases  encouraged, 
by  the  forward-looking  attitude  evidenced  by  the  individual  reports.  Al- 
though the  word  "institution"  has  a  somewhat  dead  ring,  there  is  a  sense 
of  aliveness  in  all  of  these  agencies  supported  by  the  Diocese.

Their  report  includes 
by  reference  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  Income  and  Disburse- 
ments made  by  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank,  Managing  Agent  of  the 
Combined  Trusts  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  numerous  trusts 
of  the  Diocese  are  combined  into  one  control  account  with  the  individual 
trusts  owning  shares  in  the  common  trust  fund.  An  audit  of  the  Combined 
Trusts  for  1965  is  in  the  process  of  being  made  by  W.  M.  Russ  &  Co., 
however  this  audit  will  not  be  completed  until  after  this  Convention  has 
adjourned.  This  committee  saw  no  report  on  the  Principal  of  the  Combined 
Trusts  because  these  investments  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Investment 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  who,  according  to  canon,  reports  periodically  to 
the  Executive  Council.  The  distribution  of  income  to  the  participating 
trusts  during  the  year  was  $68,036.33. 

The  report  of  the  North  Carolina  Episcopal  Church  Foundation  indi- 
cates that  the  capital  account  of  the  Foundation  is  handled  in  an  efficient 
manner  with  surplus  funds  well  invested.  The  Foundation  has  funds  avail- 
able for  loans  to  parishes  and  missions  for  capital  outlays  when  such  loans 
are  requested  and  carry  the  approval  of  the  proper  Diocesan  authorities  and 
when  the  Foundation  is  satisfied  that  repayment  is  a  reasonable  expectation. 
Occasionally  grants  are  made  out  of  net  income  to*  appropriate  projects  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  or  the  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

This  committee  suggests  that  the  Foundation  either  cancel  pledges  of 
$86,822.02,  which  have  been  dormant  for  many  years,  or  have  them  recon- 
firmed and  activated. 

The  Foundation  operates  on  a  fiscal  year  ending  October  31.  According 
to  the  audit  report  of  W.  M.  Russ  &  Co.  at  that  date  there  were  40  out- 
standing loans  to  parishes  and  missions  in  the  amount  of  $361,500.  Usually 
these  loans  carry  a  2%  interest  rate  and  are  payable  quarterly  over  a  10-year 
period.  The  balance  due  on  these  loans  was  $215,070.80.  Payment  on  the 
principal  of  nine  loans  was  delinquent  in  the  amount  of  $11,575.  Eight 
loans  were  delinquent  in  interest  payments  in  the  amount  of  $423.29. 
Attention  was  reported  to  have  been  given  to  delinquent  accounts.  Two 
loans,  totalling  $6,000,  were  made  during  the  year.  The  net  worth  of  the 
Foundation  is  $415,256.61. 

The  Francis  J.  Murdoch  Society  administers  the  income  of  the  Francis 
J.  Murdoch  Memorial  Fund  which  is  one  of  the  trusts  in  the  Combined 
Trusts  of  the  Diocese.  The  income  of  this  trust  fund  is  available  for  loans 
without  interest  to  ministerial  students.  Such  loans  are  cancelled  when  the 
borrower  is  ordained  to  the  ministry.  The  committee  reports  accumulated 
income  of  $1,918.40  available  for  loans  at  September  30,  1964.  The  Bishop 
Coadjutor  has  advised  that  substantially  all   of  this  money  has  been  re- 
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quested  during  January,  1965,  and  will  be  loaned  to  worthy  students  who 
need  it.  Nine  loans  were  outstanding  at  December  31  in  the  total  amount 
of  $4,850. 

Your  committee  suggests  that  the  usefulness  of  our  Church  to  mankind 
can  be  greatly  increased  through  proper  use  of  additional  funds.  It  com- 
mends to  the  Diocese  and  particularly  to  the  clergy  and  the  members  of  the 
bar  that  their  influence  be  used  to  encourage  gifts  and  bequests  to  the 
Diocese,  to  its  parishes  and  missions,  and  to  other  Diocesan  agencies.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REPORT  ON 
'THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH" 

The  1965  Report  on  "The  State  of  the  Church"  deals  with  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Church,  the  liturgy  of  the  Church,  and  the  laity  of  the 
Church,  but  most  of  all  it  deals  with  the  "task"  of  the  Christian  Church  in 
today's  world.  Its  emphasis  is  almost  exclusively  on  the  present  day  respon- 
sibilities and  opportunities  of  the  Church  not  so  much  within  herself  but 
in  the  world,  and  not  only  with  men  at  worship  but  men  at  work. 

The  Report  reminds  us  that  the  Church  throughout  the  world  is  under- 
going an  exciting  period  of  rethinking  and  updating  its  language,  its  wor- 
ship, its  contact  with  the  realities  of  today's  world,  and  with  the  idea  that 
the  laity  should  constitute  the  primary  ministry  of  the  Church. 

The  Report  urges  that  this  Diocese,  its  Bishops,  its  Clergy,  and  its 
laity  should  come  together  to  discuss  these  ideas  of  "updating  and 
rethinking." 

Toward  that  end,  the  Report  makes  three  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  committee  be  formed  including  the  Bishops,  some  Clergy 
and  some  laity  to  study  the  problems  of  the  language  of  the  Church  in  to- 
day's world.    Is  it  well  understood?   How  can  it  be  made  more  meaningful? 

2.  That  the  Music  and  Worship  Commission  of  the  Diocese  undertake 
a  study  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  renewal  of  the  Church's 
worship,  its  rediscovery  in  terms  not  of  escape  or  of  passive  contemplation 
but  of  action  and  active  engagement. 

3.  That  a  Standing  Committee  on  Extra-Parochial  Ministry  be  appointed 
and  assigned  the  continual  study  of  and  recommendations  concerning  extra- 
parochial  ministry.  In  addition  to  such  programs  as  the  "Changing  Culture 
Conference"  held  in  Charlotte  in  September,  1964,  and  the  Church's  new 
venture  in  a  Burlington   Shopping  Center,  that  further  efforts   be  made 
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through  a  series  of  meetings  in  various  localities  and  areas  to  bring  together 
men  and  women  devoted  to  the  social,  human  and  industrial  problems  in 
these  areas  and  to  put  the  Episcopal  Church  at  their  disposal. 

We  commend  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  this 
Report  on  "The  State  of  The  Church",  and  suggest  that  it  is  well  worthy 
of  being  read  in  full  and  given  most  careful  and  prayerful  consideration. 
We  specifically  recommend  that  the  three  Recommendations  contained  in 
the  Report  be  carried  forward  through  the  Committees  as  suggested  in 
the  Report.

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  TO  THE  DEAF  FOR  1964 

It  was  reported  to  you  last  year  of  a  change  in  the  schedule  of  services 
in  an  effort  to  intensify  the  work  of  the  church  among  the  deaf.  Two  serv- 
ices being  conducted  in  each  city  each  month.  The  results  of  the  past  year 
has  shown  this  to  be  a  wise  rearrangement  of  the  schedule.  There  has  been 
better  attendance,  more  interest  and  concern  for  the  church,  and  a  much 
more  effective  ministry. 

For  the  past  six  years,  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Duke  University 
Medical  Center,  as  a  part  time  audiologist.  This  gives  the  opportunity  of 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  young  children  with  severe  hearing  problems, 
as  well  as  counseling  with  their  parents.  This  has  led  to  a  much  better 
understanding  of  the  problems  of  the  deaf  youth,  but  even  more  important, 
to  a  better  parent-child  relationship  resulting  in  better  training  for  the 
children. 

There  have  been  83  services  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  41  Cele- 
brations of  Holy  Communion,  five  services  of  Holy  Baptism,  two  candidates 
for  Confirmation,  and  two  sendees  of  Holy  Matrimony.  Calls  for  inter- 
preting, counseling,  and  assistance  continue  to  be  numerous. 

In  behalf  of  the  deaf  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  I  wish  to  express 
appreciation  to  the  Laity,  Clergy,  Bishops,  and  especially  Bishop  Baker,  for 
your  continued  interest,  personal  concern,  and  support  of  this  work.

Others  occupy  their 
places  and  perhaps  do  scare  ever  think  of  those  who  went  before  them,"  it 
is  the  desire  of  this  Convention  that  it  be  resolved,  indeed  that  it  is  our 
resolve  and  our  certainty  that  he,  Bishop  Baker,  shall  be  remembered  for  his 
great  fairness,  patience  and  equanimity.  His  life  among  us  has  been  "answer- 
able to  his  learning"  and  his  "study  and  reading  to  good  purpose."  Where- 
fore we  thank  him  and  Bishop  Fraser  for  their  guidance  and  love,  not  only 
yesterday  and  today  but  throughout  the  year. 

And  finally  be  it  resolved  that  we  depart  these  sacred  precincts  again 
mindful  of  the  words  of  this  same  Thomas  a  Kempis  that  "it  is  a  blessed
